INTRODUCTION. 


HERE being a peculiar Republick 

or Regiment belonging to the out- 
ward Parts, or Confines, as may be 
= ſaid, of the Human Body; we have 
choſen the ſame at preſent for our 
Diſſertation 3 intending more parti- 

cularly to treat of its Diſtempers : This, as I con- 
jecture, ſeems to be the ſame with the 4% v ca- 
ua of Hippocrates and Galen, interpreted by ſome 
of their Followers, the Bulk of the whole Body; 
taking in the outward Teguments with the Extre- 
mities of the Blood-Veſſels, both Veins and Arte- 
ries, of which we ſhall proceed to give the follow- 


ing Deſcription, before we enter upon our Account 


of the Diſeaſes incident thereunto 3 and, 1. of the 
Cuticula. 

This by the Greeks is termed iin from its 
covering the ſubjacent true Skin: From its Thin- 
neſs it is called the Scarf · ſæin, being a fine pellucid 
Membrane, inſenſible and exanguous, covering 
the whole Superfice of the Body: Of its own 
Nature it is white, yet by Reaſon of the Humours 
underneath, it varies its Complexion: Thus in the 
Jaundice it appears Yellow ; in the Sanguine, Red; 
in the ÆAtbiop, Black; in che Agyptian, Tawny; 
in the Phlegmatick and Cachectic, Pale and Wan. 
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It is conſpicuouſly perforated together with the 
Skin underneath in particular Places, as the Ears, 
Eyes, Noſe, Mouth, Anus and Pudendum ; and in- 
conſpicuouſly all over, through its innumerable and 


(to the naked Eye) almoſt imperceptible Paſſages, 


by Phyſicians called Pores ; . which like the fineſt 
Sieve, let forth the fuliginous Excrements of the 


Blood, and ſerve to ventilate its Flame, that it may 


not be oppreſt or ſuffocated. 


Its chiefeſt Uſes are to be the Medium of the 


Touch, to defend the Parts of the true Skin from 
being injured by occurring Bodies, to cloſe the 
Mouths of the little Veſſels and Glandules diſperſed 
through it, and yet at the ſame Time to let forth 
ſuperfluous Humours through its Pores as aforeſaid ; 
and laſtly by covering the Inequalities under-lying, 
to give Ornament and Comelineſs to the whole. 

The Cutis, or true Skin, is likewiſe a large 
Membrane, equalling the Circumference of the Bo- 


dy : It is faid by ſome of the Ancients to be of a mean 


Temperature, being partly Spermatic, and 
— — It is — to be the Organ rx 
outward Touch, (more particularly manifeſt on the 
Tops of the Fingers) the Cover and Defence of the 
Parts it incloſeth, from which it borroweth its Sha 


and Dimenſions. It ſerves as an Emunctory to the 


whole Body, as alſo to afford Eſtabliſhment to the 
Roots of the Hairs. | 

A' farther Uſe of this Part, according to Hippo- 
crates and Galen, is, that it may be made an Index 
or Criterion of the Temperament or Conſtitution, 
or of the good or bad State of the Body: Thus alſo 
Kiverius, Temperamentorum Inſtrumentum eſt Cutis, 
potiſſimum ea, que extremis Manuum Digitis ineſt.

INTRODUCTION. ii 
The moſt accurate Steno, as alſo Malpigbi, have 
curiouſly treated upon this Subject, whoſe Make and 


Texture ſeems yet more inſtructively delineated by 
Profeſſor Bidloo, and thence by our own Country- 


man, that excellent Anatomiſt, the deceaſed Mr. 
William Couper; whoſe Plan in the fourth Table of 
his great and elaborate Work, is worthy to be per- 


uſed by the Ingenious, and whoſe Account of theſe 
Parts we have transferred hither as follows. 


By the Aſſiſtance of the Microſcope (faith our 
Author) the Cuticula appears compoſed of diverſe 
Strata or Beds of Scales, faſtened to the Papillary 
Subſtance of the Skin, and are ſo entangled with 
each other, as that they appear a continued Pellicle 
or Membrane, when raiſed from the true Skin, 
whether by the Application of Bliſtering-Plaiſters 
in living People, or Scalding-Water, Hot-Irons, or 


the like, in dead Bodies. 


According to the Number of theſe Strata or Beds 


, of Scales, the Skin appears to be more or leſs fair, 


and the Perſon is commonly ſaid to have a thicker 
or a thinner Skin ; tho? very frequently the Jaundice, 
and other Diſtempers, give it an ill Tincture. 

The Cuticula, like the true Skin, is not uniform 3 
in diverſe Parts of it the Number of its Scales and 
their Strata exceed thoſe of others: On the Lips 
not above two Strata appear, on the other Parts 
more, ſeldom leſs: In the Bottoms of the Feet of 
thoſe who walk much, and the Palms of the 
Hands of laborious Mechanicks, theſe Strata are 
not only very numerous, but each Scale is thicken'd. 
If you macerate the Cuticle in Water, after ſome 
Days its Strata of Scales will appear, and you may 
divide it into two, ſometimes three or four Pellicles z 
the like Diviſion of it may be alſo obſerved in Veſi- 
catories or Bliſters raiſed on living Peqple. 
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Dr. Drake, in his Deſcriptiog of this Part, * faith, 
&« It has no proper Veſſels, at leaſt none that have 
«© been diſcovered by Anatomiſts : Yet having 
« had (continues he) the Curioſity ſeveral Times 
te to examine the Cuticula, raiſed by Veſication, I 
« have always found in it Glands, which were in 
<< that State pretty conſpicuous, and pretty nume- 
c rous ; from whence it ſeems to me certain, that 
<< there are Veſſels, tho* not diſcoverable by the 
« Eye, nor perhaps in dead Bodies, by the Mi- 
* croſcope : Becauſe of the Coincidence and Flac- 


„ cidity, conſequent on Death, which may eaſily 


« cauſe Veſſels, ſo exceedingly minute, to diſa 
« pear, I could wiſh therefore, ſaith this Gentle- 


man, that thoſe who are furniſhed with good 


„ Microſcopes, would examine this Part taken off by 


« Veſication, which I am perſuaded would diſcover 
„ ſomething yet unobſerved. 
As to the Strata above-mentioned, - I had lately 


an Opportunity of remarking them, in an Elephan- 


tiacal Patient, on the Inſide of whoſe Knee a large 
Lichen, or impetiginous Eruption, was ſeated, ac- 
companied with great itching: Whence, upon 
rubbing, a Scale would throw off, and a freſh one 
regenerate in few Days. For Curioſity ſake, I 
raiſed one of theſe, near the Compaſs of an half 
Crown; in one Part it adhered to that ſubjacent, and 


forcing the ſame off with the Edge of my Spathula, 


ſeveral ſmall Specks of Blood appeared underneath : 
Upon viewing this Lamen of the Cuticle againſt a 
clear Light, I could, even with my naked Eye, diſ- 
cover it to be a very tranſparent Pellicle, of a reti- 
cular Compages ; or rather ſuch Impreſſion formed 


thereon by the Veſſels underneath, like the divari- 


cated Sulci, or Tracks on the Inſide of the Cranium,

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made by thoſe of the Dura Mater in the Fxtus. 
But to proceed with Mr. Cowper's Deſcription.

* Beſides theſe, the Skin is furniſht with a Rete of 
other Veſſels, (viz.) Arteries, Veins, Nerves, and 
Lymphatic Veſſels, all admirably delineated in the 
aforeſaid Scheme, 

Hence it appears, faith he, that the Skin can no 
more be eſteemed a Similar Part than any of thoſe 
called Diſſimilar or Compounded : Nor indeed is 
there any Part of the whole Animal 1 
ticula may be ſo called) that can juſtly be eſteeme 
ſimple or uncompounded; even the Blood-Veſſels 
Nerves and Lympheducts are compounded Parts. 

6. Beſides the Pyramidal Sudoriferous Glands 


which compoſe the Papille Cutis, there are others 


placed on the internal Surface of the Skin, the moſt 
conſiderable of which we find in the Axillæ; 
where they are ſometimes called Axi/lares, but more 
properly Miliares, from their Figure; the Axillary 
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Glands lying under theſe laſt-mentioned ſudoriferous 


Glands, they receiving the Lympha brought into 


them by the Lympheducts ſpringing from the 
whole Arm, do diſcharge it again into the exports 
ing Lympheducts in its Way to the Thoracic Duct, 

7. There are other ſudoriferous Glands (tho? not 
ſo evident to the naked Eye) under the Skin of 
the Fingers, Inguina and behind the Ears; the 
hairy Scalp, Skin of the Forehead, Palms of the 
Hands, and Soles of the Feet are alſo furniſhed 
with theſe Glands: Wherefore not diſtinguiſhing 
them by the Names of the Places of their Situation, 
we choſe to give them a more general Denomination, 
either as to their Office, as Glandulæ ſudoriferæ; 
or Figure, as Miliares. 

8. In the Skin are alſo placed thoſe Bodies whence 
the Hairs ariſe: Theſe by ſome are alſo eſteem'd as 


Glands, and called Pilifere : Theſe piliferous Bo- 


dies or Glands are furniſh'd at their Roots with im- 

porting and exporting Blood-veſſels, Nerves, &c. 
the Hairs being as it were the excretory Ducts; 
with this Difference from thoſe of other Parts, 
Viz. they receiving their ſeparated Juice immedi- 
- ately from the Pores in the Extremities of the Blood- 
veſſels, whereas the Hairs, as we conceive, have 
their radical Moiſture tranſmitted to them by the 
Mediation of a ſpongious Body, which abſorbs it 
from the circumjacent Parts: Hence *tis that the 
Hairs grow in dead Bodies, when the Motions of 
the Fluids ceaſe. 

As to the external Surface of this Part, it is, as 
the forementioned Phyſician obſerves *, markt 
“ with a great Number of Lines, which inter- 
ce ſecting one another at acute Angles, make ge- 
t nerally a rhomboidal Figure; tho in ſome Places

People (I may add) do daily take upon them to tell 
Fools their Fortunes which is called the Art 'of 
Palmiſtry ; but ſhould be rather that of picking 
Pockets. | 

The Hair, as an Appendage to the Skin, falls 
under our Conſideration, having alſo its Diſeaſes as 
in the Alopecia and Plica, from the vitiated Texture 
of the cutaneous Glands, together with their Juices 
and the Pores of the Skin ſome how miſaffected and 
diſordered, to be treated on in their proper Places; 
whilſt we here only remark what has been obſerved 
by our Author, that altho* betwixt the Light and 
naked Eye, the Hair appears pellucid, yet if view'd 
with the Microſcope in that Poſition it appears 
ſpongy, or not unlike the inward Part of a Cane: 
It ſeems to be compos'd of horny globular Par- 
ticles, variouſly joined together and coloured. 
Where it hath Plenty of Moiſture it is commonly 
pendulous, if more dry it is curled *. 

In its whole Compoſition may be conſidered 
its ſpongious Body, compoſed of the aforeſaid 
horny Particles, its ſtreight and tranſverſe Stalks 
which join its Globules together; its woolly or 
downy Parts, which deſcend from above, and 
ſtand obliquely downwards ; whence it happens 
that when the Ends of the Hairs are not placed 


in their right Poſition, the Hairs are apt to intangle 


in combining. 

The Hairs are alſo divided into their Top, Mid- 
dle, and Root, ariſing from the piliferous Bodies, 
placed within the Skin. Their Thickneſs and

They are ſaid to ariſe from their ſubjacent Parts 
_ called their Roots, framed from a Complication of 
Blood-Veſſels and Nerves (as their exquiſite Senſe 
at the ſame Root does manifeſt) whence horn 
Fibres or Tubes ariſe, and being united, compoſe 
that. hard Body which we call the Nail. 
Thoſe Fibres which make the Outſide or con-

The Lepra (called otherwiſe antiafis) of 
the Arabians, is a Diſeaſe ſcarce known in our 
Country, or ſeen in thEſe latter Ages; on which 
Account *tis rarely handled by Modern Writers, 
and therefore if for the Satisfaction of the more in- 
quiſitive or curious, I venture to touch upon it, I 
hope the Digreſſion will be deemed pardonable. 

le was my own Curioſity firſt put me upon En- 
quiring, whether or no this deplorable Diſtemper 
had any Affinity or Relation to the Lepra of the 
Jews, which we find mentioned in the ſacred Re- 
cords of the Levitical Diſpenſation; and having 


peruſed ſundry ancient Writers, I met with little 


Satisfaction, nor from all together more to the 

ſe than what is compriſed in an Anſwer of 
that famous Phyſician Gregory Horſtius *, to a Let- 
ter ſent him by a Divinity-Profeſſor, Henricus 
Hoffner, who therein deſires his Opinion of the 
Clauſtrum Virginale, or Hymen, taken Notice of in 
the Old Law, as the Pucilage of the Jewiſb Wo- 
men, together with his Sentiments of the Nature 
of their Leproſy :..In Anſwer, I ſay, to which, 


upon the Subject of our preſent Enquiry, he writes

Concerning the Jewiſh Lepra, you rightly think 
it different from the Elepbantiaſis, or Lepra, men- 
tioned by Phyſicians.

"Theſe Signs appearing, corroborated with ſome

the Diſeaſe truly Elephantick in the worlt Degree, 
and appoint the Perſon to be ſeparated, by reaſon 
of his infectious and incurable Diſtemper, from the

But if the prime or Fr Signs are 
wanting, altho' a foul dry Scab affect the Skin with 
large and fretting Puſtules eating in, and ſwelling 


the Parts, with ſmall Chaps alſo, or Fiſſures, to- 


gether with a branny Scurf, yet do we not pro- 
nounce it an . rather the Pſora of

the Greets: Nay, if the ſaid Evil yet degenerate 
farther with Atrophy of the Parts, great Itching, 
eating into both Skin and Fleſh, the former not 
only talling off in Scurf, but Scales greater or leſs, 
eſpecially about the hairy Parts of the Head and 
Face, we thence denominate it a Lepra Grecorum 3 
. Mmuch different yet fr Elephantiaſis, and often- 
times admitt re: Nor is it now to be reck- 
oned a contagious Diſeaſe, altho' in Time it may 
turn to the Elepbantiaſis itſelf, 

. Now ſeeing theſe Examinations are ordered, be- 
cauſe ſuch miſerable People ſhould not be fo aban- 
don'd as to be left deſtitute of Means to ſuſtain 
Life, the Lazar Hoſpitals are appointed; into 
which all thoſe poor People who have not Means 
to ſubſiſt them, much leſs to pay for their Cure, 
when they ſuffer under this latter malign and per- 
verſe Scab, are pronounced fit to be ſeparated and 
ſent thither alſo; ſo that by theſe Means thoſe that 
labour under the real Elephantia/is, are few in Com- 
pariſon of ſuch as ſuffer under the Lepra Grecorum, 
or Pſora ; the latter of which (as before hinted) 
are ſometimes reſtored again to their former Health: 


(an Inſtance of which our Author gives in a noble 


Virgin about to be ſeparated upon this Occaſion.) 
Having thus at length (continues he) defin'd our 
Leproſy, or Elepbantiaſis, as underſtood by the 
Arabians and Phyſicians among the Greeks, I ſhall 


ſpeak to that of the ancient Jews: Which from 
what has been ſaid, I muſt needs think much dif- 


fering from the Arabian Elephantiaſis, and to bear 
near Affinity with what Phyſicians term Lichen and 
Alba Vitiligo, as Valleſius has diligently obſerved in 
his Tract De Philoſophia Sacra: But how their Gar- 
ments and Houſhold-Stuff (nay the very Walls of 
their Houſes) came to partake of the Infection, is 
not ſo manifeſt, altho* the foreſaid Author endea- 
yours to reconcile-it by a Sort of Analogy, from

7 
whence, he faith, even the inanimate Bodies might

' Houſes to be unknown to us, which we look on 


as a ſingular and divine Puniſhment: For as the 
Supreme Being did grant unto the aelitiſb Peo- 
— very particular Bleſſings and ſingular Privi- 
eges; ſo did he puniſh their Ingratitude and Abuſe 
of his Favours with yery ſevere and ſingular Judg- 
ments *, | 
It muſt be a ſad and grievous Spectacle to ſee 
this Leproſy raging in their Fleſh, but more dread- 
ful and wonderful to find it ſeize upon their Dwell- 


. ings, and to occaſion the Expulſion of both their 


Families and Houſhold Goods together : And this 
by way of Anſwer to the foregoing Query. 
I Will hope the Reader's Excuſe for this Philo- 
logical Deviation, in which the Term being expli- 
cated, and the Elephantiaſis Arabum ſeldom found 
or heard of among us; or if it were, yet being 
acknowledged by moſt Authors an incurable Di 
caſe, we ſhall lay down no other Therapeutick Me- 
thod, than the following, to be found in. .

of the leſs ſtudious Reader, it ſeems here likewiſe - 


convenient to explain and diſtinguiſh certain Appel- 
latives, under which the Diſeaſe (at leaſt the 
Symptoms among the Ancients, eſpecially Hippo- 
crates and Galen) are deſcribed and diſcourſedpof : 
Such as theſe I reckon are treated under the Na 
of Apbus, Vitiligo, Leuce, Lichen, Pſora, Exanthe- 
ma, Scabies, Furfur, Porrigo, Rhagades. 

Theſe, with ſome others, are frequently met 
with, and intended to denote either the Diſeaſe it 
ſelf, or ſome Symptom bordering thereon. _ 

In the Confuſion amidſt ſeveral Writers, let the 
following ferve as an Explanation, till a better is 
found. 

 Alphus, derived and 19 dae, immatare, ſigni- 
fies a Change of Colour: This by the Latins is 
termed Vitiligo, by the Arabians, Morphea Macu- 
loſa alba, unplying an unequal Diſcolouring or De- 


 filement in the upper Part of the Skin, by which 


the ſame is as it were ſprinkled up and down in ſe- 
veral Places with white leprous Spots, ariſing 
from a falt Phlegm, or other vitiated Juices, thrown 
forth of the Blood, and lodged in the outward 
Parts. 
Lence. If the Fleſh, as the Skin, partes of 
the Malignity, and begins to be corrupted, it then 
changeth the former Name for this of Leuce, de- 
rived ſtill from its white Colour; and according 
to Avicen, Aguaſen, Albaras, and other of the 
Arabian Phyſicians, ariſeth only from a farther De- 
generacy of the ſame Humours, chere being this 
farther Mark of Diſtinction, that in this latter, the 
Hairs, as the Skin, are ſaid to be changed white ;

9 
other times Leuce, tho improperly. There is alſo 
a third Sort, named uus, ſeu Morphea nigra, 
becauſe it tingeth the Skin with black Spots, as 
the other with white; neither is it attended with 
Pain or Excoriation, but only a diſcolouring in 
the Superficies of the Skin; this ſeems little dif- 
fering from the livid Spots of ſome Scorbutics, or 
thoſe occaſioned by an Ecchynioſis, or Sugillation of 
the Blood. ry : 
Lichen implies the ſame with Impetigo, and is 
uſually conſtrued a Tettar or Ring-worm : Eft ſum- 
me Cutis' Vitium (ſaith Hippocrates) ut Pſora & 
Lepra, cum Aſperitate & levi Pruritu : deterius 
quidem Pruritu, Pſora autem & Lepra, levius. 
Celſus gives it the Name of Papula, but the Ge- 


nerality of Phyſicians that of Impeligo. 


Exanthemata, ab itari effloreſco, ſignifying 
any Kind of cutaneous Eruption or Puſtule break- 
ing forth of the Skin, have no more Place here, 
altho? uſed by ſome of the Antients, than in a Diſ- 
courſe of the Small-Pox or Meaſles, for which 
they are particularly taken by Manardus, and there- 
fore to be no farther remarked in this Place. 
- Pſora, Gr. Yoes, the fame with Scabies, fic difta, 
a ſcalpendi defiderio, ſignifieth any ſcabby Eruption, 
or itchy puſtules on the Skin; more eſpecially thoſe 
attending the Elephantiaſis, or Lepra Græcorum de- 
ſcribed above. eee | | 

Furfur is a Symptom, or Effect rather of the 
dry Scab, which preying as it were upon the 


Skin, eſpecially the Cuticle, raiſeth up its S rata 


(preſently regenerated) throwing the fame off in a 
Scurf like Bran of Wheat, from whence the 
Name. When the Diſtemper affects the Head, 
Beard, or Brows, it receives for its Name Porrigo,

The laſt we ſhall mention are the Rhagades, d 
pig, abrumpo, by the Latins Fiſſure, Chaps or 
Clefts in the Skin, which appearing near the Anus, 
upon the Lips and Nipples, as alſo on the Hands 
and Feet, as well where there is none, as where 
there is a Lepra, we ſhall treat of the former under 
their proper Heads, and here finiſh this Etymolo- 
gy ; by which we may diſcover them, generally 
ſpeaking, either Symptoms of or ſome how related 
to the ſame Diſeaſe, diftering ſcarce otherwiſe than 
ſecundum majus vel minus, in the Corroſiveneſs of 
the offending Humour, or vitiated Salts 'of the 
Blood. | : 

Now, as before hinted, the Leproſy of the Ara- 
bians is ſcarce known to us [the neareſt Reſem- 
blance to which, if not the ſame, was that I re- 
member often ro have ſeen in a common Mendicant, 
lying out in the Fields, with prodigiouſly over- 
grown Legs, and an emaciated Body, deformed 
with ulcerous Rbagades on the Feet and Toes, 
which reſembled perfectly the Club- Feet of the 
Elephant] ſo alſo is the Lepra Græcorum of a 
ſeemingly milder and leſs contagious Nature with 
us, than ſome of our Neighbours, who have their 
Lazar-Houſes in many Places, and appoint Phyſi- 
clans to pronounce- Sentence, as we have heard, 

upon thoſe miſerable Wretches, who for that Cauſe 
are ſhut up, and proſcribed Commerce with other 
People. | | | 

The Diſeaſe under that Name with us, and of 
which I ſhall more particularly treat, ſeems of 
Kin to the Pſora in its Height, and to the Lichen 
in its milder State, as deſcribed by. Hippocrates 
the firſt of-which is allow'd to be very ſtubborn and tal 
rebellious, the laſt more mild and tractable, tho? an 


enough difficult to extirpate, ſo as to

Of Kin to this Deſcription, we find it taken 
Notice of by that notable Practitioner Hildanus 
(meaning here and in all other Places of this Trea- 
tiſe Guilbelmus Fabricus) although with this Di- 
ſtinction, that he does not, with Horſtius, limit 
the real Elepbantiaſis to the Feet only, as you 
may find in his Epiſtles“, where he recites alſo a 
Caſe of a Perſon condemn'd to the Lazar Ho- 
ſpital, whom he reſcued from an eight Years 
Gonk nement under Sentence of an ignorant Prac- 
titioner, by whom he had been pronounced le- 

rous. | 

The Diſeaſe, ſaith Pliny +, came not into [taly 
'till the Time of Pompey the Great, beginning fre- 
quently in the Face, where it appeared in Spots 
like a ſmall Lentil, after invading the Body with 
Tubercles of ſeveral Sizes and Colours, cruſted over 
with a dry and rugged Scab, which at length turned 
black” and eat the Fleſh to the very Bones ; the 
Fingers and Toes being alſo much tumefied at the 
lame Time. 

The ſame Author would have it thought pecu- 
liar to the Ægyptians, and when it lighteth upon 
their Kings, it is dreadful to the Subjects, hecauſe 
3 their Baths are tempered with human 
That it was thus peculiar in a manner to Ægypt, 
we may infer from this Diſtich of Zucretius*®,

Thus alſo in the Times of Galen, we find he 
takes Notice || of its raging in the City of Alex- 
andria ; leſs frequent in Germany, Scythia, Myſia,

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and the colder Regions: Yet Ambroſe Parey obſerves 
it in ſome Parts of Germany. But in Spain and all 
over Africa, it is more common (ſaith he) than in 


all other Parts of the World; and in Languedoc, 


Provence and Gryenne are more than in all France 
beſide *. 

As to the Cauſe of this Diſcaſe, the greateſt Part 
of the Ancients agree, that it hath its Riſe from 
Melancholy, with a Mixture of ſalt Phlegm, meets 
ing in a hot and dry Conſtitution, and occaſion- 
ing ſuch a Degeneracy of the ſaid Humours, as to 
produce, in its utmoſt Stage, a fort of univerſal 
Cancer.

<« affording them fo free a Paſſage, as the nber, 
of them requires. 

« The Diſcaſe is much mote frequent in hot 
« Countries than with us, where the Heat of the 
«© Sun rarifying exceedingly the Humours, and 
4 ſubtilifing the Blood, cauſes and requires more 
% hberal Perſpiration ; in the Courſe of which the 
% Salts, in their own Nature volatile, are till 


more ſubtiliſed and rendered more acrimonious,

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Thus the Salts being, by the Appointment, of 
Nature, to be eliminated through the Pores of 
the Skin, along with the recrementitious Serum, 
their proper Yekicle, are in hot Climates con- 


« vey'd in greater Plenty to the Surface of the 
Body, by reaſon of the extraordinary Rarity; of. 


the Pores, from the ſaid Heat, than in theſe. 
Northern Regions they ordinarily are: And 
ſticking in their Paſſage in the thin dry Mem-

ble Evaporation, and leave them there to cor-

Others define it a malign and contagious Diſ- 
eaſe, ' gotten by Infection from converſing with the 
Difeaſed, eſpecially by carnal Knowledge, after 
the manner of the Lues Venerea; from whence not 
only a leprous Iſſue, but the found Perſon lying 
with the infected, becomes diſeaſed. Bad Diet 
has been mentioned before, of which a remarkable 
Caſe is given by Scultetus*, in a Butcher of Ulm, 
who travelling upon the Road, happened to lodge in 
a certain Inn, where the Hoſteſs (a reputed Sor- 
cereſs) ſerved him with the boiled Fleſh of a dead 
Leper ; upon eating which, his whole Maſs of 
Blood was corrupted in a ſhort Space- of. Time, 
es all over his 
Head and Superfice of his whole Body, and hear-

That it is a Diſeaſe infectious by Comverlidias; 
ſeems plain from the Xenodochia S. Lazari found- 
ed in diverſe Cities of France, Germany, Spain, 
and other Places; where the Magiſtrates have 

appointed Phyſicians to inſpect ſuch as are deems 
e to be ſet apart from the reſt of Man-

That it affects after the manner of the Lues, by

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That this Herculean and moſt obſtinate Di leaſe, 
in its higheſt Degree, 18 abſolutely deſperate and 
deplorable: That in its middle State it is. exceed- 
ing troubleſome to overcome, and often foils the 
Phyſician's Art, who is ſometimes forced to quit the 
Patient, after much Labour and Ex nce, leaving 
him in a Condition as miſerable as he found him: 
That the milder Sort is yet ſufficiendly rebellious, 
and apt to ſprout anew, when ſeemingly ſubdued, 
requiring the utmoſt Diligence of an able Phyſician 
to vanquiſh or overcome. 

What remains, is the Method of Cure, which 
has been variouſly attempted by diverſe Practitio- 
ners, generally centering in ſome of the cardinal 
and prime Remedies: Among which, Galen and 
others of the Antients, as alſo maſt of the Mo- 
derns, recommend the Viper, taken from the ani- 
mal Kingdom z Antimony, Mercury and Sulphur 
from the mineral; Lignum Vitæ, Rad. Oxylapathi, 
Epithymum, Polypod. Sc. from the vegetable. 
1 But before we deliver any methodical Proceſs, 
we are to ſpeak a few Words concerning the em- 
pirical Cure of the Diſtemper : One of which (more 
remarkable than the reſt) is that of Caſtration or 
Gelding, which tins * faith, he hath known to 
be a perfect Cure. Valeſcus de Taranta is of the 
ſame” Opinion, ſaying, there is no better Way of 
correcting the hot and dry Intemperies, in which 
this Malady is ſeated: Ambroſe Parey + afſents to 
the ſame, as very likely and rational.

when in ſome very hot and dry Conſtitutions, the 


ſame is given in Wine, or the Spirit and volatile 
Salt extracted by the Force of Fire; which muſt 
fill farther increaſe and inkindle the Sulphur in 
their Blood, and render the Salts in the ſame more 
pungent and corroſive : But what different Effects 
the Fleſh of the Viper boil'd in Water, and eaten 
with the Broth (as the Indians eat them, and ac- 
count them very delicious Food, firſt caſting away 
the Head and Tail with the Skin and Intrails) may 
have, is apparent from the Remarks of ſeveral 
learned Men, who have fo directed them with ex- 
traordinary Benefit. In what Form Palmarius or 
Fernelius might order them (altho' they ſay they 
tried ſeveral) is ſomewhat uncertain ; if after the 
manner of ſome chymical Extract, or in the The- 
riaca, they are diſappointed, the leſs Wonder : 
Although, after all, they do own that in a recent 
Leproſy, where the Skin only is affected with a 
Scab or ſcaly Eruption, it would anſwer, and ha- 
ſten off the branny covering, after the manner of 
the ſerpentine Exuvie : And yet if the Diſeaſe be 
radicate, it will (ſay they) neither better the mor- 
bid State of the Bowels, nor check the leprous 
Taint, the Poiſon of which very commonly en- 
creaſeth upon their Uſe, whilſt the Symptoms are 
rather exaſperated than any way alleviated or taken

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Of this Opinion we find Poterius, who faithy

Example . of a Cure wrought by them, upon a 


reverend Father, as he calls him, Provincial of the 
whole Order of Dominicans throughout Lombardy, 
over-run with a foul leprous Scab in his Body of 
five or ſix Years ſtanding; for which there had 
been conſulted many Phyſicians, and an infinite 
Number of Medicines preſcribed and taken to no 
Purpoſe. We (ſays ** on account of this contu- 
macious and ſtubborn Diſeaſe, obtained our Pur- 
poſe by keeping him ſolely to the Uſe of the 
Viper's Fleſn for ſome Time, which he eat aſter 
boiling in Water, and drank the Broth: He had 
them alſo dried and powdered; mixing the ſaid 
Powder with a little Sugar and Cinnamon, and ſo 
ſprinkling it among other Food: In the whole

Upon which he = cloſe cover'd and ply'd with 
hot Poſſet-Drink, or Mace-Ale, till the Sweat 
flow*d plentifully from him, which being wiped 
ſill off, and he gradually cooling, got up to his 
Dinner, and followed his Maſter's Buſineſs. a 

When we had thus ſpent a Month, and made 
ſome Progreſs towards the clearing of his Skin, 
(his purging and ſweating intermitted for ſome 
Time) I kept him Night and Morning to the 
Pil. Aibiopicæ in the Pharmacop. Bteana, and the 
Seaſon favouring, he went for an Hour or two 
every Evening by himſelf into the River, where 
with his Fleſh-bruſh and Lather he throughly 
ſcoured his Hide, and came home much pleaſed 
with his expected Cure.

After ſome Time his Skin appeared much amend- 
ed, and he who every Morning could gather lately

However, much fearing the lurking Snake, he 
was kept ſtrictly to his alterative Bolus, and purged 
again ſeveral Times with Mercurials; his Diet- 
Drink, of which he was tired, was changed for a 
medicated Whey, which he Grank: Plentifully _ 
he thought himſelf quite well, |

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Fet after a Month or ſix Weeks Diſuſe of Me- 
dicine, this inveterate Malady began to bud afreſh ; 
and having gotten, as he thought, a new and ſmooth 
Skin, he perceived, to his great Grief, another 
ſcaling one ariſing, wanting Time only to confirm 
itſelf in its former State: Upon which I adviſed 
his Friends to have him fluxed by Unction, before 
his Diſeaſe got again to a Height. | 

' Accordingly a Salivation was rais'd, and he ſpit 
plentifully betwixt twenty and thirty Days; came 
out perfectly clear of his Diſtemper, and remained 
ſo for ſeveral Months. To confirm his Cure, I 
would have had him ſent to our Baths in Somer/et- 
fire, but by Reaſon of the Straitneſs of their 
Circumſtances,” this was laid aſide, as hoping alſo 
that there might be no Occaſion. l 
Before the enſuing Spring was far advanced, tho 
he took all neceſſary Precaution by Way of bleed- 
ing, purging, and a regular Diſcipline, as to the 
Non- naturals, yet did the ſcurfy Scab repullulate 
in ſeveral Places, tho* not arriving to the Degree

| He ventured ſome Years paſt upon Marriage,

or three other ſmaller _ other Parts of her Face, 
and ſome upon her Neck. 78 

I deſired ſhe would ſhew me her Elbows, and 
(if ſhe pleaſed) her Knees, where I expected (hav- 
ing generally found it fo) the greateſt Appearance: 
With the firſt ſhe readily complied, and 1 found 
the Olecranon beſet with a large, white and ſhining; 
Scab; ſhe told me the Tops of her Knees were ra- 
ther worſe, with ſome fcattering Spots a Hand's 
Breadth below, and that the reſt of her Body was 
perfectly free. oo 

I told her Mother my Thoughts of the Diſeaſe, - 
and the great Difficulty there was in ſubduing the 
ſame, which I found her no Stranger to; the young 
Gentlewoman being but then lately diſcharged a fix 
Months ſtrift Courſe of Medicine, preſcribed in 
the Country by a bold Practitioner, who frequent- 
ly gives the Prince's Powder, and which accord- 
ing to her Account of its dogged Operation, ſhe 
had taken, at leaſt ſome other violent Preparations 
of Mercury, kept down by purging from affect- 
ing her Mouth, which nevertheleſs ſhe ſaid would 


be ſometimes ſore for two or three Days. . 


She had bathed, anointed, and ſtrictly dieted to 
no purpoſe, the Diſtemper not giving way, but 
keeping at a Stand, unleſs that a new Puſtule had 
lately riſen on her Face, which gave them freſh 
Alarm, and put them upon conſulting what farther 
was to be done. 

The Gentlewoman, the Mother, told me ſhe 
was adviſed to fend her down to the Bath; I pro- 

ſed Salivation firſt, which I found the Daughter 

da Mind to be at, having heard of wonderful 
Cures wrought thereby, and for fear it might far- 
ther blemich her Face ſhe was willing to * 
* 2 
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what I had. Thoughts 
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either that or any other Experiment, how hazats 
dous ſoever. 

Before any Thing was determined, I propoſed a 
Conſultation with ſome 'eminent Artiſt, and that 
great and well-deſerving Man Charles Bernard Eſqz 
was conſulted. When we met, I told the Serjeant 
of enterpriſing, which he 
approved: I propoſed raiſing the Flux by Unction, 
to which he objected the Tenderneſs of her Make, 
and his Fears that ſhe not ſo well grapple 
with that, as the Way of raiſing it with Calomel, 
otherwiſe he was clearly for the Unction: I then 
told him how ſhe had been treated, and he ſeemed 
to give way, 

We then conſulted what was to be done after the 
Salivation, and he told me he had ſeen more Bene- 
fit from ſome vitriolic Medicines, in maſtering theſe 


leprous Salts, than from the Sulphur Baths, or 


other Regimen: However he complied with her 
going to the Bath when the Scaſon favoured. 
Upon this all Things got ready, and an honeſt 
careful Nurſe (I had for many Years uſed to the 
Employment) being ſent to prepare her Chamber, 
and ſuitable Cloathing of Flannen-Shift, Muffler, 
Neckcloth, c. I began without other Prepara- 
tion than that of two or three Days Confinement 
before-hand to the Houſe, and Abſtinence from 
fome uſual Liberty in her Diet; nor do I ſee Oc- 
caſion (unleſs there be Pletbora) why the Body 


ſhould be weakened either by purging or bleeding, 


which has now more than at any 'Time Occaſion 
for Strength to undergo the following Courſe : The

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The Mother, upon the Serjeant's Hint, was'a 
nale dubious about the Way by Unction; but 
having told her that by chat Way the greateſt Cures 
had been effected, that her Daughter's Caſe requir'd 
it, that I had ſent her a Nurſe (on whom great 
Streſs is laid in theſe Caſes) I could depend on, and 
that my ſelf would be doubly diligent in my At- 
tendance to obviate any Accident, ſhe agreed, and 
in the Evening I brought my Compoſition (the 
whole containing 3j. of Mercury) which, I di- 
vided into four Parts, and faw the Nurſe (whoſe 
Hand was armed with a Bladder tied about her 
Wriſt) beſtow the firſt Part between the Elbows 
and Shoulders of each Arm, and from the Garter- 
ng above Knee to the Ankles of each Leg. In 
ning down her Stocking by the Nurfe, I pre- 


vailed with the young Gentle woman to let me take 


a View of one of her Knees, which ſhe ſhewed me, 
covered over with feveral large dry Scabs, and ſmal- 
ler dnes below. 

| The firſt Unction thus finiſh*d by the Fire-ide, 


| I took my Leave, having ordered her to Bed, and 


to diſpoſe herſelf to a-gentle Breathing by a Draught 
of Sage-Tea, the Liquor ſhe moſt coveted. 
Hearing nothing from my Nurſe next Morning, 
I defer d my Viſit *till Night, when the ſecond 
Un&ion was 3 in hke manner as the former, 

ing no manner of Alteration, as I under- 
ood, the following Day: However we had all 
Things in Readineſs againſt Surpriſe ; ſuch as a 
Bottle of Liquid Laud. a Pot of Confeft. Fracaft. 
a good Cordial and ftomachic Julap, burnt Wine, 
new-laid Eggs, and a good Quantity of Ws De- 
coct. C. C. C. 

After — third Unction ſhe complained a little 
of her Gums in the Night, and ſaid the Parts of 
her Mouth were ftiff and hot; but much more of 
* * 2 produced * I and * 
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fore I got to her a perpetual Tengſmus : The Nutſe 
had given her twelve Drops of Laud. in three of 
four Spoonfuls of the burnt Wine. MTs 
When I came I found her much diſcouraged, 
with a low Pulſe and faint Sweats, alſo her Gripes 
no whit abated; the laſt Stool contained much Mu- 
cus from the Guts, with ſome little ſprinkling of 
Blood : To take off thoſe Symptoms I immediate- 
ly ordered the Clyſter the Nurſe had got ready, 
made of if. of the Deco. Alb. in which was diſ- 
ſolved the Yolk of an Egg, and 5B. of Diaſcord. 
to be injected preſently, which in leſs than half an 
Hour's Time gave her Eaſe. 

That Evening we forbore anointing, and kept 
her to Chicken-Broth boiled with Rice, a Stick of 


Cinnamon, a Cruſt of Bread, and a few Shavings 


of Ivory, She reſted tolerably, complaining ſome- 
what more of her Mouth, which yet ſhe wiſhed 
was much ſorer, being extremely deſirous of ſpit- 
ting, which ſhe had been informed would riſe in 
Proportion to her ſwelled Chaps; and Tenderneſs 
of the Parts within. : | 
Finding little Alteration, and that ſhe was free 
of her 9 and Looſeneſs, the third Evening, 
from the laſt Unction, we ſpent the remaining 
fourth Part, upon which ſhe took a Diſh of her 
burnt Wine with fifteen Drops of the Laud. to 
diſpoſe her to reſt, and prevent the Return of her 
Dyſentery. „ 
Next Morning ſhe complained of great Sickneſs, 
and vomited, which I was not concerned at, it often 
preſaging the coming on of the Flux; in the mean 


Time we endavoured to keep up her Strength with 


Broths, and now and then two or three Spoonfuls 
of the following Jula.

In the Even of this Day, waiting on her, I un- 
derſtood by the Nurſe ſhe had two Stools, but 
without Blood, that ſhe had thereupon thrown up 
a Glyſter as before : I found her very dull that ſhe 
did not ſpit, and looking into her Mouth I per- 
ceived the Glandules under the inveſting Membrane 
of the Cheeks and Lips were much diſtended, over 
which my Finger paſt as over a Grater for Bread 
her Gums in the ſame Condition, inflamed and tu- 
mid, and her Mouth (a very good Omen) began to 
ſtink, which the Nurſe took Notice had ſmelt 
ſtrong all Day. 9 
She was retching whilſt I was there, and had ſpit 
from the Morning ſhe got up about three Quarters 
of a Pint. | 
I left her that Night with farther Inſtrutione 
to the Nurſe, who was exceeding careful of her ; 
and the next Day following, coming in before ſhe 
was up, ſhe complained of nothing but the want 
of a ſore Mouth ; which indeed, bating the Sloughs 
and Ulcers attending, I thought ſhe muſt have. 
much Trouble from the Inflammation, Heat, and 
Tumefaction appearing : However the couragious 
young Gentlewoman made light of it, and regard- 
ed nothing ſo ſhe might but ſpit; I promiſed in a 
Day or two to move it forward, if requiſite, and 
her Condition would allow ; accordingly perceiv- 
ing the Lympha exceeding viſcous, I perſuaded her 
for farther Dilution, to drink freely of her Sack- 
Whey, thin Chicken-Broth, Sage-Tea, or Poſſet- 
Drink; ſhe being now ſecure and free both from 
her Gripes and Looſeneſs: After which, conſider- 
ing ſhe had been uſed to Mercurials in another 
way, I gave her gj. of Calomel. in the Confect. 
Fracaſt. which the Day after had made no Alte- 
ration, nor had ſhe ſpit above a Pint the Jaſt twenty 
four Hours; ſo that in the Afternoon of that Day, 
I ventur'd to give her ſeven Grains of. the Turbith 
E Mineral, 
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Mineral, with 58. of Calomel in a, Bole of Confect. 
Alkermes, and ſtaid by her'to fee the Operation, her 
Poſſet Drink being got ready beforehand. Af- 
ter about half an Hour, ſhe complained of great 
Sickneſs, and ſaid ſhe ſhould vomit, but did not 
till near an Hour was expired, and then it wrought 


gently enough four or five Times, being each 
Time incouraged by a large Draught of her, faid 


Poſſet- Drink. 


Some time after the Operation was over, ſhe had 
a Coffee-Diſh of burnt Wine, and had alſo. as good 
a Night as could be expected ; her Mouth in all 


' Parts of it ſenſibly more inflamed, and her Gums, 


eſpecially thoſe backwards, ſo ſwell'd as to cover 
the Tops of her Teeth, which ſhe could not ſuffer 
to meet, _ 

Coming into her Chamber the Day after, I ſmelt 
as incouraging a Stink from her. Mouth as could be 


wiſhed for: An Indication of ſuch an. Alteration in 


the Humours, grown putrid, as might diſpoſe them 
gither to be ſeparated and thrown off by the Glands 
of the Mouth, or miſſing that way, of Diſcharge 
by other Paſſages. Her mouth ſcemed all on Fire 
wah the Glandules ſtarting up under the Membrane, 
as large as great Pins Heads, but little: Slough or 
Excoriation, unleſs at the Extremity of the fartheſt 
Teeth on the lower Jaw. 

Thus we continued three or four Days, never ri- 
ſing higher than a Pint (altho? ſhe drank freely) in 
the Day and Night ; however it had produced that 
Effect, 5 the Impetigo every where ſcal'd off, 


as well from her Face as her Joints, which they 
had never done beſore in her other Courſe, and 


made her hope well of a Cre, going on the more 
chearfully. 
Being very willing he ſhould obtain what ſhe 


ſo carneſtly deſired, and Lam ſure deſerved, I once 


mare en. 91 of Calomel over Night, and the 
next 
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next Day her Turbith Bolus, which made her very 
ſick, and wrought but twice: I likewiſe directed a 
Sinapiſm with the Rad. Pyreth. Zinzib. contuſ. Sc. 
tied up in a Rag, and held between whiles, as ſhe 
could ſuffer it, on the Inſide of the ſwelled Cheeks, 
to excoriate the ſame, and ſet open the Excretory 
Ducts of the Glandules, but all to little purpoſe 3 
for tho* her Chaps were thus tumefy'd, inflamed, 
and ſtank, yet ſuch was the 1dio/yncraſy of her Tem- 
perament, as to this particular, that all Endeayours 
were fruitleſs, Nature (as we ſay commonly) oppug- 

ning this way of Diſcharge ; I might indeed have 
killed her, but could never have raiſed a plentiful 
Salivation ; wherefore it was agreed, in a ſecond 
Conſultation, that we ſhould endeayour to make up 
the Deficiency by Sweating, Purging, and ſtrict 
Diet, with the Help of Alteratives, and the Uſe of 
the Bath, for which ſhe was intended. | 

Deſiſting now from any further Attempt, I FA 
rected an Anodyne Gargariſm of Decoct. Hord. with 
which in few 7 her Mouth grew eaſy ; and ha- 
ving thus ſpent three Weeks or upwards, the Flux- 
ion declining, I purged her with the following 
Draught. |

Tart. p. Delig. into ſome Spring-Water, which kept 
the Puſtules ſo under, that ſhe was little or nothing 
incommoded thereby.

CHAP. III. 
Of the Itch. 


$NX HIS Diſeaſe is by the Greeks named 
EA Kvyomes, by the Latins Pruritus, a pru- 
rio to itch; about which we ſhall ſpend 
les Time, for as much as the worſt 

"  Kindof it does nearly border on the 

Scab or Lepra, ſo largely handled in our laſt Chap- 
ter; and at its Height requiring much the fame 
Method of Healing, altho* uſually attended with 
better Succeſs: For where the lighter and more 
common Remedies fall ſhort, we ſeldom meet \ 
with an Itch (however obſtinate) that ſtands out 
againſt a mercurial Salivation; nor have we often 
Occaſion for ſo great a Remedy. . 
In diſcourſing hereof I ſhall diſtinguiſh this Diſ- 
eaſe as Local and Scorbutic, or Cacochymical: 
And truly if any Diſeaſe is properly Cutaneous, 
or a Diſtemper of the Skin, none claims a better 
Title thereto than the former or local Itch: I call it 
local where the Contagion or ſeminal Principle of 
the Diſeaſe is tranſmitted to a Perſon in ſound ' 
Health, by drawing on the Glove or Stocking, 
wiping on the Linen, or lying in the Sheets after 
Perſons infected with the ſame Malady, which en- 
tering externally by the Pores of the Skin into the 
Glandules thereof vitiates their Texture, corrupts 
their Juices, and raiſeth the ſame Ferment with that 
from which it was propagated or derived. 


Again 


Again, that it is truly and properly ſpeaking a 
Diſeaſe of the Skin, is hence manifeſt ; E that if 
recent or freſh contrafted, it is often and ſafely 
cured by Topics alone : But theſe are to be applied 
timely, before it has ſunk deeper into the Glan- 
dules, and by the circulating Fluid, through the 
capillary Veſitls, tranſmitted its Venom into the 
Blood, whoſe Craſis it very quickly diſturbs and 
contaminates. 94 
The Cauſe of this Diſeaſe, whether Sympathic 

from abroad, or Protopathick ingendered in the Blood 
is laid in the ſalt, ſerous Humour lodged in the 
Glandules of the Skin, which have been deſcribed 
in our Introduction, railing by the Cuticle into ſmall 
Puſtules or Pimples, with white and ſhining Heads, 
which being rubbed in ſcratching, ouze out a clear 
Water, and then dry up again with a Scab; theſe 
for the moſt Part appear betwixt the Fingers (the 
Proper Seat and Pathognomonic of the Diſeaſe) as 
alſo under the Hams, upon the Hipps and other 
Parts of the Body, where the falt Humour being 
detained by the ſaid outward or ſcarf Skin, excites 
the Senſation we call Itching, which whether plea- 
ſing or painful, or a mixt Paſſion, is a Controverly 
not here to be determined. | 
A ſhort and more ſatisfactory Account of this 

Diſeaſe, T ſhall here preſent my Reader from that 
great Philoſopher and Phyſician Dr. Willis in theſe 
Words. f 

As to what concerns puſtulous Eruptions, as the 
glandulous Humour may be depraved ſeveral Ways, 
jo eſpecially theſe three; and therefore uſually falls 
under a coagulative Diſpoſition with the Serum, 
that is newly poured out of the.

Glands, ſometimes by mere Stagnation be- 
comes not only itchy, but oftentimes corruptive 3 
wherefore not only they that have been long kept 
in Priſon, but alſo that have lived a ſedentary Life, 
and are uſed to Filth, Stink, Slattiſhneſs or Naſti. © 
neſs, live obnoxious to theſe Diſeaſes ; inaſmuch as 
the cutaneous Liquor being not at all eventilated, 
is corrupted by mere Stagnation, and ſo obtains the

Thirdly, if perhaps theſe Cauſes be wanting, ſo

But however the Uſe of Topicks, or local Re- 
medies, are forbidden, proper Alteratives to con-' 
temperate the hot and ſharp Humours are not; 
neither yet are ſuitable Purgations, at due Intervals, - 
to abate or leſſen their Quantity. It will behove 
the Nurſe alſo, who ſuckles, to be careful how ſhe 
heats or inflames her Blood, to be ſtrictly dieted 
and purged betwixt whiles ; and it may be neceſlary 
at — Times to change the Milk for that which is 
more agreeable. 

The Infant may be purged with Syr. de Cicher. 
cum Rheo, Syr. Viol. or — Rof. ſolut. or if weaned, 
with a ſlight Infuſion of the Rad. Rhubarb. made in 
Ag. Lac. vel Ceraſ. Nigr. In the mean Time you 
may order the teſtaceous Powders, ſuch as the Ocul.

To a Child a Year and half, or two Years old, 
I have ſucceſsfully given two or three Grains of

A young Infant, about three Quarters old, whe- 
ther by impure Milk from an hireling Nurſe, - or as 
impure a Blood tranſmitted from the Parent whilſt 
in the Womb, ſeemed uncertain; being miſerably 
broke out with large Puſtules, almoſt univerſally 
from the Head to the Feet, but more eſpecially on 
the Buttocks and Thighs, -was ſo lamentably ha- 
raſs'd Night and Day, between Smart and Itch, that 
for want of Reſt it was pined almoſt to a Skeleton. 

I was at firſt apprehenſive the poor Child might 
have contracted a Lues of the venereal Kind, from 
one or bother, yet could not find fo far as I durſt 
enquire, that either, though otherwiſe irregular in 
their Way of Living, were diſeaſed : Beſides, upon 
farther View, the Nature of the Eruptions differ d; 
the Puſtules, inſtead of growing yellow with a dry 
cruſty and ſerpiginous Scab, riſing to a Head, and 
maturating like the common inflammatory ones; 
after which diſappearing, freſh ones would ſtill ariſe, 
either -in the ſame or other Places, being in thoſe 
Parts farther fretted by the Urine, and occaſioning 
on the Buttocks and Thighs as it were one continued 
Ulceration. 

In order to correct the Humours, I adviſed that 
the Infant ſhould be immediately weaned, and fed

-: The Tetter is a ſmall Cluſter of Puſtules, ſeiſing 
the Face, Hands, or other Parts of a rebellious, 
and ſometimes obſtinate Nature, eating in the Skin, 
and ſpreading its Taint frequently to a larger Com- 
paſs, forſaking the old Place, and ſeiſing the adja- 
cent Parts. It neither matters, nor comes to Di- 
geſtion ; but being rubbed, will ſometimes gleet a 
thin ſharp Water; thoꝰ oftner not, only exciting 
Smart, Heat and itching of the Place it affects, to 
the Patient? great Diſturbance, and from its Con- 
tinuance, Trouble and Vexation. ; 

There is another Species of this Diſeaſe, appear- 
ing in larger Heaps of ſmall Puſtules, upon ſeveral 
Parts of the Body; as the Neck, Breaſt, Loins, 
Hips and Thighs ; theſe are uſually attended with a 
light Fever, and Inflammation round about, and 
riſing up with white mattery Heads, there ſucceeds 
a ſmall round Scab, reſembling the Millet-ſeed, from 
which the Diſeaſe itſelf hath borrowed the Name of 
Herpes Miliaris, being the fame with that our Peo- 
ple call the Shingles. . 

Again there is yet another Sort, which from its 
greater Degree of Virulency and Corroſion, is by 
the Greeks termed "Eprys 0 N, quod celeriter 
ſerpendo, totam Cutem exulcerat : It is uſually known 
by the Name of Herpes exedens vel depaſcens; but 
this latter more properly belonging to a Diſcourſe 
of Ulcers, leaving the ſame to be met with in Chi- 
rurgical Writers“, we ſhall ſpeak to the other

The Serpigo, Tetter or Ring-worm, is a Diſeaſe 
creating greater Trouble, and ſometimes much Dif- 
ficulty tg exterminate ; nay after it appears dead, 
it will ſprout again at certain Seaſons of the Year, 
disfiguring the Hands and Face, and ſtanding out 
againſtſMedicines apply'd of ſundry Kinds. | 

In the Beginning, before the Ule of Topicks, 


altho* bleeding is of ſome condemned, yet purging 


is approved of all, eſpecially with the cholagogue 
Medicines, and thoſe frequently repeated; which 
not ſucceeding, we mult have recourſe to Mercu- 


rials, eſpecially if there be the leaſt Suſpicion of 
any venereal Taint in the Blood, from an old In- 


fection. Having removed the Cacochymy, we may 
venture upon Topicks, ſome of which, as recom- 
mended by good Authors, I ſhall here ſet down, 


together with my own Experiments.

8 Tf therefore, faith he, any Body ſhould call 
4 the Small-Pox a temporal critical Lepra, coming 
« upon an extraordinary Occaſion, I ſee no Reaſon 
« to impugn his Notion ; and tho? the Treatment 
. «© be, and ought to be different, it is becauſe more 
« Reſpect is had to the internal accidental Cauſe, 
« than to the external Symptoms, and their Effects 
« upon the Skin. 

Whether this Diſeaſe was known to the An- 


cĩents, is warmly controverted; and the Difference 


ſeems to be at length concluded in the Affirmative, 

inſt the ſeveral Opponents, as may be ſeen in 
Zacut. Luſitanus, as alſo in Seunertus, treating of 
the ſaid Malady; which indeed conſidering the 


Cauſe generally ſuppoſed, can ſcarce be otherwiſe; 


which is reckoned to be hereditarily tranſmitted 
from the Parent to the Child, by means of the men- 
ſtrual Blood, which is commonly looked on as the 
material Cauſe, brought into Act by ſome hidden 


Conſtitution or peculiar Diathe/is of the Air, pla- 


netary 


netary Influence, Irregularities in ſome of the Non- 


naturals, or perhaps all together. 

The Diſpoſition, ſaith Willis *, which inclines 
human Kind to this Diſeaſe, ſeems to be a certain 
evil Impurity of the Blood conceived in the Womb, 
among the firſt Rudiments of Generation: Al- 
moſt all would have this aſcribed to the menſtruous 
Blood; which Opinion ſeems not altogether im- 
probable, becauſe in a Woman's Womb (other- 


| wiſe than in moſt other living Creatures) there is 


nicated tþ the Maſs of Blood, affords to it Vigour 
and Spirit, and at ſet Periods procures a Swelling 
up and an Excretion of what 1s ſuperfluous : But 
at the Time of Conception, when the Menſtrua 
wholly ceaſes, very much of this Ferment is beſtow'd 
upon the Fætus or Child; and its Particles being 
heterogeneous to all the reſt, as ſomething extrane- 
ous, are yet confuſed with the Maſs of Blood and 
Humours, which being thus involved, lurk or lie 


9 85 certain Ferment, which being commu- 


hid ſometimes for a long while; yet after ſtirred 
up or moved by ſome evident Cauſe, as any pecu- 


har Conſtitution forwarding the ſame, they fgrment 
with the Blood, inducing firſt an Ebullition and 
Coagulation, or rather (as Sydenham expreſſeth it) 
a Deſpumation, from whence the Symptoms of the 
Diſeaſe ariſe. | 

| Thoſe who cannot acquieſce with this Account, 
but deny all Ferments whatſoever or whereſoever 
placed, may pleaſe themſelves with ſome latter Hy- 
potheſes ; particularly as to the menſtrual Purga- 
tion, if what the learned Charlton formerly ad- 
vanced does not fatisfy, - let them peruſe . what the 
ingenious Dr. Freind has ſince offered to the World 
upon that Subject, whilſt we go on a little farther, 
with our Author before quoted, in his Sentiments

of that other Eruption, our People call the Meaſles, 
which are (that I may uſe his Wards, altho? in ano- 
ther, I mean our Engii/h, Tongue) ſo much of Kin 
to the former, that with the greateſt Number of 
Authors, they have not deſerved to be handled 
apart from them, but that either Diſtemper have 
been uſually treated of together after the like Man- 
ner and Method: The Eſſence or Cure differing 
at leaſt accidentally, or as they are greater or lefler 
becauſe in the Meaſles the Whelks riſe not up to 
ſo great a Bulk, nor are they ſuppurated; where- 
fore the Sickneſs is ſooner ended, and with leis Dan- 
ger uſually. | 


This Diſtemper is wont moſtly to ſpread upon 


Children, more rarely amongſt thoſe of Years or 
old People: Alſo thoſe who have firſt of all had 
the Small-Pox, are not after ſa obnoxious to the 
Meaſles ; but in moſt Things the Diſtempers are of 
Ein, to wit, the Evil being contracted in the Womb, 
diſpoſes Mankind only, and thoſe but once, to either 
Diſtemper ; ſuch as a malign Conſtitution of the 
Air, and ſometimes a Surfeit, bringing the hidden 
Diſpoſgion into Act; there are uſually preſent cer- 
tain Marks of Malignity, and the Sickneſs often 


times becomes ef1demical with contagious Morta, 


So that it ſeems the Meaſles are a certain lighter 
flowering of an extraneous Ferment, by which 
ſome Particles being ſtirred up into Motion, make 
, the Blood lightly to grow hot, and to be a little 
coagulated ; wherefore the Marks from hence do 
fpread abroad and diſſipate, without any breaking of 
the Cuticula, or outward Skin, by Evaporation only, 
while the Small-Pox are a more full and ftrong 
Agitation, according to all the Particles of the fame 
Ferment, which cauſing a great Ebullition and Co- 
agulation of the Blood, produces far more full Puſ- 
tules, and greater in Bulk, and no otherwiſe to be 
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diſperſed than by Szppuration, or turning into 
Matter. = | PLS 
| When the Small-Pox precede, they are not only 
exempt from the ſame Diſeaſe any more, but for 
the moſt Part alſo from the Meaſles, becauſe theſe 
latter conſuming alſo ſome Parts of the faid Fer- 
ment, leave ſtill a Diſpoſition to the Small-Pox - 
Wherefore it is obſervable, that old Men; or thoſe” 
advanc'd in Years, are not fo readily infected with 
the Meaſles, becauſe they are cither freed from the 
Contagion, by having before had the Small-Pox, 
or elſe the Infection of this more light Diſeaſe ia 
eaſily reſiſted by their more ſtrong Spirits. = 
Our Anatomiſt before mentioned has invented 
another Explication, which is, as he thinks, better 
able to ſolve this Problem, that the Diſeaſe invades 
but once, which I ſhall give you here in his own 
Words.

« Why the Small-Pox ſeldom viſits any Perſon 
« more than once in his whole Life-time, has been

to haye two or three Eruptions. That it comes

Leaving therefore this Problem where we took. | 
it up, and confeſſing our own Ignorance of the | 
Phenomenon, we cannot think however, but that 
chere is ſomewhat more eſſential in the cutaneous 
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Diſeaſes, than merely Conformation of the Parts of 
the Cutis and Cuticula, whether in reſpect to the 
Glandules or Pores thereof: And altho' theſe hap- 
pen to be more loofe and open, or more compact 
and conſtipated, yet will the varialous Fever not 
only ſegregate a different Sort of Particles from 
the Boſom of the Blood thus polluted and ferment- 
ang, from thoſe of the Morbillaus or Scarlatine, but

Fles ; under which Appellation they comprehend 
alſo other cutaneous Eruptions, The Latin Authors 
mention them under thoſe of Puftule & Papulæ, 
of later Years, Variolæ, quaſi parvi Vari, or as 
others, uod cutem varient 5 this Name has been 
apply d promiſcuouſly by ſome to both Diſtempers, 
—— ards the Meaſles received that of Mor- 


Billi, — 5 parvi Morbi, vel paruorum Morbi, as 


chiefly afflicting Children: Others, among whom 
Sennertus, Quaſi parva Peſtis : I Morbo among the 
Ttalians, implying the ſame with Peſtis ; and thus 
much for the Hiſtorical Part of theſe Diſeaſes; in 
which, as we have before noted, outward Apples 
tion may do much Harm, but little Service. 
To preſerve the Face, faith Riverius , ſome 
waſh it with Roſe- water, or ſome other more aftrin- 


gent; which I can by no means approve, becauſe * 


the greater Share of the Impurities is driven to it, 
by Reaſon its Skin is lax and ſoft, and fo fitteſt to 
receive the Excrements thrown forth of the _ 
Wherefore if the ſaid — naturally ſent 
hither, ſhould by any Means repelled or driven 
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back into the Blood, and there retained, it muſt 
doubtleſs be miſchievous, and perhaps deſtructive 
by being put aſide its natural Tendenry,  __ 
Nor muſt T omit, ſaith he, what ſeveral teach, 
that the Small-Pox when they are brought to Ma- 
turity, muſt be pricked with a Golden or Silver 
Needle, leſt the Pus abiding longer, ſhould leave 
Scars upon the Parts; which nevertheleſs is now im 
a manner out of Uſe, fince Experience has ſhewn 
that the Small-Pox when prickt, are cured more 
ſlowly, and keep the Scabs longer on, by reaſon of 
the Weakneſs of the Heat thus diminiſht by let- 
ting out the Matter, whereby fouler Scars are left 
by much; than if they had been left to themſelves. 
This Practice (how pernicious ſoever it hath been 
found* fince) was recommended by Avicenna and 
the greater Part of the Arabians, who fo ſoon as \ 
the Puſtules turned white, ordered them to be prickt do 
with the Needle, as we may read in Mercurialis, 
who highly diſapproves the Cuftom as both need- 
leſs and very troubleſome : The latter, becauſe at 
this Time the Patients are grievouſly tormented 
The former, becauſe it is agreed and certain they 
muſt not be prickt till they are turned white, at 
which Time *tis clear the Humour has done all the 
Hurt it can: For when the Whiteneſs appears, the 
utrid Heat abates as well as the Corroſion: 
herefore tis much better to abſtain from this ri- 
diculous and miſchievous Operation, as among us 
has deſervedly been laid aſide long ſince, unleſs in 
Caſes of extraordinary Malignity, where there ariſe 
Phlz4#2ne inſtead of, or interſperſed with, the other 
Puſtules, full of a virulent and corroding Sanies, 
which ought to be let out, and the Parts under- 
neath defended from a Necrofis or Mortification, 
ſometimes occaſioned by the malign Nature of the

Another Practice to get quickly rid of this Diſ- 
temper, and haſten the drying away of the Puſ- 


tules, was that the Arabians called Salting, the 


Manner of which you may find mentioned by 


: Bonet. f 1 * 
Aſercurialis, when they come not kindly, to Sup- 


puration, or ripen not faſt enough, propoſes the 
touching of them with a ſoft Rag, or a Piece of 
Cotton dipped in a Decoction of Figs and, Mallows, 
which being applied warm, (he faith) both aſ- 
{wage Pain and haſten Maturation. | | 

Fromanus * takes Notice of a Way to preſerve 
the Face, which is by holding the Feet over the 
Steam of a Decoction of ſome of the emollient 
Herbs, at the Appearance of the Diſeaſe, by 
which, Revulſion is made of the fermenting Blood 
to the lower Parts : For the Feet and .Legs will 
not only be heated by the Vapour, but ſoftened 
likewiſe, and their Veſſels dilated, by which 
Means having great Store of Blood gathered to 
them, there will be conſequently leſſer Quantity 
of the ebullient Blood carried to the upper 
Parts. 

Of Kin to this Experiment for the Preſervation 
of the Face, is that taken Notice of by F. de le 
Boe Sylv F viz. dipping the Feet in warm Cow's 
Milk, when firſt the Small-Pox begin to come 
out: Which tho? it want Succeſs, in our Au- 
thor's Words, yet it cannot be done without great 
Detriment to the lower Parts on Account of the 
— flowing down thus plentifully upon 
them. 

But indeed all theſe Projects, whether of repel- 
ling from the Face by cold Reſtringents, or draw- 
ing to the Feet by the Heat of Steams or Bath, are

too hazardous and full of Danger to be enter- 
priz d: Not only for the Reaſons given, but for 
that when the Deſpumation is once begun, and the 
noxious Particles ſeparated from the Blood, and 
fitted to be caſt out upon theſe or other Parts of 
the Body, ſhould their Courſe be inverted, inſtead 
of being: called off to other Parts we deſign, *tis 
more likely, getting again into the Blood, they 
will hinder. the great Work begun, encreaſe the 


putrid Heat of the Fever, and render the ſame ma- 


lignant and mortal; which had been otherwiſe be- 
nign and mild, and accompanied alſo with a ſalu- 
tary Criſis, | 

The fatal Inſtances of theſe Kinds of Tamper- 
ings are frequently to be met withal. About three 
Years fince, when this Diſeaſe was more than uſu- 
ally Epidemical among us here at London, I knew 
a young Gentle woman whoſe Death was juſtly im- 


putable to the wearing a Defenſative upon her 


ace, in the Nature of a Maſk, for the ſecur- 


ing her Beauty, which would have been fadly re- 


compenſed (had ſhe lived) by the loſs of Sight 
in both her Eyes, the Pupil of each of which be- 
ing covered by a large Puſtule, but the reſt of 
them hindered in their Eruption upon the other 
Part of the Face, by the Coldneſs and Stipticity 
of the Application binding up the Pores, fell back 


upon the Præcordia and deſtroyed the Patient, 


in ſpight of the beſt Helps uſed aftet for her Re- 
covery. . r 
A Beautiful Noble Woman, recorded by Borel- 
lus *, being likely to be much disfigured by the 
Small-Pox, was deſirous to have a Remedy that 


might either prevent or get out the Marks: To 


comply with her Requeſt, an imprudent Phyſician 
orders a certain cold Gataplaſm, by which the Re- 


mains of the Diſeaſe being driven in upon the Brain,

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me ſoon received her Death inſtead of her expect- 
ed Beauty. 

Fr. Hoffman tells us, he knew a Man whom he 
calls a true Votary to Medicine, (and fo indeed he 
muſt be if he could truly perform what is pretend- 
ed, and which I conceive the greateſt Folly to pre- 
tend to) who by a certain fecret Powder, could 
hinder the coming out of the Small Pox, by ſtop- 
ping the fermenting Motion of the Humours, al- 


tho Spots already appeared, without any Prejudice 


to Health : Whether this was to be done by re- 
conciling the Particles about to be ſeparated to the 
Maſs of Blood again, or diſpoſing them to be car- 
ried off ſome other Ways, is left as uncertain, as 
in my Opinion unworthy to be regarded; not ſo 
much for the abſolute Impoſſibility of the Thing, 


as the affirming it may be effected without the leaſt 


Danger. — 6 
And therefore with the famous Practitioner, we 
took notice of in the Beginning of this Chapter, 
the beſt Way is to do nothing at all to the Face to 
keep it from petting : Becauſe Oyls, Liniments, &c. 
only make the white Scurf longer in coming off: 
One Part whereof following another, when the 
Patient riſes from his Bed, and is indifferently well, 
theſe Scars begin to come in Sight: Which they 
will have leſs Reaſon to fear, who by reaſon of a 
moderate Regimen have not had the Puſtules exaſ- 
perated, whereby they are leſs liable to contract any 
cauſtic Quality. | 
For thoſe however, who are minded to uſe any 
Medicine when the Scabs are all off, to ſmooth the 


Skin and recover the Complexion, theſe following

Spotted Fevers of any Kind, however ſecondarily 
affecting the Skin and Cuticle, the peſtilent or con- 
tagious Particles, being by the feveriſh Efferveſ- 


cence ſeparated from the reſt of the Blood, and by 


the capillary Veſſels there laid aſide: Yet is the 
Diſeaſe here likewiſe primarily in the Blood ſome 
how contaminated, and falls under its proper 


Head of Peſtilential, or Spoited Fevers ; the Skin it 


ſelf, with reſpe& to the Eruptions, requiring no 
local Remedies. | | 

We ſhall therefore remit our Reader, for further 
Inſtructions about theſe Diſeaſes, to ſuch Authors 
as have particularly handled the Plague and Spotted 


Feuers, after we have laid down ſome ſhort Notes 
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of Diſtinction, whereby the Petechiæ or Spots them- 
ſelves may be diſtinguiſhed from other Marks of 
the Skin, and ſaid a Word or two of the manner 
of their Eruption. | 
* Firſt, They are different from other Stigmata, 
thus. From Tubercles or Bumps, they are known 
by their Equality, never riſing above the Surface, 
From other equal or ſmooth Marks, as the Lenti- 
ines or the like, they are ſufficiently known by the 
— that produced them, being neither long nor 
ſpread, but round like the Fleabite, from which 
ey are alſo known by the want of that Punctum 


or Point, always found in the middle of the Flea- 


bite, as a Veſtige left by the Proboſcis of that Inſect, 
which upon Compreſſion remains, altho' the Red- 
neſs round about diſappear for a Moment; other- 
iſe in Petechiæ where no ſuch Punctum is to be 
found. Again, the Fever Spots are generally ob- 
ſervable in the Arms, Thighs, Breaſt and Back, 
rarely or never in the Face. rhe: 
As to their Nature and Manner of their Pro- 
duction, we aſſert in general, faith Dr. Willis, that 
all theſe Spots are Productions of the Blood and 


nervous Juice, ſmitten as it were by the peſtilential 


Venom, and divided into grumaus Parts, as it 
happens in its Circuit to be ſeized on of the ſaid 
Venom; for as much as the animal Spirit refiding 
in both Liquors, eſpecially the Blood, are no ſooner 
put to flight by the malign Aura, or putrid Atoms 

ut a Coagulation 1s induced on the now difpirited 
Liquor: Even as Milk growing ſour, or curdled 
by the Admixtion of ſome Acid Juice: Upon which 
Account certain Portions of the ſame thus altered 
by the Venom, ſeparate into Clots or Grumi, in 
like manner as Blood extravaſate or let forth of the 
Veſſels, foon turneth black, whence preſently the 
Motion of the reſt of the Blood is hindered, not 
pnly in the Veſſels adjoining, but alſo in the Heart 
| Jt 
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itſelf, and by reaſon of the putrid Ferment other 


Parts are ſtill liable to the fame Coagulum. Now 


whatſoever is thus turned into grumous Clodders, 


(unleſs the ſame preſently be thrown out) by giving | 


a Check to the Circulation, muſt preſently cauſe 
Death: but being thrown forth to the Circum-

from this Hypotheſis ; whoſe ſeveral ways of being 
brought into act, the Reader will meet withal in 
our Nuo Treatiſe *.- YO ER 
Simeon Pauli Þ in his Diſcourſe upon this Sub- 
ject, expreſſeth himſelf in manner following. 
Having a mind to lay down in what Manner 
Spots break out in our Skin, either by the Motion 
of Nature alone, or when helped by Alexiphar- 
mics and Sudorifics, and how our Skin comes to 
be beſet with them, and again clear of them, I 
conceive thus ; that Nature either provoked or 


helped by Alexipharmics, endeavours to expel the 


Blood that is hurtful to her, and more or leſs cor- 
rupted in its whole Subſtance, which whilſt ſhe is 
doing, ?tis very probable the ſame Thing happens 
to the Maſs of Blood, eſpecially at the Anaſtomoſes 
of the Veins and Arteries of the Hands and Feet, 
which befals a frozen River when the Froſt is broke: 
For as then the Ice is melted with the kindly and 
gentle Heat of the Sun, ſo Nature being about to 


conquer the Diſeaſe, by the Benefit of the animal

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Fire or innate Heat, cooling eſpecially after the State 
of the Diſeaſe, and burning no more ſo preterna- 


turally as before, melts the Blood thickened and 


made rough by the febrile Heat in the Veins, and 


as it were congealing, becauſe of abundance of Salt” 


in the Extremities: And as a Torrent or River 
carries Fragments of Ice rapidly down the Stream, 
ſo the Blood in the Veins throws off ſmall Por- 
tions of the preternaturally fixed Salt, which are 
themſelves the Spots, or at leaſt make them. 
Wherefore no Wonder if Nature upon the Uſe of 
Alexipharmics or Sudorifics, made of the Mineral, 
Vegetable, and eſpecially of the Animal Kind, 


abounding more or leſs with volatile Salts, does 


ſooner or later, gradually or at once, according to 
the differing Temper of the Subjects, throw off 


Spots to the Skin, varying in Colour, Magnitude 


and Number, which indeed Rulandus obſerved, 
were fixed to the Extremities of the Capillary 
Veins, But they are nothing elfe but the Salt of 


the Serum and Maſs of Blood made volatile, which 


ſweating through the Pores of the Skin, is the 
proximate and only Cauſe of all Spots in malig- 


nant Fevers, be they ſmall and lenticular, or larger, 


thruſt out into the Skin and there fixed, till upon 
the Patient's Amendment the ſame gradually vaniſh 
by inſenſible Tranſpiration, or even while the Diſ- 
eaſe or Fever laſts, the ſame are reſolved into Atoms 


ſo ſmall that they cannot be ſeen, which we call the 


udo or infectious Particles, and are the proxi- 
mate Cauſe of the Contagion. - 

Having given our Reader his Choice of two Hy- 
Pot beſes, for they are neither of them more, as to 
the Nature and Manner of theſe cutaneous Erup- 
tions, we ſhall only hint thus much, that the Cure of 
all theſe Fevers conſiſts in the due Uſe of Alexi.

E have placed theſe together, not ſo 
much for Affinity fake, although both 

I ſcem to partake of the higheſt Degree 


ſo properly a cutaneous Diſeaſe as ſome 
others we have already, and ſhall hereafter treat 
of: It being ſeldom that theſe affect the Skin only, 
without taking hold of the other Membranes and 
muſculous Fleſh ; however we ſhall ſpeak briefly 
. „ N 
The Carbuncle, Gr. jdt, implying che Tame 
with Carbo, a -burning Coal, ſo denominated from 
its burning Nature, is the Product (as thoſe in the 
foregoing Chapter) of a peſtilential Fever or 


Plague itſelf. 


It is defined a fiery Tumour ariſing in ſeveral 
Parts of the Body, attended with ſharp, corrofive 
and burning Puſtules round about, and exceeding 

It hath this as a Pathognomonic, that It 


never ſuppurates, but ſpreads abfoad and eats into 


the Skin and Fleſh, producing a ſort of - E/char, 
as if made by a Cauſtick, which ng of, there 
remains a hollow Ulcer. The Cauſe is Aid to be a 
certain malign and highly corroſive Acid, that im- 
mediately coagulates whatever Portions of the Blood 


of Corroſion, but for that neither is 
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ous to the Superficies, deſtroys the Texture of che 
Parts, almoſt in the ſame Manner as a Piece of cor- 
roſive Sublimate laid upon them, by which the Spi- 
rits being ſubdued, and the native Heat of the Parts 
extinguiſhed, there is no more wonder that there 
ſhould be no Suppuration, which is holpen forward 
by both, than in the real Neerofi 7s (and ſuch is this) 
or Mortification, 

The Carbuncle is never without Danger, but is 
faid to have more or leſs, as it is larger or ſmaller; 
or as the Colour is more intenſely livid or black, and 
reddiſh or inflamed ; as alſo according to the Parts 
affected, their Uſe and Nobility : But the greateſt 
Danger is from the retroceding of the Venom back 
dar. to the Blood. 

As to the Cure, there have been great Diſputes 
among the Ancients as well as Moderns, concern- 
ing letting Blood and purging in theſe Caſes, and 
all others Peſtilential : And ſince the common Peo- 
ple have been ſure to lay the Death of the Perſon 
upon either - of theſe Operations, where they were 
adminiſtered, Phyſicians have been perhaps the ra- 


ther cautious, and endeavour to eradicate the Virus 


of the Diſeaſe, by proper Antidotes, and do now 

enerally inſiſt upon Sudorifics, taking Care alſo to 

rtify the Heart and Animal Spirits by ſuitable 
Cordials againſt the Infection, and to encourage 
the coming forth of any critical Tranſlation to the 
Skin: Thus in the Diſeaſe before us, it is uſual to 
apply the ſtrongeſt Medicines, ſuch as this of Spi- 


gelius, accounted a great Secret, which Mr. Wiſe- 


man has alſo borrowed, viz.

But after burning to the 
Quick, the Eſchar muſt be haſtened off, either 


by cutting it out, or deep into it, leſt the Ve- 


nom be kept in thereby : And Medicines that 
deterge and reſiſt Putrefaction are to be 9 
lied.

A Boy of four Years old had been affiied for 
three Days with a Carbuncle | in his Forehead, being 
a red Swelling, black in the middle, with his whole 
Face puffed up; to ſtop it (faith he) I ordered pre- 
ſently a Cauſtic to be applied to the black Part,

obſervable, for by deriving great Part of the viru- 
ent Humours, it muſt be believed to have perform- 
ed the greateſt Part of the Cure. | 
Borelius * forbids fleeping, leſt the Poiſon ſooner 

creep to the Heart, which Platerus F oppoles, ſay- 
ing, tis unneceſſary to keep the Patient from his 
natural Reft, by doing which he muſt be {till more 
weakened and afflicted. | 

The Carbuncle, ſaith Cloſſæus, (in his Letter to 
Greg. Horft.) is diſtinguiſhed from the Gangrene, not 
by.-Senſe of the Part, for that is loſt in both, 
but by ſcarifying the Place : For if when the Fleſh 
is cut deep it be black, and neither Froth, [chsr 
nor Corruption come out, but that it remains dry 
with inward Hardneſs, it is a Carbuncle : And to 
be treated as ſuch, circumſcribing or limiting it 
either with Medicine or Inſtruments. Yet a Gan- 
grene requires a ſomewhat other Cure, becaule it 
often happens that the fame 1s corrected, and the 

art again reſtored to its former State, by apply- 
ing ſuch Things as have Force ſufficient to vindi- 
cate the ſame from the beginning Putrefaction. 
There are ſeveral other Tumours of the peſtilential 
Kind, ſuch as the Phygethlon, Bubo and Parolis, 
which are both malign and . but having 
their Seat in the Glands, rather the Skin it- 
ſelf, I ſhall wave their Deſcription here, with this

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only Remark, that they ſeem all ingender'd of the 
ſame venene and peftilent Miaſms, infinuatin 
themſelves, - or getting into the Blood; where 1 
they happen to af 5 their Forces they knock down 
the Spirits, and coagulate larger Portions of the 
fangmneous Maſs, as in the Carbuncle; or conti- 
nuing ſeparate, and diſſeminating their Poiſon. alk 
over the faid purple Fluid, they ſtrike only ſome 
certain and ſmaller Particles, as in the Exantbemata, 
Petechiz, or purple Spots. 

The Cancer is a fierce and indomitable Piſtem- 
per, but it ſcarce ever affecting the Skin (as we 
have before noticed) without taking in the muſcu- 
lous and glandulous Parts round about, we ſhall

It hath its Name of the Greek KaexwGr, from 
Likeneſs (fay ſome) in its Veins to the Claws of - 
the Crab, in Latin Cancer; or rather (with ſome 
others) Quod ſicut Cancri, Animalia ſunt aſpera, & 


ſuis Chelis que apprebendunt, firmiter ſtringunt: Pa- 


riter & Cancer Morbus egre tractabilis exiſtit, atque 
ubi ſemel in parte aliqua Corporis radices egerit, diffi 
culter inde avelli tollique poteſt, ſed ſeu clavo quodam 
firmatus eſſe videtur. | 
When this Diſeaſe appearing like a ſmall round 
pointed Tubercle affects the Parts of the Face, as 
the Chin (according to Sennertus the Cheek and 
Noſe) and being enraged by the Application of any 
even the mildeſt Medicament, it is for that Reaſon 
named Noli me tangere, or do not meddle with me. 
Mr. Wiſeman ſays, he hath ſeen one of them on 
the Arm, of which the Reader may ſee the Ac- 
count in his practical Obſervations ; which how- | 
ever ſome critical Gentlemen (who have ſtood up-

If it ſeize upon the Legs and Thighs, it is term-

| Teraſſias laughs (as who could forbear) at the 
Conceits ſpread abroad in his time, and confirmed 
by the Story of Mauritius Cordeus *, concerning 
a Noble Woman, the right Side of whoſe Face 
was overſpread with a true Cancer ; having tried 
the French, Italian, Spaniſh and German Phyſici- 
ans, without Benefit; at length, by the Advice of a 
Barber, ſhe was perfectly cured, by applying the 
Fleſh of young Chiekens cut in thin Slices to the 
Parts, frequently renewing them. 
From ſuch like Reports, together with the Ob- 
ſervation of the large Sloughs, and loſs of Fleſh 
in ſome of theſe Ul 
time, it is doubtleſs, that our People have ſpread 
the ſame Story with farther Improvement : Such 
an one I was not long ſince informed of, by a 
Woman who vowed, that in time of Dreſſing one 
of theſe Ulcers by a villanous Empiric, (a famous 
Cancer Doctor) when they held 2 Piece of raw 
Fleſh at a Diſtance from the Sore, the Wolf peept 
out, diſcovering his Head, and gaping to re- 
ceive it.

is fait to ariſe from Blood corrupt and extrava- 
fate, which in feven or eight Days commonly ri-

A Clergyman, much ſubject to vernal Erup- 
tions on the Skin, from a full Diet and little Exer- 
Ciſe, had, inſtead of his uſual Puſtules, a large Swel- 
ling aroſe upon his Shoulder, with great Indura- 
tion, Inflammation, Pain and Fever: Being viewed 
by a Pretender to Surgery, he was frightened with 
a Judgment paſt, that it was a true Carbuncle, or 
Plague-ſore. When I was ſent for, I encouraged 


him with a Proſpect of good Succeſs after a few 


Days, telling him it was come to ſupply the Place 


of a great many of thoſe ſmaller Eruptions he was 


always ſubject to about this Seaſon of the Year. 

In Regard to his Fever and coſtive Body, I or- 
dered a,Clyſter, and the ſame Day took away ſome 
Blood, he being Plethoric and feeding ' heartily ; 
in the mean Time I haſtened Suppuration; to 
which it tended, with a Cataplaſm, Ex Rad.

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We have before taken notice of the Fabrick of 
the Skin, in which we mentioned its Papillæ Pyra- 


midales, the Glandules compoſing the ſame, the 


ſweat Veſſels or excretory Ducts thence ariſing, 


the Hairs ſpringing up by the Sides of the ſweat 


Veſſels, together with the Plexus or Net of Arte- 
ries, Veins, Nerves and Lympheducts. Beſides all 
which are its innumerable Pores, of which we are 
at preſent to diſcourſe, and whoſe curious Mecha- 
niſm we cannot better deſcribe than has been al- 
ready, by the deceaſed Mr. Grew, in his Diſcourſe 
before the Royal Society, — this Subject, whoſe 
Words are theſe * 

By Pores (faith that learned Man) Phyſicians 
mean no more than certain permeable Spaces be- 
tween the Parts of a Body ; wherefore, that there 
are Pores in the Skin of every Man's Body, is no 
more to be queſtioned than whether Men do ever 
ſweat or perſpire; but in the Hands and Feet theſe 
Pores are very remarkable ; ; for if one will, with 
an indifferent Glaſs, ſurvey the Palm of his Hand, 
very well waſhed, he may perceive innumerable 
little Ridges of equal Bigneſs and Diſtance, and 
every where running parallel one with the other, 
and eſpecially upon the Ends and firſt Joints of - 
the Fingers and Thumb, upon the Top of the 
Ball, and near the Root of the Thumb, a little 
above the Wriſt. In all which Places they are very 
regularly diſpoſed into ſpherical Triangles and El- 
liptics: Upon theſe Ridges ſtand the Pores, all in 
even Rows, and of that Magnitude as to be viſible 
to a very good Eye even without a Glaſs : But be- 
ing viewed with one, each Pore looks like a little 
Fountain, and the Sweat may be ſeen to ſtand 
therein as clear as Rock-Water, and as often as it 


is wiped off to ſpring up within them again. 


Phil. Tranſact. abridged. Vol. III. p. , 10, 
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That which Nature intends in the Poſition of 
theſe Ridges, is, that they may the better ſuit with 
the Uſe and Motion of the Hand; thoſe of the 
lower Side of every Triangle, to the bending in 
or clutching of the Fingers; and thoſe of the 
other two Sides, and of the Elliptics, to the Preſ- 
ſure of the Hand or Finger's Ends, againſt any Bo- 
dy requiring them to yield to the Right and Left. 
And the Pores are placed upon theſe Ridges, and 
not in the Furrows which lie between them, that 
ſo their Structure might be the more ſturdy, and 
leſs liable to be depraved by Compreſſion ; where- 


by only the Furrows are dilated or contracted, the 


Ridges conſtantly maintaining themſelves, and fo 
the Pores unaltered. And for the ſame Reaſon the 
Pores are alſo yery large, that they may ſtill be the 
better preſerved, tho* the Skin be never ſo much 
compreſſed and condenſed by the conſtant Uſe and 
Labour of the Hand; and ſo thoſe of the Feet, 
notwithſtanding the Compreſſion of the Skin by 
the Weight of the whole Body. 

Theſe Pores are a very convenient and open Paſ- 
ſage for the Diſcharge of the more noxious and per- 
ſpirable Parts of the Blood, which by the continual 
Uſe of the Hands and Feet, are plentifully brought 
into them: whence it is that many hypochondria- 
cal Men, and hyſterical Women, have almoſt a 
continual burning in the Soles of their Feet and 
Palms of their Hands, yet not on the Top of their 
Feet, or Back of their Hands; which being lefs 
diſpoſed to receive the noxious Parts, are therefor 
unfurmſhed with this Kind of Pores. 

Now if the ſame Contrivance be wanting in Re- 


| gard to the Site and Poſition of theſe Pores in other 


Parts of the Body, it is for that, being leſs liable 
to be compreſt on the Surface of the Body, a lefs 
regular Range or Order was thought needful. 
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Having done with the Deſcription of theſe Pore 


and briefly touch*d-upon their Uſe, which is to ven- 
tilate the circulating Blood, and to diſcharge its 


fuliginous Recrements, with the Steams ariſing from | 


the ſubjacent Parts, we are to proceed to ſome Be- 
nefits and Advantages hence ariſing. 


That the Body doth by theſe Paſſages continu- * 


ally (though inſenſibly) perſpire, is manifeſt by the 
Sanctorian Experiment; from which it appears 
plain, that the inſenſible Perſpiration is double to 
all the ſenſible put together; or that we loſe as 


much more in Weight by theſe little Port-holes of 


the Skin, as we do by Stool, Urine, Spittle, Cc. 


and that it is, as Mr. Vainewrigbi“* obſerves, to 
that particularly by Stool, as forty to four; or 


which is the ſame Thing, that it is ten Times 
greater than that by Stool. Fe 
Now when the Texture or Frame of the BI 

15 no way altered by an Admixtion of heterogeneous 
Particles, and the Pores at the fame Time are duly 
and rightly conſtituted ; this inſenſible Perſpiration 
is regularly carried on, and the Welfare of the 
whole Animal CEconomy preſerved : Bur if, on 
the one hand, the Compages thereof be broken, its 
Balſam deftroyed, and all Parts of it put into Fuſi- 


on; the watery and ſerous Particles either paſs away 


by the Kidnies, as in the Diabetes, or at the Pores 
of the Skin ſet now wide open, as happens in the 
profuſe Sweats of ſome hectical and other miſat- 
fected Conſtitutions, as well as on the Exhibition 
of ſome diaphoretic Medicine : On the other 
hand, from the too ſtrict Combination of the Salts 
and Sulphurs, together with a general Lentour or 
V OY of the Fluids, the Perſpiration is much

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Farther, from the Conſtriction or Conſtipation 
of theſe cutaneous Pores by the ambient Air, ef- 
tally when the Body, before hand put into a 
Heat, is ſuddenly expoſed * the ferous 
off continually in Va- 
pour, being now pent in, excite an inteſtine and 
feveriſh Efferveſcence ; till finding ſome other Paſ- 
ſage either by the Kidnies, or by the Glandules of 
the Noſe and Windpipe, they are diſcharged in 
Urine, or by Way of a Catarrh ; or. miſſing this 
Separation ſtill 1 70 up the Ebullition very often 
to the Hazard of Life, by ſuffocating the Vital 
Flame. And this is the natural Conſequence of 


obſtructed inſenſible Perſpiration, which in the vul- 


gar Phraſe, is the ſame with what they mean by 


catching Cold; and of which give me Leave to 


remark, that as Fevers make two thirds of Diſ- 


eaſes infeſting Mankind, according to the Com- 
s putation of the judicious Sydenbam; ſo two thirds 


of Fevers, very probably, may take their Riſe from 


Perſpiration hindred. 


The Effects of taking Cold are thus explained by 
Dr. Willis, in his Account of Fevers. 

When Tranſpiration is hindred by the Con- 
ſtriction of the Pores from the cold Air, hence the 


Blood growing hot by Reaſon of the Efluvia re- 


tained, and alſo too much abounding with the ſe- 
rous Latex, which was wont to be carried off by 
the Paſſages now obſtructed ; vomiting as it were 
very much of the ſame from the Arteries termi- 
nating in the Larynx, there 1s generally brought 
on the Senſe of a ſuffocating Catarrh: For this Kind 
of Diſtemper, as alſo the Cough uſually attending 
with great Spitting, ariſes not for that the watery 
Humour (as commonly ſuppoſed) falls from the 
Head into the Throat and Lungs ; but becauſe the 
ſerous or watery Latex is now more than before 
poured out from the pneumonic Veſſels, immedi- 
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ately into the Lungs, diſtilling from the Arteries 
opening into the glandulous Coat of the Larynx, 
and thence dropping down upon the Breaſt, where 
it produceth ſundryMiſtempers, according to the 
Parts it lights upon, and to which it becomes bur- 
thenſome : Thus on the Muſcles of the Windpipe 
it frameth the Angina; on the Pleura, the Pleuri- 
tis ; on the Membranes of the Muſcles themſelves, 
the Rheumatiſm. | 

Of the Properties and Effects of the Atmoſphere 
upon the Pores, and outward Surface of our Bo- 


dies, the Reader may conſult Sanctorius his Medici- 


na Statica, as alſo the foreſaid Y/ainewright's Hiſt, 
of Nonnaturals; and this ſhall ſuffice for the in- 
ſenſible Perſpiration : For that we call ſenſible be- 
ing the ſame with Sweating, we are to take no- 


tice that this Affect depends rather on the vitiated 


Texture or Colliquation of the Blood, when it is 
A Diſeaſe or Symptom thereof, than on the Pores 
of the Skin, ſet too wide open; and in remedy ing 
the ſame, great Regard muſt be had to the Re- 
moval of the ſeveral Diſeaſes or Indiſpoſitions, 
from whence this, as a Symptom, ſhall happen to 
ariſe, Thus in the Scurvy, Hectic-Fever, 22 
chief Indication muſt be taken from the particular 
Dyſcraſy of the Juices in the Blood, or other Hu- 
mours, before the Skin or its Pores fall under 
Conſideration, 

For Inſtance, if there be too great Redundancy 
of Serum, Hydragogues take Place, by which the 
ſame may be diverted to other more proper Paſſages, 
and by them conveyed away: Thus Sylvius ſpeaks 
of one he cur'd by giving 2B. of Crem. Tart. with 
as much Pulv. Rad. Falap. — 
 Immoderate Sweats, faith the ſame Author *, will 
abate by keeping the Patient thin clothed, ſhun-

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ning all volatile Salts, or ſpirituous Acids, as Vine- 
gar; by taking ſuch Things as fix the Acid in the 
Blood, as Chalk, Coral, Fc. or this following, by 
which he took off the 22 Sweats of ſeveral 
labouring under an Epidemic Fever, exceedingly 
waſting them.

In conſumptive and ſcorbutic Sweats ( faith 

Willis) the whole Conſideration is to be had to the 
Diſtempers whereof theſe Sweats are the Produc- 
tion, In particular, as to the Courſe of Diet, 
Milk, Oatmeal-gruel, Barley, Cream, and the like, 
afford Help, if nothing contraindicate : And in- 
deed the Indications of Cure are eſpecially theſe 
three. 1. To remove and correct the Dyſcraſy of 
the Blood. 2. To contract moderately the Pores 
that are too open, and 3. To derive the Serum and 
wateriſh Recrements to the Kidneys. The firſt of 
theſe is performed by ſuch Things as deſtroy the 
Prepollency of an acid Salt in the Blood, and pro- 
mote or exalt the Sulphur, if it be deficient, to 
which Purpoſe antiſcorbutick, Chalybeats and Me- 
dicines indowed with a volatile, nitrous, and alca- 
liſate Salt, conduce. The ſecond Intention con- 
ſiſting in a due Conſtitution of the Pores, is com- 
monly performed only by outward Adminiſtration : 
The third by proper Medicine taken from the 


Tribe of Diuretics. Of all which ſee our Author's 


Pharmaceutice Rationalis. 
Hoffman makes mention of a very old Man, ſub- 
je& to continual ſweating, ſo that his whole Nou- 


riſhment paſſed through the Pores : The Cauſe he 
imputed to a Redundancy of ſerous Humour, com- 


plicated with a ſcorbutic Dy/craſy, from whence a 
depraved and vicious Fermentation in the Organs

the acid Salts of his Meat were no longer tranſmu-

This Diſeaſe, of three Months ſtanding, he tells 
us that he quickly cured with the Powder of Ivory 
prepared without Fire, together with Emulſions of 
the cold Seeds, made in Cichory and Bugloſs Water, 
ordering betwixt whiles the Pulv. Rad. Falap. with 
Chryſtal. Tart. to derive the ſerous Nluvies by other 
Paſſages. 

Riverius &, for this Intention, preſcribes refrige- 
rating Juleps, ex Syr.

Prunellz: At 
the ſame Time he anoints the Body cum Ol. Re.

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thereof, then dried and worn: But this may prove 
a dangerous Remedy, as will appear preſently. 

Willis, among others, adviſeth to Change of 
Air, in theſe profuſe habitual Sweats, where the 
whole Body ſeems in danger, as it were, of being 
diſſolved: but then it muſt be for that of ſome 
colder Climate, by which not only the laft Tone 
of the Blood may be redintegrate, but the external 
Fabrick of the Pores fo fortified, as to prevent ſuch 
immoderate Diaphoreſis. The Caſe of that Lady 
he takes notice of *, whoſe Sweats were ſo prodi- 
gious, as that Baſons were ſet between her Thighs, 
to receive the trickling Humour, ſeems very re- 
markable: And having tried ſeveral Remedies pre- 
ſcribed by noted Phyſicians, without any Advan- 
tage, ſhe at length went over to France, and re- 
turned without Benefit: Whereas, ſaith our Au- 
thor, had ſhe viſited the Countries of Szvedez or 
Denmark, in all probability ſhe had made a more 
proſperous Peregrination. 

An Inſtance of the contrary Extreme, we have 
in that Gentleman near Leyden , who being much 
addicted to the Study of Aſtronomy, and ſpending 
very many Nights in Star-gazing ; had by the noc- 
turnal wet and cold Temper of the Air, in ſuch 
Manner obſtructed the Pores of his Skin, that lit- 
tle or nothing exhaled from his Body ; which ap- 
peared hence, becauſe that the Shirt he had wo 
5 or 6 Weeks, was then as white as if he had 
worn the fame but one Day. In the mean while 
he gathered a ſubcutaneous Water, of which yet he 
was afterwards well cured. 

Thus it is evident that the Faults of Perſpira- 
tion, as Affects of the Skin, are either too plenti-

A.- 
vi denſitatem efficit : The latter, Carnium auctio- 
nem, Ventris torporem, omnium conturbationem, 
The firſt is remedied by cold Bathing and aſtrin- 
gent Lotions : The latter by ſuch as are warm and

As for the Internals, where the Fault lies more 
in the Blood, the Pores are ſet open by raiſing the 
Mation of the ſame, from Exerciſe, or the exhi- 
biting ſome volatile or kindly diaphoretic Medi- 
Cines ; ſuch as the Theriaca, Mithridatium, Bezoar- 
dicum Minerale, Rad. Contray, Serpent. Virg. &c. 
as allo by large and hot Draughts of Poſſet-Drink, 
or other thin attenuating Liquors, whilſt the Bo- 


dy 1s at the ſame Time cloſe covered up. 


They are diſpoſed for Contraction, by diverting 
the ſerous Hluvies another Way, with Diuretics 


and Purgatives, as we have before remarked : Alſo * 


by Abſorbents, ſuch are the Ocul. Cancr. Coral. 
Creta, Gum. Arabic, Furthermore to this End con- 
duce Emulſions of the cold Seeds, alſo Nitr. Sal. 
Prunel. Vitriol. and whatever refrigerates, incraſ- 
fates, or thickens the Blood. 

It remains that we take notice of ſome parti- 
cular Affects relating to the ſenſible Perſpiration : 
Such I mean as ſtinking Sweats from the whole Bo- 
dy or Parts of the ſame, as the Arm-pits and Groins, 
alſo ſweaty Hands and Feet, in ſetting about the 
Removal of which, the ſame Cautions are to be 
uſed as in the drying up of Iſſues or old running 
Sores, as alſo repelling the Humour of a Scald- 
Head, or the Diſcharge from behind the Ears of 
Infants : For in all theſe Caſes, the Evacuation is, 
as I may ſay, depuratory to the Blood, and nat on- 
ly the Glandules behind the Ears, in the * 
ad? and 
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and Groins, but each Pore of the Skin is an 


Emunfory or little Sink to drain away ſome Fecu- 
lency or other depoſited therem : So that whoever 
goes about to hinder this cuſtomary Diſcharge, 
till he hath either altered the Habit of the Body, 
amended the Vices of the Fluids, or ſet open ſome 
other Sluice whereby they may with leſs Offence 
be diſcharged, *tis more than odds (and thoſe great: 
ones too) if he kills not his Patient fo ſoon as ever 
he has cured him. : 

When I was conſulted by a curious young Work- 
woman, very dextrous at her Needle, but extreme- 
ly mcommoded, eſpecially in warm Weather, with 
ſweaty Hands ; my Advice was, that ſhe would 
try ſome Hydragogue and Diuretick Medicines, 
which ſhe did with little Advantage : I then per- 
ſuaded her to an Iſſue, before ſhe meddled with 
any aſtringing Waſh, leſt by ſtopping that wonted 
Diſcharge, and having no other Vent for its Paſ- 
ſage, ſhe might rue the Experiment: But this ſhe 
thought a Remedy worſe than her Diſtemper, and 
raſhly purſued her Waſh of Alom and Lime-Wa- 
ter, yet (as I am apt to think) very luckily, mift.- 
her Expectation, the Sweat ſtill continuing ſo ſoon 
as ever ſhe left waſhing, if it were but for one Day: 
And when it ſeem'd to ſlacken, ſhe complained of 
Giddineſs in her Head, with a Sort of Catarrh : 
Upon which ſhe complied, and had an Iſſue cut in 
her Arm, which ſoon diſcharged great Plenty of an 
Ichoriſh Humour, and had almoſt wholly inter- 
cepted the Sweat from that Hand in a Fortnight's 
Time: After whizh ſhe, who juſt before was fo 
averſe to one Iſſue, concluded upon another in 
Cother Arm: Both which ſhe till continues with 
good Advantage, being little or nothing moleſted 
with her ſweaty Hands, and enjoying a good State 
of Health, I 
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- © Zacut. Luſit. gives an Account of a Perſon | 


afflicted not only with a continual Sweating from 
all Parts of his Body, but extremely fœtid alſo : 


For which when he had been well purged, and had - 


taken what other Remedies were thought proper, 
a Waſh was prepared of the following Aromatics, 
with which he bathed his whole Body frequently ; 
viz. Lign-Aloes, Fl. Aurant. Roſ. Fol. Macis; Myr- 
til. Cort. Cinnamomi, Caryophyl.. N. Moſchat. Fol. 
Majoran. Salv. Roriſmar. Theſe were ſteeped in 
Org Flower and Roſe-Water, adding the moſt 


| odoriferous Wine thereto. (A coſtly Waſh indeed 


to little Parpoter) After which his Body was ſprink- 
usk, Ambergriſe, Cloves, &c. But 
theſe effecting nothing, Baths, both natural and ar- 
tificial, were directed, alike fruitleſs, his ſtinking 
Sweats continuing : Endeavours, were then uſed to 
divert this offenſive Humour by the Urinary Paſ- 
ſages, but the Diuretics effected no more than his 
other Preſcriptions : Upon which it was at length 
concluded to make him a Couple of Iſſues in his 
Legs, which together with a Purge he took twice 
a Month, drain'd away the putrid Humour, and 
freed him from his troubleſome Diſtemper. 
For the ſtinking Sweat of the Arm-pits and

But let thoſe who want to be trying theſe Ex- 
periments, obſerve diligently what has been pre- 
miſed, as well as what here follows. 

Sometime (faith Panarolus ) ſweating of the 
Feet doth very much torment People, for which I 


| can tell them a ſpeedy Remedy; namely, if they 


ſome Powder of Myrtle into their Linen 
Socks ; but let them have a Care they fall not into 
worſe Diſeaſes, by the Cure of this, as I have often 
ſeen: For this Excretion preſerves from many Diſ- 
eaſes, and ſhould rather be promoted than any ways 
checked. 

A Noble German in the Court of our ſerene 
Prince, adviſed with a Phyſician about the Sweat- 
ing and Stinking of his Feet, who orders for him 
Socks dipt in Red Wine wherein Alum was diſſolv- 
ed ; and preſcribes him Pills of Aloes, and other 
Medicaments to divert the Humour otherways'; 
alſo an Electuary of drying and ſometimes diapho- 
retic Medicines, which might keep his Body ſecure 
of the Putrefaction, or any ſuperfluous Humidity, 
The Socks gave great and preſent Help, for the 
Soles of his Feet were ſo thickened and indurate, 
that no Sweat could get out afterwards ; but the 
Pills and Electuary did not anſwer the Phyſician's 
End: In few Months, ſome ſmall Faintings and 
unuſual Giddineſs followed: The Nobleman came 
after to Geneva, in the Year 1674, and he deſired 
a Remedy of me (faith our Author) for theſe trou- 
bleſome and dangerous Symptoms. This Noble

remiſed, two Iſſues were made in his Legs: His 

eet were waſhed for a Month in a Lixivium made 
of ſome deterſive and mollifying Medicines : I or- 
dered him to walk much, and by theſe Means the 
former Euvia being recalled to their wonted Out- 
lets, his threatning Symptoms ceaſed; and he was 
reſtored to Health. 1 | 

Galen takes Notice of a Phyſician in his Time, 
ſo offenſive by the Smell of his Arm-pits, that his 
Patients could not bear to come nigh him“ . Lu- 


Jitanus of another, afflicted with the like Indiſpo- 


ſition, which the Latins call Hirciſinus, from the 
Goat-like Stinking, who had the outward Skin 
eaten through in theſe Parts; there came forth great 
Numbers of Worms, much larger than thoſe our 
Authors treat of under. the Name of Sirones, men- 
tioned in the other Part of this Treatiſe, Chap. III. 
When he had deſtroyed theſe with an Unguent pre- 
pared of Quickſilver, the Stink ſtill continuing, 
he tried Vacuation of ſeveral Kinds, perfumed Oils, 
Lotions, Baths, Diaphoretics, continual Change 
of Linen and Apparel ; but nothing would correct 
this habitual Intemperies, till he made a Couple 
of Iſſues, which, after ſome Time, freed him from 
the Inconvenience . NDS. 

I ſhall conclude this preſent Chapter with ſome 
few Aphoriſms taken from the Father of Phyſick, 
relating to the ſenſible Perſpiration; ſuch are theſe

It is allo termed 
of the Greeks yAwewers, d Y ſeu yass Viror 
ſive Pallor, & uaraxia, Malacia Ventriculi; but 
this latter is rather appropriate to the Longings of 
Women with Child, who crave things rather dit- 
ficult ſometimes to be obtained, than things ab-

Unaptneſs to Motion of the whole Body, a ſmall 
and quick Pulſe, difficult Breathing, with a Palpita- 
tion at Heart, and diſcernable beating of the Arte- 
ries of the Neck and Temples, upon the ſlighteſt 
Motion up Hill or a Pair of Stairs; a Pain in the 
Back and Stomach, with a decay'd Appetite, deſi- 
ring nothing ſo much as things ufinatural, attend

Among many others I could inſtance, I ſhall on- 
ly take notice of two Caſes. 

A. Girl of eleven Years old was brought by her 
Mother to me for Advice, extremely ſhort-breath'd, 
y=_ or rather of a leaden Complexion, a quick and 

ow Pulſe, Pain at her Stomach, and conſtant Pal- 
pitation 3 ſhe had for a Year paſt fallen gradually 
from a lovely, florid and beautiful Complexion, into 
this of a Ghoſt. 

J inquired of the Mother, whether ſhe had ever 
obſerved her meddling with any Traſh, which they 
generally do who labour under that Indiſpoſition ; 
and ſne being before deſirous to know what I would 
ſay, took out of her Apron a Piece of a Scotch Coal 
of about two Pound Weight, which ſhe ſaid about 
fix Months before, when 'twas carry'd into the 
Cellar, could not be leſs than a Quarter of a 
hundred Weight ; and that the Girl owned ſhe had 
at ſeveral Times (taking her Opportunity) eat up 
all to that Reminder, which ſhe had ſoon finiſh'd 
had not the Mother (upon another Occaſion ſearch- 
ing her Pockets) found one of them full of Pieces 
= _— broke off with a Hammer fronz the ſaid

Death; 
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Death; I began her Cure with a Vomit of the 
Rad. Ipecacuannæ, which I repeated at two or three 
Days Diſtance: I then preſcrib'd an opening Apo- 
zem, of Kin to that above-mentioned, . and purged 
her twice a Week with the Tin#. Sacra; after 


which ſhe took a Tincture of Steel with Elix. 


Prop. in White-wine, and mended very conſide- 
rably in three Weeks or a Month's Time; not on- 
ly recovering her natural Appetite, and breathing 
tolerably, but beginning alſo to change her tal- 
low Complexion for a more healthy Aſpect. Be- 
ing. tired with Medicine, the rather, as fancying 
herſelf perfectly well, I directed only a little Bot- 
tle of Bate's Eſſentia & is, which ſhe took with 
her into the Country, and drank in her common 
Drink, returning in three Months fat and Juſty, 
and freſh-coloured as ever. 

A young Woman inadvertently putting on a damp 
Shift at the Approach of her Menſes, the ſame 
immediately ſtaid; and from the inſenſible Perſpi- 
ration ſtopt, ſhe fell into a Fever; out of which 
being recovered by proper Remedies, the next 
Period coming on, ſhe was adviſed to bleed in her 
Foot, but without anſwering her End : She daily 
ay hay complaining of her Head, Back 
and Stomach, and beginning alſo to ſwell in her 
Legs, I was conſulted, and finding her Cachefick, 
ordered her a Vomit firſt of all ro empty the Prime 
Pie, which ſomewhat ruffled her, and brought on 
Hyſteric Fits, to which ſhe had been formerly ſub- 
ect; but theſe were taken off by a gentle Anodyne 
adminiſter*d after the Operation. When I found 
her unable to bear any ſtrong Evacuation, on Ac- 
count of the Weakneſs of her Nerves, and the 
Orzaſm of the Spirits excited thereby: I content- 


ed myſelf with purging her at due Intervals with 


an Infufion of Rhubarb, and a little Saffron, 
lweetened with the Syr. Rof. ſol. She could neither

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bear Chalybeats of any kind, without great Hur- 
ry, and univerſal Perturbation : Upon which Con- 
ſideration, I ordered a Bole of Conſ. Rutæ with Sal. 
Val. Succin. and Pulv. Caſtor. ana Gr. v. taking three 
Spoonfuls Night' and Morning of the following 
Julap after each Bolus.

After which, being freed from her Hyſteric Pa- 
roxyſms, and recovering in ſome meaſure her Com- 
plexion, ſhe gained her laſt Appetite, by taking 
a bitter ſtomachick Infuſion, and after three lunar 
Stages, her Menſes came down, which I imputed 
to the following Mixture ſhe had taken for three 
Pays ſucceſſively before.

I have already taken notice, it is highly neceſ- 
{ary for you to obſerve, that in theſe Diſorders, 
whether the Chloroſis in young Girls from 8 or 9 
to 14, called uſually by the Name of the Green- 
Sickneſs, or the Cachexy in young Women, from 
the Stoppage of the menſ{rual Flux, you be not 
too haſty either in vomiting, purging or bleeding, 
much leſs atternpting the Cure by Chalybeats, and 
the hot attenuating Deobſtruents, ſo termed, before 
you have duly conſidered the Habit of Body you 
have to deal with: For if the Sick, by too long 
Delay, is fallen into a He#ick, with dry Cough, 
fluſhing in the Cheeks, Night-Sweats, or colliquative 
Diarrhea, attended with ſpaſmodick Pains upon the 

Pleura, to which at this Time they are much ſub- 
1:ted ; ſhould you take the Courſe aboveſaid now, 
jnſtead of helping, you would haſten the Death of 
the Patient : Which I the rather remind the young 
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ral, where I have found ſome difficulty to perſuade 
thoſe who had the Care of them, from their pro- 
ceeding with hot Gums, Bitters and Chalybeats, in 
Expectation of forcing the Menſes, in ſome con- 
ſumptive Habits, with the Symptoms before men- 
tioned, : | 

But how prepoſterous indeed is it for us to ex- 
pect ſuch Appearance, in an impoveriſht State of 
Blood, which is, at leaſt ſhould be, furniſhed by a 
meer Plethora ; and which after the Spirits or 


Strength are recruited, the feveriſh Heat contem-

perated, and the loſt Fleſh reſtor'd, Nature will 
now do her Office, ſometimes of her own Accord, 
at leaſt at this Time can bear the Stimulus of thoſe 
Remedies, which by encreaſing the Velocity of 
the Blood, diſpoſes the fame to break forth the Ute- 
rine Veſſels, by the accuſtom'd Periods. 

At the Time of reviſing theſe Sheets, I was 
called to a young Woman, three Months after her 
Miſcarriage with her firſt Child, I found her in 
Bed under profuſe Sweats, Cough, Oppreſſion at ber 
Breaſt, and all the Forerunners of a Maraſmus : Yet 
notwithſtanding, becauſe her Menſes ſtopt, the Per- 
ſon who had the Care of her, for five or ſix Weeks 
paſt, had not only purg'd her with the Tin#. Sacra, 
but ſent her many other Emmenagogic Medicines, 
ſuch as Pills ex Ammon. Galban, Troch. de Myr. to 
be taken with a Steel Wine; whence the Fever and 
Inflammation of her Lungs had been much increa- 
ſed, and her Cough exaſperated. I immediately 
threw all theſe aſide, and preſcribed ſome of the 
Teftace in an Electuary, with Conſ. Roſar. & 
Syr. Capil. Ven. a Lambative being ordered for her 
Cough ; alſo Almond Milks, with other ſoftening and 
contemperating Medicines : But theſe neither avail- 
ing, when I had ſomewhat ſtrengthened the Tone 
of her Bowels, with a few Grains of torrefy'd Rhu-

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the Decoct. alb. for her ordinary Drink, I perſuad- 
ed her to 4 the Aſſes Milk, with a Morſel of this

Colour of the Rain- bow: Aurigo ab aureo Colore; 
alſo Morbus Regius, quoniam hic molliter celſa cura- 
tur in Aula, inquit Serenus. Malim ego ita ab auro 
Metallo regio ſtatuere dictum, faith Sennertus , but 
leaving the Name, the Faundice may be likewiſe 
defin*d an ill Habit or Cachexy, dy ing the Superfice 
lour, and taking Riſe 

from an Obſtruction of e Gall or bilious Juice, 
which either not being rightly ſeparated, by the 
Glandules of the Liver, or being ſeparated, yet its 
Paſſage into the Duodenum, by the common Mea-

Medicines ; and through the whole Courſe, de- 
obſtruent or aperient Remedies, as in the former or 
Virgin's Diſeaſe was mentioned, however. with 
ſome Variation in regard to thoſe we call Select and 
Specific Remedies, ſome of which I ſhall here inſert, 
preſcrib'd by Authors of good Repute.

ing faſting, cures the Jaundice to a Miracle. 

The Decoction of the Fol. Fragariæ is counted 
likewiſe a great Anti- icterick. 

The Vulgar, at ſome times, to cure this Diſeaſe, 
ſwallow five, ſeven, or nine Lice, (for there muſt 
be an odd one) and pretend to have had Relief 
thereby: Whatever Effects ſucceed are doubtleſs to 
be aſcribed to their volatile Salt: However, ſince 
many leſs ingrateful, and more potent Remedies are 
found out, I ſee not why this loathſome empirical 
one ſhould be directed, for fear the fame Conſe-

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quence attend, as js recited in the Aa Danica, 


for the Year' 1675 * to have befallen a Boy ſick of 
the Dropſy, who devouring ſome certain Number 
of Lice, his Diſeaſe, by degrees, diſappeared ; and 
in the Place of it followed Paleneſs, exceflive Appe- 
tite, Atrophy and Death : When his Body was 
opened there appeared an unuſual Cluſter of Lice of 
monſtrous Bigneſs. 

And let this ſuffice for our Hiſtory and Cure of 
the Jaundice, one, or rather a double Inſtance of 
which, I ſhall lay down, and conclude this Chapter.

ing the diſtiPd Waters of Strawberry and Celandine, , 
| ſweetened with the Syr. de 5 Rad. was after ſome 


little time removed, and the Child got cured before 
the Mother; who towards the latter End of her 
Month, purging with her former Draught of the 
Infuſion of Rhubarb, Tamarinds, &c. and being 


| averſe to the taking of any other Medicine, I per- 


ſuaded her to the Uſe of the Spaw-water, which 
paſſing kindly with her, and pleaſing her Palate, 
ſhe took them conſtantly for a Month, drinking a 
little Wine with them at her Meals, andemptying a 
Flaſk a Day; upon which ſhe perfectly recovered 
her Complexion, and a better Habit than ſhe had

But after all, there are ſome who affirm the beſt 


Cures of this Nature have been performed by Acids, 
ſuch as are the Tart. Vitriolat. Chalybeat. and the 


Sal. Diuretic. mentioned in the Pharmacop. Bat. 
For my own Part, I give the Preference to the 
Venice, or in Defect thereof, our Caſtle- Soap, _ 
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cially mixt up after the Method here recited, with 
which I have remov'd this Illneſs, when many others 
had been ineffectually experimented ; and do indeed 
believe, where the Glandules of the Liver are not 
too much conſtringed, or ſo alter*d in their Texture, 
that the Bile can no longer be ſecreted, by Reaſon of

deep; the Kidneys alſe no longer able to derive the 
Serum, unleſs in ſmall Quantity, faturated with 
Bile like an Elixivium in its Colour, through the 
urinary Paſſages as formerly, the upper Parts of the 
Body pined with the lower, as the Belly, Thighs 
and Legs upon a Stretch; the Caſe is here, I fay,

Now in Reſpect to the yellow Colour of the 
Skin, there is little need of phyſical Preſcription, 
ſince upon opening the Obſtructions, and recover- 
ing a former State of Health, this yellow Com- 
plexion quickly waſtes inſenſibly by the Help of the 
native Heat, through the Pores, in like manner as 
Spots, black or blue, impreſt upon the Skin by 
external Contuſion and Extra vaſation: However, to 
| te or haſten the Diſappearance, Hippocrates, 
Galen, and other Practitioners of Note, propoſe 
Bathing either in warm Water, or in the natural 
Baths, both nitrous and ſulphureous. De la Boe 
Sylvius, for this End, preſcribes Sudorificks endued 
eſpecially with a volatile Salt, which he ſays are 
profitable whether Sweating follows or not. Paulus 
and others, acording to Maſſaria *, give Sulphur 
inwardly to 3j. for this Uſe: But this, as too 
hazardous a Remedy, eſpecially if taken by Hectics, 
and ſuch as are of a hot and dry Temperament, is 
better omitted. | 

The Yellowneſs remaining on the Tunica adnata 
of the Eye, is diſperſed by receiving into the ſame, 
at convenient Diſtance, the Fume of Vinegar, after 
the Manner of a Sxſſitus.

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follows, I have here thought fit to explicate, from 
a learned Foreigner and Phyſick Profeſſor *®, and 
for a larger Account of which, I ſhall refer the Rea- 
der to what Cartes hath delivered in his Diſcourſe of 
the Paſſions and in that De Homine: As well as to 
what that great Phyſician and Philoſopher lis 


hath taken notice of in his Difcourſe De Anima 


Brutorum. 


Jo begin with Joy, which may be defined a cer- 


tain Delight or Pleaſure of Mind, on Account of 
ſome great Good we reckon our ſelves poſſeſt of. 


"Tis here we find our Spirits as it were tickled, and 


moving pleaſantly both in the Brain and thence into 
the Cardiac Nerves, from whence a regular and 
pleaſant Circulation of the Blood, through all Parts 
of the Body, enjoyihg a kindly Warmth or Heat, 
and partaking, if we may ſo ſay, of the Exulta- 
tion. * 

Sorrow or Sadneſs may be defined a Grief of 
Mind, on Account of ſome Evil which had hap- 
ou (at leaſt we apprehend it ſuch) unto us. ?*Tis 

re that our Spirits move ſlow and dully, both in 
the Brain and into the Præcordia, hence from their 
languid Influx, the Circuit of the Blood is retarded 
through the Ventricles of the Heart ; hence a Weight 
upon the vital Parts, and as it were a Suffocation, a 

low Pulſe, Coldneſs and Paleneſs of the Face and 
extreme Parts, a Deadneſs of the Eyes, and Loſs 
of their uſual Vivacity, and ſometimes from the 
entire Stagnation, Death itſelf. I might have re- 
marked, that the Extreme of the other Paſſion has 
ſometimes been alſo fatal, upon a differing Occaſion, 
explicated by our Author. 

Anger, I define a Deſire of Revenge, on Oc- 
caſion of ſome Injury we think we have received.

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In this, our Spirits being violently moved in the 
Brain, are by turns impelled with like Violence, or

between outward Objects and the ſaid Spirits; that 
at the mere Beck of the Will, or Nutus Anime, 
they ſhould ſtraight flow into theſe or thoſe Muſcles 
of the Body, by which we may beſt proſecute the 
deſired Good, or avoid the feared Danger: Nay, 
ſo ready are theſe Outlets of the Nerves to the 
Paſſages of the ſaid Spirits, that having often before 
travelled the ſame Tracts or Veſtigia, they of them- 
ſelves after, even without our Knowledge or Obſer- 
vation, readily run thereinto at the Appearance of 
the ſaid Objects, ;

Hence,

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Hence, I fay, it appears that the Brain and ani- 
mal Spirits are put into great Diſorders, by Reaſon 
of thoſe Affections of the Soul, as alſo the Blood 
in its Circulation, carry'd on by means of the Im- 
petus from the ſaid nervous Fluid. 


_ Hence alſo the Reaſon, why the Soul it ſelf 


cannot-govern and obſerve good Diſcipline at ſome 
times in thoſe Caſes, which ſo much depend on the 
Motion of the Heart and purple Stfeam : Becauſe 
theſe have their commanding Energy from the In- 
flux of Spirits ſeparated and flowing from the Cere- 
Bellum, more eſpecially the Nerves of the Par Va- 
gum, under no Direction from the Soul, but all 
whoſe Motions are ſuppoſed to be involuntary. 

I T come now particularly to treat of that Facul- 
ty of the ſenſitive Soul called Fancy or Imagination, 


which I define a Power inherent in the ſaid Soul,

and which ſhe exerciſeth in ſome Part of the Brain 
(Dr. Willis ſaith the Middle) and by Means of 
which ſhe receives the ſenſible Species, firſt only 


 1mpreſt upon the outward Organs, and thence by 


a moſt quick Irradiation of the nervous Fluid de- 
livered inwards, and apprehending all the ſeveral 
corporeal Things according to their external Ap- 
pearance : I ſay their external (which is not always 
true) Appearance, the Obliquities of which are 
left to be, and ſometimes are corrected by the ſu- 
perior Power or Rational, which however has 
nothing to do in this Diſcourſe of ſimple Appre- 
henſion of mere Fantaſy and Imagination.

are aſcribed a Sort of Tranſanimation or Ecſtaſy, 
Transformation of Body, Tranſplantation of Diſ- 
eaſes, the ſtrange Alterations wrought in the Bo- 
dies of ſundry Perſons, by vertue of Reliques, In- 
terceſſion and Invocation of Saints: In a Word, 
Sickneſs and Health, Recovery and Death itſelf, 
and calling down even the Planets (if poſſible) and 


the Stars out of the Firmament. But before we pro- 


ceed farther in our Hiſtory of ſome ſtrange Effects 
therefrom, it may be neceſſary to acquaint our Rea- 
der that by Fancy or Imagination doing this or that, 
we mean not that this Faculty as an immediate Effi- 
cient, by a direct Pro in itſelf, or Power of its 
own, worketh any Effect: But mediately by the 
Interpoſition of the Blood and nervous Fluid, ſet 
at work by the Appetite firſt excited, which occa- 
ſions or brings about the ſame.

from the dogged and rough working of the Phy- 
ſick, took ſuch * or natural Diſguſt, that 
ever ſince he can vomit as ſtrongly by the Force of 


Imagination, as moſt can do by Medicine, as I was 


once a Witneſs to; for coming one Morning into 
his Chamber, he was deſirous I ſhould ſtay and ſee 
the Working of his Fancy rather than his Phyſick, 
for he had taken none. But having provided a good 
Quantity of plain Poſſet-drink, and ſetting it by 
him, he deſir'd I would ſhew him his Bolus: which 
till then he durſt not look on, I had no ſooner 
open'd it before him, but he began to heave and 
retch as if he would have brought his Guts up, and 
begging for God's fake I would carry it out of the 
Room, till he had recover'd himſelf, which I was 
forc'd to, ſeeing its Effects: He then took a good 
Draught of Poſſet-drink, which was follow'd in a 
few Minutes with a ſecond, neither of them re- 
turning, he deſir'd juſt a Sight of his Bolus, with 
which, before I enter'd the Room half Way, caſt- 
ing but his Eye towards it, he ſaid he was ſick to

The Fancy, ſaith Fienus *, (to whom we here 
profeſs ourſelves for many things of this Nature 
indebted) by cauſing a Motion of the Humours 
and Spirits in the Bodies of Men, is capable of pro- 
ducing almoſt every Diſeaſe thereinz for as the 
ſame is of ſufficient Power to determine the ſaid 
Humours to\any Part thereof, it is able therein to 
produce the Indiſpoſition incident thereunto; thus 
ſome have contracted both Squinting and Stutter- 
12g merely by Imitation ; and where one. has been 
taken ſick of the Small-Pox or Plague by mere 
Contagion, there has been another contracting the

A young Hypochondriack had a ſtrong Imagi- 
nation that he was dead, and did not only abſtain 


From Meat and Drink, but importuned his Parents 


that he might be carried to his Grave, and buried 
before his Fleſh was quite putrified.« By the Coun- 
ſel of Phyſicians, he was wrapped in a winding 
Sheet laid upon a Bier, and fo carried. on Men's 
Shoulders towards the Church; but on the Way 
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two or three pleaſant Fellows (hired for that Pur- 


poſe (meeting the Hearſe demanded aloud of them 


that followed it, whoſe Body it was that was there 


coffined and carried to Burial? They ſaid it was a 


young Man's, and told them his Name : Surely, 
replied one of them,. the World is well rid of him, 
for he was a Man of a very bad and vicious Life, 


and his Friends have Cauſe to rejoice that he hath, 
rather ended his Days thus, than at the Gallows. 


The young Man hearing this, and not able to bear 
fuch Injury, rouſed himſelf up on the Bier, and told 
them they were wicked Men to do him that Wrong 
he had never deſerved ; that if he were alive again, 
he would teach them to ſpeak better of the Dead. 
But they proceeding to defame him, and to give 
him much more diſgraceful and contemptuous Lan- 
guage, he not able to ſuffer it, leaped from the 

ier, and fell about their Ears with ſuch Rage and 
Fury, that he ceaſed not buffeting with them *cill 
quite wearied; and by the violent Agitation of the 


Humours, his Body being, altered, he returned to. 


his right Mind,, as one awakened out of a Trance; 
and being after brought Home and refreſhed with 
wholeſome Diet, within few Days he recovered 
both his Health and Underſtanding. 

The ſecond from Lemnius de Complex. Lib. 2. 
C. 6. who faith, that in his Remembrance a Noble 


Perſon fell into this Fancy, that he verily believed 
he was dead, and departed out of this Life; inſo- 


much that when his Friends and Familiars beſought 
him to eat, or urged him with Threats, he til] 


_ - refuſed all, ſaying it was in vain to the Dead; but 
when they doubted not but that this Obſtinacy 


would prove his Death, and this being the ſeventh 
Day from whence he had continued it, they be- 
thought themſelves of this Device: They brought 
into his Room, which on purpoſe was made dark, 
ſome perſonated Fellows wrapped in their 2 
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Sheets, and ſuch grave Clothes as the Dead are ap- 
parelPd with: Theſe bringing in Meat and Drink, 
began liberally to treat themſelves. The ſick Man 
ing this, aſks them who they are, and what 
— ? They told him they were dead Per- 
ſons: What then, ſaid he, do the Dead eat? Yes, 
yes, ſay they, and if you will ſit down with us, 
you ſhall find it: Straight he ſprings from out of 
his Bed, and falls too with the reſt. Supper ended 
he drops into a Sleep, by Vertue of a Liquor given 
him for that Purpoſe: Nor are ſuch Perſons re- 
ſtored by any Thing ſooner than Sleep, as was this 
Melancholic. 
But leaving theſe, we ſhall take notice of ſome 
monſtrous Births, or otherways deformed and ble- 


miſhed by Marks from the ſtrong Imagination or 


diſappointed Longings of the Mother ; which have 
had not only Power ſufficient to pervert and diſturb 
what the Ancients called the Plaſtict, or formative 
Faculty, in drawing forth the prima Stamina, or 
firſt Lines from the then JuRtile a kay? pliable Mat- 
ter, but to ſtamp its Characters, to diſmember and 
diſlocate, and to make large and bloody Wounds 
upon the Body of the Fetus, conceived long ſince 
and formed N 

The Deſire, ſaith Hippocrates, of the pregnant 
Woman is able to mark the tender Infant with 
the Thing deſired. And St. Jerome in his Lec-

and ſure enough the Patriarch in ſacred Writ was 
no Stranger to theſe Effects, as appears by his Sub- 
tilty in placing the ſtreaked Rods before the Eyes 


of the Cattle at the Time of their Conjunction““. 


Heliodorus, an ancient Author, having delivered 
the Hiſtory of Cariclea, who was born white, of 
Ethiopian Parents, from the Queen Mother's often 
beholding a Picture of Andromeda penciled with a 
white Face, ſubjoins that the Gymnoſophiſts or 


Sages very eaſily aſcribed it to the Force of Fancy 


or Imagination. 

Cælius Rhod. ++ relates how Fabius Quintil. freed 
a Woman after like Manner from Suſpicion, who 
had brought forth a little Negro, only from her

3. of the Fa- 
mily of the Ur/ini, had a monſtrous Birth all over 
hairy, armed, as it were, with Bears Claws, in- 
ſtead of Toes and Fingers, which ſhe aſcribed to 
her looking on the Picture of that Creature, every 
where hung up in the Dwellings of the ſaid Fami- 
ly: Upon which his Holineſs gave Order for de- 
ſtroying all the Pictures of Bears throughout the 
City of Rome. Lycoſtenes, in his Book of Prodi-

The beſt Way of removing the maternal Marks, 
called otherwiſe Nevi five Maculæ Materne, ac- 
cotding to Willis , is that by Section, which is 
eaſy if the Tumour can be ty'd about with a 
Thread, and ſuch Medicines apply'd as may com 
modiouſly intercept the affluent Humours ; but we 
mult have a Care that no Artery, great Veſſel or 
Nerve be hurt: For if, ſaith he, Nature permits 
the Loſs of a Noſe, an Ear or Eye without Dan- 

ger of Life, why may ſhe not uſe the ſame Liber- 
ty in theſe her ſpurious Productions? An Example 
is in the ſame Place laid down of a Child, over 
both whoſe Eye-lids and whole Forehead there 
grey many ſoft Excreſcences, which were under- 
taken ſucceſsfully, and the Child cured.

Diſtorted and deformed Members may be ſome- 
times attempted, and are, by the Help of Inſtru- 
ments and Chirurgery, often ſet to rights; an Ex- 
ample whereof may be found in Hildanus , and 
one very remarkable I could give, of a Child 
then (now grown a Juſty Man and a Turkey Mer- 
chant) born with both Feet inverted, and tread- 
ing on the. Ankles, yet with careful Manage- 
ment, proper Splints and Bandage with a ſmall 
Steel-plate from the Shoe up to the Knee, con- 
tinued for about ſeven Years, he was able to 
leave them off, and now walks as well as any

If they join'd only by a flender Stalk, or if

or Cautery, otherwiſe tis a Chance but the net 
Seaſon it may ſprout again: The ſame is to be 
obſerved if taken off by the Knife, after which 
I clap down a ſmall pointed Cautery made hot to 
the Place, which both ſecures the Bleeding, waſtes 
the remaining little Fibres it was held by, and cor- 
rects the Malignity, if ſuch there be, the Sore 
from thence healing after the Manner of a common 
Burn. 5 

Fab. Hild.“ being called to a Senator and prin- 
cipal Governor, for that Time, of the Republick

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of Bern, to view his Son of three Years of 'Age, 
having an Excreſcence reſembling a Cherry (the 
one half at leaſt) upon the upper Part of his Noſe, 
at firſt no bigger than a Lentil, but increaſing as 
he grew up, and taking its firſt Riſe from the 
Mother's longing for that Fruit, when it ſeems ſhe 


could not procure it, he undertook the Cure as 
follows. 


Paſſing a Needle with Thread through. the Bo- 


dy of the Excreſcence, and thereby drawing it to 
him, he began with his Knife to ſeparate the ſame 
from the Bottom of it all round, when paſling 

'the Point thereof up towards the . Forehead, a 
Branch of a Blood-veſſel coming thence being di- 
vided, hindered him from proceeding in his Work 
to his Satisfaction, upon the Blood ſpurting upon 
him, together with the Child's Frowardneſs and 
throwing about: Upon which, contenting him- 
ſelf with taking out what he had divided, he dreſt 
up with Aſtringents, and after when he came to 
open the Wound, perceiving ſome Remains of the 
foreſaid Excreſcence in the diſcoloured Fleſh, he 
was put: upon waſting the ſame with his Eſcharo- 
tick made of the Cineres Sarmentorum and Cal 
vida; and digeſting out the Eſchar with a Mix- 
ture of Terebinth. Gum. Elemi, &c. ſtill repeating 
the ſame Eſcharotick where *rwas wanting, till the 
faid preternatural Fleſh was utterly deſtroy'd, he 
after incarned with ſound Fleſh, and brought on a 
firm and ſcemly Cicatrix. 

In the faid Relation, he cautions the Surgeon 
that he leave no Part of the diſcolour'd Fleſh be- 
hind him in theſe Sort of Excreſcences, for other- 
wile they will be apt to riſe into their old Shape, 

as he found himſelf in a young Maid from whom 
he attempted to take off an Excreſcence on her 
Forehead of the Figure of a Plumb, but leaving 
lome of the tainted Skin and, Fleſh, and not re- 
:& "Sas moving 
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moving the whole Root of the faid Excreſcence, it 
grew again, and put him under the Neceſſity of a 


ſecond Operation. 


In the Uſe of the Cauſtick, great Care is to be 
taken to keep the Salts from ſpreading or going 
deeper than they ſhould, to the Prejudice of the 
Parts lying under and round about, and alſo for that 


thereby the Scar may be made larger and more un- 


ſeemly than there was Occaſion, 
In theſe Caſes, he commends alſo, (and that not 
without its deſerved Praiſe) the Uſe of the red Pre- - 


cipitate, in tender Habits before-hand waſhed and 


edulcorated, which of itſelf I have ſometimes known” 
(the outer Skin removed) able to waſte theſe fungous 
Appearances, to deterge the Ulcer, and diſpoſe it 
for healing by the common Medicines: Another 
Inſtance of Extirpation of the like Fancy-Mark by 
Cauſtick, the Reader will find ſubjoined to the a- 
foreſaid Obſervation ; but this Chapter being run 
already beyond its intended. Length, *tis Time to 
finiſh the ſame, which I ſhall do with two or three 
Caſes of my own. 

A Gentlewoman in my Neighbourhood having 
for many Years carry'd the Mark of a Raſberry 
ſhe was born with, near her Eye-brow; at length 
about the Seaſon of ripening for that Fruit (as it 


uſed to do) it put on a florid Complexion, felt 


tender, and appearing higher than uſual, with 
ſmall Grains as it were, and little Hairs between 
them, exactly reſembling the Fruit her Mother had 
been diſappointed of, in her Longing when with 
Child, It happened that paſſing too near a Baſket- 
woman in the Market, who had a Straw-hat on, 
the Edge whereof running haſtily agaihſt the Ex- 
creſcence, cut through the Middle of it, and put 
the Gentlewoman to great Pain and much Trouble 


to ſtay the Bleeding, which was ſtill ready to 


burſt out again for ſeveral Days: But at laſt dry- 
. O 3 * ; ing 
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Ing up with a Scab, ſhe contefited herſelf without 
. uſing any Application, ſuperſtitiouſly fancying it 


both ſinful and fruitleſs to attempt removing a Mark 
of God Almighty's ſending, as ſhe expreſs'd lit: 
But ſome time after, the Scab growing looſe about 


the Edge, from a ſmall Weeping underneath, and 


ſticking to the Lace of her Pinner, one Morn- 
ing in her Sleep ſhe had pulled it off, and ſoon 
overflow d her Face and Neck with a more plen- 
tiful Bleeding than at firſt, at which being much 
frightened, ſhe ſent for me in haſte, only to ſtop the 
Blood. | 

I convinc'd her of the ill Conſequence that 
might attend this Fungus now diſturbed, and pre- 
vailed with her to have it intirely eradicated, in- 
couraging her with great Hopes of Succeſs. Ac- 
cordingly ſhe complying, I ſent home for a Cau- 
ſtick, and firſt preſſing upon the Part with a Lu- 
nar one, found it made not that quick Diſpatch, 
a ſmall Artery diſcharging and incommoding the 
Operation : Upon which I bore in upon the ſame, 
with a Piece of the Lapis infernalts [which I pre- 
pare'by boiling up the Lixivium Capitale or firſt 
running of the Soap-makers Lees, into a due Con- 
ſiſtence or proper Hardneſs, cutting it with a hot 
Knife into ſeveral Shapes and Sizes, and keeping it 
in a Bottle well ſtopt till the time of uſing] which 
both ſecured the Veſſel and burnt deep into the 
Body of the Excreſcence; to prevent its ſpreading, 
I wiped out the diſſolved Salts with an armed 
Probe, and having, as I thought, taken in the 
whole Fungus, and got down tg its Root, I dreſt 
the Eſchar with a Pledgit of Baſilicon dipt in the 
warm Balſ. Terebinth, which, as it ſeparated, I per- 
ceived that I had taken in the whole Compaſs of 
the diſcoloured and tainted Skin, yet at the Bot- 
tom the Fleſh in ſome Places aroſe granulated 
and ſecdy like the other Parts before waited, ſome 
of which I touched again with the Silver Cau- 
aq; elec eros os. ſtick, 
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ſtick, others with the End of my Probe dipt in 


Butyrum Antimonii; when digeſting out the Slough 
with warm Linim. and Balſ. Tereb. I found the Fleſh 


Vas ſtill of the ſame Kind, even as low as the Peri- 


cranium : Now ſome officious Perſon in my Abſence, 


telling her that her Skull lay bare, and that it went 


down to her Brain, ſhe was much diſpleaſed that I 


had undertaken it: However ] comforted her with 


Aſſurance that there was no Danger, and that I 
would uſe my utmoſt endeavour not only to heal it, 
which ſeemed no difficult Matter, but after ſuch 
manner that it might never ſhoot up again, or create 
farther Trouble or Diſturbance. | 


After I had goneas far with my Eſchatorick as was 


convenient, I filled the Ulcer up with Precip. rub.. 


and let it lie for two Days, laying over the Digeſ- 
tive; And taking off the Dreſſing there came out a 
thick Slough, made of the Remains of the Excreſ- 
cence, under which the Membrane appeared fair 
and clear, altho* ſomewhat inflamed, to prevent 
which from ſloughing off alſo, I dreſt up with Le- 
nients and haſtened Incarnation ; yet notwithſtanding 
my utmoſt Endeavour, the Cranium was bare the 
Compals of a ſmall Spangle, yet healed without the 
leaſt Exfoliation, and now remains a handſome 
Scar, the Skin ſticking only a ſmall matter (as uſual 
where the Bone has been uncovered) upon the Place, 
but lies ſmooth and even, and I dare ſay will never 
give her farther Trouble. | | 
Had I apprehended it ſo 2 rooted, I might 
not probably have been ſo very forward in the Un- 
dertaking, unleſs I had been ſollicited thereto by the 


Patient: But diſcovering after how it was, I was 


reſolved.to follow it even down to the Cranium, 


fince it was ſecurely ſituate, rather than leave it to 


ſprout anew, to the Patient's farther Inconvenience 
and my own Diſcredit. 9 ; 
A Child having the Reſemblance of a Currant 


on the internal Canthus of the Eye, towards the 


OE top 
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Top of the Noſe ; it growing bigger, and the Pa- 
rents perceiving it was likely to be attended with 
a farther ill Conſequence, by a ſquinting Caſt of 
her Eye ſhe had contracted, in often ſtriving to 
behold it, were very deſirous to have it removed, 
for which I was conſulted: And obſerving the 
Baſis would admit thereof, I propoſed Extirpa- 
tion by the Ligature, with which they readily 
complied : Coming two or three Days after with 
a Needle full of Silk waxed, I ſet the Child in a 
good Light upon a Servant's Knee, and whilſt an 
Aſſiſtant took hold of the Excreſcence with the 
Forceps, I ſurrounding the Root made my Liga- 
ture; and apprehending the Child would be ſo 
froward as not to ſuffer its being ſtraitened again 
afterwards, if there was Occaſion, I was willing to 
make but one Trouble, and ty'd it cloſer upon that 
Occaſion, cutting off the Ends of the Ligature at 
the ſame Time, and applying a Defenſative all 
round, in the Middle of which I had made a Hole 
to let out the Excreſcence. The Day before the 
Child had been let Blood, and that Morning a Gly- 
ſter was given to prevent the Accidents of Fever, 
Inflammation or Ophthalmy, which is highly neceſ- 
ſary as well in theſe lighter, as ſome more ſeem- 
ingly momentous Operations; upon compreſſing 
the Fungus the Child cry'd, and continued ſo do- 
ing moſt Part of the Day and Night betwixt 
whiles, Early next Morning finding the Eye in- 


flamed, the Eye-lids ſwelled up and the Child fe- 


veriſh, tho? it had ſlept tolerably by Means of a 
gentle Anodyne given for that Purpoſe ; yet the 
Parents aftrighted ſent Word the Child could bear 
it no longer, ny that they muſt have the String 
ſlackened. I took with me a Steel Probe, and 
coming to ſee the Child, found a great Fluxion 


round the Part: The Excreſcence was grown li- 


vid and ſeemed all of it near mortify'd, however 
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to comply with their Defire, I acquainted them 
with my Intention ; and the Child being taken out 
of Bed and carry'd to the Window, with the 
Cap pull'd down upon the well Eye, whilſt the 
Father put his Finger upon the Lid of the Eye af- 
feed, ſhutting it cloſe down, I gave the Probe to 
a Servant to put the Button-end into the Fire, and 
then paſſing the Point of my Sciſſars under the Li- 
gature, ſnipt off the Excreſcence, at which the Child 
complained not, nor had we many Drops of Blood 
followed : Then beckoning to the Servant I took 
the red hot Probe and preſs'd it moderately upon the 
Root or Stalk of the ſame; which made her cry out 
for a ſmall Moment, but was preſently pacify'd : 
After which embrocating the Parts with Ol. Roſa- 
rum, the Tumour went off in two or three Days 
with the feveriſh Heat, and in two or three more 
the Burn was healed with ſo many Dreſſings of my 
Ung. de Lap. Cal. [the firſt Dreſſing only being a 
ſmall Pledgit arm'd with Baſilicon] and remains 


now fo cicatris'd that there is ſcarce a diſcernible 


Print of the Mark. 

A Servant-Maid apply'd herſelf to me for Cure 
of a Malady upon her Cheek; ſhe ſaid it had been 
the Mark of a Shrimp, impreſs'd by her Mother's 
Longing : And being troubleſome, the Removal of 
it had been attempted with Eſcharoticks by a Pre- 


tender to Surgery. But indeed it ſeem'd to me 


(whatever had been the former Shape) to be now 
a Phagzdenic Ulcer with jagged and callous Lips 
on one Side, on the other an overgrown Fungus : 
Having conſidered her Caſe, I told her i; ſhewould 


ſubmit to the hot Iron, I would ſerve her fo far as 


T was able, believing that the moſt likely Reme- 
dy for ſo obſtinate a Diſeaſe. Frighten'd at the 
Thought of this fiery Trial, ſhe was going away, 
and I not over- forward to engage, at leaſt any other 
Way, was well content and willing to get rid of 
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the Work, which I did : Having ſince heard, that 
miſſing Cure under the Hands of a confident Em- 
pirick, her Cheek is overſpread with the Malady, 
which is deemed cancerous, by a Gentleman of the 
Profeſſion of Surgery lately conſulted. 

And theſe are the Diſeaſes of the Skin in general, 
of which we thought fit to diſcourſe in this firſt Part 
of our Treatiſe, not being ignorant of ſome other E- 
ruptions upon the ſame mentioned by the Ancients, 
who differing much among themſelves in the Names 
and Deſcriptions of ſome, and others falling in one 
way or other with thoſe we have already, or may 
hereafter take Notice of in our ſecond Part, we 
ſhall forbear farther enlarging thereon, and will 
hope for the Reader's Pardon who finds any thing 
wanting in either; which perhaps he may more rea- 
dily grant us, if he looks back upon the Title, in 
which he will ſee we have termed this neither an 
exact nor yet a complete Treatiſe. 

As to horny Excreſcences ſprouting forth the 
Skin, we forbear both their Hiſtory and ZXtiology, 
being generally much deeper rooted and ariſing from 
the Cartilages, Ligaments, or the Bones themſelves: 
Inſtances of which may be found in Zacutus Lujit. 
Med. Prax. admir. Lab. 2. Obſ. 188. Fallopius de 
Part. ſimil. C. 7. Lanfrank Tract. 3. Doct. 2. C. 3.

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CHAP: L 


Of the Falling of the Hair, and other its 
| Diſeaſes. 


E mall not here meddle with the Contro- 
ei verly, whether the Hairs are really Ex- 
crements or Parts properly of the Body, 
bor yet with their Diviſion into ſuch as 
are born with, or after us: Diembroecks Canceir of 
them is pretty enough, who likens them to Poly- 


pody, 


5 
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pody, or any other ſmall fibrous Shoots out of an 
old Tree, which continue to grow after the Tree 
is dead, having a proper Vegetation of their own, 
differing from that of the Root or Trunk from 
whence they ariſe : Juſt as the Hairs are obſerved 
to grow when the Body 1s dead unto which they be- 
long. . 

Of their Structure we ſaid ſomewhat at the Be- 


ginning of the firſt Part of our Treatiſe : Of their 


eaſes we come now to ſpeak, among which we 
reckon their falling off from the Parts they grew 
upon; eſpecially the Scalp, a Diſeaſe named by the 
Greeks At , and 'Ogials : The firſt from the 
Fox, ſubject to this Malady when grown old; the 
latter from the bald Places here and there appearing 
like the tortuous Windings of the Serpent. The 
Arabians giving the Name Tyria to all Sorts of 
Serpents, have impoſed the ſame upon this Diſeaſe. 
Celſusand others call it Area, implying any ſmooth, 
void, bare or plain Place: By the French Pelade 
according to Parey, tho* the Name Pelada ſive Pi- 
larella with Foreſtus, is taken for any Falling of the 
Hair, either from the Head, Beard, Eye-brows, 
Sc. the Roots of which have been tainted or cor- 
rupted by the Lues. The Latins term any A ffect 
of this Kind Imminutio ſeu Defluvium Pilorum : 
The Name generally being impos'd from the Parts 
themſelves, or Manner of their being affected : 
Thus when the Sinciput or Top of the Head is con- 
xern'd, common to thoſe in — or after Sick- 


neſs, it's called Calvities, Baldneſs: When it affects 


the Cilia or Hairs of the Eye-lids, wadegwois, but 
enough of this. 
The Cauſe in general is a deprav'd, vitiate and 


corroſive or ſharp Humour, preying upon their 


Root, whether ſalt, aduſt or putrefying Phlegm 
according to the Antients, or other acrid excre- 
mentitious Matter here congeſted, and corrupting 

tdthole 
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thoſe Juices, or furniſhing others in their ſtead; 


which ſhould adminiſter Nouriſhment to theſe Parts 


according to ſome of the Moderns. 

Among the external Occaſions contributing here- 
unto, Galen * reckons the poiſonous Fungus or 
Toadſtool, altho* many other Poiſons taken in- 
wardly have the like Effect: The ſmall and great 


Pox, or whatever externally rots and corrupts their 


Roots, or internally ſubſtracts from, or by an Ad- 
mixture of ſome putrid Ferment, vitiates the Juices 
to be imbibed by their Bulb, and from whence their 


Nouriſhment 1s derived. n evil Conformation of 


the cutaneous Pores, through which they have theiz 
Paſſage, may contribute either by over Laxity, noi 


able to ſupport and retain them; or by too great 


Aſtriction, intercepting their Nouriſhment, from 
whence they may wither and die away, and hence 3 
differing Indication of Cure will appear manifeſt. 
The Diagnoſtick Signs are evident from the bald 
Places left behind, with this Diſtinction according 


to ſome ; that if the Hairs only fall, leaving the 
Skin whole and ſound, it is a ſimple Alopecia: but 


if the Cuticle be fretted off withal, or the Skin ex- 
coriated, it is an Opbiaſis; the former being of nc 
particular Figure, as to its Area or Space left behind, 
but befalling all Parts: The latter, faith Ceſſus, In. 


cipit ab Occipitio, duorum digitorum longitudinem non 


excedit, ad 5, duobus Capitibus ſerpit, quibuſdam 
etiam ad Frontem, donec Capita ſua jungantur. The 
former is counted proper to any Age, the Jattet 
more peculiar to Infants and Children. 7 

As to the Prognoſtick, altho* this Diſeaſe has not 
much of Danger, yet it has much of Turpitude or 
Diſgrace, inſomuch that the Slaves among the 
Romans, labouring under this Malady, were under-

The Prognoſtick of the Diſeaſe in general, whe- 


ther curable or not, muſt be taken from a Re- 
gard had to all Circumſtances attending : Thus a 


Loſs of Hair or Baldneſs from real Want of Nouriſh- 
ment or Decay of the radical] Moiſture, as in old 


Age, is deemed incurable. Thus alſo that ariſing 
from ſome Species of the Tinca or Lepra or where 
the Texture of the Skin is much hurt by Eſcharo- 
ticks, Burns, Ulcers, or whatever breaks the Con- 
tinuity : If the fame enter far into the component 
Parts of the — and leave aſter a Scar in 
the Place, chere is little Hope of Remedy. But if 
the Hurt be very ſuperficial, as a ſimple Excoriation 
of the outward Cuticle, if from Fever, Pox or Poiſon 
taken inwardly, provided the Diſeaſe can be over- 
dome, of which this is only a Symptom, the Cure 
is hopeful. In hectical and conſumptive People, 
this Diſeaſe is a Fore- runner of Death, according to 
that Aphoriſm of Hipp. Quibus Tabe laborantibus, 
Capilli de Capite defluunt, hi, Avi fluxu ſupervenien- 
i, moriuntur. 6 | 

In Order to the Cure, Phlebotomy, Purgation, 
and proper Diet of good Nouriſhment are to be di- 
rected; alſo Errhines and Apophlegmatiſms, called 
Otherwiſe Caput Purgantia, which may derive the 
noxious and ſuperfluous Humidities from the Head, 
are alfo to be preſcribed : As for Topicks the Hair 


being ſhaven off firſt which is remaining, accord- 
ing to Indications, reſolving, or other Kinds of 


Fomentations are to be apply*d ; or the Head may 
be waſhed (ſaith Parey) with a Lixivium, where-

or Pilaris Morbus: Qur French Men, ſays Parey, 
call the ſame Cridones, perhaps d Crixibus, from Hairs 
which are troubleſome at ſuch Times. ierus and 
Horſtiu treat of it under that of Dracunculi, from 
the Reſemblance to the twining about of a little 
Snake or Adder, altho* ſome contend they are not 
the ſame but differing Diſtempers. The Diſeaſe is 
rarely taken Notice of among us, for. myſelf, I 
muſt confeſs, I have never ſeen it. nor do I find 
it mentioned, unleſs by ſume few of the Ancients, 


who have ſometimes affirmed there is Life in them, 


and that they are a Sort of Vermiculi or Worms, 
concerning which conſult Seanertus + and Ambroſe 
Parey**, who differing widely from the former, 
ſay what is called the Dracunculus is only a crook- 
ed and winding Abſceſs, reſembling the twining of 
the Adder, but without any living Creature con- 
tained, nor differing in Cure from that of a Phlægmon 
or Tumour made by Fluxion. As to the Pilaris 
Morbus, properly ſo called, it is faid to ariſe from 
an overweak Expulſion of the Hairs, which being 
intended to be thruſt forth of the Skin are ſtopt by 
the Cuticle, and hindered from coming forth, x 4d 
lying under the Skin, more eſpecially about the 
Backs of young Infants, they prick the neryous Fi- 


laments with their Extremities like ſo many Points 


of Needles, diſquieting them and making the Child 
exceeding reſtleſs, tumbling and toſſing about, per- 
petually crying. They ſometimes offer themſelves 
at the Surface of the Skin, raiſing a ſmall Tumour 


like a little Abſceſs, and are to be taken out with a a 


pair of Nippers or Forceps, being often found half 
an Inch in length, and frequently longer according

Bryon. decocted in a Lixivium of Oak Aſhes, 
to be uſed after the fame Manner : But enough of 
ſo rare a Diſtemper, which in a Man's Life-time 
farce calls for his Aſſiſtance : And yet that Hairs 
ſhould breed under the Skin; will be leſs ſtrange to 
thoſe who conſider how often they are found in 
more unlikely Places of the Body, as in the Heart, 
Liver, Kidnies, in ſome Kind of Abſceſſes and in- 
cyſted Tumours, and very frequently in the more 


large congeſted ones of Womens Ovaria, where I 


have ſeen Balls or Wiſps of Hair, with Handfuls 
of Sand, Chalk, Aſhes, and other ſuch traſhy Re- 
ſemblances. 
That Hairs have been found in Womens Breafts,

mage by the ſharp and fretting Humours are larger, 
diſcharging a thicker Kind of Humour like unto 
Honey, it takes thence the Name of Kygwov, Favus, 
or Neues, tho' this latter is more commonly ap- 


plied to one of the incyſted Tumours. 


By ſome of the. Antients I find it under that of 
Laftumen or Cruſta laftea, being reckoned trouble- 
ſome to ſucking Children from ſome Fault of the 
Milk, or their overfeeding: But of this we took 
Notice in the fourth Chapter of the firſt Part of 
this Treatiſe, where we diſcourſed of the Childrens 
Scab. | 

There are reckoned by others, three Kinds of 
this Diſeaſe, . the Tinea ſicca, humida & Iupinoſa. 
Sennertus reckons up five, mentioned alſo by Haly- 
abbas under the Name Tinea, giving each an Epi- 
thet from ſome Reſemblance, as ficoſa, favoſa, lu- 
pinoſa, &c. but waving theſe leſs neceſſary Diſtinc- 
tions, we ſhall define them as ſmall Ulcers ariſing 
upon the Scalp of Children from a vicious, cör- 
roſive or ſalt Humour fretting the cutaneous -Glan-

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dules, breaking their Texture and eating into their 
Parts, differing only in Degree of Virulency: for 


the leſſer Degeneracy is ſuppoſed by ſome to pro- 


duce the dry, branny or ſcaly; the greater Degree 
of Corruption, the Fig: like, where the Fleſh under- 
neath appears as it were with Seeds like the Fruit 
from whence tis called, and the higheſt of all, the 
ulcerous; ſuch as are the Achor and Favus; the 
common Sort diſtinguiſh them not otherways than 
as dry and moiſt ſcalPd Heads. 

The Diagnoſticts are viſible, and upon Inſpection 
will diſcover to what Species they more properly be- 
long. 

The — is to be: taken from the Virulen- 
cy of the Humour, its Duration or Continuance, 
the Strength of Conſtitution, if fit to encounter 
with Remedies able to ſubdue it; and the Hazard 


to the Brain or other noble Parts, by giving a 


Check to the ſaid Humour, and drying up the Ul- 
cers. At beſt it is difficult to eradicate ſecurely, 
at the worſt dangerous to attempt the Cure, unleſs 
great Care be taken in the mean while to rectify 


the corrupt Juices, and ſecure the nervous Fluid 


from any Taint may happen by Suppreſſion of the 
Humour aforeſaid, by which many Infants and 
Children grown up, have with their Cures receiv'd 
ſoon after certain Death, as might be evidenced by 
Multitudes of Examples taken notice of, among 
others, by Foreſtus, Herc.

great Trouble of managing the Diſeaſe, Phyſicians

: rents began to be more concerned, and defired my 


Aſſiſtance. ' 
I began the Cure with Calomel over Night, or 


after the firft Sleep to avoid Diſturbance by the 
ſame therein, purging it off next Day with an In- 


fuſion of Rhubarb and Manna: On the Days be- 
tween ordering a medicated Ag. Calcis. Behind each 
Ear I applied a Veſicatory, and kept the lower part 
open the Compaſs of a Sixpence with the drawing 
Ointment, that, I might derive the peccant Matter 


by theſe artificial Sluices, and ſecure the Brain from 


any Impreſſion, by drying away of the fame, or 
ſropping the accuſtomed Emiſſaries. 4 

This done, I began to looſen the large Scabs by 
fomenting them with an emollient Decoction, ap- 
plying afterwards a Digeſtive of Ba/ilicon : When 
after Ir three Dreſſings with the Edge of a 
Spathula I raiſed the cruſty. Cover of ſeveral, and 
perceived a ſpongy granulated Sort of 'Fleſh there- 
under, bleating in ſome parts; over which 1

By theſe Applications repeated, a thin Slough 
being induced thereby, this pappy Fleſh was '2vel- 
led and prepared for cicatrizing, which nevertheleſs 
I found very difficult, the itching now growing in- 
tolerable as it began to dry, and by the Child's 
ſcratching 1 found him at the times of dreſſing all 
in goar. For ſubduing this Complaint and correct- 
ing the ſalt Humour occaſioning the ſame, I fo- 
mented the Parts with the following Bath, after 
ftrowing on the fine Powders of Tutia and Calami- 
#aris, covering both Scalp and Forehead with my 
own Cerate. |

furatio. and Porrigo, from the ſcurfy or branny 


Scales, extending themſelves all over the ſaid Part, 
and upon Scratching being looſen'd, or riſing up 
with the Teeth of = Comb, is named by the — 
mon People Dandruff of the Head, Beard, or Eye- 
brows, by the Greeks Ililvgigors. 

The Cauſe, faith Sennertus, is an ichorous or ſe- 
rous Humour, as well phlegmatic, as falt and bi- 
lious, brought to theſe Parts along with the Hu- 
mours which afford Supply to the Roots of the 
Hairs, on which Account this Diſeaſe is more pe- 
culiar to the hairy. Parts of the Body ; the Matter 
whereof ſeeking Paſſage through the Pores, whilſt 
the more ſubtil Particles are breathed forth, the 
more craſs and terrene are detained about their 
Roots, and there converted into the Likeneſs of a 
branny Subſtance.

r is now, in this inquiſitive Age, agreed 
5 P nearly on all Hands, that there is no

ſuch Thing as equivocal Generation, 
but that as every Vegetable, by the 


its proper Seed within it ſelf, out of which a new 


Plant was to ariſe of the ſame Kind ; ſo alſo every 
Animal, how minute ſoever, was to take its Riſe 
from ſome ſeminal Principle of the ſame Kind allo, 
being lodg'd in its proper . to be there foſter'd 
or cheriſhr, 'till the vital Principle, being ſet at 
Work, diſcovers the firſt Rudiments, and unfold- 
ing the Parts, makes known unto us (at leaſt by 
the Help of Glaſſes) unto what Species they belong. 
There are indeed many, and thoſe ſeemingly in- 
ſuperable Difficulties, attending this Hypotheſis of 
Univocal Generation, but none of them I think 
come up» to the Abſurdities. on the other Side, 
where we muſt ſuppoſe the moſt curious Contri- 
vance for Structure, and where the yewuteia D Oe 
is expreſt, as we may ſay, in Miniature, and ſcarce 
diſcoverable or not at all ſeen by the naked Eye, in 


theſe little Automata, to ariſe ſpontaneouſly. out of 


Filth and Putrefaction and ſo become vital. 

But leaving this Enquiry as too Speculative and 
Philoſophical for our preſent - Diſcourſe, we ſhall 
only ſubjoin our own Thoughts, that it ſeems as 
hard to conceive howfhe Seed of the Vegetable, 
in which is wrapped up the Plantula ſeminalis,

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ſcure Places, as the Tops of Walls, Houſes, Steeples, 
Sc. as the ovula of ſome minute Inſects, which 
are hatcht in our own Bodies, as well as thoſe of 
other Creatures: we may indeed believe that the 
Air it ſelf may carry the former, and lodge them in 
thoſe Receptacles, or in others much more remote 
and farther diſtant: and why may not the latter be 
taken into our Bodies, if not in common Inſpira- 
tion, at leaſt by the common Paſſage with our 
Meat and Drink; where the Juices of the ſame 
unable to overcome them, may ſome of them not 
only afford a Matrix but Pabulum alſo. f

other living Creatures are found therein (how- 


ever they come there) is too notorious to want 


Proof: Nay that our Blood is full of them, that 


moſt of our Diſeaſes take Riſe from them, more 


eſpecially the Cancer, Itch, Ring-worm, e. has 
been aſſerted by learned Men. 1214 

I have more than once, faith Borellus, ſeen upon 
the Plaiſters taken from Ulcers, little Animals like 
waxen Mites, whereof not only the Figure but the 
Motion was diſcoverable : Thus are we held, faith 


he, of many Diſeaſes which come from inviſible 
Animals, to be perceived only by the Microſcope. 


The famous Dr. Mayern takes Notice alſo, that 
he obſerved in the cancerous Breaſt cut from a Wo- 
man, fome Thouſands of Worms; hence follows 


the Remark that perhaps the Progreſs of the Cor- 


roſion is ſometimes ſtopt, by applying the Fleſh. 
of a Chick, to which theſe Animals ſtick, leaving 
the coarſe for the finer Food. 


J muſt confeſs I have never made any ſuch Dif- 
coveries, -tho* I have try'd with ſome indifferent 


Glaſſes, and therefore do hope my- Scepticiſm, at 
leaſt in ſome of theſe Matters, will 'be held the 
more excuſable. I know, the incredulous will 
ſcarce believe their Eyes, but whether the over-

ingendered, altho* Swammerdam * tells us, that 
what our common People call the Nit, 1s the true 
Ovum from which the Louſe is hatcht, and which 
requires, as he fays, a moiſt and warm Place for its 
Matrix to bring it forth ; and then the Multiplication 
is incredible in a ſhort Space, tho' hardly (one would 
think) ſo ſpeedy as thoſe Perſons ſuggeſt, who de- 


liver, that in 24 Hours that Creature is both Abavus 


6 Tritavus, that is great Grandfather, and great 
Grandfather's Grandfather and great Grandfather. 
But miſſing this kindly Repoſitory for her Eggs, 
or being expoſed - to the cold Air but for one 
Day, they are killed before they are hatcht, and 
adhere by thouſands to the Hairs of the Head fo 


pertinaciouſly, that it is ſome Months before they 


can be all cleared away. :

2. Thoſe of the Arm-pits, Eye-lids and Eye- 
brows, alſo of the Pudenda: Theſe being flattiſh 
with their Claws ſtick fo faſt to the Skin, as to 
create much Difficulty to diſlodge them, and make 
them let go their Hold : Being view'd by a Glaſs 


they nearly reſemble the ſmall Crab-fiſh, and thence 
by ſome are called Crab-Lice, by others Plactulæ, 
Morpiones, Petalæ and Peſſolate. N 


3. Thoſe found upon the foul Clothes, either Li- 
nen or Woollen of common Beggars, Jail-Birds and 
others, ſuffering themſelves to be eaten up, as we 
ſay, with Naſtineſs, theſe are of the larger Size, ob- 
long, thicker and ending with an acute Point towards 
the Head, being vulgarly called Body-Lice. 

4. Are thoſe generated (according to ſome) un- 
der the Cuticle, being found in the Hands and Feet, 
of a round Form like the ſmall Eggs of Butter- 
Flies, ſome of them ſo minute as to eſcape the Sight; 
altho* by their creeping under the Scarf-Skin they 
often ſtir up a moſt intolerable itching, and ſome- 
times break forth and diſcover.themſelves, yet for 
the moſt Part they lie hid and conceal themſelves : 
Some Authors mention them and treat of them, as 
I ſuppoſe, under the Names of Acari, Cyrones and 
Pedicelli. 

As to the Generation of ſome of them at leaſt, we 
have ſpoken above: Among concurring Cauſes to 
their Production, many aſcribe the plentiful eating 
of Figs, Galen, that the Fleſh of Vipers breeds 
them, but undoubtedly Slovenlineſs and Naſtineſs 
have a great Share in their Propagation, as afford- 
ing fit Matrices for the Ovula 1 7 hatcht, as _ 
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fit Matter for their Nouriſhment after : But J have 
ſtaid too long already upon their Conſideration, as 


may be thought, and therefore come now to propoſe 


Remedies to deſtroy them. 
This louſy Evil by the Greeks termed $9«gxcr,

A young Man long labouring unger a troubleſome 
itching of the Pubes and Scrotum, fo intolerable as 
to =>. A him almoſt deſperate, came at length to 
conſult me, with the Parts all flea'd by ſcratching, 
Taking a ſtrict ſurvey of the Roots of the Hairs 
he had caus'd to be clipt off, I perceived in their 
Interſpaces ſome of the Crab like Vermin, fo rivet- 
ed as it were in the Skin, that I could only raiſe 


two or three of them, enough however to convince 


him of the Occaſion of his Complaint, to which 
Sort of Vermin I found he was an utter Stranger, 
having never heard of them before. | 

In regard to the Tenderneſs of the Parts, he was 
unable to bear any of the uſual Applications, where- 
fore mixing up 3]. of Mercur. viv. with ij. of Dia- 
Pompb. I ordered him to ſpread it thin upon a Cloth, 
and to apply the ſame Plaiſterwiſe to the Parts, 
keeping off his Hands, if poſſible, that the raw Pla- 
ces might be ſkin'd over, and ſecuring his Dreſ- 
ſings with a ſinall bag Truſs.

 Nicbolaus Florent. * conſtitutes three Degrees 
hereof, viz. 1. Rubedo ſimplex ſeu facies rubra. 2. 
 Rubedo puſtuloſa, & 3. Ulceroſa ; and deduceth the 
Cauſe from a hot but viſcous and thick Blood ge- 
nerated by ſome Intemperies or Vice of the Liver, 
which being brought by the capillary Arteries to 
the Surface of the Skin of the Face, is there dif- 
fuſed as happens in Bluſhing, but by Reaſon of its 
Lentor or Clammineſs not being returned as it 
ought preſently by the Veins, ſtops therein and 
cauſeth Redneſs, which neither yet being capable 
to be diſcuſt by reaſon of the Denſity of the Cu- 
ticle, raiſeth the ſame up into little Puſtules, and 
at length ulcerates, having vitiated the Frame 
of the Cutaneous Glandules by its long Stagna- 
tion. 

The Diagnoſtick Signs are evident to the Eye, bet- 
ter than by Deſcription. | 

The Prognoſtick doubtful as to Cure, tho? not as 
to Danger otherwiſe. 

If the Diſeaſe be recent, mild, and in a good Ha- 
bit of Body, the Cure is hopeful : If of long ſtand- 
ing, inveterate or malignant, ſcarce attainable, or 
at beſt palliative. | 

It is certain, be the Caſe as it will, it does not 
always owe its Original to hard drinking ; fince it 
is ſometimes obſerved to attend the moſt temperate 
and abſtemious : However for the moſt Part, the 
conſtant Tipplers of ſtrong Beers, Wines and Wa- 
ters, but eſpecially the two firſt, are uſually the 
moſt obnoxious to this Malady. For Removal 
whereof the Intemperies of the Liver and other 
Viſcera is to be corrected, and all other Obſtruc- 
tions removed, whilſt the Humours at the fame

ſtrong Drinks, all Things ſpiced, potted, powder'd, 
ſeaſon'd or ſalted : The Drink may be an Emulſion 
of the cold Seeds, Milk and Water, clarify'd Whey. 
ttuce, Purſlain, Sorrel and Spinage are here.fre- 
quently directed with their Meats ; and indeed the 
whole phyſical Regimen ſtrikes in with that for the 
Eryſipelas, Itch and Scurvy, the ſame Rules being 
here nearly to be obſerved as therein are mentioned, 
to which the Reader is refer'd for farther In- 
ſtructions. | | 

In the Uſe however of this cooling and contem- 

perating Method, great Prudence 1s required : For 
if you take a Perſon off at once from his ſtrong Li- 
quors, and allow him nothing but Whey or Milk 
and Water, you may likely remove his red Face 
and Life ſoon after, by haſtening a ſudden Decay 
of Heat, pallinghis Appetite and bringing ona Leu- 
cophlegmacy or Dropſy. Mayern allows Wane diluted, - 
nay Wine by itſelf, if moderately taken, on Ac- 
count of its Heat and Tenuity being better fitted 


to digeſt and attenuate the groſs and viſcid Hu- 


mours, and promote the Perſpiration of the ſame 
through the Skin, than Water, which is often 
found injurious and very pernicious to ſuch Patients, 
by its Coldneſs fixing the already impacted Humour 
upon the Part. 
As for what concerns Topicks, much Caution 
likewiſe is to be uſed. For according to Sennertus*, 
if there be only Redneſs without Puſtules, and 
the. Diſeaſe recent, Refrigerants and Repellents 


take Place: But if Puſtules attend, Diſcutients

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muſt be mixed ; and if thoſe Puſtules ſeem hard, and 
the Diſeaſe of long ſtanding, there may be Reaſon 
for Emollients to ripen and digeſt the tough and viſ- 
cid Matter, and after to let the ſame forth upon Oc- 
caſion, before we uſe deſiccative or drying and re- 
pelling Medicines, which if at this Time apply'd, 
would only increaſe the Induration of the Tubercles, 
fix the Humours more deeply in the Skin, and ren- 
der the Diſeaſe ſtill farther obſtinate.

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be attempered, and the Intemperies of that Bowel 
eſpecially corrected, that a more laudable thence- 
forth may be generated ; for which Purpoſe, and 
to alter as it were the whole Subſtance of that 
Viſcus tainted, as well as to preſerve the native Salt 
and Balſam pure and uncorrupted, he lays a mighty 
Streſs upon Antimony and its Preparations; as the 
Spirit, Salt, fixt Subſtance, viz. the Diaphoretick, 
or the fixed Flowers of Antimony, (of which Mind 
was Sylvius, and ſeveral others who direct the 
Antim. Diaph. not only inwardly, but uſe the ſame 
in Ointments, and account thereof as one of the beſt 
Coſmeticks in the Caſe before us) which have the 
firſt Place in depurating the Blood, and correcting 
its Diſcraſies: Next to this he ſubjoins Mercurials 
to purge with, which are proper to convey away 
the Salt and tartarous Humours out of the ſame, 
ſeparating allo the viſcous, impure and feculent, 
and carrying them off by Siege ; altho? they do not, 
(continues he) ſo powerfully operate by the Emunc- 
tories of the Skin. 

The Simples he lays down to alter and edul- 
corate, are theſe, viz. Cuſcuta Fumaria. Opbio- 
ge _ Flor: Refrig. & Cordiales Veronica 
rub. Sc. | 
Alſo the Tinct. of Tart. Oil of Sulph. and Vi- 
trio}, Broths of the hepatick Plants with Crem. Tart. 
and Lap. Prunel. than which nothing is more power- 
ful to refrigerate and hinder the Afflux of Humours, 
and take off their Heat and Ebullition; and theſe 
are to be continued for a Week or ten Days. 

For the ſame Purpoſe he directs alſo an hepatic 
and ſplenetic Apozem for three Doſes, being ren- 
dred purgative with Sena, Caſſia, Manna, Rbabarb. 
Syr. Rof. fol. & de Fumaria ſolut. betwixt whiles 
purging moreover with Elect.

For twenty Days together he gives Whey clarified 
with Fumitory, Succory, and the Juice of Apples;

corate with Syrups made from the Juices of the ſaid 
Plants, and ſometimes a ſmall Ale, with the more 
temperate Antiſcorbuticks infuſed, and through the 
whole Courſe a moſt exact Regimen of the Non-

When the Body 1s coſtive a Glyſter muſt be in- 
jected, which if frequently repeated, an excellent 
Revulſion is thereby made of the Humours to the 
lower Parts. 3 

As to the Surgery, he preſcribes Cupping-glaſſes 
ſet frequently to the Nape of the Neck between the 
Shoulders with Scarification. Leeches behind the 
Ears and on the Inſide of the Noſtrils; alſo the 
Veins under the Tongue to be opened. 

I have been more particular in ſetting down the 
whole internal Proceſs, that by this fingle Inſtance: 
the young Practitioner may ſee, what Care or Cau-

A Gentleman of a plentiful Eſtate in the Meſt- 
Indies, for many Years, at particular Times afflict- 
ed with a red Face and Puſtules, and never perfect- 
ly clear of the ſame, came over hither for Help in 
fo troubleſome and disfiguring a Malady, and was 
by his Apothecary recommended to me. 

I found him with an intenſe Heat and Redneſs all

When he had leſt off his internal Preſcriptions 
for the poliſhing, as I may ſay, his Skin, he light- 
ly ſmeared the ſame over Night with a Pomate ex

- There are ſeveral other Spots and Defilements, 
to which the Skin of the Face is more liable than that 
of other Parts, not only on Account of its thinner 
and finer Texture; but eſpecially for that being 
more expoſed to the Air's Cold, and the Sun's Heat, 
the Humours once extravaſate, are by the Straitneſs 
of the Cuticular Pores more difficultly breathing 
forth than in thoſe kept warm and covered with Gar- 
ments: But the greateſt Part of them falling in with 
the common Puſtule, or others attending the Guta, 
for which we have ſo amply provided, and diſ- 
courſed ſo much, we ſhall leave the Choice of ſuch 
Formute as ſeem beſt adapted for their Removal, 
to the Diſcretion of the Artiſt, Such as are of the 
Serpiginous Kind, being taken Care of as well here 
as in the Chapter of Herpes; ſo that we ſhall only 
ſpeak of one other ſmall Tubercle or Pimple, to- 
gether with the Freckle and Sun- burn.

is defined a ſmall round Speck, lying even with the 
Skin, of a yellowiſh or tawny Colour, generally 
appearing on the Face, and there chiefly on the 
Forehead, by Reaſon of greater Denſity, not ſuffer- 
ing the diffuſed Humour to evaporate ; ſometimes 
alſo upon the Neck and Hands, expoſed as the 
Face to the Heat of the Sun, 

They are faid to ariſe from Choler extravaſate, 
and condenſed or dry'd under the Cuticula (before 
they expire) in the form of little golden Drops or 
Specks, whence I name them Cuticulæ bilioſe and 
Maculæ aureæ. 


The Sun- burn called Inſolatis, alſo Morphæa ma- 


culoſa rutila five flava, in Contradiſtinction to the 
Morpbæa alba, a Kind of Vitiligo, called alſo Mor- 
Pbæa of ſome of the Arabians, ſeems to take Riſe 
from the ſame external Cauſe, (viz.) _ conti-

wards to the Noſe, which was quickly removed, 


and the Courſe of the Blood being this way pre- 
vented for the future, by deſtroying the Veſſel, 
ſhe was freed ever after from her Redneſs and Fluſh- 


Severinus * teacheth this way of cutting the Veins 
in ſunder to intercept theſe Defluxions, and take 
away Redneſs or Inflammations on the Face, Noſe, 
Eyes, &c. which is alſo deſcribed by Bonetus +. 
For this Purpoſe likewiſe, or rather for the red 
Noſe, bleeding in the Noſtrils is laid down by others, 
as Botallus **, who affirms it upon his own Know- 
ledge to have fucceeded as well in this Caſe, as in 
Pains of the Head and old Diſeaſes of the Eyes. 
The way of opening by Lancet or Puncture he 
prefers to that by Leeches : Two fatal Examples of 
which are regiſtered, the one from Herc. Saxon. of 
a Senator at Padua, _ being ill of a Fever had 
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a Leech applied to his Noſtrils, which crept up 
into his Head, and the miſerable Patient died of a 
too great Bleeding the Leech had cauſed, which 
could by no Means be extracted or got forth again; 
and I, faith the ſame Author, was much concern'd 
thereat, having ſeen the like Accident formerly at 
Venice. The other from Paulus Magnus, who be- 


ing at Rome as he relates, in the Year 1572, a cer- 


tain Surgeon would needs apply a Leech to his Pa-

| EB. ab Heers putting the Queſtion, whether Spaw 
Waters are good in a red Face, or for the pimpled 
and copper-nos'd Drunkard? makes Anſwer him- 
ſelf, that becauſe theſe Pimples or Puſtules do for 
the moſt part depend upon immoderate Heat of 
the Liver, and thoſe Waters do greatly heat the 
laid Bowel, as is evident in Hydropicks, Cachec- 
ticks and ſuch as labour under menſtrual Suppreſ- 
ſion, whoſe Liver is acknowledged cold, and we 
have ſeen abundance of People cur'd by heating 
it with theſe Waters: It is certain that if any Man 
drink. them for any conſiderable time, he will go 
away from the Spaw with a far redder and more 
pimpled Face than when he came there; as I have 
obſerv'd in ſeveral: But becauſe theſe pimpled 
Drunkards do always in a Manner, from che | 
{tion of their Blood in the Liver, contract an Ob- 
ſtruction of the Meſeraicts, ſometimes more or 
ſometimes leſs, they may ſafely drink the Spaw- 
Waters for about ten Days, namely, that when 
the Obſtruction is removed by theſe opening Wells, 
the Liver may be reduced to its Temper by ſome 
cooler Adminiſtrations” - .

But to haſten towards the Concluſion of this 
Chapter; there is a Spot on the Face, I muſt juſt 
ſtay to mention, more peculiar, according to our 
great Maſter Hippoc. to big bellied Women, and 
reckoned as one of the Signs of Conception, nay 
according to one of his Aphoriſms, a Criterion 
(tho? fallible) of the Sex alſo : Where he faith, 
Que utero gerentes, Maculam in facie veluti ex ſolis 
aduſtione habent, ea, femellas plerunique geſtant. To 
this Spot or Mark Authors have generally given the 
Name of Epbelis. Sennertus * deſcribes it as a 
tawny, dark or duſky Spot, principally ſeated on 
the Foreheads of breeding Women, and ſpreading 
both in Length and Breadth, at ſome times to the 
Compals of the Palm of the Hand, without Aſpe- 
rity or Inequality : Contrary to Cel/us, who calls it 
Afperitas quedam & durities mali Coloris. 

The Cauſe is reported to be Retention of the 
menſtrual Flux, altho' the ſame, according to Sen- 
nertus, betides Virgins at the Time of Purgation : 
For removing which, he directs them to the Juice 
taken from the cut Root of Bugloſs, and for Wo- 
men with Child this following.

A Gentle woman ſometime afflicted with a Gutta 
Roſea ſive rubra, from a hot and bilious Blood fluſh- 
ing into her Face upon the leaſt Surpriſe or Exer- 
ciſe of Body, the Humours at length ſtagnating in 
the Glandules, became ſharp and corroſive, and 
raiſed ſeveral Puſtules and hard Tubercles, very 
much disfiguring her Mind: She had indiſcreetly 
tried almoſt every Quack Medicine that ſhe heard 
of, or was recommended by ſome or other of her 
Acquaintance, and had Thoughts of enterpriſing a 
Salivation; but before this was concluded on, ſhe 
thought fit to take Advice, and ſent for me to give 
her my Opinion : Upon Inquiry into her Circum- 
ſtances, I underſtood ſhe fell into this Inconveni- 
ence ſoon after the Death of her Huſband, for 
Grief of whom, and taking Cold by fitting up a 
Nights, ſhe had contracted this valetudinary State, 
ever ſince labouring under SropPage of her Menſes, 
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unto which I impute this Motion of the Humours 
upwards, or Tranſlation of them to her Face: I 
gave her great Hopes, that if we could bring Na- 
ture to its due Courſe, and remove the Obſtruc- 
tions to the Viſcera and uterine Veſſels, we ſhould 
ſoon conquer the Inflammation and heal the Puſ- 
tules, ſome of which began to ripen, and others 
were already burſt with Matter ; on which Conſi- 
deration I ordered only a Box of my Unguent. de 
Lap. Calam. which ſhe ſpread on a Rag, and kept 
on both Night and Day, confining herſelf to the 
Chamber for ſome time, which ſoftened thoſe that 
were yet hard, digeſted fuch as were burſt of them- 
ſelves. or which I opened, and healed them ſoon 
after without other Application: However to take 
off the Fluxion, I firſt let her Blood in the Arm, 


and ſome Days afterwards in the Foot; I alſo order'd 


a Bliſter for her Neck, from which receiving much 
Advantage, ſhe chofe rather to turn it to one of 
them we call perpetual, than to comply with Iſ- 
ſues between her Shoulders, or with one in her Arm. 
In the mean time that I might have regard to the 
principal Cauſe, viz. the Obſtructions, inſtead of 
the Scammoniate and Aloetick Medicines ſhe had 
often before taken, and which had fired her Blood, 
I purged her only once a Week with Rhubarb and 
Calomel, ſhe drinking therewith inſtead of Poſſet- 
drink, the Ep/om Water turned into a Whey with 
Milk. At other times ſhe was kept ſtriftly to the 
following Apozeme and Electuary, being exceed- 
ing regular in Diet and the other Nonnat.

But ſecondly, The other or malign is a Buſineſs 
of much greater Concern, and calls for the Aſſiſ- 
tance of a compleat Artift, ariſing from much 
greater Aduſtion of the Humour, and evidencing 
by its Effects an exceeding Sharpneſs and Corroſi- 
on: Our People call this, the Felon, from which, 
partly by the Folly and Ignorance of Pretenders to 
Surgery, and partly through the Fear and Obſti- 
nacy of the Patient, not ſuffering timely Inciſion 
down to the Perioſieum or Bone it ſelf, many Joints 
have been rotted and taken off, and ſome have died 
through the extreme Anguiſn: So that not with- 
out Reaſon, both Guido and Foannes de Vigo (as 
Parey hath it) have judged this Diſeaſe to be mor- 
tal : To prevent which Cataftrophe and to fave the 
Part affechod, it is now agreed on all Sides, that ſo 
ſoon as ever the Pain begins to grow extreme, altho? 
no Matter ſhould appear to fluctuate (for then 1 
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will be too late) to cut deep into the 'Part, 
avoiding as much as may be the Veſſels and 
Tendons : Where ſometimes at the Bone it ſelf, 
or upon its Membrane, a Drop or two of thig 
corroſive malign Matter diſcovers it ſelf the Cauſe - 
of all the Miſchief.

If his Method would always take Place, I muſt 
confeſs it would ſave the Patient much Pain and 
ſome Hazard in the Operation, as well as the Sur. 


geon Trouble in the Cure, and fo far he is ſurely 


right; but that the corroſive Ichor or Maca he 
ſpeaks of, is always to be found in the Beginning 
upon thus paring away the Skin, and going no 
deeper, I am very doubtful, and muſt herein diſſent 
from that great and worthy Practitioner, to whoſe 
Memory notwithſtanding I ſhall always pay che 
higheft Deference and civil Veneration.

There is an odd empirical Way of helping in 
this Diſtemper, ſet down by Riverius , that fits 
mous Phyſician as well as Counſellor to the Frenrb 
King: With which, for the Singularity 5 
I ſhall entertain the Reader who is a Stranger to 
the Works of that Phyſician: I call it empirical, 
altho? the worthy Author will have it to be ſympa- 
thic or rather magnetical : It is that of 
the pained Finger into the Ear of a Cat, of which

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The firſt, that of the Wife of a principal Officer 
in the Court of Aids to the King .of France, who

and in a Quarter of an Hour's time was cur'd 
thereby. She perceiv'd, ſaith the Author, be- 
tween whiles, a Heat: invading the Shoulder and 
Arm, and gradually deſcending lower with extreme 
Pain at the End of her Finger, which Heat after. 
wards vaniſhing as it were away, return'd again 
ſoon after with the like Diſturbance : The Cat in 
the mean time from the Vehemency of the Pain

The ſecond Example is of the eldeſt Daughter

The Senſe of the fame through the whole Limb 
intervening, is eaſily ſolv'd by a Conſent common 
to the membranous and nervous Parts, which 
might ſeem greater and more obſervable at the 
time of the Experiment, by the impreſſion. of 
Fear or ſtrong Imagination incident at ſuch times, 
to Women and Children.

It ofteri happens when the ¶ bit ſlatv is ſeated on 
the Edge or Root of the Nails, and has diſcharged 
its Matter, there is apt to ariſe from mp 
| arts, 
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Parts, a ſpongy or looſe Fleſh, which till increaſ- 
eth, if the Edge of the Nail, to whoſe Side it 
ariſeth, be not removed, and the Fleſh thereby 
freed from the Preſſure: The like Diſorder hap- 
pens from Splinters, Pins or Needles, or whatever 
elſe may happen to be thruſt under and break the 
Continuum: The fame Effect befals the Toes from 
a ſtreight Shoe, or what may happen to compreſs 
the Nail, or occaſion its growing into the Fleſh, 
and making the Part raw, as picking, pulling, tear- 
ing or cutting them to the Quick. This Diſeaſe 
is by the Greeks denominated reite 5 by the 
Latin: Ruduvia, Excreſcentia unguis fungoſa, in 
removing which, the chief Concern is to free: 
the Place from that Part of the Nail, which 
by preſſing hard it occaſions the Diſturbance : 
Which may be ſometimes done by getting under- 
neath the Point of your Sciffars, and clipping i 
away at once : But if 'by Reaſon of the Froward- 
neſs of the Patient, together with the extreme 
Tenderneſs of the Part, and the Fleſh lying in the 
Way, this cannot be accompliſhed ; the Exereſ- 
cence it ſelf is firſt to be removed by ſome cathe- 
retick Powder or milder Eſcharotick : Or if the 
fame riſe high like a large Pea or Bean, and the Ba- 
ſis will admit, the moſt expeditious Way is to clip it 
off, and ſtrew upon the Root a little crude Vitriol, 
or to rub it down with the Lunar Cauſtick, and 
when the Slough caſts off, if the whole of it be 
waſted, to attempt again the taking away ſuch Part 
of the Nail lying under, as creates the Trouble and 
Diſturbance: And if you cannot yet come at the

- In the waſting theſe Excreſcences, you will find 


better than the common red Precipitate, 
which works with little Pain, and does Wonders 
in 
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in theſe Caſes: I uſually cover the Fungus p 


thick, laying over a Pledgit armed with ſome le- 
nient Medicine, and leaving the ſame on for two 
Days, in which Time there is made a large and 
thick Slough, which if it come not off with the 
Dreſſing, I remove with my Sciſſars with little or 
no Pain to the Patient, and apply more 'of the 
ſame if I ſee Occaſion, and thus in three or four 
times dreſſing you not only waſte the Excreſ- 
cence, but often dry and heal up the Place with- 
out other Application or Help of Surgery. But 
this I believe (or hope at leaſt) is no Secret now 
to the worthy Profeſſors of — honourable Art. 

We are next to ſpeak of an Effect to which the 
Skin of theſe Parts are liable more eſpecially in 
cold Weather, and from which they ſuffer great 
Trouble by the Heat and Itching which attends 
them: I mean that which among us is called the 
Chilblain, by the Latins Pernio, Gr. xiueb or, ans 
Ts yauav0 ſeu Hyeme diff. 

the Diſeaſe is ſelf evident: Great Redneſs ſome- 
times with unequal bunching out in the Skin, 
burning Heat, Smart, Tingling and Itching af- 
fecting chiefly the Skin of the Hands and Fingers, 
alſo of the Feet and Toes in the Winter-Seaſon, 
at which Time it generally viſits thoſe that have 
been liable before to the ſaid Diſturbance : It comes 
ſometimes alſo upon the Face and Top of the Noſe 
as Sennertus formerly obſerved, 

The Cauſe is faid to ariſe from Blood diffuſed 
by the capillary Veſſels of the Cutis, not re- 
turned by the Circulation, nor able to breathe out 
by the Pores, on Account of the Conſtipation - of 
them in the Cuticle; being by the Cold ſtill more 
contracted at this Tune, ſtagnates, vitiates the 
Glandules, and breaks the Unity of the Fibres, 
ulcerates and raiſes Bliſters on the Parts: At beſt 
Hut in or 7 pent up by the Cuticula, excites the other

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Symptoms of Heat and Itching, and having once 
diſordered the Texture of theſe Parts, is wont with 
the Winter conſtantly to return, and to go away at 
the Approach of warmer Weather. 

Children and young Perſons are for the moſt 

Part the Subjects of this Diſtemper, unto which 
when it happens on the lower Part of the Gaſtroc- 
nemius Muicle or its tendinous Termination upon 
the Os Calcis, they give the Name of Kibes. 
In Removal of which, eſpecially before the 
Skin is cracked or ulcerated, the prime Intention 
Is to open the Pores thereof and let out the im- 
pacted Humour: For which Purpoſe a diſcutient 
Fotus of ſome. of the warm Plants is applied with 
hot Flannels to the Part : Inſtead of which others 
uſe a Bath of Beef- Brine or Salt - Water (the 
Cook-maids Remedies) or elſe burn them at the 
Fire-ſide : Again, others on the contary, dip 
their Feet in cold Water, or rub both Hands and 
Feet affected well with Snow : A Practice in the 
Northern Region, uſed to thoſe who have their 
Limbs frozen as it were to Death. 

Gulielmus Fabricius * tells us it is the Cuſtom of 
thoſe People, coming off a Journey, to rub their 
extreme Parts almoſt congealed by the nipping 
Froſts, ſuch as their Fingers and Toes, their Ears 
and Noſe with Snow, before they enter their Stoves, 
leſt otherwiſe, at the ſudden Approach of the Fire, 
they mortify and drop off: A ſignal Inſtance of 
this Practice he gives, which was related to him 
by a Nobleman, who travelling in thoſe Parts 
happened to ſee a poor Carter by the High-way 
Side fallen down and frozen ſtiff, and ſeeming 
dead with Cold, who being lifted up and lay'd 
into his Carr, was carried to the next Inn they 
came to, where the Hoſt inſtead of ſuffering him

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to be brought to the Fire, ordered him preſently 


to be plunged into the cold Water, and upon 


taking him out the Froſt breaking forth (ſays 


the Nobleman, who ſtood by to behold the Paſ- 
ſages) of his Body, had covered the whole Surface 
thereof with Ice, ſo that his Breaſt ſeemed as hard 
as Iron : Then pouring a Cup of Metheglin with 
ſome Spices down his Throat, he was put to Bed, 
where a Sweat preſently and plentifully breaking 
forth, he ſoon came to himſelf and was reco- 
vered : 

And this Effect is brought to paſs by Means of 
what the Learned call the avlinzeiszos of the 
Air, by which the Heat ſuddenly concentered, 
riſeth up with a redoubled Force to expel its Ad- 
verſary: And thus both Heat and Cold beſet with 
the contrary Antagoniſt, is the more increaſed : 
For thus it is that Springs are ſaid to be much hot- 
ter in Winter than they are in Summer; for the 
ſame Reaſon Apples or Eggs being frozen ſhall 
recover themſelves put into cold Water, when if 


thrown into hot, they will become rotten, withered.

ſo that renewing the fame as it grew looſe, I had 
little or no Diſturbance the whole Winter.

Another Diſorder incident to the Skin of the 


Hands and Feet, which is that ariſing from Warts 


and Corns: Whoever has been ſoundly plagu'd 
therewith (and who almoſt is not one Time or 
other?) will not think it trifling that we ſpend ſome 
Time 1n deſcribing them, much leſs that we pro- 
poſe Remedies conducive to eaſe the Pain, or en- 
tirely remove them: For ſurely it was a noble 
Thought of the well deſerving Sydenham, that if 
one Man was, to ſpend his whole Life-time in find- 
ing out a certain Cure for Corns, he would deſerve 
well of Poſterity, and might be ſaid ſufficiently to 
have ſerved his Generation, 

- Thoſe troubleſome and often painful Tubercles 
or cutaneous Excreſcences, have received various 
Names from their as various Reſemblance : By one 
more general they have that of Verrucæ, a parte 
Montis editiore, fic vocate, ſays Sennertus, i. e. be- 
cauſe they appear on the Surface of the Skin like 
the Eminences of little Hills or Monticuli; they 
are called Porri from the ſmall Threads or Fibres 
with which ſome of them are implicate, like the 
Roots of that Plant: 

They are diſtinguiſh'd into ſeveral Kinds, and 
have their Names accordingly as aforeſaid from 
ſome Likeneſs; thus ſome are called Mugyxia, 
Formica, vel d colore ſubatro qualis eſt formicts, vel 
quod dum ſtringitur, ſenſum exbibeat Morſibus formi- 
carem ſimilem. This is ſaid to be fixed with a 
deep Root, broad at Bottom and more ſlender at 
the Top, projecting a little from the Surface; 
lience it has alſo the Name of Verruca Seſſilis, being 
low and leſs moveable in the Skin than the follow- 


ing; theſe, according to Celſus, are found more 


uſually in the Palms of the Hand or Soles of the 
Feet. The contrary to this is called Penſilis, by 
the Greeks *Azgcopduv quod exiguo quaſi pediculo, ut 
de Chorda, dependeat; this has a ſmall Baſis grow- 
4 | ing 
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ing out by a Stalk into a longer and larger Head; 
— riſe very many near together on the Hands 
of Children, and Comeximes Þ fall off inſenſibly, or 
dye away of themſelves, ariving often to as great a 
Compaſs as that of a ſmall Bean; and of this Sort 
(according to ſorne Authors) when they are party- 
colour'd; reſembling in ſome Meaſure the Thyme 
Leaf, they derive the Name Och, Thymion, 
from the faid Likeneſs; ; if ſtill larger, carrying 
that of the Fig, according to Sennertus, they are 
denominated Fici; alſo of Kin ſomewhat to thefe 
are the KovIvauwuares, d Condylis ſeu Articulorum No- 
dis; but theſe — ſprout uſually in or near the 
obſcene Parts, and are oftentimes a Species of the 
Lues Venerea. 

The Corn, Gr. HG, by the Latins Verruch alba © 
alſo Clavus, from its reſembling the Head of a Nail; 
theſe grow ſometimes on the Fingers, but oftner 
on the Toes and Soles of the Feet, where they cre- 
ate great Diſturbance in walking, eſpecially in rough 
Ways, as ſome People, I am ſure, can beat Witneſs: 
This Kind having in its Center commonly a black 
Speck reſembling the Pupilla, is called therefore 
Oculus Pice, the Bird's-Eye ; which are thought 
commonly to ariſe from ſome external Compreſſion. ' 

Of all which, according to Fo. Tagaut. * the 
Acrochordon or Verruct penſilis; as alſo the 
mion, ſometimes waſte of themſelves without Ne- 
medy, or at worſt are more eaſy to be removed; 
but the Myrmecia or Yerruca ſeſſilis, alſo the Ver- 
ruca alba or Clavus, ſeldom without Surgery. 


Mr. Wiſeman F ſays there is this eſſentia Diffe- 


rence betwixt the Wart and Corn, in that the for- 
mer taken Riſe from the true Skin, ſhooteth out- 


wards, whilſt the Latter beginaing in the — 
rdoteth it ſelf downwards.

Monſieur de la Vauguion *, Doctor of Phyſick 
and Intendant of the Royal Hoſpital about Paris, 
thinks that when the nervous Filaments (from whoſe 
Rete or net-like Plexus the Skin is form'd) are by 
any Means divided or broke in ſunder, the nutri- 
tious Juices, diſtilling from their Extremities are 
congeſted and coagulated, or being protruded to 
the Pores, form theſe Excreſcences we call Warts 
and Corns and ſometimes other greater and more 
large Sarcomata : If theſe Warts, ſays he, are on 
the Toes, and the Shoe preſſeth, they root them- 
ſelves in the Tendons, ſpringing thence like Gangli- 
ons: When they thruſt out farther, and to much 
greater Length, they are termed Horns, rooting 
themſelves ſtill deeper into the Ligaments and 
Bones themſelves, of which they ſeem as it were 
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only a Prolongation ; and this ſhall ſuffice for their 
Hiſtory and Deſcription, 3 5 

We proceed now to Cure; the Diagnoſtick 
being plain from what went before, the Prognoſtick 
is diſcoverable from what follows. 

In the Removal of both Warts and Corns, ma- 
ny Medicines are recommended, and ſome make it 
a Trade to fell Plaiſters for the ſame, whilſt others 
live only for the Operation of cutting them out : 
So that ſince the Remedies of both Sorts are ſo 
ready at Hand, if thoſe knaviſh Impoſtors could 
perform what they pretend, we ſhould not ſurely 
meet at this Time with ſo many People hobbling 
about Streets. But before we ſpeak to the Opera- 
tion, I ſhall lay down ſome of the principal To- 
picks recommended to us by famous Men. 

For this End Fallopius directs the Fol. Salicis aut 
Succus eorum, or in Defect of the green Plant, their 
Powder or powder'd Bark mixt with Vinegar, 
The Juice alſo of the following Plants are pre- 
ſcrib'd for the ſame Purpoſe, viz. Scorphularia, 
Rac. Ari. Dracunculi- Cyclam, Chelid. Tolluntur 
quoque Verruce (inquit Sennertus) ſi cum Nigella 
& Urina fricentur, fi laventur Liquore ex Fol. Ver- 
baſci colleto & cum floribus appoſito, decocto ex Si- 
napi, Sulpbure & Sale, facto cum Aceto. Si Pulv. 
Sabine & Fol. ejus in Vino macerata per Dies tres 
continuos imponantur. Si Herba Robert. Rut. & 
Millefol. ſimul trita applicentur. Utile quoque eft 
cichoreum Verrucarium, quod inde nomen accepit 
item Succus lafteus è caulibus Dentis Leonis, Agua 
e ſarmentis Vitium, dum uruntur, exudans.

medies, having little other than direct Foolery or

worth while to give the ſeveral Compoſitions of 
catheretick, ſeptic, or other corroſive and burnin 

Ingredients, ſuch as Alum. Vitriol. As viride. Chal- 
cantbum. Succus Tithymal. Cucum. Agreſt. Fici Arb. 
with the ſeveral Arſenicks and Sublimates; becauſe 


whatever theſe effect is by their burning Property, 
and in Place of which, I ſhould prefer (if approv- 


ing any) the Oil of Vitriol and Sulphur, Aqua- 


fortis, Oil of Tartar, Butter of Antimony, Lapis 


lunaris vel infernalis, in. the Uſe of all which Me- 
dicines,' there is required the higheſt Prudence and 
Diſcretion ; neither ought any ſuch to be uſed 
without taking the Judgment, and having the 
ſame applied by the Hand of an eminent and ſkil- 
ful Artiſt, which leads us to the Cure by Surge- 


ry, other Remedies proving ineffectual and fruit- . 


les, 
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The Cure this Way is of a . threefold Nature, 
viz. Cautery actual or. potential, Inciſion, and Li- 
gature : but before either of theſe Ways be enter- 
priz'd, let the fame Caution be ſtrictly purſu'd that 
we laid down elſewhere in the Removal of Excreſ- 
cences or Marks from Fancy in pregnant Women;

We have before taken Notice that there is much 
leſs Difficulty in removing the penſile Wart or 
Acrochordon, on Account of the Stalk eaſily taken 
hold of, than the Seſſile or Myrmecia, which lies 
with a Baſis more ſpread, projecting leſs outwards 
and running deeper inwards : However Galen men- 


about the City of Rome; and by the mere Suction of 
his Lips, when he had brought the Myrmecia ſuf- 
ficiently to protuberate, and looſened it hereby 
from the Bottom, would ſuddenly divide them, 
and ſnap them off with his fore Teeth, taking off 
the penſile one the fame Way as it were in an 
Inſtant. 

The Method of Fallopius is this ; he takes the 
one Half of a Wallnut Shell, and boring a Hole 
in the middle ſuitable to the Excreſcence, lets the 
ſame through by preſſing the Convex Part hard 
upon the Skin ; when putting ſome Sulphur into 
the Concave of the Shell upon the Top of the 
Wart, he ſets Fire to the fame, and ſuffers it to 
burn till he thinks he has made an Eſchar deep 
enough, which he after treats as uſual in other

to him for ſome more next Day : In the mean 
ume taking off the Clay, ſhe was to lay on only 
fome freſh Butter: The ſame Night ſhe was very 
reſtleſs, hot and thirſty, and by the Marning found 
her Hand and Arm ſwelled up to her Shoulder with 


great Pain and Inflammation: Upon which ſhe 


ſent away to the Barber, who being ſurprized at the 
Accident, returned back, and brought with him 
ſoon after a Sea-Surgeon, a little more knowing than 
himſelf, whoembrocating the Arm with Oil of Roſes, 
and applying a Cataplaſm of white Bread all over 
the back of the Hand, the Pain was mitigated 
and the Tumour aſſwaged: However continu- 
ing his greaſy Applications after Separation of the 
Eſchars which were very thick, and n two of 
the Knuckles had bared the Tendons, the fame 
grew putrid, as had alſo the Ligaments and Carti- 
lages of the Joints by his Way of Dreſſing, if a 
more ſkilful Perſon had not been called in, who 
with his utmoſt. Endeavours could not cure her but 
by leaving one perfectly ſtiff Joint, with another 
but little uſeful. | 

It ſeems very probable that the firſt Symptoms

Wax is by ſome commended, by others the Powder 
of Orrice mixt with Wine, or a Compoſition of 
Dear's Suet, Roſin and Oil of Myrtles. 

To prevent their growing ill ſnapen, great Care 
muſt be taken of any outward Preſſure or extraor- 
dinary Uſe of them, *till perfected by their Indu- 
ration, into a horny Subſtance. 5 

Their Spots and various Colours either wear out 
of themſelves, or growing on come forwards with 
the Nail it ſelf, being then eaſily removed by pa- 
ring, clipping or cutting. |

the End, or its Retraction behind the Glans : The 
former called Phymoſis, the latter Periphymaſis, 
frequently met with in Infants and young Chil- 
dren, as well as Striplings and grown Perſons : To 
tne firſt on Occaſion of the Sharpneſs of their 
Urine ſometimes raiſing an Inflammation and Chry- 
ſtalline on the End, with ſo great Tumefaction as 
recludes the Paſſage for the Urine, or fretting the 
dges of the Skin produced Chaps or Clefts, for 
Want of Care joining together and ſtopping upon 
the ſaid Paſſage. In grown Perſons Rhagades or 
Chaps from ſharp Humours, may occaſion the like 
Malady, which I have ſeveral Times obſerved : But 
more commonly ſome Humour ſhut up within, 
firſt raiſeth the Diſturbance, and ſtirring up a 
Fluxion, puts the Skin into this Coarctation. 

The Periphymoſis is in Youth owing too often 
to the wanton handling of the Part, which if na- 
turally ſtrait, being once got behind the Glans, it 
intumifies the ſame and creates great Difficulty at 
ſome times to return it. -In adult Perſons who have 
had the Prepuce likewiſe tight upon the Glans, af- 
ter the Manner of a Filberd (to which fanciful 
Perions have compared it) this Misfortune befals in 
the compleating the Solemnity of their Spon/alia, 
where being over eager in the firſt nuptial Engage- 
ment with a youngs modeſt and chafte Bride, the 
Prepuce forced back, and not immediately returned, 
makes a Stricture on the Glans, begetting Pain with 
Tumefaction. A Caſe of this Nature is recited by 
Fab. Hud, Cent. V. Obſ. LVI. | 

There is yet another Way and (indeed the moſt 
common) of receiving theſe Diſorders, which is 
by having to do with a foul Woman, when a 
Chancre or venereal Puſtule being contracted in the 
impure Action, quickly raiſeth a Ferment in the 
Place, and ſwelleth the Forcſkin (if large) to that 
Degree over the End of the Glans, as to bring o 
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the Phymoſis, (or if ſhort and turned back) the ſame 
virulent Humours abſorbed by the Pores of the ſaid 
Parts, excite the like Fluxion to the Production 
of the Periphymoſis. 

We ſhall firſt ſpeak to the former, in removing 
whereof when it happens to Infants and young 
Children, I always purſued the Method of Hilda- 
ns * with little Variation, Purging the Child ac- 
cording to its Strength with the Syr. Roſ. ſolut. or 
Hr. de Cichor. cum Rheo, and applying the follow- 
ing Cataplaſm. | |

Or if it gives Way, I foment with warm Flan- 
nels or ſoft Rags twice or thrice a Day, wrung 
out of the following Decoction; after laying on 
the Cataplaſm. 

Chamom. ana M. Flor, 
Roſ. rub. Sambuc. Melilot. ana MB. Sem. Cymin. 
contuſ. zij. Coque in Ag. Fabr. g. ſ. ad this.

If the Parts are excoriated, I dreſs them with 
Diapomph. or my Cerat. de Lap. Cal. if inflamed, I 
mix a little Ung. Sambuci, or if there be need of 
greater Penetration (which 1s very rare in theſe ten- 
der Bodies) a little Spirit of Wine camphorate ad- 
ded to the Fotus when it is taken from the Fire. 

Sometimes a Pultis of the Fol. Roſ. rub. & H. 
Samb. mixt up with white Bread and Milk, toge- 
ther with a Stuph wrung out of warm Claret ef- 


fects the Work, in which the chief Care is to 
ſecure the Dreſſings and the Parts from being

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fretted by the Urine, from whence the Fluxion may 
be increaſed, and thus I have freed many Infants 
from this Diſtemper. 

In grown People thus afflicted, the Cure muſt be 
ſet upon by bleeding and purging ; as alſo by vo- 
miting, from one of which you will gain more 
Ground in making Revulſion of the Humour and 
calling off the Fluxion, than by half a dozen 
Purges: Nay, if the Symptoms are violent there 
is little Advantage to be obtain'd by other Phyſick. 
In the mean Time you are to attempt the ſoftening 
and relaxing the great Tenſion of the Skin, by an 
emollient and diſcutient Fomentation and Cataplaſm, 

prepar'd ex Fol. Alth. Brancæ urſinæ, Hyoſc. Laur. 
Mercurial. Parietar. Verbaſc. Summit. Hyperic. Cen- 
taur. Abſynth. Fl. Chamom. Melilot. Sambuc. Bac. 
Laur. Jump. Sem. Cymin. Out of which you may 
chooſe what ſeemeth to you moſt convenient : But 
if you are conſulted in the Beginning, or before 
the Humours are too much impacted, or the Heat 
of the Part in Danger of being ſuffocated, the fol- 
lowing Cataplaſm of the laſt recited Author may 

be apply'd; by which chiefly he tells us, he freed 
a young Gentleman of a Periphymoſis together 
with a Laceration of the Frænum occaſion'd by 

his farſt Night's lodging with his Spouſe.

Note, that in this Caſe bleeding and repeated 
purging with Lenients were directed together with 
a ſlender Diet both cooling and moiſtening, with- 
out which and other due Regulation of the Non- 
naturals, little Progreſs can be made either in this 
or any other Diſtemper of like Nature. 

But if the Illneſs ariſe from any latent Chancre, 


you are to purge off the pocky Virus with _ 
bri 
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briſk Cathartick, as the Extr. Rud. or Pil. ex Duobus 
mixt with Calomel, and repeated daily or every other 
Day, as the Patient's Strength will admit, govern- 
ing himſelf in all Things as before , eſpecially as to 
Reſt and Diet, which if not the tenuiſſima, muſt 
be however tenuis ſatis, & ex tuninlas ſeu Concottu 
facilibus : In the Interim by diſcutient Fomentati- 
ons and Cataplaſms you are to endeavour to diſcuſs 
the Tumour and ſet at Liberty the impriſon'd Glans: 
Some mild Deterſive may likewiſe be thrown u 

(ſuch as a Decoct. Centaur. Plantag. Equiſet. Herd. 


Gallic, in which there is diſſolved a little Mel. Ro. 
or the Hos Ung. Agypt.) by the Help of a Syringe, 


betwixt the Prepuce and the Glans, taking Care 
in all theſe Caſes from venereal Infection, that you 
meddle not with reſtringent or repelling Topicks, 
teſt the pocky Miaſms or Effluvia get farther Hold 
of the Blood and impreſs their Taint on the whole 
Maſs. If by this Method the Symptoms abate not, 
you may then attempt the more powerful Revul- 
ſion by ſome of the ſtrong Emeticks, ſuch as Merc. 
Vitæ, Arcan. Corollin. or (the more uſual). Turpe- 
thum minerale; all which however excellently uſe- 
ful, and without which ſcarce any remarkable Cure 
of this Kind can be effected: yet are they not 
without Suſpicion of diſlodging the Enemy from 
the Out-works, and letting him in by ſome ſecret 
Paſſage into the very Citadel; or which is tte 
ſame Thing, laying the evil Spirit in one Place and 
ſuffering him ſoon after to appear in ſome other, where 
the poſſeſſed is like to be more damnify*d : For obvi- 
ating which, ſince there is no other Way, at leaſt 
that I know of, to take off the Extremity of the 
Symptoms, when by their Help you have given 
Eaſe and reliev*d the Part, Care muſt be taken by 
having Recourſe again to purging, by which the 
Body may be ſecur'd and freed of the Malignity. 


X 3 | When 
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When notwithſtanding theſe Endeavours you 
cannot accompliſh your Purpoſe, nor come at your 
Work, if there be Danger of Iſchury or Mortifi- 
cation from the great Stricture, you are to pro- 
ceed to the Operation, which from what Cauſe 
ſoever the Affect ariſeth, is perform'd alike after the 
following Manner. 5 

In the Phymo/is, you are firſt to ſatisfy your ſelf 
whether the Glans does no where adhere or grow 
to the Prepuce (a Caſe much perplexing the Ope- 
ration) which you may perceive by its ſlipping free- 
ly underneath, the Probe at the ſame Time meet- 
ing with no Obſtruction in its Paſſage round: Next 
if there be a Chancre (diſcoverable by the Patient's 
Complaint upon preſſing thereabouts) you may mark 
the Place, and inciſe ſo near that it may come rea- 
dily in View, upon flipping back or upon Divi- 
ſion of the Skin : then pulling out the Skin of the 
Duplicature, and returning the ſame back as ftrait 
as the Patient can bear it towards the root of the 
Penis, let it there be held tight and even by the 
Fingers of an Aſſiſtant, that the Wounds in the 
Foldings correſpond, the Patient either ſitting or 
ſtanding as ſeems needful for the Work : When 
giving a little Way for the Director, or which is 
better and more expeditious, the button-ended Shank 
of the Probe Sciſſars, which putting in flat ways 
and plac'd ſo as to avoid as much as may be the 
Courſe of the Veſſels, turn the Edge upwards, 
and whilſt your Aſſiſtant draws back the Skin as 
aforeſaid, at one Stroke of the Sciſſars, if poſſible, 
cut through to the very Neck of the Glans, and 
free the ſame of its Confinement by gently turn- 
ing back the now divided Prepuce. When you 
have ſuffered the Lips to bleed ſome little Time for 
the Eaſe and Relief of the Part, apply your Re- 
ſtringents, and be ſure to keep the ſame retracted 
for fear of their Coaleſcence or Adheſion _ 

| nea 
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neath by means of any Ulcer or Excoriation there 
appearing. At the next dreſſing provide your ſelf 
of a good warm diſcutient Fotus, that may comfort 
the Part and cheriſh the Heat, languid moſt com- 
monly in theſe leſs ſanguinous Parts, which will both 
promote the Digeſtion and diſperſe the ſwelling 
ariſing from the Operation. The wounded Lips 
may be dreſt with a Pledget of Liniment Arc. dipt 
in the warm Balſ. Terebinth. than which no better 
Application. When theſe are well digeſted, the 
Fluxion taken off and the Tumour ſubſided, you 
may cicatrize as ſoon as may be with Ung. Tutiæ, 
Diapomph. or my Cerat. de Lap. Cal. But if the 
Caſe be venereal, there is no need of being in ſo 
much Haſte, ſince from the wounded Lips as well 
as from the Chancres and Ulceration underneath, 
if there be any, the Virus is diſcharg'd together 
with the Matter flowing thence : The Chancre 
may be ſprinkled with Precipitate, but if that be 
not ſtrong enough, a Pledget preſt out of the Lac. 
Sublimat. or a Touch of the lunar Cauſtick will 
humble its proud Looks and quickly level it : Yet 
if, notwithſtanding you are ſtill purging betwixt 
whiles, the Lips remain undigeſted, and the Ulcers 
underneath prove corroſive or phagedenical, you 
may fume the Place with Cinnabar as directed for 
the venereal Excreſcences about the Anus, and 
thereby oftentimes obtain your Defire : If this fail, 
*tis greatly to be fear'd there is a confirm'd Pox in 
the Caſe, and the Juices of the Blood in general 
corrupted by its Venom, which you have no Rea- 
ſon to doubt, when you find other puſtulary Erup- 
tions about the Scalp, Fore-head or other Parts of 
the Body, alſo Pains chiefly nocturnal, on the Head, 
Shoulders or Shin Bones, Ulcers on the Tonſils or 
other the attending Symptoms too tedious here to 
be deſcrib'd : In theſe Caſes *tis needleſs to ſpend 
longer Time about the Prepuce or its Parts, but 

X 4 imme- 
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immediately to haſten Salivation, by which accrues 
a double Advantage, not only healing the Wounds 
and drying up the Chancres, but alſo ſecuring your 
Patient from the other direful Accidents attending 
that curſed and abominable Diſeaſe. 

Some Authors propoſe a double Inciſion of this 
Part, the one oppoſite to the other, which may be 
neceſſary, where there is any Adheſion, but ſcarce 
otherwiſe. Horſtius directs a fourfold Incifion at 
equal Angles, to prevent probably the pendulous 
Lips after the Operation; but this will be attend- 
ed with as great, or I think greater Inconvenience, 
as I ſhall ſhew preſently, beſides the exceſſive Pain 
ſeldom comply'd with by ſuch as think too much 
of one, for more than which I have not met with 
Occaſion, provided that were made in a proper 
Place and fully up to the Neck of the Glans. *Tis 
true there 1s an Inconvenience befalling this Ope- 
ration, however well perform'd, viz. that ſuch who 
have a large Prepuce are after incommoded by the 
flagging Lips hanging down like the Thrills under 
a Cock's Throat, which may Occaſion a ſcattering 


of the Water, or ſomewhat hinder them in the 


Uſe of Women; at beſt being an Eye-ſore, puts 


the Patient ſome time after upon Compliance with 


a Circumciſion, by which he may be freed from 
farther Trouble: Altho' in Children or young Per- 
ſons who are not over large in the Prepuce, theſe 
Lips contract themſelves, ſhrivel up and appear to- 

lerably handſome. 
In the Periphymoſis, where all other Means have 
roved ineffectual, and the Fore-ſkin can by no 
eans be ſo relaxed or ſoften'd as to be brought 
over and return'd. upon the Glans ; or if the ſame 
binds ſo tight behind as to endanger Stagnation, 
and thence Mortification of the Part, there is no 
Way left (but if poſſible) to get the Point of the 
Sciſſars or Director under that Part which gs 
tne 
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the Diſturbance, and cutting through, ſet the Glaxs 
at Liberty from its ſtrangulating Collar ; other- 
wiſe, where this is impracticable, to ſcarify the 
Folds of the ſaid Prepuce round about, and give a 
breathing thereby to the Humours, that the Parts 
may be better able to give Way ; after which dreſs 
up the Scarifications with your Digeſtive, conti- 
nuing carefully the Uſe of your Fomentation and 
Cataplaſm, the moſt powerful Diſcutient and Emol- 
lient at theſe Times ; and if after you perceive you 
are not yet deep enough, or that the Glans Penis 
cum Preputio ejus is in Danger of being loſt, you 
are to cut down to the Bottom of the ſaid Stric- 
ture, through the Folds of the ſwelled Prepuce, and 
by giving ſufficient Liberty, make Way for the 
Circulation to be carry*d on as before. If the Parts 
are already ſeized with a Gangrene or Mortification, 
it behoves you to ſtop the farther Progreſs ſo ſoon 
as poſſibly you can, and fave all that may be of that 
noble Inſtrument of Generation, whatever Wa 
the Diſeaſe has been contracted ; for tho® the Pa- 
tient may have made ill Uſe of it heretofore, yet 
may he live to ſee his Folly and employ it better 
hereafter : Be that as *twill, your Duty doubtleſs is 
to heal the Sinner's Wounds, and leave the Puniſh- 
ment of his Offence to the Checks upon his own 
Mind, or that Being againſt whoſe Mandates his 
Treſpaſs was committed. After Stop put to the 
Mortification, the Ulcers prove difficult of Cure, 
not giving Way to purging, vomiting, nor ſtrict 
Diet ; and that there is a Pox accompanying, you 
are to take the ſame Method as in the Phymoſis com- 
plicated with that Difeaſe, I mean that of Saliva- 
tion : Examples of both Kinds here follow. 

A young Lad, an Apothecary's Apprentice, be- 
ing clapt, and perceiving a running few Days af- 
ter, fancy'd it only a ſimple Gonorrbæa, and that

Fab. was applied all 
over the Part, and kept on *till there was Occaſion 
for his making Urine : to take off the Acrimony 
whereof, and to contemperate the Humours, he 
drank as often as he pleaſed an Emulſion, ex Sem. 
4. Fr. maj. Papav. alb. & Amygd. d. in Ag. Hord. 
The third Day after, finding ſuch remarkable Re- 
lief thereby, I perſuaded him a Repetition of the 
Turbith, which worked leſs roughly than before, 
and made ſtill a farther Progreſs, ſo that in five or fix 
Days Time the Tumor on the Penis and Fore-Skin 
being reduced, I attempted to bare the Glans by 
putting the Prepuce back, that we might come at 
the-Chancre, but found I could get no farther than 
Juſt to make Diſcovery of the End of the Glans, 
and finding (upon aſking the Queſtion) that he had 
never been able to denude the fame, I thought it 
would be Time loſt to endeavour healing the Chancre 
by Way of Injection betwixt the Glans and Pre- 
puce, which ſtill furniſned great Quantity of Mat- 
ter, and therefore I propoſed to divide the Latter : 
but the Lad dreading the Pain, fancying he ſhould 
do well without, becauſe he had now free Paſſage 
as ever for his Urine, and the Tumour all gone off, 
perſuaded his Father that he could purge off the 
Reliques without my farther Attendance 3 upon 
which (unknown to me) he was ſent Home to his 
Maſter, who agreed to let him have two Days a 
Week for purging. CT 
Having made my Prognoſtic in my next Viſit to 


| the Father, I left them to their Liberty, which 


when they had purſued for about three Months in- 


_ effetually, and brought him very low by the ſtrong 


purging, he was ſent back to his Houſe, and put 
into my Hands for the Operation; in Order to 
which, having marked the Place of the Chancre, 
and got an Aſſiſtant or two ready, I paſſed in the 
Probe Sciſſars as before directed, and ſnipt up the 

| Prepuce 
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Prepuce to the very Neck of the Glans, when 
there came into Sight the Cauſe of the Malady, a 
chancrous Callus, as big as a large Horſe-bean with 
Ulceration all round : Having dreſt the divided Lips 
with my Reſtringents, and ſtrew'd a little Præcipit. 
rub. round about the Sloughs with a Pledget of 
Diapompb. over it, I order'd him for his Bed with a 
ſuch like compoſing Draught,as he had taken before 
of Ag. Fl. Paralyſ. zij. Syr. de Mecon. 3vj. Next 
Day like Dreſſings were renew'd with a Digeſtive 
upon the Lips; from the firſt opening whereof 
the Matter leſſen'd, and in few Days the Ulcers be- 
ing mundified, cicatriſed by the ſaid Diapomph. up 
to the Chancre ; which lying till a little high and 
hard, not giving Way to the Precipitate, I rub'd 
with the lunar Cauſtick, and upon coming away of 
the Eſchar, found it level, and got both that and 
the Wounds healed (the Lips contracting and fall- 
ing as well as I could wiſh for) quickly after, I 
then put him into a Decoct. Sarſap. and diſmiſt him 
cur'd without haraſſing his y further; nor 
had he wanted half that violent Purging, and other 
Medicines he had gone through, if he had given 
Way to the Operation when at firſt propos'd, by 
which he had almoſt reduc'd himſelf to a Skeleton. 
The like Accident befel ſuch another Voungſter, 
a Salter's Apprentice, after opening whoſe Prepuce 
to come at the Chancres, by Reaſon of the Diſ- 
eaſe being complicate with the Pox, there was no 
healing either wounded Lips or Chancres, but by 
the Help of a Salivation. 
A Youth about 14 Years of Age, Son of a 
wealthy Merchant, had for ſeveral Years labour'd 
under Difficulty of Urine ; and by his often cring- 
ing, and perpetually handling or preſſing the End of 
his Penis, was ſuſpected to have a Stone: For ſe- 
veral Months before he was obſerv'd to get into 
ſome Place by himſelf, where he would be ſome- 
| 3 time 
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times an Hour together preſſing out his Water 
with grievous complaining: They had given him 


many Medicines as for that Diſtemper; at length 


happening a total Suppreſſion, he could conceal his 
Caſe no longer, and the Apothecary was ſent for 
to look upon the Part ; upon View of which he 
told the Mother, ſhe muſt call in her Surgeon, whoſe 
Buſineſs it was, and my felt (at that Time, in that 
Station, ſerving the Family) was preſently ſent for, 
when examining the Penis, I perceiv'd that by his 
continual handling and preſſing hard on the Pre- 
puce, it was grown to that monſtrous Size as to re- 
ſemble more the Genital of a young Stone-Horſe 
than that of a Boy of his Age; the Extremity be- 
ing ſhut up by a Scab had ſtop'd his Urine, of 
which this vaſtly diſtended Skin being always full, 
repreſented a large Gut filled with Water and ty*d 


at both Ends: Being minded to ſee after what Man- 


ner he had diſcharged his Urine for ſome Time 
paſt, with a little bit of freſh Butter I eaſily raiſed 
up the Scab, and he calling for a Pot, told me he 
would ſhew me; whilſt I held the ſame, as he di- 
refed (knowing beſt how it would come) with 
both his Hands, the one towards the Pubes, the 
other forward, he began to ſqueeze, and I per- 
ceiv'd a ſmall Stream like a Hair, or exactly like 
that ariſing from the above-mention*d Gut, when 
prick'd with a Needle, and hard preſt upon; the 
Water could no longer ſtream, nor ſo much as drop 
than he continu'd preſſing, and I ftaid by him near 
half an Hour before he had thus rendred half a Pint, 
or thereabouts. I then acquainted the Lady, his 
Mother, that there was no Stone in the Caſe, but 
an abſolute Neceſſity to lay open the Fore-Skin, 
to which ſhe agreed, and pitch'd upon Mr. Charles 
Bernard (whom ] was to meet in Conſultation that 
Afternoon in the fame Neighbourhood) to be pre- 
ſent at the Operation. When we met and had 
PI ER | \ | | I got 


Help of a good Fotus, and 
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got all Things ready the Youth placed for our Work, 


and held down by the Servants, I firſt made Room 
with a Lancet for the Shank of my Probe Sciſſars, 


which having got into, whilſt Mr. Serjeant held 


the Penis and pull'd up the Skin, I divided the 
whole Length of the ſaid Shank, but diſcover'd 
the ſame was got in between the Duplicature; 
upon which getting preſently underneath, I ſlit up 
that likewiſe the ſame Length, and laid the Glans 
in View which he had never ſeen before in his 
Life. The young Gentleman bore his cutting 
well enough, but whilſt I was whiſpering to Mr, 
Bernard, I thought it the beſt Way to take off that 
monſtrous Prepuce, and circumciſe at the ſame 
Time, to prevent his being hereafter incommo- 


ded with the pendulous Lips; the Boy over-heard 


us talking, and cry'd out in a Paſſion, he would 


die before we ſhould cut again: The Mother ſeem- 


ing alſo ſatisfy*d with our having remov'd the Diffi- 
culty he labour'd under from his Urine, and Mr. 
Bernard hoping as he was young, the Parts might 
contract and give leſs Trouble, I dreſs'd him up 
with my Aſtringents, altho* unwillingly, being ſa- 
tisfy*d thoſe vaſt and hanging Lips would prove in- 
convenient and redound to my Diſcredit, ſuffering 


them to be left. Our Care was to keep them re- 


tracted over the Glans, and prevent their uniting 
or Adheſion; which when once digeſted by the 
warm Liniment, 
with Balſ. Terebinth. they healed after in a ſhort 
Time. 

During my Attendance every Day I dreſs'd him, 
I wiſh'd he would have ſuffer'd me to have cut off 
thoſe hanging Lips of the Fore-Skin ; but as young 
as he was, I was given to underſtand by a Servant, 


that he ſhould ſay, if he could not manage his 


Wife, it would be then Time enough for me to 
aſſiſt him, for he found he was like to manage his 
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Water, and that was all he wanted at preſent ; yet 
J hear ſince that he is apt to ſcatter, and (unleſs he 
takes Care and has Opportunity) to wet his Cloaths. 
A Caſe of the like Kind, with a Prepuce ſtill more 
monſtrous, 1s recited by Fab. Hildanus*. | | 
Fallopius F propoſes a gradual Dilatation without 
cutting, and Alexander Benedict. a Way of cut- 
ting without Pain, neither of which I think worth 
the Trouble of a Confutation, and therefore pro- 
ceed with my own Caſes. 

A Perſon, then Father of ſeveral Children by a 
former Wife, and about a ſecond Marriage, ſeem'd 
more concern'd for a Blemiſh on his Penis in his 
advanced Years than in thoſe more youthful paſt. 
It was his Misfortune, when a Child, to labour 
under a Phymofis, from a Flux of Humours on thoſe 
Parts, which apoſtemating broke through the Side 
of the Prepuce cloſe adjoining to the Neck of the 
Glans, and being negligently or unſkilfully handled; 
there was left a Perforation, through which the 
ſame at ſome times appearing as he grew up, by 
this Kind of Bifurcation, repreſented a double Pe- 
nis at leaſt in the upper Parts; but taking Heed to 
it before Erection, he was capable of knowing his 
Wife without any Obſtacle otherwiſe from the 
ſame. - However, being more curious and inquiſi- 


tive than ſome others are, he communicated his 


Thoughts to me, that by inciſing round the Per- 
foration, and ſtitching up the raw and bleeding 
Edges, it might poſſibly unite : His Thought was 
rational, and I could do no leſs than approve it, 
offering my Service, who had only this to fear, that 
the Loſs of Subſtance being pretty large and cir- 
cular, being alſo ſtill to be made wider by paring 
off the Sides, I doubted (if we could unite) whe- 
ther the Cicatrix would not pucker, and draw along

with it the Body of the Penis upon Erection to 
that Side, for which he was provided with a Soluti- 
on, ſaying, were that all, if he found ſuch Incon- 
venience, we might cut the Cicatrix and ſet it 
again at Liberty; or that he knew the worſt of it 
was Circumciſion,, which he concluded on, if the 
preſent Enterpriſe ſucceeded not, rather than bear 
the Deformity longer. 
I call'd in for my Aſſiſtant, Mr. William Petty, 
a well educated Surgeon and good Artiſt, and being 
repar'd for the Work, whilſt he held up the Edges 
of the perforated Prepuce, I cut all round, taking 
off no more than juſt to make them bare, and ſet 
them a bleeding; after which, with a ſmall ſtitch- 
ing Needle andSilk, I made my Sutures and brought 
the Lips together, which I found a little pucker- 
ing at the two Ends, but which I intended after, 
if I ſaw Occaſion, to take off the Top of them 
with a Cauſtick Stone, carefully manag'd. The 
greateſt Fear of all, at preſent, was an Erection, 
to which he was ſubject in his Sleep: I had bled 
him before the Work, and that Night order'd an 
Anodyne with an Emulſion for his Drink, and he 
romis'd us to hve upon Bread and Water, if we 
Low Occaſion, for a Week together. The firſt 
three Days we went on well, dreſſing the ſtitch'd 
Parts with Balſam Terebinth. and a Pledget of Li- 
aiment. Arcai, uſing a Foius at the Times of Dreſ- 
ſing: The two Corner-Stitches were juſt uniting, 
but the middlemoſt gave Way, and the next Night 
being waked out of his Sleep by a painful Erecti- 
on, he apprehended what had happen'd, that the 
Stitch in the Middle was broke through ; next 
Morning taking off the Dreſſings I perceiv'd it fo, 
and that the two others were upon the Stretch al- 
ſo, which ſeem'd in a Manner clos'd the Day be- 
fore; To ſecure theſe, and recover the Breach in 
the Middle, I made what we call the dry Stitch, and 
| in

in the Even of that Day brought the two Selvidges 
of the oppoſite Cloths together, and at the ſame 
Time joined the divided Lips; but do all we could 
we were forced to leave ſtill a Perforation, though 
not half ſo big as at the firſt, and at which there 
ſeemed no longer Paſſage for the Glans. The Pa- 
tient ſeemed pleaſed, as I thought, with what we 
had done, however thus imperfectly, yet with Ad- 
vantage: But returning about a Month, as Fre- 
member, afterwards, he told me if we could give 
no Encouragement of Succeſs by fleying him again, 
he was reſolved upon Circumciſion; I was not for- 
ward of engaging either Way; by the firſt there 
was Hazard of widening the Breach, and making 
a large Hole whilſt we were trying to ſtop a little 
one; by the latter I doubted his Member (about 
which he was extremely curious) would ſcarce pleaſe 
him better, when it muſt needs look very bald and 
naked by taking off the whole Prepuce, and pa- 
ring it off cloſe to the Neck of the Glans, Neceſ- 
ſity ſo requiring to make it ſuit with the lower 
Edge of the Perforation: He ſeemed ſatisfied at pre- 
ſent with my Anſwer, but came again in few Days 
and told me he could not abide to ſee that Hole ; 
and let it look as it would, off he was reſolved the 
Prepuce ſhould come, and that both Sides of his 

Member ſhould appear alike. | 
Concluding upon the Day, he gave Notice to 
Mr. Petty, who met me at his Houſe, where there 
being no diſſuading him, whilft my ingenious Aſ- 
ſiſtant held up the Prepuce, I entered the Point of 
my Knife at the Perfotation, and making Room 
for the Glans to paſs through, turned the reſt 
aſide, and cut equally round 'till the whole of it 
was removed cloſe behind the Neck of the Glans : 
An odd Spectacle to look at; however in the midſt 
of his Pain he ſmiled, ſaying, it now ſeemed all of 
a Piece. I dreſsd him up 5 Reſtringents, and 
| mn 
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in ſome few Days after the Parts being digeſted, ci- 
catris'd and finiſhed the Cure with my Cerat. de Lap. 
Cal. leaving him now to make the moſt of it; and 
rather than be at the Pains of farther trimming, 
to have it dock'd at once the next Time, which 
may be done ſooner than either of the foregoing 

rations. 

An elderly Perſon, a Brewer's Servant, came to 
me late one Even, the Winter that I quitted the 
Practice of Surgery, and before he made his Com- 
plaint, ſtank fo horribly that I car'd not much to 
tarry the hearing of his Story; but upon his great 
Importunity, and telling me he was undone if 1 
would not aſſiſt him, I aſked him his Caſe, when 
taking on in a pitiful Manner, he drew forth his Pe- 
nis, wrapt round with ſome Sort of Plaiſter, with 
which he had been dreſſed by a licenſed Phyſician 
(fo calling himſelf) of twenty Years Experience, 
but with much more Truth, a Quack, who after 
fo long trying Experiments upon unwary and de- 
luded Perſons is yet to ſeek which Way to go about 
the Cure of a Peripbymoſis. When the Plaiſter 
was taken off, I diſcovered a Sight not very uſual, 
the Glans Penis of a monſtrous Size, as big as a 
double Fiſt, black as the Chimney, and mortify*d 
a great Way through, over which the Prepuce 
(turn'd back of the ſame Colour) lay in ſeveral thick 
and rumpled Folds, and under which the Part mak- 
ing the Stricture, or which had ſtrangled the Glans, 
was not to be come at, nor diſcoverable otherwiſe 
than by violently lifting up the Folds of the ſaid 
Prepuce, mortify*d as the other, about half Way 

through; it being late I ſcarified him only near 
the Edges of the found Parts, dreſſed him up with qu 
Tinttura Myrrbæ and Oleum Terebinth, mixt with an 
ſome of its Balſam and a Cataplaſm of Theriaca B. 
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Next Morning (provided of a good elixiviate 
Fotus) 1 gave Notice to my Friend Mr. Petty, be- 
ing willing to have a Witneſs in what Condition 
this poor Fellow came out of the Quack's Hands; 
and ſetting him down for the Operation, whilft he 
took up the Penis and turned it as I had Occa - 
fion, I divided the Folds of the half rotten 
Prepuce in four ſeveral Places at equal Diftances, 
each Inciſion being made about an Inch deep be- 
fore we got at the Stricture, at the fame Time cut- 
ting into the mortify*d Glans till I fetched Blood, 
when applying one or two hot Stupes, *till Dreſ- 
fings were got ready, I dipt my Doſſils into the 
Mixture as before, and filled up the Inciſions there- 
with, making up with a Fannel wrung hot out of 
the Fomentation, into which when it was juſt taken 
from the Fire I always poured ſome Spirit. Vin. 
Camph. By this Way of drefling, on the third 
Day the Sloughs began to ſeparate, and the Putre- 
faction to be corrected; the Tenſion was taken off 
by the Liberty we had given at the Bottom. I then 
ſtrew'd on ſome Precip. rub. and dreſs'd with warm 
Liniment. and Balſam Terebinthinæ, there being no 
longer Need of the hotter ſpirituous Applications. 
J till however continued fomenting, and when 
the Mortification was caſting off, - found one- Side 
of the Glans was in Danger to be loſt, together 
with the outſide Folds of the Prepuce : I was not 


without Hopes of ſupplying ſome Part by incarn- 


ing; but meeting with much Trouble to get the 
Ulcers mundify' d, I perceived this Accident was at- 
tended with a Pox of many Years ſtanding, appa-' 
rent by the puſtulary Eruptions, which upon En- 
quiry, I diſcovered-about- the Hair of his Head, 
and ſeveral other Parts of his Body, as alſo a 
Bubo in each Inguen, which I knew not till ſome 
time after. — d ee e 
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It had been this Fellow's Misfortune, being 
drunk, to engage with a foul Slut, who had not 
only clapt him, but he unmindful to return the Pre- 
puce, the next Morning in vain attempted it; and 
thereupon meeting with this Pretender's Bills, or 
ſeeing them upon ſome Piſſing-Poft, applies for 
Relief; when after a Fortnight's Pain, well drain'd 
of his ready Money, with his dripping rotten Pe- 
nis, came to me; on whom, when I had thus ta- 
ken off the Symptoms, and not able by the com- 
mon Mercurals both inwardly and outwardly to 
obtain my Ends, I haſtened a Salivation and there- 
by healed his Sores : The Glans incarn'd, and looks 
tolerably handſome: The Extremity of the Pre- 
puce makes a Sort of Quadrangle, each Corner, by 
Reaſon of the Cicatrix, having a ſmall Knob which 
hinders it from playing freely over the Glans; but 
from which he may at any Time, if ſo minded, 
be freed by Circumciſion, As a Martyr in the 
Cauſe of Venus and unbridled Luſt, he thinks he 
has ſhed Blood enough already; and if it now ſuffice 
to carry off his Water, he talks (at leaſt at preſent) 
that he has no other Occaſion. | 
This fourfold Inciſion is mentioned by Horſtius 
for the Cure of a Phymoſis; but if there be Neceſ- 
ſity to make them any Depth, before the Glans 
Can be uncover'd they will create more Trouble 
afterwards than the ſingle Inciſion; as in this laſt 


Inſtance appears, where there was a Neceſſity for 


ſu h proceeding ; and from whence I once ſaw a 
3 the Conſequence of this Way of 
curing the Phymoſis ; the Scars from the Cicatrix 
after ſo hindring the playing of the Prepuce, that 
the very firſt Time it was forced over in an honeſt 
Embrace, it ſtrangled the Glans, and created much 
Diſturbance to be got back again, being after forced 
to be taken off by Circumciſion, 
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I might here adjoin ſomewhat of the Jewiſh 
Manner of Circumciſion ; but by that little I have 
ſeen of it, and much more that I have heard, it is 
ſo very rude and ſlovenly, as to be not worth the 
Recital. Schenkius * ſets down the Method practis'd 
by the Hebrews, and relates a Caſe ſomething un- 
common, to which the Reader is referred, whilſt I 
conclude this Chapter with another ſhort Hiſtory of 
my own. 8 
An old Gentleman much diſturb'd with an itch- 


ing on the Glans, occaſion'd by the Humour iſſu- 


ing out of the Glandulæ odoriferæ, (ſo named by 
Dr. Tyſon) which growing ſharp and rancid for 
Want of cleanſing away the Sordes under the Præ- 
putium, which he rarely could get over to come 
at; having rubbed the ſame luſtily on the outſide, 
had diſpoſed the Part more readily thereby to Fluxi- 
on: This not ſufficing, with much Force he ſtrips 
it, and falls to Work with the naked Glans, by 
which having allay'd his Itch, now turning to a 
Smart, he could by no Means return it, the Part 
immediately ſwelling up. Thus in great Fright he 
haſtens to one who called himſelf a Barber - Surge- 
on, and he told him 'twas a Clap; the poor old 
Man, in great Anger goes Home and tells his Wife 
how he had been abuſed, and ſhe well ſatisfied of 
her own and her Huſband's Honeſty, came along 
with him to me, making fad Lamentation for fear 
her Huſband was ſpoiled : I pity'd the old Man, 
and being inform'd how it came to paſs, made two 
or three Eſſays to bring it over, but in vain. ' Ha- 
ving nothing elſe in Readineſs, I ordered my Ser- 
vant to heat a little Milk, with which I bathed the 
Parts · gently with Flannels preſſed out, and try'd 


again, preſſing the Glans leiſurely on both Sides,

CHAP, VII. 
Of the Hemorrhoids or Piles. 


L tho! theſe are not ſo properly Diſeaſes of 
S's the Skin as of the Blood-Veſſels of the 
WY 2 W Inteftinum reftum or ſtrait Gut, and of 
Fac „ the Sphincter or Extremity of the Gut 
ttſelf, yet bordering fo nearly thereon, 
eſpecially when ſtretching beyond the Verge of the 
Anus, and forming diverſe Excreſcences round about 
upon the Skin itſelf ; I have thought fit to take No- 
tice thereof, and to lay down ſuch Remedies for the 
Diſeaſe as I have experienced my ſelf, and find re- 
commended by Authors of the beſt Repute. 

T fhall not think my ſelf concern'd to deſcribe 
how theſe varicous Swellings are formed from the 
Now Progreſs or Stagnation of the Blood in its Aſ- 
cent by the hemorrboidal Vein to the meſenterical 
Branches, or to thoſe of the Vena Porta: The De- 
ſcription whereof is well enough laid down by Mr. 
Hieman . 

The Hemorrhoids are uſually divided into the ex- 
ternal and internal: The former, which we are 


chielſy concerned with, are diſtinguiſh'd uſually by

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their Magnitude and Number, but more eſpecially 
by their Figure and Likeneſs: Thus according to 
Riverius*, they are named Uvales, Morales, Ver- 
rucales, Veſicales : As for ſome Reſerublance or other 
alſo the Excreſcences ſeated about the ſame Place 
are term'd Condylomata, Fici, Thym, Cbryſtæ, which 
are all of them however comprehended by ſome 
under that of Mariſce, as Alex. Maſſaria takes No- 
tice upon this Subject. Theſe Excreſcences, ſays 
Sennertus, are known from the Piles, in that the 
Skin alone is affected without any Vein appearing 


black and turgid, as is diſcernible in the Hemor- 


rhoids, which alſo border cloſer upon the Exitus 
Ani than the Sarcomata, ſome of which are found 
upon the Perinzum, whillt others extend themſelves 
up higher toward the Skin of the Buttock. 
The Piles, which we ſhall ſpeak to firſt, are 
reckoned alſo of the milder Sort, as the Uvales ; 
more ſtubborn, as the Yerrucales ; or of a Mean be- 
twixt both according to Mr. Viſeman, as the Mo- 
rales : But the mildeſt of all in an ill Habit may 
prove malignant and degenerate into cancerous U]- 
oo or happening to apoſtemate, terminate in Fiſ- 
tula's. | 

In the Cure, we are to begin with bleeding ac- 
cording to Kiverius and moſt others, firſt in the 
Arm by way of Revulſion from the Part affected, 
afterwards in the-Foot for the Cauſe of Derivation. 

Purging, eſpecially with the ſtronger Medicines, 
is utterly forbidden, in Place of which, to keep 


the Body ſoluble, a Bolus of Caſſia or Lenitive E- 


leftuary may be uſed ; alſo the following Potion 
taken between whiles Night and Morning as there

nat. the Topicks are theſe following, among which 


the chief has formerly been accounted the Herb Li- 
naria, prepared as an Ointment by a manifold In- 
fuſion with the Axung. Porcin. 

The learned Author of the Hercules Medicus *, 
chief Phyſician at the Emperor's Court, prefers the 
Ointment made with the Flowers (contrary to ſome 
who prepare it with the green Leaves and Stalks) 
as the more anodyne ; with this, faith he, I re- 
lieved as it werein a Moment, amorg many others, 
the moſt illuſtrious Prince T/erclas de Tilly of the up- 
per Auſiria, when by Reaſon of the great Pain and 
ſwelling of the Hemorrhoids he was neither able to 
walk nor fit. ED. | 7

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Horſtius ſpeaks much in Commendation of the 
fame Ointment, made both with the Leaves and 


Flowers mixt up with the Volk of an Egg, of 


which he reports that it will make the Pain ceaſe 
as if remov'd miraculouſly. It was communicated 
to him, as he takes Notice, by Jobannes Vulſius a 
Phyſician in Heſia, who would not favour his 
Prince the Landgrave with ſo great a Secret, but 
on Condition of furniſhing him annually with a good 
fat Ox: Of which Paſſage Riverius makes mention 
in his tenth Book and eleventh Chapter, where the

A Lady of a delicate Make and very tender Con- 
ſtitution, after difficult Labour in Child- birth, con- 
tracted an ill State of Health; among others, mak- 

ing Complaint of an irregular Purgation of her 
Menſes by the Hemorrhoidal Veſſels, which at ſome 
times ſwelling up, gave her moſt exquiſite Pain 
by the Recourſe of which thus periolically, the 
ſame being relaxed about the Verge of the Anus, ſe- 
veral Mariſce had been formed, which upon any 
new Fluxion being ſwelled up, were ready to pre- 
clude the Paſſage of her Stools. | 
— Upon ſuch like Accident ſhe had been ſome 
Weeks under the Care of an eminent Phyfician, 
who did all he could to contemperate the Heat 
and Acrimony of the offending Humours by Al- 
mond Milks and Emulſions, bleeding her firſt in the 
Arm to abate the Plenitude, and by Way of Re- 
vulſion, and ſome time after in the. Saphena, to in- 
vite the Courſe of the Blood into its proper Chan- 


nels the Veſſels of the Womb, to be thence, as it 


ought, at proper times exonerated. 

For the farther correcting theſe ſharp Humours 
fallen down upon that Part, and-to procure an ea- 
ſy Paſſage for the Excrement, ſhe- had taken ſe- 
yeral Boles of Caſſia and Flos Sulph. To the tume- 
fy*'d Piles had been likewiſe applied an anodyne 
Cataplaſm, with ſeveral of the common Remedies 
recommended by the Midwife : But yet notwith- 
100 fot wg ſtanding 
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ſtanding the Tumour till increaſing with mucous 
Dejections, and the Pain growing more intolera- 
ble both Night and Day ; at the Importunity of 
Tome Relations, I was called into Conſultation, and 
admitted, as' more properly my former Province 
had entitled me, ſingly to inſpect the Parts; where 
I abſerved ſeveral large Piles tumefy'd and inflamed 
ſhedding forth a great Quantity of an ichorous and 
bloody Serum: She was juſt then come from the 
Stool, occaſioned by the Tene/mus or pergetual need- 
ing; whence through her ſtraining the Extremity 
of the Sphiner lay alſo pouting out; and upon eve- 
ry ſuch Motion, which was frequently renewed, 
her Pain was ſuch as made her lament bitterly for 
ſome Hours. 

Aſter this View I made report to her Friends of 
her Caſe, and retiring with her Phyſician, propoſed 
the followi ing Method for her Relief. 

Firſt of all to bridle the now too frequent Return 
of her Stools, and take off the 7. eneſmus, the follow- 
ing Bole, Night and Morning for twice, with a lit- 
tle Draught of Pearl Julap.

fort. The Tention being taken off from the Paves, 
and the Hemorrhoids relaxing, ſo that ſhe could 
bear the Admiſſion of a Pipe, with which for the 
farther eaſing the Teneſmus, and quieting the Parts 
out of Sight, we threw up a ſmall Quantity of 
the ſame Decoction, cum tantillo ejuſdem - Balſam 
& Vitello unius Ovi, which ſhe ad all Night, 
and by the Aſſiſtance of her Anodyne, paſſed tlie 
ſame with more Quiet, than ſhe had done many: 
Weeks before : Being brought exceeding Jow by 
the Pains. ſhe had undergone, and the profuſe 
ſymptomatical Sweats thereby occafiom d. 

Thus we continu'd the ſame Applications for 
ſeveral Days, ſecuring our Dreſſings with the T. 
Bandage, till the Fluxion being taken off, and 
the Piles ſti} giving farther Way, we made our 
Decoction in the SteePd Water with red Wine, 
increaſing - alſo the Quantity of the red Roſe 
Leaves, for the better ſtrengthning the Tone of the 
Parts, and confirming the weaken'd Spring of the

tion'd, in which the Gum was diſſolved, as by 
the following Mixture with the ſame, and the 
Powders here alſo mentioned.

Acquaintance, pretending to ſome Knowledge in 
Surgery, to take a View thereof, who finding Mat- 
ters very bad, came away for ne. 
Entering the Room I perceived a very offenſive 
Smell, — approaching nearer to take up the Lap- 
pet of his Shirt, found the ſame to be, as we ſay, 
wringing wet with a diſcolour'd putrid Gleet; di- 
lating the Buttocks, there came in View ſeveral of 
the Condylomata, ſome of them very much tumefy'd, 
of the natural Colour of the Skin, others adjoining 
livid, and as it were ſtrangled by the Compreſſion, 
at leaſt the native Heat being overcome, tending to 
Gangrene ; and farther in, one of them entirely mor- 
tify*d, whence the ſaid Humour ifli'd forth with a 
moſt abominable Stench.

When I had thus view'd the Parts, and enquired 
farther into the State of his Pulſe, I perceived the 
ſame languid, his Looks cadaverous, with cold, 
clammy Sweats, nor was he rightly in his Senſes.

Upon a ſuperficial 
View of the outſide, the Surgeon told me he 
thought he ſhould know a Mortification as well as 
any Man, tho* I muſt confeſs,” conſidering how 
lightly grounded he had been in the Art, notwith- 
ſtanding his bold and arrogant Pretences, I thought 
he did not.

that his Majeſty was ſubject to a canſtant Bleeding 
by his Piles; but Iflues, one in each Arm, were 
thought neceſſary, as well for this as other Indiſpo- 
fitions, to which his Majeſty was ſubject. 
Great Diſputes have riſen among Phyſicians a- 
bout bleeding Piles, or ſuch as ſeem inclining there- 
unto, (viz.) es being ſtopt, they are at all 
to be open'd, and after what manner, as by Leech- 
es, Friction or Lancet. 

In Anſwer to which it is to. be obſerved; that 
when it appears a Perſon has been uſed to this

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under an acute Illneſs, as Head-ach, Vertigo, Apo- 
plexy, Lethargy, Sc. Blood is to be taken from 
the Hemorrhoidal Veins, the Benefit of which 
Fab. Hild.“ tells us, he not only experimented in 
himſelf, but in a Man of ſeventy Years of Age, 
whom by opening theſe Veſſels. in the midſt of 
Winter, and in this far advanced Stage of Life, 
he freed of a Vertigo and Hemiplegia or Palſy up- 
on one Side. But here it muſt be obſerv'd, this 
Perſon had for many Years, every Month, after the 
Manner of the Women's Menſes, being accuſtomed 
to that Diſcharge, at this time ſuppreſt. 

But in other Cafes where they have not uſed to 
bleed ſpontaneouſly, it is neceſſary and the fafer 
Way to make Revulſion by bleeding in the Arm 
firſt, and if Occaſion be aſterwards, Derivation 
by the Foot, as before remarkt: In the mean time 


applying ſome anodyne Topick to the Parts, or 
other ſuitable Medicaments, Choice of which we 
have juſt now inſerted : For by the raſh Appli- 
cation of Leeches to theſe ſame, many Accidents

off its morbid 7avies by this Excretion. 
If there ſeem any Thing paradoxical, in that it 
is ſaid a Dropſy ariſeth from a Suppreſſion of the 
hemorrhoidal Flux, when *tis agreed on all Hands 
that the ſame Diſeaſe is owing, not only to their 
too great flowing, but to that of any other exceſ- 
five Hzmorrhage : The firſt muſt be imputed to 
the Cacochymy retained, whereby the whole Maſs 
is vitiated and the Sangyification perverted.: The 
latter to the broken. Texture or Tone weaken'd ; 
and the Balſam thereof deſtroy*d, by which that 
which is poured in afreſh can no longer be aſſimi- 
lated, but all the alimentary Juices are ſtreight put 
into Fuſion, and turn to Water. _ | 
Again if it be query'd how it comes to paſs 
that Aloes (which for that Reaſon is forbidden in 
the Flux of the Piles) taken inwardly, is faid to 
open the Blood-Veſſels, whilſt apply*'d outwardly 
it ſtops theirs, or any other Flux : 'The former ſeems 
accidental, by its Heat and Tenuity rarefying the 
Maſs : The latter eſſential, by its condenſing, re- 
ſtringent and glutinative Faculty. But to ſpend no 
more Time in-the Solution of Problems, it is un- 
doubted that great Benefit does redound to the Bo- 
dy of Man, by this intercurring hæmorrhoidal Pur- 
gation : Not that any Man can be ſaid to be the 
better, but _ _— if the Craſis of his Blood 
be right and , neither peccant in Quantity or 
Quality: But if either Plethora or — is 
thus critically diſcharged, hence doubtleſs ariſeth 
the Advantage: which yet may be out of Bounds. 
if too long continued or beyond the Strength of 
the Patient; whereby he certainly incurs the Dan- 
ger of falling into that very Diſtemper which, in 
ſome others, the POR, ſaid to _— :

We have already ſpoke to the former, and ſhall

In removing this Diſeaſe, the ſame Courſe ſeems 
plainly to be indicated as in that of every other ex- 
traordinary Hemorrhage or Flux of Blood (viz.) 
by Revulſion and Derivation, to turn the Stream of 
the flowing Blood, whilſt by incraſſating, refrigera- 
ting and reſtringing Remedies, we endeavour to 
thicken its Conſiſtence, to cool and take off its Fer- 
vour, and agglutinate or cement the Orifices of the 
bleeding Veſſels.

To diſtinguiſh the Flux of the Hemorrhoids 
from the Dyſenterical, you are to note that in the 
former, the Pains are ſeated about the Sphincter or 


but a little Way up in the Inteſtine, alſo the Blood | 


comes away before the Stool; whereas in the lat- 
ter, the Pains are more wandering ; ſometimes in the 
| ſmaller, and at other Times in the greater Inteſ- 
tines, with violent Gripes of the Belly ; alſo the 


Blood is mixed uſually with the ſtercoraceous or 


mucous Ejection. 


But if theſe Remedies we have here laid down, 


or others of the like Kind, prove inſufficient to 
reſtrain the Flux, a Touch of the actual Cautery 
or hot Iron, if you can come at the bleeding Veſ- 
ſel, is the likelieſt Means of obtaining your End 


and ſecuring your Patient: Being alſo by far lefs 


painful than laying the Part open, ſeparating the 


Skin from the Veſſel, (as in the Operation of the 


Varjces among the Ancients) afterwards making Li- 
gature, and then dividing : The Method of per- 
forming which is laid down in Maſſaria*, as alſo 
by Riverius thence tranſcribed, by which we ſhall 
find the Practice of Surgery in thoſe Days (many 
Specimens of which are alſo found in Severinus Þ) 
was much more dreadful and terrible to the Pati- 
ent than in theſe of ours: When the People, ma- 
ny of them, rather choſe to die than ſuffer the 
Knife or Cautery to come near them, by which 
Multitudes might be preſerved, and by whoſe Means 
many deſperate and ſuppoſedly invincible Diſeaſes 
have been cpnquer'd, according to that trite Axi-

It remains that we ſay ſomewhat of the Excreſ- 
cences growing often about theſe Parts ; but having 
taken Notice at leaſt of ſome of them in our 
Chapter of Warts and Corns, I ſhall here only in- 
ſert their Deſcriptions, with the Remèdies ſubjoined, 
as I find them laid down by Sennertus *. 

The Condyloma, faith he, is formed out of ſome 
Wrinkle of the Anus, fwelPd and grown hard, be- 
ing often more troubleſome than painful, althoꝰ at 
ſome times there is joined an Inflammation. <1 

The Thymi are the more rough and uneven 
Kind of Yerrucz, having their Baſes narrow and 
their Superficies broad and ſpreading, looking red 
and apt to bleed: If theſe Thymi, ſaith our Author, 
ſpread yet farther and increaſe, they then take the 
Name of Fici ſeu Sycoſes ; ſome of which are mild, 
others malign, degenerating oftentimes into cance- 
rous Ulcers. . 

The Criſte are fleſhy Excreſcences ſprouting near 
the Anus, taking Riſe very commonly from the 
prepoſterous or ſodomitical Luft of a ſet of Monſters 
(rather than Men) who have ſhook off their Hu- 
manity and outſtript the Beaſts themſelves in their 
more than brutyh Appetites. In our Germany, 
ſays he, this Evil is very rare, but among the Youth 
at Rome, as witneſs Luſitanus and Foreſtus, common: 
I wiſh I could fay our England was a Stranger to 
this deviliſh Practice, where I have met with theſe 
Excreſcences, among which ſome have, with great 
Reaſon, been ſuſpected to have taken their Riſe 
hence, In the hotter Countries, as well Chriſtian. 
as Mahometan, they are found frequently : But 
enough, if not too much, of that which is not fo.

- Maſſaria diſtinguiſheth theſe three Excreſcences

before took Notice, having nearly the ſame Way 
of their Generation and Method of Cure. 

At the Root of theſe Sarcomata or nigh their Ex- 
tremities, eſpecially of the Cryſe, are formed the 
Rhagades called al ſo Scifſure. 

Theſe Excreſcences may be attempted by Me- 
dicine, before we proceed to manual Operation

Of the natural Paſſages of the B ody flopt or 
pe imper forate. | 


SE parate which ſhould be united; ſo at o- 
times Times (tho? more rarely) do we 
ind thoſe Parts conjoined and united, 

which ought to be ſeparated and admit a Paſſage 

through them. The Malady of both Kinds is two- 
fald, either original from the Birth, or adventitious 
afterwards. - 


Of Parts originally ſeparated which ought to be 


conjoin'd, we have Example in the Hair Lip: 
Of the ſame adventitious, in every common Wound 
or Solution of the Continuum, from what Cauſe 
ſoever depending. 

Of thoſe originally conjoin'd which ought to be 
ſeparate, we have Examples in the Impertorate cal- 
led otherwiſe Alritæ, or ſuch as are born without 
any Paſſage (at leaſt the natural) for their Stools or 
Urine: Of the Adventitious, in thoſe who from 
any Accident, as Burns, have their Fingers grow- 
ing together, their Ears to the Sides of their Heads, 
or from Excoriations of the Vagina Uteri, the Lips, 
Noſtrils, Cc. - careleſly treated, a Coaleſcence of 
their Sides or Conglutination. For 
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For removing theſe Imperfections, the two firſt 
Parts of the Art of Surgery are employ'd, the one 
calld Sympbyſis, which joins together Parts ſepa- 
rate: The other Diæreſis, which ſeparates thoſe 
which are thus united, and of which we ſhall treat 
2 preſent, beginning with the Glaus Penis imper- 
rate. 
| Now before we attempt the Operation of this 
Kind, that we may not diſcredit the noble and 
moſt excellent of Arts, and betray our own Want 
of Judgment, it is highly neceſlary to foreſee the 
Likelihood of Succeſs, and make Prognoſtick ac- 
cordingly, that the ſame cannot be enter priz'd (if 
it ſo happen) without the utmoſt Hazard, nor 
ought, if any thing leſs than inevitable Neceſſity 
called for the fame ; as in Caſes where is no Out- 
let at all for the Diſcharge of Excrement, whether 
Urine or Stool. * 
Firſt then, if you ſee no Veſtige or Impreſſion 
like a Seam upon the Place either of the Glaus, 
Anus, or Pudendum, where naturally they ſhould 
appear, there is great Unlikelihood of Succeſs: 
Nor can I fay I ever knew one Infant reliev'd, out 
of many J have ſeen, how deep ſoever the Knife or 
Lancet has been thruſt at ſuch Times, there being 
uſually found after Death, upon Diſſection, ſuch a 
Mala Conformatis Partium quoad Situm vel Inſerti- 
onem ſive Terminationem, that there was no Poſſibi- 
liry to help or ſuccour the wretched Infant, who in 
few Days after it hath ſeen the Light and breathed, 
ſubmits to Death. | V hs 
Thus in the Caſe under our preſent Cognizance 
when the Infant is born without a Paſſage for the 
Water, if the Glans diſcover no Mark or Impref- 
ſion, *tis odds if you find the Ductus; or if any 
ſuch be found, whether you can bring the Water 
the right Way, — if long accuſtomed be- 
fore to empty itſelf by ſome Paſſage in the Peri-

A Youth was brought to me about ſeven Years 
old, who all that Time had made his Water by a 
Hole under the Frenum ; his Friends pitying his 
Caſe, if he lived more eſpecially to be of Age to 
marry, were deſirous he might have Help; for 
which-when I was conſulted, and had prepar'd him 
by ſeating him ſecurely for the-Operation, I paſſed 
' a pointed Inſtrument like a ſmall Seton Needle quite 
- through the Body of the Glans, till I diſcover'd the 
Point of it with my Probe in the Preternatural 
Paſſage : Then drawing out my Inſtrument, I in- 
troduced a Piece of fine Wax-candle beſmear'd with 
a Bit of freſh Butter, about an Inch into the Duc- 
tus, and ſecur'd it from flipping out, by bending 
the End upwards, and binding it on there with 
moderate Bandage: In paſſing it along I iv'd Ei 
it through the falſe Orifice, and giving them In- 
ſtructions, if I were out of the Way, how to 
uſe it upon the Child's having Occaſion to make tre 
his Water, I took my Leave: But he having held Vi 
the ſame longer than uſual that Day, early. the lh 
next Morning got up in his Bed by himſelf, and 
not readily finding the Pin, by Reaſon of the Dreſ- 
{ings being all bloody, pulls off all together, and 
the Candle coming out with them, he falls to rrp: a 
After which, finding ſome Smart in putting 
Candle back again, he threw it away and lay down 
again to ſleep, the Maid being fait by him all the

Luſitanus takes Notice of a Caſe of uch like 
Nature, where there was not the leaſt F 
as we ſay, or Impreſſion at the Extremity of the 
Glans in a Child two Years old, but an Orifice at 
the Root of the Yard. near the Teſticles, out of 
which he made Water not by drops but in a full 
Stream as by the ordinary Paſſage; ſo that he 
ſeemed to partake of both Sexes, and to, be as it 
were a Kind of Hermaphrodite : For his Relief 
there was a Conſultation, among whom Ant. Muſe 
Braſſavala, and one Franciſcus a noted Surgeon,

A Caſe ſomething like, Monſ. Vauguion gives 
Account of, in a Child at the Hotel de Dieu at Paris, 
who had no Urethra, and the Teſticles clothed 
each in a ſeparate orgproper Scrotum. In the Pe- 
rinæum there was a Slit reſembling that of the Pu- 
dendum Muliebre, which occaſioned the Generality 
to take the Child for an Herma ite, tho* un- 
truly, for the Probe being enter'd this Rima paſſed 
into the Veſica Urinaria, and upon Diſſection, 
ſaich he, it appeared that there was none of the 
female Organs of Generation, Of another Infant 
making Water through a Vent in the fame Place 
conſult Greg. Horſt F. 
Van Horn relates a notable Operation I muſt 
confeſs (and which but on the Credit of the Au- 
thor would be thought ſcarce practicable) in a 
Child whoſe Penis being perforate near the Scro-

Luſfitanus * tells of a Perſon from his Infancy 
piſſing both Ways, as well by a larger Orifice in 
the Perinaum as a very ſmall one in the Glans; yet 
notwithſtanding ventur'd upon Marriage, but 
finding no ſeminal Diſcharge per Glandem Penis, 
and deſpairing of Children to inherit his ver) 
large Eſtate, he calls a Conſultation of the 
eminent Phyſicians and $3 who conſider- 
ing his Caſe as an original Infirmity, could give 
him Jittle Encouragement : but the Gentleman im- 
patient for Children (he deſir d above all things) 
was reſolved upon the Operation which fortunate- 
ly ſucceeded : tle præternatural Vent being cut 
and agglutinated, and the natural inlarged by In- 
ciſion, and kept diſtended till the Parts were heal-

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always counted ominous for a Woman to be born 
with theſe Parts ſhut up, inſtancing in Cornelia the 
Mother of the Gracchi, I cannot ſay I have ſeen it 
as an original Defect from the *. altho more 
than once I have cut in ſunder a Sympbyſis of the 
outward Privity, adhering after an Ulceration, and 
leaving only Paſſage Ry the Diſcharge of Urine ; 
after which I convey'd in a Sort of Peſſary com- 
poſed of drying Medicaments betwixt the Labia, 
and by which the ſame were kept diſtended till they 
were perfectly cicatriſed. 

But if the outward Orifice be not ſo often cloſ- 
ed, yet is it no unuſual Thing to find the Paſſage 
more inward intercluded by the Membrane called 
Hymen, about whoſe Exiſtence there has been 
much Controverſy among Anatomiſts themſelves 3 
ſome affirming there is, others, that there is no 
ſuch Thing; others, that tis only found in ſome, but 
not in all : Of the middle Opinion ſeem to be Andr. 
Laurent. Fernelius, Carol. Stephan. Of the firſt Fal- 
lopius, Alex. Bened. Vid. Vidius, Piccolomin. Cy- 
' preus, Veſalius, Aquapendens. Of the laſt Columb. 
Foreſtus, Pareus, Marcellus Donatus, Capivac, Cc. 
Among theſe latter Columbus * take Notice he ne- 
ver could diſcover it more than thrice in his nu- 
merous Diſſections and Enquiries after it. Ambroſe 
Parey +, that he ſearched for it in Abundance of 
Girls from three Years of Age and upwards, but 
never found it more than once, and that was in a 


Virgin of ſeventeen Years of Age, whoſe Mother

ſame Day; and when we came, ſays he, to diſſect 
theſe Parts, I found (and ſhewed the ſame to my 
Companions) a thin, but ſtrong reſiſting Mem- 
brane, placed before the Orifice of the Neck of |

Foramen, exactly ee the Pupilla of a Cat, 
and round about growing cloſely to the Vagina, af. 
ter the Manner of the Diapbragm to the Back and 
Ribs: I obſerved farther (continues he) certain _ 
ſmall Blood-veſſels ſprinkled up and down its mem- 
branous Expanſion.

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by the Caruncule Myrtiformes meeting - ſometimes 
cloſe together as others; or laſtly, and more like- 
y, from a real Membrane (whoſe broken Portions, 
in deflowering, are ſaid to form thoſe Caruncles) 
called Hymen, placed juſt before the Cervix Neri 
interna: Wherever is the Impediment, it is care- 
fully to be removed, as far as Art can adminiſter 
Relief. Thus if the ſaid Membrane (as ſometimes) 
be entirely imperforate, ſo that the Menſes have no 
Paſſage when the Woman is grown, there ,muſt 
neceſſarily ariſe a Retention of whatever is ſent 
from the Womb and its Veſſels ; and if timely Re- 
lief be not given by cutting through the ſame, ſhe 
muſt as neceſſarily incur Danger of her Liſe; nor can 
ſhe ever conceive and bring forth Children: Ex- 
amples of this Retention are frequently to be met 
with particularly in Benivenius * , who relates that 
being conſulted about the Relief of a young Wo- 
man, he found upon Inſpection, a Membrane grown 
acroſs the Vagina, pag: | up the- Paſſage to the 
inward . Orifice of the Womb: Upon 7 
whereof aſunder, there burſt forth a large Quanti- 
ty of a black Matter, (doubtleſs the retained Men- 
ſes vitiated and diſcolour'd by the Stay) with ſuch 
Force as to put out a great Light held at ſome Di- 
ſtance in the Hands of a Servant. I could recite 
ſeveral of the like Hiſtories of the Vagina thus ob- 
ſtructed, but I think I find none more remarkable 
than that of Mr. Cowper's r, which I here give 
you in his own Words, 

Some Years ſince (faith that dexterous Ana- 
tomiſt) I was call'd by my ingenious Friend Dr. 
Chamberlain to ſee a married Woman of above 
twenty Years of Age, whoſe lower Belly was much 
diſtended, as if with Child; upon examining the

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Pudendum we found the Hymen altogether imper- 
vious, and driven qut beyond the Labia Pudendi 
in ſuch manner, that at firſt Sight it appear'd not 
unlike a Prolapſus Uteri : In the upper Part to- 
wards the Clitoris, we found the Orifice of the 
Meatus Urinarius very open, and its Sides extend- 
ded not unlike the Anus or Cloaca of a Cock, and 
without any Difficulty I could put my Fore Fin oy, 
into the Bladder of Urine. On dividing the Hy- 
men, at leaſt a Gallon of grumous Blood of dr 
Colours and Conſiſtences came from her, which 
was the ſuppreſt Menſes: the Next Day no leſs a 

tity of the ſame Matter flow*d after removing 
the Peſfary which I had put in the Day before. 
After three or four Days ſhe was eaſy, and ſoon af- 
ter recover'd, and within a Year was deliver'd of 
a healthful Child.

Acceſs, which could be by no other Way than,

And thus indeed in every Sugillation of the

Redneis. However as it ſometimes happens, from 
the Violenge of the Fall or em, that the native 
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Heat is overcome, forbearing all cold or repelling 
Topicks, you are to ſuccour the Part by ſcarifying 
more or leſs deep as there is Occaſion, drefling up 
at ſuch Times with ſpirituous Medicines, and che- 
riſhing the Parts with Flannels wrung out hot from 


ſome good lixiviate Fomentations, as was ſhewed in 


our Diſcourſe of the mortify'd Prepuce, Chap. 6. 
and Pudendum in the Chapter aforegoing of this 
ſecond Part of our Treatiſe. | 
Again if there be great Quantity of this Cruor 
fluctuating, and that you can neither return it ac- 
cording to our firſt Method of Application, nor 
diſcuſs it by the ſecond, you are by no Means to 
wait for Suppuration, but having duly conſidered 
and carefully weighed the Matter, and finding it 
to ariſe from no Artery (as in the Aneuriſma, diſ- 
coverable uſually by the Pulſation) you are to cut 
into the Tumour, and diſcharge the grumous Blood 
and Serum if there be any mixt therewith : After- 
wards digeſting, incarning and cicatriſing as in 
other Abſceſſes is uſual. | 

But neither is this latter opening raſhly to be en- 
terpris'd, or over haſtily performed, ſince by the 
aſſiduous Application of ſome of the forementioned 
Topicks, if you are called in timely, there are ma- 
. ny — Effuſions of Blood collected into Swellings 
near as great as Pigeons Eggs, which I have known 
partly abſorbed by the adjacent Veſſels, and partly 
diſcuſt, eſpecially on the Scalps of Infants, ariſing 
by Difficulty in the Birth, or the rude Hands of 
the Midwife, and in young Children from Falls, 
to which, upon their firſt Attempts to go, for 
Want of watching Eyes, they are very liable. 

And here'I cannot chooſe but admire at the con- 
ceited and ftrangely prevailing Practice, not only 
'of the common People, but of thoſe who reckon 
themſelves Adepts in Philoſophy as well as Me- 
<dicine, who in every recent Contuſion with Ex- 
. —— tra vaſation 
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travaſation of Blood, forbid bleeding and reſtrin- 

ent or repercutient Applications, depending upon 
ome one or other Secret like the Alkaheſt that 
works Wonders for the Relief of their Archeus, 
and ſtraight fly to their Spirit of Wine rectify'd or 
camphorated : Upon which *tis no Wonder that we 
often meet with ſuch troubleſome Inflammations, 
Ulcerations and ſometimes large Apoſtems, taking 
Riſe from a ſlight Contuſion, which in two or 
three Days Time had undoubtedly been carried off 
by repelling the Fluxion with ſome proper Defen- 


ſative and reſtringent Topick, aſſiſted with Phle- 


botomy. But theſe Gentlemen confounding us 
with their hard Names of Acid and Alkali (the 
two contending Parties of the Body natural) ac- 
quaint us that in the Contuſion the ſame Alteration 
is induced upon the Blood as by fome Acid, and 
that their Spirit of Wine being the moſt noble 
Alkali, is the only Remedy in the World to diſſolve 
the Coagulum and preſerve the Fluidity thereof, 
keeping the Veſſels open alſo, that the Circula- 
tion may be continued orderly as before the Acci- 
dent: And yet at another Time they tell us that 
Spirit of Wine poured upon Blood ſhall in ſhort 
Time coagulate the ſame, rendring it in a Manner 
friable : Which indeed is evidenced by the noble 
Baglivi in his third Experiment annexed to his 
Practice of Phyſick. But leaving that Part of the 
Diſpute, whatever Effects it produceth either as 
Acid or Alkali, when mixed with the Blood, in- 
jected into the Veins or taken by the Mouth, tis 

lain that apply'd externally — recently contuſed 
— 4 it doth by its great Heat and Subtilty in- 
flame the ſame, increaſe the Fluxion, and make Way 
frequently for Ulceration if not Apoſtemation : 


The Truth of which, as Matter of Fact, I dare 


ſay will be atteſted by more than three Parts in four 


of the eminent Practitioners of the Art of Surgery 
| | in 
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in this famous City of London, I might fay through- 
out Chriſtendom. > 8 

The old Woman who claps a brown Paper dipt 
m Oxycrate to her Grand- child's Fore-head imme- 
diately after the Fall, and ſne who runs to the Bran- 
dy-Bottle on the like Occaſion, are as good Witneſ- 
ſes to the Conſequence, or the Fact it ſelf, as thoſe 
who pretend to ſolve Problems, and can babble 
out hard Names; I am ſure *ris happy for the Peo- 
ple in general, that ſo little of the Practice of Surge- 
ry falls into the Chymiſt's Hands, from whom | 
have had as bad Work to encounter as from the 
moſt unſkilfu] Pretender whatever: And yet at the 
fame Time I muſt reſpect thoſe Perſons at the Fur- 
nace, and ſhall always ſet the higheſt Value upon 
many of their admirabk and noble Remedies. But 
to give one I of their Practice in Surgery, 

out of many I could produce, I have inſerted the 
following Caſe, 7 0 Baa 

A Gentleman, with whom J had ſome flight Ac- 


. quaintance, himſelf a Lover of Chymiſtry, and ve- 


ry intimate with one of its Profeſſors, was a mighty 
Stickler for Spirit of Wine, not as a Menſtruum (in 
which no one would have oppos'd him) but as an 
outward Application: Inſomuch that I have heard 
him ſay, id People knew its Value even thus applied 
there would be little need of the Surgeon's Aſſftance : 
I reply*d, I knew what it would do, and had done 
this Way, much better than he, and that if I had 
bruiſed but my little Finger, I would by no means 
meddle with it. 

It happen'd not long after, this Gentleman com- 
ing off the Water, having been making merry 
with his Friends, getting out of the Boat miſt his 
footing, and bruiſed both his Shins againſt the 
Stairs: By that Time he got Home, he was not 
ſo fuddled, but that he felt great Diſturbance from 
the Pain, and thereupon ſent away for me, — 2 
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another Meſſenger was diſpatcht to his Friend the 


Chymiſt, who juſt got in before me. I was ſome- 
what ſtartled that he ſhould call me in to conſult 
with a Perſon of another Profeſſion, and who knew 
nothing of the Matter. But the Gentleman in a 
merry. Humour told me, he had ſent for me to con- 
vince me of the great Efficacy of Spirit of Wine 
in curing Bruiſcs with extravaſate Blood ; I would 
only (lays he) deſire you with your beſt Art to 
take the Care of one Leg, and my Friend ſhall take 
the other with his Spirit of Wine. To carry on 
the Frolick I deſir'd to ſee his Legs, and upon turn- 
ing down his Stockings, perceived them both much 
tumify'd with great Effuſion or Sugillation : U 
the Right Leg, a ſmall Raſe of the Cuticle had 
been occaſioned by the Edge of the Stairs, down 
the Ridge of the 7i4ia: I thought I needed no 
better Opportunity of making an Experiment, and 
knowing it was by no means intended as an Af- 
front, laying aſide any manner of Reſentment, I 
readily. agreed to take which Leg the Chymiſt left 
me : Who. making an Apology for his meddling 
where any legal Practitioner of Surgery was called 
in, I readily wav'd that Punctilio for the preſent, 
and bid him chooſe his Leg; when ſeeing one of 
them a little fretted upon the Skin, with Pru- 
dence enough he declined that, well knowing 
that his Spirit upon the raw Place, might excite 
ſome Diſturbance, and occaſion more Pain. I was 
yery deſirous, for his greater Security, (and whic 
was abſolutely neceſſary) to have let him Blood, 
but he refuſed, ſaying, that the Spirit of Wine 
ſhould have the whole Credit of the Cure: And 
that although I could do nothing without taking 
away his Life, meaning his Blood, yet I ſhould 
ſee the Chymiſt could; who after he had ſoundly 


* ſoakt him with his warm Spirits, dipt a folded 


Cloth in the ſame, and bound it on: Whilſt on the 
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other Side, I ſpreading a ſlip of Cloth of the Length 
and Breadth of 'my middle Finger, with my Cerat. 
de Lap. Calam. laid the ſame upon the excoriated 
Shin, and encompaſſed the Limb with an Empl. 
ex Bolo, Acet. Vin. Ol. Roſ. and Diapalm. ſpread 
upon Cloth, cutting a Snip out of the middle, for 
the more eaſy Dreſſing the Excoriation, if I found 
Occaſion, and rolling it up even, from the Ankle 
to the Gartering, when he was put to Bed, and 
agreed to live as abſtemiouſly as we would have 
him: I told him I deſired only that he would keep 


his Legs up, lying in Bed, or upon a Couch, and 


forbear Meat, Wine and ſtrong Drink for a few 
Days, which were likewiſe required by my (now) 
Brother Surgeon, 

Next Day, according to Appointment we met, 
and found our Patient had been reſtleſs, though he 
was yet unwilling to conceal from which Leg aroſe 
his greateſt Diſturbance : I only lookt to ſee after 
my Bandage whether too ſtrait or ſlack, but find- 
ing that to my Mind, I told him I had nothing 
more to do to him that Day : He bid me go on in 
my own Way, and plighted to me his Faith that 
it ſhould not be toucht but by my ſelf, from whence 
I concluded him eaſy with my Proceeding : When 
the Chymiſt took off his Clouts which were now 


grown hard and dry, I found plainly which way 
Things were going, and which yet in all likelihood 
-might have been prevented by an anodyne Cata- 


plaſm of Fol, Roſ. rub. and Flor. Sambuc. decocted 
in Milk, and thicken'd with white Bread, firſt em- 
brocating with Ung. Sambucin. But ſeeing even 
the Patient himſelf ſo opinionative and obſtinate in 


his Way, I was the leſs concerned if he ſhould be 


convinced by a large Abſceſs likely to enſue the 


Proſecution of his own Method. He now own'd 


what was viſible, that he had ſome Pain on his left 
Leg, which look'd, as we ſay, very angry, and much 
; 2 4 | | inflamed ; 
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inflamed: I told him I could not expect to make 
that Progreſs with the Right, I might have done. 
if both had been treated in my own Way, fince it 
was natural for one Limb to ſuffer as it were by 
Conſent, when the other is much diſordered; and 
the Pain from one might be very hazardous at leaſt 
of keeping up the Fluxion on the other: How- 
ever I feared no ſuch Miſchief as I faw threaten 
the other: To this they both reply'd, it was uſual 
with the Spirit to create a little Pain and Inflam- 
mation, which was owing to the Subtilty and Vo- 
latility of its alcalious Particles diſſolving the Acid 
of the grumous Blood; but afterwards when it had 
rendred the ſame fluid, and fitted it to be returned 
by the Circulation, thoſe Symptoms went off quick- 
ly after. I told the Chymiſt 1 valued no Hypotheſes 
whoſe Phenomena did not regularly and orderly cor- 
reſpond, and whoſe Facts (grounded upon common 
Experience) did not corroborate the ſame, not be- 
ing coined in our own Imaginations and brought in 
to ſerve a Turn. Upon which ſomewhat earneſt- 
ly, Sir, faith he, if you apprehend Danger of Im- 
poſtumation from Spirit of Wine, we have more 
Cauſe to fear a Mortification from your cold Ap- 
plications : I reply'd, the ill timing of my Medi- 
cine might make it hazardous, and the well timing 
of his, at ſome times beneficial : Whether of the 
two were rightly timed now, was the Matter in 


. Controverſy, and ſuddenly to be decided. 


When he had therefore bathed the Leg, as he 
did twice a Day and bound on the Bolſter. preſt 
out of the Spirits, I perceived my Patient make a 
wry Face between whiles, as being twinged by the 
ſame, which, he fancy'd was ſo much the better: 
On the contrary, having little or no Senſe of Pain 
on the Leg dreſt up with the Defenfative, he be- 
gan to doubt whether all was right, eſpecially ha- 
ving been amus d with the Chymiſt's Talk of a 
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Mortification, I told him he ſhould ſee it the next 
Day, and aſſured him there was no Danger, but 
all ſafe under the Plaiſter, when the Time came 
J began to unroll the Limb, and perceiv'd a yellow- 
iſh Blackneſs both above and below the Dreſſing, 
the Effect of the Sugillation, but no more Tumour 
than I could expect or deſire. When I removed 
the Plaiſter upon the Shin, I found there had been 
aà very ſmall Diſcharge from the Excoriation which 
was ſeemingly dry'd up; then taking off the fame, 
there remained only the like yellowiſh, or the black 
and blue, as they are called, without Inflamma- 
tion of Pain, the Limb very pliable and in a manner 
well: Notwithſtanding J embrocated with Ung. 
Sambucin, laying over the ſame Plaiſter, with a lit- 
tle of the Cerate upon the Tibia : So rolling him 
equally up again as at firſt, I took my Leave, af- 
ter I had ſeen the other Leg improving in its Ten- 
dency towards aPhlegmon, of which I took no notice, 
nor intended to come again” in leſs than two Days 
more, but was ſent for the next towards Evening, 
in the Chymiſt's Abſence, and defired it I could, 
that I would moderate the Pain of the other Leg, 
for he could take no Reſt either Night or Day, 
nor be eaſy in any Poſture : I adviſed him to con- 
tent himſelf till the Day following I ſhould meet 
his Friend, to fee if I could convince him of his 
Error, and do what was farther neceſſary; and be- 
fore I bid him good Night, I ſaw a quieting Pill 
(I ſuppoſe that of Starłkys commonly called Ma-. 
tbew's) brought in from the Chymiſt's, unknown 
to me, and order'd to be taken the fame Evening. 
The next Day I-was ſent for, and diſcovered a 
harge Abſceſs ready for the Knife or Cauſtick, a 
great Inflammation ſpreading down to the Toes : 
The Abſceſs was on the Inſide of the Tibia, where 
the Matter plainly fluctuated. I aſkt my Brother 
Surgeon what he thought of it, he faid he believed 


it 
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it Blood not Hm I chen aſked my Patient 
jeſtingly, if he was willing to wait the Return of 
it, at the fate Time aſſuring him there was Matter, 
and that it was fit to be let out, nor ought to lie 
there any longer: Upon which the Chymiſt a lit- 
tle more modeſt, anſwered, that if he faw Matter 
let out, he ſhould be convinced it was not fit to be 
returned, but ſhould not be out of Conceit with- 
the Spirit of Wine, which he'had known do Good 
before to ſevetal: I told him as to the latter, I was 
concerned at his Obſtinacy ; but as to the firſt I 
would convitice him preſently ; and accordingly I 
laid on a Cauſtick of the Lap. Infern. and ſtaid but 
little longer than the Chymiſt's ſmoaking of a Pipe 
before I piere'd the Eſchar, and diſcharged near half 
a Pint of Pus. I then dreſt him up with Lenients 
and embrocated the whole Limb with the Ung.S4mb. 
gently rolling him up: The other Leg was alſo 
anointed, altho' there was little Occaſion, the Skin 
being healed, with the yellow Diſcolouring only re- 
maining, wearing off ſometime after inſenſibly. 
The next Day our Patient grew eaſy, there being 
indeed but little Pain preſently after the Diſcharge, 
but the Matter having inſinuated itſelf downwards, 
after I had try'd by Compreſs to unite, I was forced 
at laſt to open the Sinus, and to make five or fix . 
Weeks Work of that which might have been curd 
in ſo many Days, without the Pain and other Acci- 
dents attending, 7 2. 4 2 
About a Month after my Patient was got Abroad 
he ſent for me to the Tavern, being in Company 
with his Chymiſt, where he paid me his Acknow- 
ledgment for my Attendance and Service done him: 
And over a Glaſs of Wine the Chymiſt aſked me if 
I would be ſo free as to tell him the Compoſition 
of my Plaiſter; I told him very readily it was a 
Mixture of Diapalm. Ol. Roſ. Acet. and Bolus Amm. 
upon which he took up my laſt Words, and an- 


ſwered,

ſwered, Bole Armeny ; with this Addition, an ex- 
cellent Ingredient, Sir; for *tis plain Bole Armeny 
is an incomparable Alkali, proper to diſſolve the 
Acid of the Coagulum, and reſtore the Fluidity : I 
then aſked him, ſmiling, what he thought of the 
Alkali of the Vinegar which I took alſo for an ex- 
cellent Ingredient; and to convince him that his 
Philoſophy was but ſimple Cant, as irrational as 
his Practice pernicious, I told him I would do as 
much with Oxycrate or Vinegar and Water, with- 
out heeding its being either Acid or Alkali, pro- 
vided I was called in Time, as I had with my De- 
fenſative: And that what had been thereby effected, 
I reconciled no otherwiſe than by its Stiptick or 
binding Property cloſing the Mouths of the Veſſels, 
and preventing their farther Effuſion, keeping off 
the Influx of Humour and ſtrengthening the Tone 
of the Parts at the ſame Time; after which, what 
was thrown forth and could not be ſucked up by the 
gaping Mouths of the cutaneous Veſſels, might be 
breathed forth then with more Security through the 
Pores, aſſiſted by ſome proper Fotus, as taken No- 
tice of in the beginning of this Chapter. But if our 
Reader will pardon us this Digreſſion, we vill treſ- 
paſs no more in this Nature. 

In large Contuſions, accompany'd with Extrava- 
ſation and Hurt of the inward Parts, there are more- 
over directed certain Remedies inwardly, to diſ- 
ſolve the Blood clotted which is thrown forth of 
the Veſſels, as alſo to unite, ſtrengthen and aggluti- 
nate the wounded or injured Parts: Forms of which, 
altho they ſeem not ſo very neceſſary in cutaneous 
Hurts of this Kind (the Subject more immediately 
of this Diſcourſe) yet with the Reader's Leave, we 
have ex abundanti, thought fit to inſert : As we have 
ſome other Things in other Parts of it, which how- 
ever look'd upon as a Deviation, I am ſure can be 


no Prejudice, I would rather hope, ſome *

Sulph. both 2 and Terebinthi- 
nat. are alſo preſcribed in theſe Caſes, given with 
ſome balſamick, traumatick, or pectoral Decdction. 
The common Peoples Remedy is Spruce Beer, 
which upon weak Stomachs I have obſerved: com- 
monly to fit uneaſy, and to be thrown up again, 
which Motion muſt needs be very pernicious at this 
Juncture; and therefore to be prevented as much 
as can be by other Vulneraries ſubſtituted inſtead 
Concerning Wounds of the Skin, we ſhall ſay 
little, fince if they go no deeper, there is not of- 
ten much Need of Surgery ; for if ſmall, like Pun- 
ures, as in the Caſe of Phlebotomy, they heal up 
of themſelves, defended only from the Air and 
any outward Violence; if longer, the divided Li 
are to be kept together by Bandage; or one of. the 
Kinds of Suture, when a little Balſam Terebinth, 
aſſiſting that of the Blood, agglutinates the Solu- 
tion, which is called the Way of Healing by the 
firſt Intention: But if the Skin-deep Wound, by 
Reaſon of the vitiated Crajfis of the Blood, will 
not thus unite, but rankles, as the common People 
expreſs themſelves, or feſters; or if a piece of the 


Skin be cut off, it is then to be treated as a ſimple 


Ulcer or Excoriation, bringing the Parts firſt to di- 
geſt, and then drying up into a Cicatrix; for if it 
be fo very ſuperficial as to want only a new Cover, 
it cannot properly be ſaid to need Incarnation, 
Of the ſimple Ulcer or Excoriation, I think there 
is no Occaſion to ſay more than what will fall in 
with our Diſcourſe of Burns, of which in the next 
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FEAT, which is the Forerunner of Burn- 
ling, for as much as it belongs to the 
Senſe of the Touch, is conceived (faith 
| | the learned Willis) when a certain Paſſi- 
— ũͤũ } is broght upon che Skin, or other 
ſenſible Parts, by means of the igneous or fiery Parti- 
cles thereunto approaching; by which the little Fi- 
bres are ſoothed or tickled as it were with a Senſe of 
Pleaſure, when they keep at a due Diſtance, and af- 
ford only what we call a kindly Warmth ; but a 
Senſe of Pain, ſcorching or burning, when the aid 
\ fiery Particles, like ſo many Darts, pierce through 
the Organ, diſtracting the ſaid Fibrillez, and break- 
ing their Union. Now this Pain, tho? cauſed in one 
Place, is felt in another, the Effect being diffuſed 
through the whole Soul; for the Inquietude or 
Diſturbance given to thoſe Spirits lodged in the 
_ Fibres of the injured Parts, is ſtreight convey*d by 
a Sort of Undulation through the Nerves, to the 
eommon Senſe of Corpora Striata, moving the Spi- 
rits that inhabit there into the like Hurry and Di- 
ſtraction; which ſort of Motion proceeding far- 
ther into the Cerebellum, ſtirs up the Imagination, 
and thence as ſuddenly returning produceth the 
like Diſorder through the whole Subſtance of the 
nervous Fluid, or Syſtem of what we call the ani- 
mal Spirits. But to proceed as we before remark'd, 
according to the more intenſe or leſs Degree of the 
ſaid Heat, there will neceſſarily follow a greater or 
leſſer Combuſtion, or if you had rather, Ambuſtion 
or Burn; for ſome very nice Gentlemen. diſtin- 
a6 hs I guiſh 
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guiſh them; altho' I cannot ſee any Thing mate- 
rial or eſſential, or more than the Prepoſitions ad 
(ſome will have it ambi) and con, added to the 
Verb Uro, can conſtitute ; the one being under- 
ſtood a burning to, or round about ; the other a 
burning together; but this is only Zuſus Verbo- 
rum, | 

We are then generally, with the beſt Writers, 
to difference Burns according to their Degrees af- 
ter the following Manner. 

1. Into ſuch as are ſuperficial, where the Skin 
1s lightly ſcorched, and the Cuticle (if not timely

2. Such as go farther, not only bliſtering the 
Scarf-Skin, but altering the Texture of the Skin it 
ſelf, which comes away in a light Slough. 

3. Into thoſe which penetrate ſtill deeper, burn- 
ing not only the Skin, but Fleſh and other Parts 
ſubjacent into a Coal or Cruſt ; all which are ſome 
how reſembled by the Effects of ſome Medicaments 
made uſe of by Surgeons: Thus the common Epi/- 
paſtic comes ſomewhat near the firſt ; the Septick 
or milder Cauſtick, the ſecond ; and the Eſcharo- 
tick of the ſtrongeſt Sort, the third. 
No as it is from the differing Strength of the 
Pyrotick ſuch different Effects are brought upon 
the Part, ſo from the differing Degrees of Heat, 
by Flame or Fire, or the ſhorter or longer Conti- 
nuance of the ſame to the Place, the three former 
Degrees ariſe; and thus the Flame from Flax, 
Straw, &c. doth but lightly affect the ſame ; nor 

et that of hot Water, to that of Oil, Fat, melted 

itch, Wax, or the like; nor theſe comparatively 
with melted Lead, Tin, Iron, Braſs, or other Me- 
tals put into Fuſion, or elſe made, as the People 
fay, red-hot. 
The Diagnoſticks are evident to the Eye, the 
Prognoſticks to be taken thence, viz. ow op 
44 Pt 
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Depth or Greatneſs of the Burn; or from the Na- 
ture, Senſe and Excellency of the hurt Parts. 

The prime Indications in the Cure of Burns are 
theſe : Firſt, to put out or extinguiſh the Empyreu- 
ma, or to ſtifle the igneous Particles which have 
enter*d the Skin or Fleſh ; for which Purpoſe, a- 
mong the cold and moift Medicaments, are rec- 
kon'd the Succi & Aquæ, Semperviv. Solani, Portu- 


lace, Laftuce, Hyoſciam, Among the cold and 


dry, Bolus Amm. Terra ſigil. Ceruſ. Argil. Fornac. 
and ſome other Emplaſticks, which as Hildanus 
ſpeaks *, ſhut up the Pores, ſo that the extraneous 
Heat left in by the Fire is ſuffocate, after the man- 
ner as when the ſame, ſhut up cloſely, is extin- 
guiſh*'d : Or ſecondly, by reſolving, relaxing or 
warming Medicaments, to open the Pores con- 
ſtringed by the fiery Particles, and let the fame 
breathe out; which may be ſaid, at leaſt per Acci- 
_ to refrigerate and extinguiſh the Empyreuma 
after the Manner (as the ſaid Author compares it) 
as Fire is put out by ſcattering and throwing about 
the Coals; ſo that it is ſtill contraria contrariis 
curare. 
Whoever now conſiders the following Apho- 
riſm of the great Hippocrates, viz. Ulceribus frigi- 
dum, Mordax ; Cutem obdurat, Dolorem intolerabi- 
lem facit, denigrat, Rigores febriles, Convulſiones 
& Diſtentiones creat, Again, whoever conſiders 
how great Pain is ſometimes excited by the Nitre 
of the Air approaching ſome raw and tender Parts, 
in the Time of Dreſſing only: Or laſtly, how often 
fuch like Applications, if timed improperly, have 
not only deſtroyed the adventitious, but the natu- 
ral Heat of the Part likewiſe ; will ſurely want the 
fewer Arguments to convince him, which Me- 
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thod is moſt preferable : Vet notwithſtanding if any 


will venture upon theſe very cold Applications, 
let them be apply*'d warm, and not continu'd lon- 
ger than the firſt Days for fear of worle Sym- 


On the other Hand, if the Burn be ſuperficial, 
and no Bliſters yet riſen upon the Place, many learn- 
ed Authors (among whom Dr. Sydenbam) recom- 
mend the Application of Spirit of Wine, or which 
is yet better according to ſome others, the Pain- 
ters Varniſh : Some hold the burnt Parts to the Fire, 
others dip them in hot Water, or bathe therewith, 
affirming the external Heat, by a Sort of Sympa- 
thy, draws forth that which was ſent in by the 
Fire: According to that common Saying, Omne 
ſimile, ſimili gaudet : vel ſimilem ſibi trahit ; or as 
Fernelius , Ignis ipſe eſt ſui ipſius Alexiterium. 
Thus is the Phenomenon explained farther, and the 
Practice juſtify'd after the ſame Way, as was that 
of plunging the frozen Parts into the cold Water, 
or rubbing them well with Snow, rather than to 
bring them preſently to the Fire or bathe them 
firſt of all with hot Fomentations : But leaving 
theſe as Experiments unconfirm'd by our own Ob- 
ſervation, and upon ſame Accounts both hazardous 
and doubtful, likely to continue ſo, whilſt we have 
many more choice and try'd Remedies, we ſhall 
proceed to give an Account of others, approved 
the conſtant Practice of good Authors, and 
confirm'd by our own ; for each ſeveral Degree of

Mote, Eſpecial Care is to be taken in dreſſing of 


theſe Hurts; and ſurely at this, if at any time, the 
Lady's Hand is required: Many to prevent the Di- 
ſturbance from wiping or touching the Part imme- - 
diately, propoſe the laying on a Piece of fine 
Tiffany, letting the ſame continue, oyer which 
the Applications being liquid and very unctu- 
ous, are to be laid in order to their ſoaking in, 
and through which the Matter may find a Paſſage, 
as in that Method of Omnibonus Ferrarius : But 
this I have ſometimes found inconvenient, ſticking 
to and hauling the Part, at others hindring us 
from ſeeing where there is any Inequality, what 
Parts want filling up, and what to be taken down 
or corrected, | 
In theſe ſecond Sort of Burns, I ſeldom found 
Occaſion to uſe other than my Unguent. de Lap. 
Cal. from firſt to laſt, which is anodyne, digeſts, 
incarns, and cicatriſeth to Admiration : But if the 
ſame happen to the Legs, they will ſometimes 
bear none, even of the mildeſt digeſtive Remedies 
nor will there be many Medicines ound more agree- 
able in theſe Caſes, where the Ulceration 1s only 
cutaneous, than the Diapompboligos. 1 5

deſiccative Ingredients, on Account of the illfa- 
vour'd Scars uſually remaining after theſe Acci- 
dents ; to preyent which, as much as poſſible, he 
continues the relaxing or emollient Applications to 
the End of the Cure; and for the ſame Purpole 
directs this following as proper in all Cafes.

Yet after all, haw well ſoever a Medicine may 
be contrived, as I am fatisfy'd are moſt of theſe, 
which I have uſed with good Succeſs ; whoever is 
converſant in theſe Caſes, will find Occaſion to vary 
them according to the exquiſite Senſe of the Parts, 
the Variety of Conſtitutions, and the ſeveral 
occurring Accidents : Nay, to uſe ſeveral Me- 
dicaments more or leſs humecting, digeſting, de- 
terging, incarning or deſiccative, to the ſundry

burnt Parts of the ſame Patient; for all which no 
exact Rules can be laid down, however this general 
one is always to take Place, viz. 

That the utmoſt Diligence and Prudence be ob- 
ſer vd to keep the raw Parts aſunder, incloſing them 
ſeparately with their outward Applications and ſuit- 
able Bandage, taking Care alſo to preſerve as much 
as poſſible the Uſe and Comelmeſs of each Part: For 
if the Fingers or Toes are ſuffered to touch each 
other, at theſe Times, or the Backſide of the Ear, 
the Head; there will be a Synpbyſis or growing to- 
gether. Likewiſe if the Fingers are kept always 
ftreight, 'or always clutch'd, as they ſay, or the 
Wriſt and Elbow in the fame Poſitions, great Dan- 
ger may enſue of Difficulty afterwards in their Free- 
dom of Motion: Wherefore, in the Times of 
Dreſſing, let the Parts be gently moved fo as not 
to ſtir up Pain, at leaſt as little as it's poſſible ; and 
if ſome Motion muſt needs be loſt, or one Poſture 
always continued, uſe your utmoſt Skill to preſerve 
the moſt decent Poſition, and the moſt uſeful Mo- 
tion. 

If the Burns happen to the Face, where the utmoſt 
Diligence is wanted to prevent Deformity, it was 
the Cuſtom of Hildanus to be often ſtretching the 
Cutis with his Fingers on each Side, after the Man- 
ner vof the Leather-dreſſers their Skins, by which 
the Fibres contracted and ſhrivel'd by the Fire, 
will in ſome Meaſure give Way and recover them- 
ſelves, and the Puckers (obſervable in Leather held 
too near the Fire) ſomewhat leſſer'd, if they cannot 
totally be removed, However in doing this alſo 


ther muſt be Caution practis'd : for if the Parts are 


all raw they will ſcarce ſuffer it, otherwiſe you may 
attempt what can be done, provided you expand 
the Skin fo gradually, as not to create Pain from 
Which a new Fluxion may arife. h 
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As for Burns of the Veins, Arteries, Tendons, 
Ligaments, Glandules of the Groin, Arm- pits, and 
upon the Joynts, I ſhall wave their ription, 
recommending the Reader for. farther Information 
in theſe Caſes, to that elaborate Treatiſe of the in- 
comparable Gulielmus Fabricius Hildanus, to whoſe 
Labours I always acknowledge my ſelf indebted, 
and can do no leſs than recommend the Perufal of 
the ſame to all Gentlemen profeſſing the noble Art 
of Surgery. : 


Before 1 quit this Chapter of Burns, I have ſome- * | 


thing to ſay (I think material) concerning thoſe 
made with Gun-powder, eſpecially happening to 
the Parts of the Face. 

Ambroſe Parey, in the Chapter aſoreſaid, ſays, 
the Marks made by this Powder cannot be taken 
away ſometimes. No, not by Phenigmes, Veſica- 
tories, Scarifications, Ventoſes, Sc. Let it the 
fame be lodged under the Cuticula, and not far en- 
ter'd into the true Skin, it is frequently picked out, 
or by removing the ſaid outer Skin, afterwards. di- 


- geſted off; thus not long ſince a little Boy and his 


Siſter, playing together in the Chamber, where 
the Father had heedleſly laid his Piſtols charg'd (as 


fell out) only with Powder, one of them went off 


in the Boy's Hand, and the Girl at a little Diſtance 
receiv'd the ſame into her Face. Being call'd in for 
Help, I perceiv'd a lovely Face juſt before, in great 
Danger of being por by this unhappy Accident; 
the Powder had Juckily miſs'd her Sight, but the 
other Parts, as her Forehead, Eye-lids, Cheeks and 
Noſe, mort particularly on one Side, were ſadly 
pepper'd, as is the uſual Phraſe of ſpeaking. I was 
in Hopes the Force had been great enough to con- 


tuſe the outward Skin, and bring it off in a Slough, 


by which I might more readily have come- at the 
Powder, if not enter d too far underneath, of 
which I preſently pick*'d out what I could he 


* 
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the Point of my Fleam, ſcraping eaſily and cloſely 
afterwards with its broad Edge all along the Parts ; 
I then embrocated the whole Face, which was pre- 
ſently ſwelled up, with a Mixture of Ol. Lini ſhook 
up with Ol. Samb. and laid over my Ceratum, 
which by the Help of Bleeding, and a thin and 
cooling Diet (abſolutely required in all Burns what- 
ſoever) in few Days took down the Swelling, lea- 
ving the Face ſtill black, from the Remains of the 
Powder ſhining thro* the Cuticle, which I could 
not get out either with Needle, Fleam, or Lancet : 
Wherefore conſidering what Pity it was ſo beauti- 
ful a Child ſhould be left with this Blemiſh, I ap- 
ply'd a mild epiſpaſtic Plaiſter prepared with Can- 
tharides, over ſeveral Parts of the Face, and leſt the 
fame ſo long *till I found the Make of the Cuticle 
broke, which had riſen into ſeveral little Bladders ; 
and then removing them, I clipt the Bliſters, laying 
over the Empl. Meliloti ſimpl. Next Morning a 
h made of the under Lamina of the Cuticle came 

off like a thin Jelly, and brought with it much of the 
Powder; I then dreſs'd up as before, but finding 
it heat and inflame the Parts about, as the Child 
lay along, upon thoſe Places where the Blackneſs 
remain'd, or where the Powder was drove deeper 
in, I lightly and very thinly ſtrew'd ſome Præci- 
pitat. rub. embrocating all round with Ung. Samb. 
and covering the raw Parts as well where the Pre- 
cipitate lay, as where it did not, with my Cerate 
as aforeſaid ; leaving this Dreſſing for near two 
Days, which when I came to take off, there came 
with it almoſt all the remaining Gun-þowder in a 
Sort of Slough, ſo that I had no Occaſion to re- 
peat the Precipitate, the remaining likewiſe digeſt- 
ing off with the ſame Cerate daily apply'd, and 
wiping the Parts pretty cloſe with a fine ſoſt Rag: 
And by this Method, when the Redneſs (which 
was ſome Months) was worn off, and ſhe had =

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the vulgar Coſmetic of Sperma Ceti and Ol. Amygd. 
d. ſome little while, ſhe was reſtored to her former 
Complexion, to the great Joy of her Parents, not 
the leaſt Stigma of the Gun-Powder remaining.

ed Linen Rags, expreſs'd from the following Co-

One of the moſt unhappy Conſequences attend- 
ing theſe Accidents, is, that the Cicatrices left are 
oftentimes unſeemly and ill-favour'd by the hard 
and rugged Scars remaining: Nor is it to be won- 
dred at that the admirable Rete or Web- like Tex- 
ture of the Skin, whoſe Fibrilla, like the Nap 
and Woof of a Piece of fine ſpun Cloth, are di 
| torted, ſhriveF'd, or contracted by the Force of 
Fire, ſhould diſcover the bungling Patch-Work of 
the Surgeon endeavouring, to, repair the Breach, 
and ſhew the ſame Diſproportion or Difference be- 
twirt his and the Creator's Workmanſhip, as there 
can be diſcover'd betwixt the firft Weaving of a 
Piece of the fineſt Cambrick, and the ering 
Work of a filly Child drawing up Tome Hole or 
Rent, which by ſome Accident hath been made 
therein : And indeed let the Artiſt be ever {o good 
a Workman at this Sort of Fine-drawing, or Darn» 
ing, his Scams will often lie uneven, high or 2 
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made up, and ſome freſh Coals laid on by the Maid 
-Juſt before her going up Stairs on ſome Occaſion: 
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and his Work bind in ſome, whilſt it is looſe in 
other Places; ſo that it will be obvious to every 
one, that the Work is not of a Piece, when he 
has ehdeavoured to match it the beſt he can. Nay, 
ſo very deceitful are theſe Scars, that when the 
Work is done, and the Patient thinks he is come 
well off, they ſhall riſe up under the new (and for 
the preſent ſmooth) Skin, after many Days; and 
that which for one Fortnight or Month ſometimes 
appeared ſmooth and ſoft like Fleſh or Skin, ſhall 
in another grow very rugged, and almoſt as hard 
as Horn. Tis for this Cauſe, the Author I have o 
often quoted, endeavoured to keep the Skin upon the 
Stretch, whilſt the Patient was under Cure, forbid- 
ing all over drying Medicines, and prefetring all 
along thoſe which are rather moiſt, ſoftening or 
relaxing, if poſſible to obtain a Cure thereby : For 
this Purpoſe he contrived ſeveral mollifying-or lu- 
bricating Baths and Liniments to ſupple the harden- 
ed Cicatrix left behind, and to reduce the ſame when 
ſufficiently ſoften'd, ſo far as poſſible by compreſſing 


the riſing Seams, with a Plate of Lead rubbed over 


with Mercury and bound upon the Parts; but of 
this and ſeveral other ingenious Inventions of that 
renowned Man, ſee more in his Works above re- 
commended. An n 
T ſhall finiſh this Diſcourſe of Burns with one re- 


markable Hiſtory by way of Illuſtration. 


A Maiden Gentlewoman about twenty, remark- 
able for a good Face, and other ſuitable Qualifica- 
tions, had the fad Misfortune one Afternoon as ſhe 
was ſitting by the Fire Side at her Work, to be 
ſeized with an Epileptick Fit, and to fall upon the 
Stove in the Chimney, in which the Fire was new 


- The young Woman's Face was found over the upper 


Bar, one of her Hands upon the Coals, with her 


Arm 
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Arm alſo againſt the ſaid Bar: Some of the burn- 
ing Coals, by the Force of her Fall, were beat out 
and fell into her Boſom, chiefly againſt one of her 
Breafts. The Ends of a Handkerchief ſhe had 
tied about her Neck, laying againſt the Grates, kin- 
dled tho? not into a Flame, yet burnt ſmothering 
up till it came to her Neck, and fo proceeding to 
her Headcloaths, conſumed thetn after the fame 
Manner without Flaming, quite up to the Top of 
The Maid ſmelling a Stink of Burning, ran 
down, yet had not Senſe in the Surpriſe to take her 
Miſtreſs off, but running out of Doors to call for 
Help, brought in ſome Neighbours, who coming 
in, took her off as.dead, and a moſt diſmal Spec- 
tacle: However laying her on the Bed, ſhe was 
undreſsd and the Cynders taken forth her Boſom, 
which had burnt deep into her Breaſt for a great 
Compals. TRE 
After a few Minutes lying, ſhe began' to ſigh 
and lament, not knowing yet what had befallen her : 
Some of the good Gentlewomen had ſoak'd her 
well, I think with Sallet Oil, before I came; 
when I found her miſerably burnt all over her Face, 
eſpecially the Sides from her Head-Cloaths, which 
were like a Cynder, and ſo round half way her 
Head and Neck, particularly her Throat, and ſo 
down to her Breaſt before taken Notice of: Alſo 
one of her Arms, Hand and*Fingers. I ſhaped a 
Cloth-Maſk to her Face, and having gently wiped 
off the Oil with a Feather, went over all the ſame, 
Head, Neck, Sc. dipt in equal Parts of Ol. Lint. 
rec. fine igne exir. and Ol. Sambuc. lay ing on the 
faid Maſk, and covering the other Parts, giving 
Direction between whiles to put more of the like 
upon the Outſide of the Rag, taking Care that 
none of it got into her Eyes, for which a Colly- 
rium was preſently prepar'd of Ag. Plantag. & 2 1 
* | roch, 
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Troch. Alb. Rhaſ. ſhe was let Blood and diſpoſed to 
Reſt with an anodyne Draught of Ag. Papaver. 
ij. Hr. e Mecon. 3. Laud. lig. gut. x. Next 
Morning I viſited and found her as I expected very 
reſtleſs, her: Face much tumefy*d, and her Eyes be- 
ginning to be ſhut up by the Fluxion upon the 
Lids : There were few large Bliſters, but: bladdery 
Puſtules gleeting pretty much after they were 
opened; the whole Skin of the Face, and all the 
Parts indeed, appear'd (if ſhe continued few Days) 
like to throw off in Sloughs, the Burns on the 
Arm and Breaſt black like a Coal or Cruſt which 
is burnt. * 1 10 | ert 
That Day being ſent for into the Country twenty- 
five Miles off, upon extraordinary Buſineſs, I left 
her one Night to the Care of Mr. William Petty, 
Whoſe deſerved: Character I have given elſewhere in 
this Treatiſe, having ſent in a Pot of my Ceratum 
de Lap. Cal. and other Medicines I thought need- 
ful for the ſeveral Burns. ; N 
Returning the next Day in the Even, I found the 
Face prodigiouſly ſwelled, and in ſome Places the 
Sloughs appearing as if they would ſeparate: The 
Cruſts upon the Arm and Breaſt I ſcarify'd, and 
drefſed up with my Cerate cut into ſeveral Shapes 
and Forms ſuitable to the Parts. 
That Night coming tired off my Journey, I 
went early to Bed, but about two in the Morn- 
ing was called up to my Patient, whom I found 
diſtracted with Pain: I had taken with me a little 
Bottle of Sydenbam's Liquid. Laudan. and gave her 
thirty Drops in two or three Spoonfuls of a ſmall 
Pearl Julap dhe had by ber, as believing a leſs 
Number would not be able to quiet the Orgaſmus of 


the enraged Spirits, which had the defired Effect. 


The next Day about eleven, I found her doſing 
with a ſtrong Pulſe and free Reſpiration, ſo that 
not ſuffering her to be wak'd,- I -return'd at two 
Tay: and 


luxuriant Fleſh in ſome, whilſt we were incarning 
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and heard her lamenting before I got up to her 
Chamber. Having prepared my Dreſſings of all 
Sorts, as I might have. Occaſion, . with a Pan of 
Coals (for it was Winter Time) on the Infide of 
the Curtains drawn cloſe about the Bed, I took off 
the Dreſſings, and found ſeveral large Sloughs begin 
to looſen : I toucht their Outſides lightly with a 
Mixture of Ol. Hyper. and Ol. Lini, dreſt the Breaſt 
and Arm as before with the Baſilic ; dropping i ny 
the Scarifications a little of the Ol. Hyper. per ſe; and 
over all the other Parts, my Cerate as before. | 
Thus I continued drefling ſome of the Places 
whom the Plaiſters were apt to wrinkle, twice a 
Day, the reſt once, till the Sloughs caſt off, and 
the whole Face, top of the Head, Neck, 22 
were all raw 3 the Eichars on the Arm and Breaſt 
ſtaid on ſome while after, altho* looſe about the 


Edges: I was forced: to allow the Laudanum, 15 


Drops Morning and Evening, which ſomewhat 
blunted the — of the Pain, altho* one half 
of the Day, ef} ially for ſome Hours after dreſ- 
{ing (tho' I uſed her as tenderly as *iwas ible) 
ſhe lamented like a Perſon (as indeed ſhe was) in 


the greateſt Agony. Upon which, Account, ob- 


ſerving the Opiate to begin a little to affect her in 
about two Hours aſter taking it, I fo ordered her 
Doſe that it might take Place about her dreſſing 

Time or quickly after. Her Food was — 
Cream, Panadda, or ſmall Chicken-Broth.: Her 
Drink a ſmall emmy and Emulſions ex Sem. 
«fr. ng. Sb. 8 d. in A. 


The greateſt Care now. was to keep down the 


other Places : Upon the right Eye-lid, the Slough 
caſting off, left only a fine and very thin Part of 


the inward Membrane, which I was much. afraid 


cmould alſo have come away, and laid bare the Eye: 
However 
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However it did incarn, altho* the Heat had been 
ſo great through the ſame, as to ſcorch the Cornea 
and leave a Sort of Albygo on the one half of the 
Pupil, ſtill remaining. On the upper Part of the 
Os Fugale, or between that and the Temple of the 
ſame Side, there was a very thick Slough threw 
off, leaving behind great Loſs of Subſtance, and 
which with the utmoſt Care I could uſe, would not 
incarn without endangering a Stricture, and pull. 
ing down the lower Eye-lid, altho' the ſmalleſt 
Matter imaginable ; there being alſo great Fluxi- 
on upon the Eye, I contrived ſeveral Collyriums, 
ſome of the Lac Mulieb. and Ag. Rof. ſome of 
the Mucilage of Sem. P/yl. & Cydon. in Ag. Plans 
tag. extr. and laſtly others to dry up the Humour 
of the Lap. Tutie ſubtiliſſimè lævigat. in Ag. Sperm. 
Ran. adding a few Grains of the Sacc. Saturn: : 
Notwithſtanding which I fear'd what ha ppen'd, 
that there would be no preventing a Lippitudo, 
however inconſiderable, yet ſtill ſufficient to be 
ſeen upon ſuch a Part, where the leaſt Diſorder is 
a great Blemiſh to the Grace and Beauty of the 
Face: All the Surface of which even from the Ver- 
tex down to her Breaſt, taking in her Ears and far 
backwards behind on her Neck, being now as it 
were one continu*'d Ulcer, it may be imagined the 
Pain muſt be in a Manner inſupportable, and that 
the ſtoical Apathy it ſelf (were ſuch a Thing to be 
found) muſt now buckle to human Frailty and make 
its juſt Complaints, which were as well moderated 
by the patient Submiſſion of this young Gentlewo- 
man (all Things conſidered) as could with any Rea- 
ſon be expected. 
The Diſcharge of Matter from the whole Ul- 
ceration was exceeding large, which together with 
the perpetual Pain and Anguiſn, there ſeemed ſmall 
likelihood ſhe could ſubſiſt under, till the Parts 
were all ſkin'd over. Being deſirous that nothing 
. 2905 D d ſmould 
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ſhould be omitted that might conduce to her Re- 
covery, and likewiſe of ſecuring (what I could) 
my own Reputation, together with her Life from 
the Reflections of a Sort of People in the World, 
who when they ſee the Ruins of Beauty occaſi- 
on'd by theſe Accidents, imagine they might all 
have been prevented: I called in to my Aſſiſtance 
that very good Man, and excellent Surgeon, Mr. 
Richard Blundell, who was by, more than once, at 
our Times of dreſſing, conſented to what was 
done, and told the Parents that if ſhe did bear u 
or was not ſunk by the great Diſcharge, of whic 
there ſeemed Danger, they muſt take her Face as 
it happened, there being no Poſlibility to prevent 
Scars and Seams ariſing after, upon ſuch dreadful 
Caſualties. 
The Parents deſirous of her Life, ſeem'd eaſy, 
under ſo great an Affliction, at what might betide 
her Face, and left her wholly to the divine Bene- 
dition upon my Care and Medicines. | 

The Parts were all now ſo exceeding ſenſible that 
they would not bear wiping, tho' ne'er fo gently, 
nay if I laid on only the downy Part of ſome ſoft 
Lint to ſuck up the Matter, upon taking it off 
again, ſhe would cry out moſt piteoufly. | 
It was remarkable that in ſeveral Places where 
the Burns were deepeſt, after caſting off the firſt 
Slough, and the Fleſh appearing freſh and red in 
ſome Parts under, yet in a Day or two we had a 
ſecond, and after that a third Slough to digeſt off ; 
But in the Places that remained clear and well di- 
geſted, the Dreſſings were all dry, compos'd of 
large Pledgits of the ſofteſt and fineſt Lint I could 
make ; and when this would not keep under the 
ſpongy Fleſh, which was in ſeveral Places, I found 
no Catheretick more uſeful, and producing leſs Pain 
than the Calx Viva, which I was under a Neceſlity 
of ſprinkling in ſome Places, once in two or three 


Days, 
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Days, my outward Application being ſtill the Ce- 
rate I have ſo often mentioned. 

The Buſineſs of, the Morning (at leaſt great Part 
of it) was to provide Dreſſings of ſeveral Sorts a- 
gainſt the Afternoon, when (all Things got ready) 
I ſpent near an Hour's Time each Dreſſing : Some 
Places requiring one Medicine, upon Plaiſters one 


way ſhaped to the Parts, others another, ſhaped 


other ways, that they might fit cloſe and. eaſy. 
Some were dreſt dry, as aforeſaid, ſome with Dia- 


pomphotigos, others with Unguent. Tutiæ, others 


other ways; I try'd to bring in the Edges with a 
ſlight Touch of the Vitriol Stone, Alume Stone, 
Lint prepared from Rags dipt in a vitriolick Solu- 
tion dry*d and ſcraped, but neither could be diſpens'd 
with for the horrid Pain, how lightly ſoever touch- 


ed, laſting ſeveral Hours after : I then prepared ſe- 


veral fine Cambrick Puffs half full of the moſt 
ſubtil Powders of Tutia, Ceruſſa, Lap. Calam, with 
theſe I lightly ſhook out their ſeveral Contents, as 
I ſaw Occaſion ; I prepar'd Lint alſo after the man- 
ner of the,other, with an Aqua Calcis, with which 
and the Calx itſelf, where nothing elſe would do, 
I kept down the Fungus, and diſpoſed the Parts ta 
ſkin, which came on but ſlowly about the Edges : 
A great Work, and almoſt endleſs, had not ſeveral 
of the Places about the middle dry*d up, and, com- 
municating with each other, forwarded the Heal- 
ing. The Parts about the Neck and Forehead 
which were raw, appeared ſmooth, and as it were 
glazed (the worſt and moſt difficult Sort to bear a 
Cicatrix.) About the former were ſeveral of theſe 
raw and glaſſy Parts, appearing like ſo many little 
Rivers, whilſt other ſmaller dry'd up, might be re- 
ſembled to as many 1#bmi or Iſlands lying between, 
by whoſe Means we not only diſcover'd, but reach d 
the Shoar, turning the ſaid Rivers quickly after in- 
to dry Land. 


- 
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I need not go about to tell an Artiſt of the Va- 
riety of Work that muſt neceſſarily here happen, 
whilft ſome Places wanted Digeſtion, others In- 
carning, others the keeping down of looſe and ſpon- 
gy Fleſh unavoidably ariſing, and laſtly others Dry- 
ing with as little biting as was poſſible; and all fo 
contrived as to ſit eaſy, and give the leaſt Diſtur- 
bance, with ſpecial Regard had to the Fingers, the 
Ears, Eye-lids, Noſtrils, Lips, Fc. ſo as they 
might be preſerved in the beſt Figure, without 
Stricture, Contraction or Adheſion of the Parts to- 
gether. The Muſculi Maſtoidei at their Origin from 
the Top of the Sternum, being burnt into ſeverely, 
upon caſting off the Eſchar, and incarning together 
with the Muſcles of the Larynx, formed after a 
round Hole or ſinking in; however, to prevent 
Contraction, or drawing the Head to the ſaid Ster- 
num or Breaſt- bone, I laid her as low as poſſibly ſhe 
could endure, and thus keeping the Muſcles upon 
Extenſion, tho” it was a little Panfu. that Inconve- 
nience was prevented. 

Atſter the firſt Fortnight, 1 willingly have 
diſcontinued the Uſe of the Laudanum, but having 
try'd her o Night without, her Complaints were 
ſo terrible and piercing, that there was no bearing 
the Chamber ; wherefore I freely indulged her 15 
or 16 Drops every 24 Hours for a Month longer, 
by which her extreme Grief was a little moderated, 

altho' it was very difficult at ſome times to keep 
her out of a Delirium, by Reaſon of her Reſtleſſneſs 
and Watching, which together with her Pain had 
much waſted her, and brought her low: So that 
under theſe Circumſtances every Hour ſhe doſed, 
ſhe loſt an Hour of that intolerable Anguiſn; and 
J was glad by any means I could give her ſome Re- 
ſpite, altho' otherways with ſome little Hazard, 

Her Forchead and the Sides of her Temples, where 
thic raw Parts lay likewile as it were glazed, were 
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a- the laſt in ſkinning, together with the upper and 
n, outſide Part of the Cheek towards the Temple, 
n- where the greateſt Danger lay of contracting and 
n- pulling down the lower Lid of the Eye; one Side

he which was burnt ſeverely, ſ{kin'd indifferently ſmooth 
CY to Appearance, but ſticking after to the Membrane 
2ut underneath, upon ſmiling eſpecially, hauls a little 
to- down the Corner of the lower Lip: Her Cheeks, 
"MN during the Healing, lay alſo ſmooth and even, ſo 
ly. likewiſe the upper Eye lid, even that which was 
ner burnt almoſt quite through. 
"a When the Parts were cicatrized, I prepared an 
ent emollient and relaxing Liniment Ex Rad. Alb. Lil. 
7 alb. Bryn. Lumbric. terreft. Sem. Lini & Fænugr. 
he decocted in the Oleum ex Pedibus bovinis, with 
on which to anoint the Parts frequently, moſt likely to 
e- purſe up, wrinkle or to lie ſeamy: and for the diſ- 
colouring of the Skin a Preparation of Biſinuth, 
ve  Pomatum, Sperm. Ceti and Ol. Amygd. d. 
ng Thus in about two Months Time was the Work 
re finiſhed, the beſt I could : She was reſtored whole, 
ng and with Hopes to be freer from Scars than ap- 
15 pear'd after: A neceſſary Caution to teach young 
er, Surgeons that they be not too forward in warranting 
d, their Patients ſhall come off ſafe from theſe Acci- 
ep dents : For 'tis the Nature of Burns not through- 
els ly to diſcover their Scars, till the new Skin expos'd 
ad ſome Time to the Air indurates, together with the 
lat broken Fibres underneath, and being then contract- 
d, ed, draws up in callous Seams, or ſticking to the 
ad Muſcles underneath, hinders their free Motion, more 
e- eſpecially in ſome particular Geſtures ſpoiling the 
d. Agquilibrium (one being out- balanced by the other) 
re on which the Symmetry, Beauty and Proportion of 


re the Parts of our Bodies muſt depend, 4 
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About a Month after ſhe was healed the Skin 
began to grow a little horny in ſome Places of the 
Chin, the upper Lip, and one Side of the Cheek, 
whilſt the ſuſpected lower Eye-lid on the outer 
Corner was pulPd a little down by the Cicatrix 
on the Out- ſide. Her Neck and Breaſt tolerably 
ſmooth, unleſs the former about the Throat purſed 
up into a round Hole before obſerved, but theſe 
Parts are all hid by the Handkerchief, a ſmall Patch 
below the Corner of the Eye-lid hides the Lippitudo 
which is inconſiderable: And ſhe ſtill appears after 
this fiery Trial, an agreeable Woman in Conver- 
ſation, and all muſt own (if ſhe be not now) ſhe 
has been a pretty Woman, | 

If any Perſon (as ſome doubtleſs may be found 
that will) lay the Blame upon her Surgeon for 
leaving ſome unhandſome Seams or PucKerings 3 
let thoſe boaſting Pretenders undertake the like 
difficult Taſk, and leave ſmoother or handſomer 
Work behind them. Nay, let them but preſerve 
Life, under the ſame dangerous Occurrences, and 
I will overlook the Scars. The young Gentlewo- 
man my Patient, and her Friends, were fatisfy*d

In this, as well as many other Caſes of Affinity 
therewith, after I had try'd many, and thoſe de- 
ſervedly reputed extraordinary Medicines, · I found 
none to compare with that which I call my Cera- 
tum de Lapide Calaminari, of which I ufed I be- 
lieve to this Patient near halt a ſcore Pounds, and

having ſuch ample Experience thereof, I may be

Dia- 
pomph. Nutrit, Deſiccativ. Rubrum. Album. de Calce. 
Roſatum. or all the Epulotick Medicines now in 
Uſe, and for which Cauſe I can, for the publick 
Benefit, ſincerely recommend it to all the Profeſſors 
of the Art, and do wiſh that the Apothecaries would 
keep it made up in their Shops, to deliver at ſuita- 
ble Price to indigent or poor People, inſtead of 


their ridiculous Lucatellus Balſam, and other impro- 


per Medicines which they call for ignorantly, to 
their Skin-deep Maladies. | 

I know the Medicine has been imitated by ſeve- 

ral, and I have ſeen ſomewhat like it in ſome Gen- 
tlemens Salvatories, but I know not more than two 
Perſons I ever communicated it to, as I was wont 
to prepare it for my own Uſe, and having laid 
down that Practice, now publickly impart it to be 
prepar'd as follows.

E Nature as well of theſe, as of other 

Art Poyſons, having been profeſſedly treated 
and enquired into by ſeveral learned 
Mien, but by none more rationally than 
+ * * - our learned and excellent Phyſician Dr. 
Richard Mead *, I ſhall fay leſs to the Manner of their 
affecting the Blood and animal Spirits, according to 
their differing Textures, ſingular Properties and 


* Mechanic. Account of Pei. 
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various Energies : Speaking rather to the Hiſtory, 
and Practice in theſe Caſes approved by Way of 
Remedy for the Hurt. | 
Neither ſhall I think it needful either to touch 
upon the Hiſtory, or to lay down Remedies for 
ſuch Maladies as are occaſioned by venomous Ani- 
mals either Terreſtrial, Aquatile or Amphibious, 
foreign to our Country, or by which our People 
are in no Danger of being injured here at Home. 
Thus the ſeveral Kinds of Serpents mentioned b 
Authors, alſo exotic Inſects are paſſed by: Thoſe 
who would acquaint themſelves therewith, may, 
among divers others, conſult Sennertus*, who hath 
given a ſhort Hiſtory of them, with their Dia- 
gnoſticks, Prognoſticks and Cure: Or the Engh/h 


Reader may peruſe Mr. Ramſey upon this Subject. 


Of ſome ſingular and more ſurprizing, ſuch as that 
I mean of the Tarantula (a ſort of Spider of Apu- 
lia) the illuſtrious Baglivi has given a large Ac- 
count, as alſo Dr. Mead, one more ſuccinct. Thoſe - 
we have determined to take Notice of, are the Bites 
of Men, (if it be proper to call them ſo) of the 
Mad-dog, Cat, Adder, and ſome other exaſpe- 
rated Creatures, to be met with here; whoſe in- 
raged Spirits impreſſing a Taint upon the Saliva, 
together with their Teeth let into the Skin, doth 
induce ſome Alteration upon the circulating Blood, 
and thence upon the nervous Fluid, (or ſometimes 
firſt upon this latter, as one would be apt to ſur- 
miſe from its ſpeedy and dire Effects upon the Brain) 
exciting oftentimes very odd Phznomena, among, 
which are Stagnation of the Blood, Suffocation of 
the vital Flame, and final Ruin to the animal Fa- 
brick, | 

By inraged Spirits, I do not underſtand every

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light Fit of Anger or ſudden Paſſion, but ſuch a 
peculiar Diſorder as transforms them from their 
mild and benign Nature, to one fo very malignant, 
that the whole Syſtaſis of the corporeal Soul is car- 
ry'd into a Sort of Fury, Outrage or Madneſs z 
and contaminating the Juices of the Body, more 
eſpecially the Saliva, with the ſame deleterious 
Quality, diſpoſes it when mixed with the Blood and 
Humours of other Creatures, to raiſe the like Com- 

motion, and put on the ſame Fury. - bs 
I know there are who will not have the Spirits or 
rvous Fluid to be the Vehicles of this Poiſon. 
ut that the ſame being lodged in ſome certain 
Humours ſeparated and laid aſide in their proper Re- 
ceptacula, is after brought into Action either offen- 
ſively or defenſively, by the Creature who poſſeſſeth 
them: Thus in the Viper, the yellow Liquor ſe- 
cerned by peculiar Glands and forced through the 
Teeth (perforated for that Purpoſe) at the Time of 
+ biting: In the Dog the common Slaver : In ſeveral 
others the Juices contained in their Aculei or Stings, 
as among Plants that which is let through the Spicule 
or little Darts, if I may ſo call them, of the Sting- 
ing-Nettle, are ſaid to be the real Venom, and to 
execute the Miſchief, which whatever or where- - 
ever lodged, carries along with it Poteſtas maxima 
in minima Mole, the Particles of the Poiſon being 
ſo very ſubtle as to convey ſufficient Force through 
a ſmall Puncture, at ſometimes an almoſt impercep- 
tible Perforation of the outward Skin, to raiſe a civil 
War in the Animal Government, and ſo totally 

ſubvert its Economy. 1100 
Before I take Notice of ſome particular Bites 
ſuppoſed venomous, I have thought fit to premiſe, 
that as I by no means doubt there are ſuch, yet I 
queſtion whether the Accidents ariſing from ſome 
of them ſo reputed, may not more rationally be 
aſcribed to the Nature, and exquiſite Senſe 8 
5 the 
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the Part hurt, its Uſe and Dignity, eſpecially if 
lighting upon a cacochymic Conſtitution, or very 
diſeaſed Body, in which ſome ſeeming]y trivial Ac- 
cidents prove exceeding difficult to cure, and are 
often fatal : Thus I remember I had much Trouble 


to fave a Finger (and I think might as well have 


cut it off, ſince I was forced to leave it ſtiff and 
uſeleſs) bit by another Man, but could fairly im- 
pute the Accidents to the Tendon and Ligament 
contus'd, and even gnawn in ſunder, rather than 
with ſome People, to the Venom of the Bite. 
Fabric. Hild. hath ſeveral Inſtances of the like Bites 
from Men, as you will find Cert. 1. Obſerv. 84, 
and 85. Cent. 4. Obſerv. 87. which created great 
Difficulty in Healing; and no Wonder, being upon 
the Joints on the Fingers, among the Ligaments 
and Tendons: Nay, he himſelf doth own that tho 
the Bite of a Man in common Paſſion is very dan- 
gerous, yet it is much ſhort of the cruel Symptoms 
following the Bite of another Man, before bitten by 
a Mad-Dog, or outraged by the Poiſon of ſome 
other venomous Animal. 

Luſitanus gives two remarkable Examples of 
theſe Bites, the one upon the Knee, upon which 
enſued Gangrene and Death, for which the Biter 
was prevented biting any more, being truſſed up or 
hanged : The other upon the Fore-finger, occa- 
ſioning an incurable Ulcer otherwiſe than by the 
Loſs of the whole Hand, which was forced to be 
cut off to ſtop the farther Putrefaction: But in both 
theſe Caſes the Symptoms may be aſcribed, as I 
think, to the Nature of the Parts, and the ill Ha- 
bit of Body, rather than real Poiſon or Venom in 
the Teeth or Saliva of the Perſon biting ; there 
being no Notice taken of other Appearances than

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what ſometimes attend the common contus?d Wounds 
of theſe Parts. 

The Caſe in Meeł'ren* has indeed fomewhat in it 
yet more remarkable, as to the Symptoms attend- 
ing, plainly indicating very great Malignity in the 
Bite or Dyſcracy in the Blood: But he not without 
ſome Reaſon imputes all to the former. The Caſe 
1s this : ee 

An Officer employ'd to apprehend a Thief, and 
about to take hold of him, The Rogue in great Fu- 
ry got hold of his right Thumb with his Teeth, 
therewith not only making a Wound in the Fleſh, 
but Comminution of the Bone alſo; upon which 
the poor Man grew delirious before next Day, from 
the intolerable Pain extending from the Hand thro? 
the whole Arm to the Arm-pit and Shoulder-blade. 
The Wound was treated as venomous, and Alexi- 
pharmicks preſcribed inwardly, the Joynt being 
opened down to the Bone, there diſcharged a ſharp 
and thin Ichor, and about the eighth Day appear'd 
all over him red Spots, attended with ſtinking 
Sweats, after which great Oppreſſion on the Præ- 
cordia 'and Faintings coming on, the next Day he 
dy'd in a manner ſtupid ; being ſwelPd preſently fo 
exceſſively, and exhaling ſo intolerably an offenſive 
Smell, that his Friends were ſtreight oblig'd to put 
him in his Coffin, and inter him. | | 

The Author imputing this Miſcarriage pretty 
much to his being let Blood and purged (againſt 
his Advice) by another Phyſician called, makes 
this Inference, 

By this Inſtance may be gathered the ſtrange Force 
of Poiſon communicated by inraged Creatures; as 
alſo what Advantage or Diſadvantage are to be had 
from Purging and Sudorificks at theſe Times.

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-- Two Perſons quarrelling in a Tavern in my 
Neighbourhood, at length would, and (notwith- 
ſtanding Perſuaſions to the contrary, being in their 


Cups) did fight, in which one having got the other 


down, he, to revenge himſelf, catcheth faſt hold 
of the other's Ear, and would not let go *till with 
his Teeth continually gnawing, he tore away the 
lower Lobe with its Cartilage cloſe up to the Head. 
The Ear being found after the Fray, fome of the 
Company had a Notion of its being ſewed on a- 
gain, and they ſent for me, who told them it was 
by no means practicable, conſidering its entire Se- 
paration, mangled and unequally torn by the Bite, 
and trampled under Foot in the Scuffle ; however 
I ſtop'd his Bleeding, and advis'd him to go home 
to Bed. 72 

No long Time after, a drunken Fellow running 
into a Tradeſman's Shop, and being there abuſive, 
the Apprentice would have turn'd him out, but 
meeting with ſome Difficulty by the other's Reſiſt- 
ance, it happen'd that they both fell ; when the 
Villain ſeizing the young Fellow's Ear between his 
Teeth, bit off the lower Lobe in like Manner as 
the former, but ſomewhat more-brutiſhly, as a true 
"Avdewrop&y©r, ſwallowing the ſame that it might 
be put out of poſlibility of retrieving. | 

Now in both theſe Accidents, it was no Won. 
der bad Symptoms might ariſe from the mangled 
Cartilage, and the ſlow digeſting of thoſe Parts; 
as ſymptomatick Fever from the great Pain, Tu- 
mour, Inflammation, Gangrene, tho” this laſt was 
in both prevented, and the Parts dreſs'd up with 
Balſam. Terebinib. and Liniment. Arcei (uſing at 
the Times of Dreſſing a good warm diſcutient F9- 
tus) were at length digeſted, and after cicatrized 
with a Touch of the Vitriol Stone, and my Cerate 
de Lap. Cal. | 


1 But 
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But if either of theſe had been really venomous, 
more direful Accidents had enſued certainly, altho? 
the Wounds had been made only in the Skin with- 
out hurting the Cartilage, as in both. 

The former of theſe two, of a frolickſome and 
forgiving Temper, made up the Difference for a 
good Treat, and pleaſed himſelf that by leaving his 
Ear at Home, (which he kept to look upon in a 
Bottle of Spirits) he was now able to outwit, if 
not over-reach many People, agreeing at a certain 
Price, for as much of ſome particular Sort of 
Goods as would only reach from one of his Ears to 
the other. 

The latter, altho* no real Compenſation could 
be made, had ſomewhat however more reaſonable 
and conſiderable Satisfaction. 

But it is plain, that in neither of the Bites I 
have yet mentioned, or more that I could offer, 
(that of MeeFren only excepted) altho? all of them 
made in Anger, _ a Sort 1 or rather 
deviliſh Fury, appeared ſcarce other Sym 
toms than * the ſame had been occaſioned by he 
blunt or rugged Teeth of a pair of Forceps ; nay, 
very often we find worſe from the Point of a Lan- 
cet glancing upon the Aponeuroſis or Tendon it ſelf 
of the Biceps Muſcle, in Veneſection, to the great 
Hazard, and ſometimes Death of the Sufferer, as 
well as Loſs of Credit and Repute to the unfortu- 
nate Operator. Sylvius ſpeaks of an eminent Sur- 
geon in Holland, who died by a ſimple Puncture 
on the Outſide of his Thumb, occaſion'd by haſti- 
ly ſtriking the ſame againſt the Point of his Sciſ- 
fars, which he had let fall, and was about to take 

again, not minding that the Point of one 
Shank was ſtuck into the Floor, ſo the other was 
upright, which pricked him, no doubt, upon the 
Tendon.

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I will not diſpute but that the Bites of Men may 
be truly venomous, but whether a common Fit of 
Anger or ſudden Paſſion will make them ſo, is diſ- 
putable, or any thing ſhort of the higheſt Fury 
and Madneſs, occaſioned by their being firſt enve- 
nom'd themſelves by the force of ſome malign 
Diſeaſe, or the poiſonous Hurt inflited by enve- 
nom' d Creatures. | 
Galen * takes Notice of thoſe Bites inflicted by . 


one Man upon another, to differ nothing from other 


Ulcers, unleſs made by a highly diſeaſed Body in 
great Rage, and chiefly biting faſting, when his 
Teeth and Slaver are more eſpecially impregnate 

and ting'd with Bile. 1 
But to come to Wounds which are on all Hands 
agreed to be truly venomous, and where the whole 
Scene is different, we ſhall begin with thoſe from 
the Poiſon of a Mad-dog, whole ſuperficial Hurts 
the Body, nay, (according to ſome) his very 


g Saver touching the Parts, are enough to affect it, 


and produce very dangerous (moſt commonly fatal) 


Symptoms. _— 


The ſame Galen F ſpeaking upon this Subject, 
and rightly obſerving that there 1s no Difference, 
as to outward Appearance, between theſe and 
other Wounds, adviſeth that the learned Phyſician 
ſhould be conſulted, who will inquire whether the 
Dog inflicting the Hurt was thin, meagre, and as 
it were half ſtarved, his whole Af; wild and 
fierce, with his Eyes red and fiery, his Tail hang- 
ing down betwixt his Legs, foaming or ſlavering 
at the Mouth, out of which his Tongue hangs 
tinged of a yellowiſh Colour : Again, whether he 
runs againſt any Thing in his Way, ſometimes 
ſtanding ftill as in a Maze, and ſtraight running

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out again without barking, unleſs hoarſly, ſetting 
upon any Thing or Perſon, whether Friend or Ene- 
my ; by theſe Enquiries, faith he, the Phyſician 
comes to know whether the Dog was mad, which 
finding ſo, inſtead of treating the Hurt as a ſimple 
Wound, he preſently cuts the Fleſh round about, 
that it may be longer in healing, at leaſt not ſooner 
than forty Days, in which Time the Venom may 
be let out ; or burns the Place with a hot Iron, after 
cutting into the Eſchar, that it may not be ſhut up, 
applying to the Part Theriaca, and adminiſtring of 
it inwardly at the ſame Time. 

The Signs of this Rabies, as reckoned up by 
ſome noted Writers, are ſuch as theſe following, 
viz. In the Beginning, great Anxiety or Thought- 
fulneſs, alſo Peeviſhneſs, without knowing for 
what, Oppreſſion, with a Senſe of gnawing ät the 
Stomach, Laſſitude of the Body and Impotence to 
Action; reſtleſs and diſturbed Sleep, great Fearful- 
neſs without Occaſion, ſometimes muttering and 
talking to themſelves ; a Senſe of Pain ſtretching 
it ſelf from the wounded Part (altho* healed long 
ſince) to the Head; and when the Poiſon begins 
to work, there is a Diſtention of the Limbs as in 

awning, with Pain between whiles: The Face 
ooks red, they foam at Mouth, their Eyes ſtaring, 
wild and frightful to look fupon : They ſpit upon 
the By-ſtanders; they bark, ſome of them, as it 
were, like Dogs, ſnapping to bite ſuch as are near 
them, even againſt their Will; as in the young 
Man mentioned by Gentilis, who deſired his Mo- 
ther to keep off, left he ſhould happen to bite her, 
which he ſaid he could not avoid; whilſt others 
are delirious, * rave and know not what they do 
But this is common to all at the Height of the 
Diſeaſe, that they cannot bear to take in any Liquid, 
nor to behold the ſame offered to them, without 
extreme Trouble and great Agony. And as in the

was perplex'd with ſtrange Imaginations, horrid 
Viſions and Frights, and ſoon. after to be ſeized 
with the Aguæ Pavor, (the grand Pathognomonic 
of the Diſtemper) loathing both Wine and Water, 
then barking like a Dog, and not knowing her own 
Family to ſnatch and catch at them with her Teeth, 
endeavouring to bite them, till at length ſhe expi- 
red under this Agony. And this, faith he, in his 
Letter to his Friend Roſcius) is the Truth and Mat- 
ter of Fact, which thoſe who are ignorant of the 
ſtrange Efficacy of this Poiſon, and have not ſeen 
it, have been ready to call in queſtion. "3 
Io illuſtrate this Caſe, and demonſtrate the Poſ- 
ſibility of Infection after a ſlight Manner, he ſub- 
joins the Account of a young Fellow whom he 
ew. (and there names). about twenty Years of 
Age, having, the Summer before the writing, 
hereof, in the Time of Harveſt, received a light 
Scratch upon his Thumb by a Cat, whom not ſu- 
ſpecting to be mad, and the Scratch ſcarce hurting 
the outward Skin, he (neglecting Remedies) took 
no Notice of it, but ſuffered the Place to heal of 
itſelf, which was neither attended with Pain, In- 
flammation or other Symptom: About the firſt 
Day of the March following, he began to grow 
| melancholy, fearful, and diſturbed with ſtrange 
Fancies, inſomuch that the Day after he durſt not, 
nor would ſtir out of his Houſe : Coming to him 
on the third, I found him bydrophobical, being fo 
fearful of either Water, Wine, or any liquid-or 
reſplendent Thing, that he could not come near 
them, nor ſuffer them to be brought to him ; being 
ask*d if he would drink, he cry*d out, and ran pre- 
ſently to hide himſelf 3 his Face, Neck and Breaſt 
were much inflamed, mixed with a livid or bluiſh 
Complexion ; he had then great Sweats upon him, 
and was exceeding reſtleſs, throwing himſelf about 
from one Side of the W the other, 3 
| 0 2 that 
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that three ſtout Fellows were ſcarce able to manage 
him : He would often make a Noiſe, and ſtrive to 
ſnap at thoſe about him, whom he had bitten, if he 
had not been carefully prevented. He refus'd all 
Suſtenance, whilſt'the very Sight of a Cup made 


him afraid and tremble, and thus pitifully departed 


the fame Night: And therefore I think there is 
leſs Reaſon to doubt, ſays the Author, the Truth 
of our former Hiſtory: For if the Force of this Ve- 
nom is ſo great as to communicate it ſelf by the 
Claws of the mad Cat, through the Skin, to its 
capillary Veins and Arteries, thence to the larger 
Trunks of the Veſſels, and ſo to the Heart and 
Brain, it will be much eaſier to apprehend that the 
ſame being received by the Woman's biting off her 
Thread, imbued with the Slaver of the Dog, ſhould 
have the ſame, if not more direful Effects. 
Lufitanus * tells us he knew two Children, who 
whilſt playing together upon the Bed, were both 
ſcratch'd by the ſame mad Cat, on their Feet, and 
four Years after died mad: So great and wonder- 
Ful is the Force of this Poiſon, to lie conceaPd 
ſome Years, without being extinguiſh'd or over- 


come, at length exerting it ſelf to the Patient's 


Ruin. | 

In the fame Obſervation he mentions a Gentle- 
man walking along in the Streets, when a Crew of 
Rabble behind, had got a mad Dog bound with 
Cords, _ — a Sort of Triumph, with 
great Hollowing: The ing led up pr

ing to behold him, for fear ſome Miſchief ſhould 
enſue, he drew his Sword, and therewith ran him 
through putting it up again into the Scabbard ; 
when after eight Years, the ſame Perſon in great

after growing mad and furious, died raving. A 
Caſe but little differing from this, is recited by 
Iſaias Meichſnerus de propriis ohſervationibus, re- 
corded alſo by Schenkius. : be 

That the Scratch and Bite of a Cat, are alike 
miſchievous when mad, beſides the Hiſtory above, 
there are many others. Amat. Luſit. f hath enter'd 
the Account of a Merchant, who with four more 
of his Family, being ſet upon by their Cat, and 
either ſcratched or bitten, were ſoon. after ſeized 
with terrible Symptoms, and died every one of 


them. Baccius ||, that he ſaw a Woman bitten by 


her own Cat, who in fourteen Days, notwithſtand- 
ing all Remedies, together with the actual Cautery 
applied upon the Wound in the Skin, unfortu- 
nately periſned. In their Church of St. Marys he 
takes notice likewiſe of an Inſcription he had ſeen 
and read upon an ancient Monument, in theſe

There are indeed ſcarce any Gccurrences we meet 
with, ſo ſurpriſing as the Operation of ſome Poiſons 
upon the Blood and nervous Fluid, which variouſly 
transform, as it were, the whole Man, putting in- 
to him a quite different Nature and Aſpect from 
his own, according to the differing Venom with

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pear aſtoniſhed, whilſt others rage amd grow furi- 
ous : Some joyful and merry, others ſad and fearful : 
Some always ſleeping, whilſt others he awake con- 
tinually watchful : Some ſtill and ſilent, others per- 
petually talking and in Motion: Inſomuch that 
with the learned“ Roſcius, a Perſon unacquai 
would ſooner take them for the Effects of ſo many 
Demons having got Poſſeſſion, than mere Diſeaſes, 
 Zacut. Luſit. I tells a diſmal Story, citing after- 
wards Baptiſta Codronchius ] (who hath a great ma- 
ny of them) of a Perſon bitten-by a mad Dog, wha 
in the Night-time breaking his Bonds, fell upon 
his Keepers and bit them; after which they in like 
manner running mad, were all ſhut up and died in 
two Days time, biting and barking at each other 
like ſo many Dogs, In the adjoining Qbſervation 
there is ſomething as odd, of a noble Woman who 
forfeited her Life out of her abundant Concern (like 
ſome of our Ladies) for her Lap-Dog, whom ſor- 
rowfully kiffing it after it was dead (being ſtrangled 
on the Occaſion of its growing mad) from theSlaver 
about the Cur's Mouth, grew mad herſelf, and in 
ſeven Days time dy' d miſerably thereof. | 
The Caſe of Baldus the Lawyer, deſtroy'd by 
an (otherwiſe) inconſiderable Bite on the Lips, from 
a little Dog he kept to play withal, is generally 
well known and recorded by Ambroſe Parey F. Cæ- 
| Tins Aurelianus ** mentions a Woman running di- 
ſtracted from a bare Scratch on the Face, by ſuch 
another Cur, her Favourite.

That not only the Bite and Scratch, but the Sla- 
ver of theſe Creatures lighting upon any Part of the 
Skin, is infectious, appears from Galen , who in- 
forms, that their very Foam being touch'd, is 
enough to occaſion the Madneſs callꝰd Hydropbobia; 
which is farther confirmed by Matthivlus ||, who 
acquaints us, that he knew two Perſons thus affect- 
ed, without any Wound by Scratch or Bite, only 
having the Spume accidentally falling on them. .

The ſame Paimarins ** declares, as upon his own 
Knowledge, that a Country-Man being bitten by 
a mad Dog, having the Uſe of his Reaſon at cer- 
tain Intervals, deſiring to take Leave of his Chil- 
dren, as knowing himſelf a dying Man, it was 
granted, and he kiſſed each of them and died. And

came a-nigh him: At length by the Subtilty of a 
Horſe-Courſer, muffling up his Head, he was 
brought to the Bank of the Rhine, and there by 
Force puſhed into the River, over which when be 
had ſwam, and drank luſtily of the fame, he came

King of 
France (taken notice of by the fame Author) af- 
firmed to Fernelius (Maſter to Palmarius) that who- 
ever eat this Plant either in Sallets or otherways

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mould undoubtedly be ſecure from Harm, and the 
Hydrophoby never would attack him : This Experi- 
ment he had often made 'upon the King's Dogs, 
who running mad, or being bitten by others that 
were ſo, he always relieved by giving this Plant as a 
Medicine, and after cured ſome Men that were bit- 
ten, by adminiſtring the ſame. 

In many of the Roman Catholick Countries, this 
Cure is taken out of the Phyſicians Hands, and 
transferr'd to the Shrines of Saints, unto which the 
Diſeaſed reſort as it were on Pilgrimage, and offer 
their Devotions. Thus both Cælius Rbodiginusò and 
Mattbiolus F take notice of the Chapels of St. Domi- 
nict and Bellinus, much frequented by theſe People, 
who by the Exorciſms and certain Characters made 
uſe of by the Prieſts, are ſaid to be reſtored, as the 
laſt of theſe Authors affirms from the manifold 
Teſtimonies of ſeveral of them, and which he re- 


folves partly into the divine Benediction of the Pray- 


ers made uſe of by the Prieſt, and partly (if not 
chiefly) to the ſtrong Faith and Imagination of the 
Afflicted. 


Joannes Fovianus Pontanus, in one of his Dia- 
logues, remembers a Charm communicated to a 
certain Spaniard, which was wont to be uſed by 
the People of Apulia, the Country of the Tarantu- 
la, for the Relief of thoſe bitten by the mad Dog: 
Which for our Readers Diverſion, more than In- 


ſtruction, we have here inſerted. But firſt you are 


to underſtand, that they were to go nine Times 
round the Town on the Sabbath, having taken no 
Reſt that Night, but till calling upon St. Vitus as 
they went along, imploring his Aſſiſtance : On the

with Dioſcor. others with Galen, and laſtly others 
with Pliny : But Galen ſpeaking ſo highly in its 
Praiſe, it is beſt, according to Sennertus, that we 
adhere to him, whoſe Alyſſon is plainly explicated 
and deſcribed, as well by Tabernomontanus , as Cul? 
fius , that of Dioſcorid. ſaith Dr. Mead, being a 
Species of Leucoium, that of Galen a Marrubium.

Some Practitioners, upon the Authority of Avi- 
cen, lay the greateſt Streſs upon ſome powerful Diu- 
reticks, even to the pifling of Blood, and (having 
firſt try*d the Spica Celtica Valeriana, Aſarum, Scor- 
dium, &c.) for that End direct Cantharides. The 
Country People mix the Scarabæi with Honey, or 
throwing away their Heads, put them into Oil- 
Olive, half a Dozen or more to a Pint, and then 
drinking frequently of the Oil Zj. or Zy. at a time. 

The keeping open ſeveral Bliſters, when there 
are Signs of this approaching Madneſs, is of great 
Service, being apply'd to the Arms, Thighs and 
Legs, and kept running for a long time. 

Of the Uſe of the Cantharides inwardly on theſe 
Occaſions, their Preparation, Doſe, and Way of 
Exhibition, conſult the aforeſaid Mead *, who hath 
cited Baccius and Boccone the Ttalian for the ſame 
Purpoſe. | "NO 

But after all, the greateſt Streſs, by many Authors, 
is laid on the Submerſion or Plunging into Salt, or 
Sea-water, or where that cannot be done; the Bath- 
ing in that which is freſh : Which however Czlius 
Aurelianus, Avicen, Celſus and others ſeem to de- 
preciate and undervalue, has many learned and fa- 
0 mous Meior Advocates, But finding already this 
n Chapter like to exceed in Length, I muſt refer the 
Reader for farther Satisfaction in the Effects of that 


#® Mechanick Account of Poiſons, 
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Element upon human Bodies, at the T ime of their 
Immerſion, and the mechanick Solution of the ſame 
Effects, to ſome late Treatiſes of cold Bathing, and 
to what Mr. Wainwright in his Hiſtory of Non- 
naturals, and Dr. Mead in his Eſſays aforeſaid, have 
delivered thereupon. 

I ſhall finiſh my Diſcourſe of theſe Bites of the 
mad Dog, with two of three Caſes which happen- 
ed here at Home, the one of a Patient of my own, 
another very remarkable and more particular, from 
Dr. Lifter ; with a third from Dr. Howman. 


The former, which I preſented to the Royal So- 


ciety by my good Friend and Acquaintance (at that 
time) the deceaſed Dr. Ed. Tyſon, was as follows. 
In the Year 1688, there was brought to us for 
Cure, a Child of about 3 Years of Age, who had 
Juſt then received a large Wound upon the Maſſe- 
ter Muſcle, by the Bite (as it proved) of a mad 
Dog : The Wound: was e with Digeſtives, 
and in a ſhort time diſcharged a laudable Pus, in- 
carning after, and in about three Weeks time was 
cicatriſed, when upon ſhutting of it up, the Child 
was ſeized with a Fever and great Palpitation: The 
Night following he grew delirious, and the ſuc- 
ceeding Day the Malignity had made ſuch Impreſ- 
ſion upon the Nerves, as did excite very ſtron 
Irritations in the Muſcles, by convelling of their 
Fibres : Neither was the Brain free from the mor- 
bid Taint, which manifeſted it ſelf in a ſtrange un- 
uſual Diſtortion of the Eyes, and great Fierceneſs 
of the whole Viſage, conſtant Vigil and Trembling, 
with a repeated ſnatching up of the lower Jaw, as 
if he would have bit what came anig . His 
Voice was uttered with a ftrange Hoarſeneſs, and 
reſembled that of a Dog Barking: He was more- 
over infeſted with a Singultus, and conſtant foam- 
ing at the Mouth, being no fooner ſenſible of the 


Reflection of a Leoking-Glaſs, (which out of Cu- 
a rioſity 
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rioſity I preſented before him) but he threw his 
Head backwards with great Violence, and conti- 
nued barking and ſnapping at all about him: The 
Evening enſuing, notwithſtanding ſuch Alexiphar- 
micks as had been exhibited, he ſunk under the 
Force of theſe cruel Symptoms. After Death the 
Belly preſently was inflated, the Superfice of the 
Body appeared livid, and the Muſcles of the Face 
contracted ſo as to form the Spaſmus Cynicus, 


The ſecond from Dr. Liſter thus. 
James Corton, of York, a very ſtrong and well-, 
built young Man, was bit with a mad Dog in the 
Right-hand ; the Wound heal'd of it ſelf, and the 
Thing was forgot. After about 5 or 6 Weeks, he 
complains of a Pain all over his Bones, but eſpe- 
cially his Back and round about his Stomach, looks 
very pale, hollow-ey'd, &c. The third Day after 
this Complaint, viz. Sunday, March 11, 1683, he 
called for Burnt-Brandy, drank it, went to Bed and 
vomited it up; after this he had a reſtleſs Night, 
and in the Morning found himſelf very ill, with a 
ſtrong riſing in his Stomach, and tho* no Thirſt, 
yet an Impotence to drink and even to ſwallow his 
Spittle, which was Death to him as he often ſaid, 
Diaſcordium and a Bottle of Cordial-Water was 
brought to him by an Apothecary that Morning : 
The Diaſcord. he took, but was not able to drink 
of the Cordial one Spoonful, This on Monday 
Morning : About one a Clock that Day I firſt ſaw 
him and found him upon his Bed, his Pulſe very 
flow and ſometimes unequal, but not unleſs fright- 
ed from the riſing of his Stomach, his Fleſh cold, 
his Tongue not dry but flexible and moiſt, a little 
white. I cauſed him to riſe off the Bed and ſet him 
full in the Light, and then becauſe he mightily 
complained of I know not what Sickneſs about his 
Stomach, I offered him of the Cordial, but he 
Sa Ff 2 ſtarted 
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ſtarted and trembled at the Approach of it : This I 
exceedingly admired z wherefore I called for a Glaſs 
of Wine or Water, and a Tumbler of Water was 
brought me up, which I gave him to drink, but 
he vehemently ſtarted at it, and his Stomach ſwel- 
led and roſe after I know not what odd and ſtrange 
Manner; and I could then find his Pulſe very trem- 
bling and diſturbed ; I ſtill urged him to drink, 
but as I put it forwards to his Mouth, he the more 


affrighted, drew back his Head and ſigh'd, and 


ey'd it with a moſt ghaſtly Look not without Shrick- 
ing and Noiſe. This ſoon convinced me that it 
was Aque Pavor ; I forthwith ordered a Vein to be 
opened in the Arm that was bit, cauſed the Wound 
to be ſcarify'd and drawn with Veſicatories, and 
the ſame Plaiſter to be apply'd to the Neck and 
Legs, and the Inſide of the Arms: I ordered the 
uſual and famed Antidotes to be given, as of Theri- 
aca, Cinis Canc. Ruta, Agaricus, &c. in Bolus's ; 
for 'tis to be noted that ſolid Things in a Spoon he 
could take, but yet not without much Trembling, 
Fear and Caution, and an earneſt Requeſt that no 
body would ſuddenly offer them to him, but give 
them into his Hand gently, and then he would by 
degrees ſteal his Hand ſoftly towards his Mouth, 
and of a ſudden chop the Spoon in, and ſwallow 


| what was in it, Velut Canis ad Offam : And this he 


did more greedily and readily than any other Man 
could do. Of theſe Antidotes in Bolus he took zi. 
every Hour, and always in this Manner for at leaſt 
a dozen Times taking. 

Drink was proffered him in the Night, but he 


could not fee it without Horrour, and the ſame 


Motions from his Stomach : Nay, he did affirm, 

that as often as by chance he ſwallowed any Spittle, 

it went to his Heart, even as though he ſhould die 

that very Moment, This Night paſſed wholly 

without any Sleep or Reſt, Tye/day Morning I 
| | 1 | 
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view'd his Blood, which was both as to the Serum 
and Cake well coloured, and in ſuch Proportion as 
uſual in healthy Perſons, and of good Conſiſtence: 
He had now a violent Fever upon him and a quick 
Pulſe: Water was offered him by my Order, but 
in vain, he begging he might die unmoleſted, no- 
thing being ſuch a Terror to him as the Approach 
of Drink. I then with much Difficulty perſuaded 
him to caſt himſelf croſs the Bed upon his Belly 
(for he had his Cloaths looſly about him) hang- 
ing his Head over the other Side, perſuading my- 
ſelf that this Poſture might be advantageous to his 
Drinking, that ſince in the ere& Poſture of a Man, 
he could not ſo much as endure the Approach of 
Liquor; in this Poſture then of a Dog, he ſuffer- 
ed a large Bowl, filled with ſmall Beer, to be 
brought under his Head, and embracing it with 
Raptures of Joy, he declared he was infinitely re- 
frethed with the Smell of it: That he now faw it 
with Delight, and aſſured us he ſhould be able ſoon 
to drink it all off: And he that but now thought 
himſelf a dying Man, talked pleaſantly, and faid 
many paſſionate Things to his Brother, Wife, Sc. 
wonderfully extolling this Invention, and thanking 
me for it: He endeavoured, with great Earneſtneſs, 
to put down his Head to it, but could not, his 
Stomach roſe as often as he open'd his Lips. At 
length he put out his Tongue and made towards 
it, as though he would lap : But ever as his Tongue 
never ſo little touched the Surface of the Beer, he 
ſtarted back affrighted : And yet all this while was 
pleas'd with the Thoughts of drinking, and would 
not ſuffer the Maid-ſervant to take it away from 
under his Head; and if ſhe did a little withdraw 
it, he ſaid he followed it by the Smell with De- 
light, ſnuffling with his Noſtrils. After a long 
Time, being mightily toiled, he alledged that the 
faint Smell of the Small-Beer hindered him from 
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drinking, and therefore deſired a Bowl of Ale, which 
was brought him : But after much ſtriving and ex- 
erting his Tongue a thouſand Times, he could not 
drink of it, and lapping with great Affrights, as 
oft as his Tongue touched it, he ſtarted back with 
his Head, bringing it down again gently, to the 
Bowl a hundred Times, but all in vain : And in 
this Poſture, what upon his Belly, what upon his 
Hands and Knees, he kept himſelf at leaſt an Hour 
thus tantalizing himſelf, but it was not in his Power 
to drink. We then gave him a Quill which conſiſt- 
ed of two or three Joints, the one End in his Mouth 
the other in the Liquor, but he could not manage it, 
nor ſuck any more than a Dog. I perſuaded him 
to give over and lie down, which he did, and not 
long after my going away, he fell into a Convulſion 
Fit, bit and ſnarled and catched at every Body, 


and foam'd at the Mouth: After this Fit was over, 


he tock an Elleboriſm in a Bolus, which was taken 
like the reſt and very willingly by him: It wrought 
about three or four Times very plentifully, and he 
declared himſelf wonderfully at eaſe by it, but yet 
now and then fell convulſed, and then always inſen- 
ſible: And after four Hours I returned to him a- 
gain, and found the Miniſter with him, he talk'd 
very ſenſibly to him, pray'd very earneſtly with 
him, ſaying the Prayers after him, and deſired the 
Sacrament, which in theſe Circumſtances could not 
be given. 


He was again ſolicited to drink, and he now 


readily enough put himſelf into the former Poſ- 
ture, and with as much Earneſtneſs as ever, uſed 
all the little Shifts to drink, while the Bowl was 
under his Head, but all in vain : He had a little 
Silver Tumbler, fill'd with Drink, put into his 
Hand, which ſuddenly, when he had as it were 
ſtolen it near his Mouth, he would have thrown 
into his Throat, as he did the Bolus's: But it hit 

ö againſt 
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againſt his Teeth, and fell into the Bowl: I can- 


not ſay he ever went to Stool or made Water all 
this Time, and therefore had a Clyſter given him, 
but upon parting with it, which he did immedi- 
ately, almoſt as ſoon as given, he died convulſed: 
But his not making Water, as well as a trouble- 
ſome Priapiſm which he complained of when upon 
his Knees, might proceed from the Bliſtering Plai- 
ſters as well as the Diſcaſe. 


That nothing may be wanting which relates to 


this Caſe; the Day after his Interment, I acciden- 
tally met with his Couſin, Mrs. S. who told me 
that her Daughter was in Fear, for juſt that very 
Day Fortnight before his Death, ſhe had been at 


his Houſe, and he would go home with her to her 


Mother's : That ſhe remembered his Hand trem- 
bled and his Body ſhaked, that he was in a cold 
Sweat, and in great Diſorder, fo that ſhe aſkt him 
what he aiPd : He told. her that after his Work 
(for he was an Upholſterer) it had been of Jate 
uſual with him, and which was remarkable, the 
very Dog which bit him, came at that Time 


along with him to her Mother's Houſe, and was 
alive and well at the Man's Death. —8 


To this we may add, that Mr. Widdow a Mer- 
cer, doth affirm, that about the very Time that 
Mr. Corton was thought to be bit by Mr. Sutton's 
Dog, a black Dog, which he verily believes to be 
the ſame, came and bit a Whelp of his in the Shop: 
The next Day the Whelp ran mad up and down 


the Houſe, and bit him and the Maid in the, Leg 


and dy'd that very Day. About a Month after he 
was bit, he found himſelf not well, and was trou. 
bled with-a Pain at his Heart, and had a Fearful- 
neſs and Trembling upon him, and got no Reſt for 
three Nights: Upon which he had himſelf blood- 
ed, and found himſelf better: His Maid doth not 
yet complain of any Harm. 1 
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The Remarks which the learned Dr. makes upon 
this Buſineſs, are theſe, which however taking up 


a little more of our Reader's Time, yet ſurely every 
ingenious Man will think them very neceſſary to be 
adjoined to this ſingular Hiſtory. 5 

It is very hard, ſaith he, to give any probable 
Reaſon of this Aque Pavor : What Galen (de The- 
riaca) ſays of their much coveting Water, becauſe 
of the intolerable Thirſt upon them, agrees not with 
our Caſe : For this Man would often ſay he was 


not thirſty, which alſo appeared by the Moiſture 


- 


and Flexibility of his Tongue: Nor was he diſtrac- 
ted as Galen would have them, but all the Time in 
his Wits, diſcourſing rationally. What Fulius Pal- 
marius means by the third Paroxyſm of an Hydro- 
hobia, I cannot underſtand, for this Man had the 
Diſeaſe upon him continually from the firſt Moment 
to his Death, which was near 48 Hours without any 
Intermiſſion. Dioſcorides treats of it moſt ſoberly, 
and 1s to be credited. Quidam, qui jam Aquæ Me- 
tum ſentirent, ſumpto Helleboro, ſimul ac primum 
Morbi impetum experirentur, ſanati ſunt : Nam & 
jam vitio tentatos nemo unquam ſervare poteſt, This 
very well agrees with our Caſe, the latter Perſon who 
had a Senſe of the Evil, had it prevented by bleed- 
ing, but our Man which had the Evil, that is the 
Aque Pavor upon him, not bleeding, neither the 
moſt famed Antidotes, or even Hellebore could in 
the leaſt ſave, tho? not very untimely given him. 
The Caſe indeed ſo rarely occurs, that it cannot 
be obſerved in all due Circumſtances, in order to 
its clearer Underſtanding and conſequently Cure : 


We ſhall venture however to lay down ſome few. 


Things to ſolve it by. 

Firſt, That J. Corton had ſome of the organick 
Parts of his Body transformed into, or affected af- 
ter the Nature of a Dog, eſpecially the Gula, 
Tongue, &c, ſo that what was offered him in the 

erect 
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erect Poſture of a Man, was very frightful as well 
as difficult for him to take, becaule againſt his new 

Nature, as much as it would be for us to get a Dog 
to drink, ſtanding-upon his hinder Legs. But yet 
this is not all, for when he was turned upon his 
Belly, and would have acted the Dog, he yet could 
not drink; and thohe frequently put out his Tongue 
and lapt, yet he could not endure to take any thing 
in his Mouth of Liquor, as though ſomething had 
hindered him within, therefore we might imagine 
he was alſo convulſed in thoſe Parts or ſwell'd; but 
this we cannot grant, for the contrary does plainly. 
appear, becauſe he could caſt any thing into his 
Mouth and ſwallow it, as he did very many Times 
ſtiff Bolus's, more nimbly as to the Swallow, than 
any Man reaſonably could be ſuppoſed to do that 
was ſo weakened. 

- Secondly, That this Spittle was envenomed, for as 
oft as he ſwallowed it (his Stomach vehemently ab- 
horring it) it went to his Heart (as we ſay) and 
was even preſent Death to him. And ſo liquid 
Things coming nearer to the Conſiſtence of Spit- 
tle might the rather movere Salivam : And there- 
fore gave him a greater Terror and Difficulty to 
ſwallow than ſolid Things: And that his Spittle 
* chiefly was infected with the Venom of the Dog, 

ſeems probable from theſe Reaſons alſo, 1. Becauſe 
the Dog bit him whoſe Spittle alone was venomous 
to the Touch, of which there are many credible In- 
ſtances in medical Hiſtory, 2. He was almoſt like 

a Dog in the Mouth, viz. where are the proper 

Organs of the Saliva. 3. The Bite of a Man fo 
bitten is alike infectious, but otherwiſe innocent. 

But it may be aſked how comes it to infect his Spit- 

tle, and not other Humours in the Blood? I an- 

ſwer, the Blood in Part was undoubtedly affected, 
as the Accidents ariſing before the Aque Pavor 

(which yet is the only true Symptom of the 

| | Diſeaſe) 
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Diſeaſe) demonſtrate. Again the Blood is not one 
Liquor, but many, circulated together in one ſet 
of common Veſſels : And fo it might infe& that 
Liquor, which it was moſt akin to, as the Saliva 
of a Dog to the Saliva of a Man. 

5 The third and laſt from Dr. Howman as fol- 

WS. 

On Wedneſday at Evening, Of. 1, 1684. I was 
calPd to a Patient at Norwich, who about ſix Weeks 
before had been bitten by a mad Fox, on the 
Right Hand: He began to be indiſpoſed the Satur- 


day before, with running Pains, yet ſo well as to be 


abroad next Day at Church. On Monday his Pains 
grew more troubleſome, and the Day following 
much worſe, eſpecially on his Right-Hand, Arm, 
Shoulder and Back : But not to Confinement. On 
Wedneſday (I know not by whoſe Advice) he took 
a Doſe of common purging Spirit of Scurvy- 
Graſs, which gave him 7 or 8 Stools, and made 
him very faint and weak : So I found him, and 
complaining that he could not uſe his Right-hand 
(it beginning to be paralytical) tho* his Pains were 
much abated there, and where elſe they had been 
moſt troubleſome, excepting only on the lower 
Parts or ſmall of his Back : Where they ſoon after 
vaniſhed alſo. He told me he bled freely at the 


Wounds the Fox had made, and that they healed 


without any farther Trouble, and now and then 
a little girding Pain on that Hand and Arm: And 
further ſaid (to 2 his Friends) he had taken a 
white Powder of an Apothecary, and believed him- 
felf in no Danger of what was feared (for I had 
diſcovered the Danger I apprehended in his Con- 
dition) though the Aguæ Pavor did not yet appear: 
His Heat was much increaſed, and his Pulſe inter- 
mitted every fifth or ſixth Stroke, but on the right 
Side only, which I again and 2 7— find- 
ing no Variation. He alſo looked gaſtly and * 
— : ut 
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but his Eyes ſparkling and fiery : J preſcribed the 
beſt temperate Antiſpaſmodick and Antiparalytick 
Remedies I knew, to be mixt with the Specificks 
of common Uſe in an Hydrophobia, thus much on 
Wedneſday at Night. Next Morning he complain'd 
his Night had been reſtleſs, that he had wholly loſt 
the Uſe of his Right-hand, and tho? the Pains were 
more abated, yet he was very hot and uneaſy: His 
Pulſe then was much ſtronger than over-night, but 
intermitted on the Right-fide only, as before: 
His Countenance was ſomewhat more ghaſtly, yet 
his Veins very full, as in initio & augmento Febris, 
and no Hydropboby appearing, I adviſed him to bleed 
ſix or ſeven Ounces at the Left Arm (the Right 
being Paralytical) and the Continuance of what 1 
had preſcribed before. He bled eight Ounces very 
freely, the Blood well coloured but very thick. 
After I left him the great Symptom appeared, and 
in my Abſence another was confulted, who gave 
him many Retnedies. At my Return out of the 
Country on Friday, at ſix at Night, his Heat was 
very great and his Pulſe very high, and intermitted 
then on both Wriſts; and if any Thing were offer'd 
him to drink, ſtanding or fitting, he ſtarted as if his 


Head would have fallen backwards off his Shoul- 


ders, but when laid upon his Pillow could (tho? 
with great Difficuley and Uneaſineſs) now and then 
get down a Spoonful. He looked then very thin 
and ghaſtly, and ſeem'd ſhy or afraid of every Bo- 
dy that came ſuddenly near Nim, telling them that 
they ftifled him or ſtopt or hindred his Breath in 
coming fo haſtily to him. His Reafon was all along 
very good, and (as ſome: obſerv'd) better than in 
his Health; his Voice was broken and imperfect, 
as theirs whoſe Tongue and other Organs of Speech 
are growing paralytical. I ſaw him again at ten 
at Night, when all Symptoms were growing 
worſe z yet he could then walk out of one W 
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ber into another with very little Help, and 
berween twelve and one next Morning he dy'd, 
without any convulſive Motions, Sighs or Groans, 
as if ina Moment there had been a total Para- 
Iyſis. 

For the Solution of theſe Appearances, as alſo 
for Information about other Remedies, much e- 
ſteem'd in theſe Caſes, together with ſome farther 
Examples of the ſame, we muſt refer our Reader to 
the Philoſ. Tranſ. abridg d *, whence theſe were ex- 
tracted,” whilſt after ſo much Tragedy, we preſent 
him (with a Tale or two more pleaſant. 1. From 
Philoſtratus in his Life of Apollonius Tyaneus Þ, 
where he acquaints us that a Boy being bitten by a 
mad Dog, and having all the Geſtures and Actions 
of that Creature, barking and running about upon 
all Four, fitting upon his Buttocks upon his two 
hind Legs, Apollonius out of Pity to the Youth, 
calls for the People of the Town, and gives them 
a Charge to enquire after the Dog that bit him : 

They denying that they. knew of any, and that the 


Hurt was done ſome Diſtance from the Town, he 


calls to one Damis, deſcribes the Dog, and tells 
him he ſhould find him ſtand trembling at ſuch a 
Fountain, deſiring the Water, but being afraid to 
drink: Take him, ſaid he, aſide, and whiſper on- 
ly in his Ear that I call him : Accordingly Damis 

rforming his Meſſage, returns with the Dog 
e by him, who lying down at the Feet of 
Apollonius, he is commanded to lick the Boy's 
Wounds, who ſtrait returned to his right Mind, 
knew his Friends, and drank Water from the Foun- 
tain; which is a Remedy for Madneſs, ſaith the 
Hiſtorian, provided the Perſon bitten dare meddle 
with it. 
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2. The Relation of Nich. Horent. ſeems of a 
like Stretch with this, of that good natured Dog, 
that altho* run mad, was ſo obedient to his Maſter, 
bidding him run ſtraight to a River two Miles off, 
and drown himſelf, taking Care he hurt no Body 
by the Way, that punctually performing his Maſter's 
Orders, he-march'd off, and never more was heard 
of. ; 
3. Sennertus | hath borrowed a comi-tragical 
Story from Weinrichius, who ſpeaks of a Maid that 
by ſeeing a Criminal publickly beheaded, was ſeiz- 
ed with the Falling-ſickneſs, being frighten'd at 
the Sight of the Execution; and for her Reco- 
very having taken much Phyſick in vain, was at 
length perſuaded by the good Wives about her 
to drink Cat's Blood, as an undoubted Cure for that 
Diſtemper, After which ſhe appeared in a Man- 
ner metamorphoſed into the Nature of that Crea- 
ture, and at certain Intervals (Credat Quis?) would 
mew, leap, ſcratch and play as a Cat ; as alſo pri- 
vately ſet upon and catch Mice, and contract her 
ſelf ſo as to paſs through Holes (anguſtiſſimis fora- 
minibus, ſaith the Author, ) whilſt the Violence of 
the Diſeaſe laſted : But enough (if not already too 
much) of this, 81 
It is the Opinion of ſome learned Men, that a 
Diſtemper of Kin to this, and producing the Hy- 
drophobia, may be ingendred in the Body without 
a Bite or Hurt from a Dog or other venomous 
Creature: Marcellus Donatus gives ſeveral Inſtances; 
Pet. Salius another; Felix Platerus one very re- 
markable, of a Woman being ſhut out of the Ci- 
ty, ſtaying upon ſome extraordinary Occaſion till 
the Gates were faſten'd up, and left all Night a- 
lone, was ſo ſcared or frighten'd, that being brought 
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next Morning to her Houſe, would neither ſwal- 
low Wine, Water, Broth, or other Liquor, not 
being able to touch them or ſuffer them in her 
Sight, and after eight Days dy'd under this Con- 
ſternation, or rather Hydrophobical Diſtraction. 
Malpighi of another, viz. a Woman falling into an 
 Aque Pavor, occaſion'd by a Bite ſhe received from 
her Child during an epileptic Paroxyſm. 
We ſhall ſpeak next to the Bite of the Viper, 
the Poiſon of which Creature, altho* it produce 
not Symptoms ſo furprizing as ſome of thoſe men- 
tioned from the Dog ; yet doth it more ſuddenly 
diffuſe its Virulency to the animal Juices, and raiſe 
a greater Hurricane in the nervous Fluid, by its 
toxick Quality, in few Hours, than the other in 
many Days or Weeks; ſo that there is no doubt 
a Difference vaſtly wide in the two Venoms : But 
to diſtinguiſh them ſpecifically, or aſſert in what 
their Eſſence doth conſiſt, or of what Sort of Par- 
ticles their Salts or other component Principles are 
formed, is very difficult to explicate, and beſides 
our Purpoſe (if we could) to determine. That 
they offend not by their manifeſt Qualities, is af- 
firmed by many of the Ancients, who tell us of their 
being inimical to the human Frame, in tota Sub- 
ſtantia, and that they operate thereon by ſome cer- 
tain Qualities, which wanting this *Knowledge of 
Unfolding, they called Occalt : And it appears they 
were as little acquainted with the Manner and Place 
of its Secretion alſo, while they believed it made 
out of the Gall of this Creature, and carry'd by 
fome fancy*d Veſſels to the Gums. 
Signior Red: the [talian, more truly places the 
Seat of this particular Venom in a yellow Juice ſe- 
by certain Glands about the Sides of the 
ead, and thence by a proper Dutt, lodged in pe- 
culiar membranous Bags, ſituate on the Jaws; and 
at the Time of giving the Wound, projected with 
| 2 a cer- 
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a certain Impetus from the ſame, through the Ca- 
vity of the Fangs, made hollow for that Purpoſe : 
Whilſt Monſieur Charas, a Frenchman, on the o- 
ther Hand, will not allow this yellow Juice it ſelf 
to be the Poiſon, which he placeth in the Orgaſm or 
Fury of the Creature's Spirits, irritated or provoked 
to revenge her ſelf on them that offend her, and 
makes the ſaid Juice the Vehicle only to convey it. 
To prove this, he ſaith himſelt hath often taſted the 
yellow Liquor of theſe Bags without the leaſt Diſ- 
turbance, and to obviate the Objection that the ſame 
Poiſon taſted, or let into the Stomach, may have 
its Salts blunted or ſheathed by the Juices, and ſo 
become innoxious, when the fame would have 
deadly Effects, let into the Blood by Means of a 
Wound: He ſays further, that he not only taſted 
it when his Mouth happen'd to be excoriated, but 
that alſo having wounded ſeveral Creatures, he in- 
ſtill'd this Liquor into the Wounds, which produced 
no ill Effects. | | 
Dr. Mead, with great Reaſon, in his Eſſays takes 
Part with the 7alian, eſpecially confirm'd by ſome 
other Experiments made by another Phyſician “ at 
Paris, with the poiſonous Liquor, which proved 
deleterious to ſeveral Creatures, being collected and 
apply'd to the wounded Parts, as if the fame had 
been caſt in by the Viper her ſelf inraged; altho? 
at the ſame Time he grants ſome Share at leaſt, 
the Spirits have in the Production, when he . owns 
the Miſchief may differ among other occaſional 
Cauſes, according to the greater or leſſer Rage of 
the Viper, at the Time of inflicting the Hurt. 
This Buſineſs is farther decided, beyond Comtro- 
verſy, by the Experiments of D. Francini as well 
as Areſkine's ; the former of which are inſerted in 
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the Philoſ. Tranſact. communicated by Mr. Platt ; 
but recommending the Reader, deſirous of Satisfac- 
tion in the Anatomy of that Creature, as well as of 
its Poiſon, to the Peruſal of thoſe Authors : I ſhall 
produce ſome Caſes with the Method of curing, af- 
ter having deſcribed the common Symptoms, which 
Sennertus reckons up as follows. 

Firſt, ſaith he, from the Wound iſſues forth pure 
Blood; after a bloody Sanies, ſpumous or frothy 
and eruginous; the Part it ſelf not only ſwelling, 
but the whole Body alſo appearing according to the 
different Diſpoſition of che Humours diſpoſed to 
Corruption, now reddiſh, now greeniſh, livid or 
blackiſh : There is preſent great Pain, violent Heat, 
livid, with aduſt Puſtules ſometimes riſing about 
the Wound, attended with cholerick Vomitings, 
Vertigo, Hickup, burning Fever, Dyſury, cold 
Sweats, Trembling, Swooning, difficult Breath- 
ing, with other grievous Symptoms, killing the 
Patient in few Hours Time, at fartheſt in three 
Days: With theſe are reckon'd a quick, tho' low 
Pulſe, Pains ſometimes about the Navel, and the 
Colour of the Skin often changing Yellow, as in 
the Jaundice ; but the Signs, both Diagnaſtick as well 
28 Prognoſtick, may be farther gathered from the 
ſubſequent Caſes, the firſt of which being very 
remarkable, we ſhall inſert from Charas himſelf *, 
who muſt be allowed to have taken great Pains in 
theſe Enquiries, how fond ſoever he might be of 
an Hypotheſis, which rather than abandon, he quit- 
ted, as it ſeemeth, even Truth itſelf. 

A Gentleman twenty-five Years of Age, had been 
by Chance, faith he, the Day before at my Houſe, 
when five or ſix Dozen of Vipers were brought 
thither; he would needs ſee them immediately; 


Exper. upon the Viper, Ch. 1. p. 74, 75, 76, Cc. 
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and I being deſirous to ſatisfy his Curioſity, drew 
out of the Veſſel one of the Vipers; he was not 
contented to ſee her, but took her in his Hands, 
and kept her there for about a large Quarter of an 
Hour, ſuffering her to turn and wind herſelf about 
his Hand and Arm, the Viper not ſo much as of- 
fering to bite him; when he ty'd her about the 
Neck, and ſo having hanged her, pulled off her 
Skin and empted her of her Guts to examine 
them. I am aſſured that he would have been ſound- 
ly bitten at that Time, if the Viper had been vex- 
ed; but not having been ſo, and being pleaſed to 
breathe another Air than that of the Veſſe] where 
ſhe had been long ſhut in, ſhe let herſelf be ty'd, 
after which ſhe could not do that Miſchief which 


certainly ſhe would have done, 1f ſhe had not been 


ty'd. 5 
But this proved quite otherways the next Day; 
for this Stranger being come again to my Houſe, 


at the Hour of the Aſſembly, he ſaw one of the 


Vipers upon the Table, which had been held a long 
while between Pinchers, and was much angred; 
he would take her with his naked Hand, though 
he was earneſtly warned to forbear, it being repre- 
ſented to him that he had been too bold already 


the Day before: He had no ſooner taken her in 
his Hand but ſne turned her Head to bite him, and 


with one of her great bent Teeth, ſhe laid hold on 
the lateral inward Part of his right Thumb, a lit- 
tle above the Situation of the Nail; the Pricking 
appeared no more than that of a Pin, and it ſeemed 
to us not deep, and on the Surface we only faw a 


very ſmall Hole, with a little Redneſs, ſo it was 


not diſcernible but by its Colour: There was not 
upon or about this Hole any Sign of that yellow 
Liquor contain'd in the Bags about the great Teeth, 
and which is wont to be ſhed upon the Wound, 
when a Viper biteth deep; yet the Pricking cauſed 
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fome Pain to him at the very firſt, but the Finger 
ſwelled not of it, no Intumeſcence app*-aring, but 
ſome Hours after, as we ſhall relate mor: amply in 
the Sequel. 

It was found proper to ſcarify the Part wound- 
ed, and to make ſtrong Ligatures above the Place 
bitten, both to ſtop the Effects of the Venom, and 
to diſcharge the wounded Part of the ſame; but 
the Patient oppoſed theſe Means, not believing them 
neceſſary, and he could very hardly be perſuaded to 
endure any Scarification: After which he endured 
alſo an Iron Spatule very hot, and heated over and 
over again, held very near to the prick'd Place, 
which was done to keep the Pores open, and to fetch 
back or draw out ſome Part of the Poiſon; mean 
while we made the Patient take two Drams of The- 
riaque in half a Glaſs of Wine. 

In leſs than half a Quarter of an Hour after the 
Pricking, the Patient found ſome Debility, and 
calPd for a Chair ; he grew at the ſame Time very 
pale, and his Pulſe was found very low, very quick, 
and even interrupted. Theſe Accidents were fol- 
low'd by convulſive Motions, and Stiffneſs of his 
whole Body, chiefly of his Neck and the Muſcles 
of his Head ; he then alfo complaining of a very 
great Pain towards his Navel, and there appear'd 
a Coldnefs in his extreme Parts, and in the whole 
Face, which was cover'd with little Drops of cold 
Sweat; his Lips alſo were ſwelPd, eſpecially the 
lower; and finding himſelf urged by the Pains 
about his Navel, and a Diſpoſition to go to Stool, 
he roſe, and having voided ſome Excrements, faint- 
ed away, ſoon after vomiting not only all the The- 
riaque he had taken, but all he had eaten at Dinner, 
which was yet undigeſted ; we made haſte to ſuc- 
cour him, and found him fo feeble that he was not 
able to go up again to the Chamber whence he was 
come down; and in Regard his Pulſe continu'd 
: 5 weak, 
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weak, low, quick and unequal, and his Swooning, 
frequent, as well as his cold Sweats, it was thought 
feafonable to give him a, Dram of Viper Powder in 


Theriacal and Carduus Benedictus Water, and to 
apply a great Plaiſter of Theriaque upon the Heart 


and Stomach; but he ſoon rejected what he had 
taken. One alfo came to give him ſome of the 
Orvietan, mix*d with new Powder of Vipers, but he 
vomited up that alſo, and deſired to be put upon a 
Bed, and to have other Help adminiſtred to him; 
during all which Time he neither wanted his Sen- 
ſes, nor the Uſe of Reaſon, notwithſtanding all the 
Feebleneſs of his Body, and he had had great Aver- 
fion to the Orvietan, having no Faith at all in it, 
and not conſenting to take ir, but out of Reſpect to 
fome of thoſe that were preſent, who had preſſed it 
n him. | 
This Vomiting not giving Time to the Remedies 
to convey and communicate their Vertue to the no- 
ble Parts, it was judged very proper to have re- 
courſe to the volatile Salt of Vipers; becauſe that 
being very ſubtil, and exceeding fit to be quickly 
convey'd to all the Parts, even the moſt remote, 


the Patient might thence feel the Effects with more 


Speed and Efficacy, than from all the other groſſer 
1 which having been rejected as ſoon as 
they were taken, had. got had Time to be made ef- 
fectual by the Stomach, nor to impart their Vertue 
where Need required. 3 

We therefore cauſed to be diſſolved, a Dram of 
this volatile Salt of Vipers in Theriacal and Carduus 
Water, and gave him about a Quart of this Mix- 
ture; he kept it a little while, and then caſt up 
Part of it, mingled with Store of Phlegm very 
viſcous: We made him take another like Quantity 
of the ſaid Mixture, which he alſo kept for ſome 
Time, and then vomited up what might have re- 


mained of it in his Stomach, and therewith alſo 
Gg 2 much 
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much Phlegm. We continued thus giving him 
more of the ſaid Compoſition as faſt as he vomited 
It up; and there were alſo given him ſeveral Cly- 
ſters, to appeaſe the violent and ſtubborn Pains 
which he felt about his Navel ; his Lips remaining 
ſtill ſwell'd, his Pulſe naught, and his Sweats cold, 
as well as his Faintings continuing very long : But 
having perſiſted in the Uſe of his volatile Salt, his 
Vomiting ceaſed, and he kept the eighth Doſe in 
his Belly, which was given him about four Hours 
after the Hurt; the Symptoms lefſen'd from that 
Time, the Cold beginning to retire, and giving 
Place to the natural Heat, which appear'd ſufficient- 
ly about five Hours after the Pricking ; his Pulſe 
returned, and was even and ſtrong, but ſomewhat 
high. It was about ten o'Clock at Night that the 
moſt troubleſome Accidents diſappear*d. The Pa- 
tient was apf in his Unhappineſs, in that he was 
thus ſpeedily ſuccour'd : I left him not, before his 
mortal Accidents had ceaſed, and then he was car- 
ried to his Lodgings, whither I accompany'd him, 
and ſaw him put to Bed; and by the Advice of 
thoſe Perſons who frequently viſited him during 
his Diſtemper, I made a Mixture of zj. of Confel. 
de Hyacinth. and of as much of the Confect. Alkerm. 
with Zj. of Syr. Limon. and iv. of Ag. Card. which 
was given him at three Times, from three Hours 
to three Hours: There were alſo given him Slices 
of Citron ſugar*d, he took good Broths, and drank 
Ptiſan made of the Rad. Scorzon. Raſ. C. C. cum Syr. 
Limon. He drank alſo ſometimes a little Wine, 
with the Confect. Alcherm. diſſolved both in his 
Broth, and in the Ptiſan. b 
This is a Thing remarkable, that during all the 
great Accidents his Finger was not changed, and 
there appeared not any ſwelling upon it, but that 
began when thoſe Accidents ceaſed. In the mean 
time the Pains about the Navel continued, though 
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they were in ſome little Degree abated, which ob- 
liged the Phyſicians often to preſcribe him Clyſ- 
ters: His Belly was a little ſtiff, but not ſwelled, his 
Tongue was whitiſh, but not dry, his Eyes faint and 
wan, his Countenance pale, and his Lips ſtill ſwell'd. 

The Swelling of the Finger extended. it ſelf that 
Night over the whole Hand, which was often 
anointed with the Oil of Scorpions, compoſed by 
Mattbiolus, and mixt with the Queen of Hungary's 
Water; but notwithſtanding this anointing, the 
Tumour paſſed on to the Arm next Day, with Pain 
and Redneſs, and advanced to the Eye; it was 

ht fit to apply Fomentations made of the 
Rad. Angelic. Imperat. Carlin. Ariſtoloch. cum Sum- 
mit. Scord. Centaur. Abſynth. Hyperic. Calamint. in 
Vino alb. coct. and withal to continue embroca- 
ting with the Ol. Scorp. Altho? all was done with 
great Care, yet there enen no great Effect up- 
on it, the Patient was ſqueamiſh and once vomited 
up his Broth, but this Vomiting continued not. 

e always uſed the fame internal and external Re- 
medies, and the fame Food. But although he 
found his other Limbs in good Condition, and his 
Pulſe very equal and moderate, nor had any 
Drought, Heat, or Pain in the reft of his Body, 
yet was that of the Navel obſtinate, and the Swel- 
ling and Redneſs of the Hand and Arm ſtill in- 
creaſed; and from the Beginning of the third Day 
it had ſeized on the Shoulder of the ſame Side, 
and deſcended to the Arm- pit upon the whole Breaſt, 


and all the neighbouring Parts, and even the Re- 


jon of the Liver, notwithſtanding the continual 
Uſe of the Fomentations, and the Oil of Scorpi- 
ons. All thoſe Conſiderations joined to the hot 
Seaſon wherein we were, made us apprehend leſt 
the Gangrene ſhould ſtrike to theſe Parts. It was 
believ*d, that ſince the outward Remedies which 
had been judged moſt expedient, had proved ſuc- 
| Toth Gg 3 cCeͤſsleſs, 
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ceſsleſs, Recourſe muſt. be had to internal ones, 
which induced the Phyſicians to give him in the 
Evening of the third Day, zi. of the Root of Can 
trayerva in Powder diſſol ved in Cordial Waters, with 
as much Confect. Alkerm, but we ſaw no Abate- 
ment of the Redneſs, Swelling and Pain; on the 
contrary we obſerv'd that the Swelling ſeem'd to 
ſeize on the left Side. After we had very well ex- 
amid all Things, we found it very neceſſary to 
return to the Uſe of our inward Remedy, which 
had ſtruck the great Stroke, and had had a manifeſt 
good O ration, I mean the Volatile Salt of Vi- 
Pers; this was in the Morning of the fourth Day 
after the Biting : So we gave him half a Dram of 
that Salt diſſolved in Ziv. of Carduus Water, and 
we ordered that he ſhould be well cover'd to make 
him ſweat. . This Medicine did work according to 
our Expectation and Deſire, for the Patient did not 
only ſweat. abundantly, but found a very conſider- 
able Amendment, in all the ill Symptoms that had 
remained: His Pain about the Navel was almoſt 
inſenſible; the Tumour on his Lips, and that 
which was on the Region of the Liver, Breaſt, and 
under the Arm-pits, vaniſhed ; and that of the 
Shoulder, Arm, and Hand was. much abated, as 
well as the Redneſs and Pain: We thence judged 
that we ſhould certainly cure the reſt ; and to com- 
pals it, we gave the next Morning to our Patient 
a like Dole of that volatile Salt, which made him 
fweat again very largely : The Pain of 'the Navel 
ceaſed altogether 3; the Swelling of the Shoulder 
was wholly gone, and that of the Arm and Hand 
much abated, as well as the Redneſs and Pain; and 
not to leave the Cure impertect, though the Patient 
found himſclf exceedingly amended, we gave him 
next Day another ſuch. Doſe. again, and the Day 
following one more, whereby the whole Swelling, 
all the Regneſs, and all che Painof the 3

and the Finger itſelf, were diſſipated; mean while 
there was apply'd to the Finger a little Plaiſter, to 
gicatrize the Incifions that had been made there, 
and which were healed three or four Days after, 
which did not hinder the Patient from going abroad, 
and to do his Buſineſs as well as if he never had 
been bitten by the Viper. | 0 
Thoſe that ſhall read this Hiſtory, and examine 
all the Circumſtances of it, the ſeveral and fur- 
priſing Accidents of the Biting of the TI which 
we ſaw, and the effectual Operation of the Reme- 
dies employ'd to remove them, will therein find - 
ample Matter to exerciſe their Reaſon upon, and 
will ſoon judge that we had Cauſe accurately to 
inquire, as we have done, into all the Parts of a 
Viper, to know them well; and what they can do: 
To make a great Number of Experiments upon all 
its Parts, and to apply our ſelves to the Prepara- 
tion of the excellent Remedies that may be drawn 
from the Body of this Animal, the extraordinary 
Effect of its volatile Salt, in ſtopping and in over- 
coming firſt of all the Venom which ſo violently 
exerciſed its Tyranny over the natural Heat, and 
all-the noble Parts, and which doubtleſs would 
have altogether triumphed over them: The Acti- 
vity, Penetration, and Force of the ſame Salt, go- 
ing as it were to find out the Poiſon, and expellin 
it from the remoteſt -Parts of the Body, where 
had fortify'd itſelf; and whence it had endeavoured 
to regain the Place it had loſt, and where in the 
mean time it ſeem'd to deſpiſe the ordinary moſt 
powerful Remedies. All this, I ſay, is ſufficient 
to make it be wondered at, and Men will doubt- 
leſs aver that the Ill which Vipers are able to cauſe, 
and which every one may eaſily avoid, is nothing 
in Compariſon of ſuch a Remedy as the fame Vi 
can furniſh, and which may ſerve not only to 
their Bitings, but alſo to overcome many other ob- 
6g 4 ſtinata 
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ſtinate Diſeaſes, againſt which the ordinary Reme- 
dies perform nothing. 

When Charles the IXth, faith Parey*, was et 
Montpelier, 1 went into the Shop of one Farges, an 


Apothecary, who then made a ſolemn Diſpenſation 


of Treacle, where not ſatisfying my ſelf with look- 
ing upon the Vipers, which were there in a Glaſs, 
ready for the Compoſition, I thought to take one of 
them in my Hands, but whilſt that I too curiouſly 
and [as I thought] ſecurely handled her Teeth which 
were in her upper Jaw, cover'd with a Skin, as it 
were a Caſe to keep the Poiſon, the Beaſt catched 
hold of the very End of my Fore-finger, and bit 
-me in the Space which is berween the Nail and the 
Fleſh, whence preſently there aroſe great Pain, 
both by reaſon the Part endued with moſt exqui- 
ſite Senſe, as alſo by the Malignity of the Poiſon : 
Forthwith J exceeding ſtraitly bound my Finger a- 
bout the Wound, that fo I might preſs forth the 
Blood and Poiſon, leſt they ſnould diffuſe them- 
ſelves farther over the Body; I diſſolv'd old Treacle 
in Aqua Vitæ, where 1 dipt and moiſtenꝰd Cotton, 
and ſo put it to the Wound, and within few Days 
I throughly recover'd by this only Medicine; ſome 
uſe Garlick beaten and apply'd, alſo Barley-Flower 
tempered with Vinegar and Goats- Dung; ſome 
waſh with Vinegar, Salt, and Honey. Galen writes, 
that the Poiſon inflicted by the Bite of a Viper, may 
be drawn forth by applying to the Wound the Head 
of a Viper ; but others apply the whole Viper beat- 
en to maſh. 

The ſame Author (reciting the Story from Mat- 
thiolus) tells us that he ſaw a Countryman, who, as 
he was mowing, by chance cut a Viper in two 
with his ae which thinking to be —_ he 
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took the one half, whereon the Head remai 
without any Fear in his Hand; but the enrage 


Creature turning about her Head, cruelly bit him 


by one of his Fingers; which Finger, as Men uſu: 
ally do (eſpecially thinking of no ſuch — 
cla ps into his Mouth to ſuck out the Blood and 

ſon, and preſently fell down dead. A neceſſary 
Caution, one might think, to deter us from an over 
Curioſity about experimenting the Nature and Ef- 


fect of the like Poiſons by the Tongue in 


tation they cannot hurt us that way; for if the fali: 


val Juice by its particular Texture may have Force 


enough in ſome, to blunt the Edges of the vena» 
mous Salts, and thereby ſecure from Hurt, or ſoine 
peculiar Idioſyncraſy in others; yet may it hap- 
pen to light on thoſe leſs advantageouſly defended or 
ſecured By either, on whom it preys and acts a diſ- 
mal Tragedy. | * | e 


ſatisfied loſt their Lives by taſting the Humour 


flowing from a cancer'd Breaſt, whilſt ſome others 


had the good Luck to come off unhurt after the like 
Curioſity. tooth pail yall 
But the Poiſon of the Viper, is ſo very quick in 
its Progreſs, that ſome Authors have immediate 

propoſed a Ligature above the Part, to ſtop its ha: 
ſty Progreſs, whilſt the Wound being ſcarify' d, is 
well drawn to diſcharge the Poiſon, or the Joint 
taken off before it creeps up farther : Thus Galen ® 
faith, whilſt he was at Alexandria, a Countryman, 
a little way out of the City, being bitten on his 
Finger, bound the fame hard above the Wound, 
and came running to a Phyſician of his Acquaint- 
ance, offering the ſame preſently. to be cut off, 
which was done accordingly ; and without taking 
of Medicine, he eſcaped any Symptom uſually at- 


ng 
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afterwards. I knew, ſays he, another, who 
bit by a Viper as he was pruning his Vines, 
wich the Bill he had in his Hand ftrait cut off 
the bitten Finger, which was after cicatriz'd, and 
Ht recover'd without taking any manner of Re- 
mzadily to preſerve him, or prevent the Danger.

Hofes of Recovery —— he ſaw 
ane bitten who dy'd in three Hours Time, his 
ale Body being covered with yellow, purple, 
and black Spots. Amat. Luſitanus tells of t 
— 4 Lads, who in their Way with a 

Viper, the one was boaſting that he could — 
up in his Hand without Danger; and the dther 
challenging him with -Cowardice for that he durſt 
nat d what he brag'd of, the ſimple Youth takes 
it up, but had not held it long before the enraged 
Creature deized upon his Finger, which the poor 
Boy finding dreadfully to pain him puts in his 
Mouth, and falls to ſucking out the Blood; after 
which, in Oppoſition to all that could be done for 


him, he dy id preſently. From the ſame Writer you 


have an Account of a poor Girl, who going barefoot 


with her Mother to carry Proviſion to ſome: _ 
veſt Folkss in the -Fields, was bitten by a Vi 

ſue pas d along, on her right Foot; the — 
haſtening back agam to the Town with her Daugh- 
ter, was thinking by the way what was imnitdi- 
ately: neceflary to be done, and preſently it came 


into her Mind, to ſtay the farther Progreſs of the

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when aſter three Hours Time ſhe was brought (as 
the Author ſets down) to him, by which Time 
there were many red and livid Spots appearing; on 
the Limb, ſome of which reach d up unto the 
Thigh; the Girl, as the Mother related, had vo- 
mited up — and —— ſeized with 

Trembling, Vertigo an rium; upon 
ich I ordered the — 2 preſently to ſcarify the 
bitten Part, and round about, as deep as the Parts 
would allow of, and after to ſet en Cups with 
much Flame; from which great Quantity of black 
Blood, and virulent Sanies were drawn forth. I 
likewiſe ordered the whole Leg to be ſcarify'd 
and ſuffered to. bleed till it ſtop d of it ſef;  aftet 
which was apply'd a Mixture of Garlick and The- 
riaca to the Wound, ſhe taking at the ſame time 
ziij. of the Tberiaca in zv. of pure Wine, (a good 
round Doſe) forbitiding Sleep as much as poſſible, 
(Yet here according to the Compoſition with us, 
were above Gr. ij. of pure Opium in the Draught) 
She took Panada at four Hours Diftance, boiled up 
with Garlick : Next Day, altho' the Tremor con- 
tinued, yet it was not ſo ſevere, nor was there ſo great 
Oppreſſion at the Heart, the Malignity being called 
off from the more noble Parts to the affected Limb: 
After which ſhe was ordered to take faſting Fd 
the Succus Fraxim in her Drink, which doth exce 
all Antidotes whatever in theſe Caſes, as is notied 
by us (ſays our Author) in our printed Comments 
upon Dioſcorid. The fame Compoſition as beforę 
was continued for three Days to the Wound; in 
which, as well as thoſe following, ſhe drank this 
Succus, and grew better, being entirely clear of 
her Tremblings and Diſturbance of Mind; yet 
from the deeper Scarifications about the Wound, 
there ſtill flowed a Sort of oily Sanies, and the 
Wounds themſelves look'd black; upon which, 
after four Days, I dreſs'd them with the Stercus

So great is the Subtilty of the viperine Poiſon re- 

2911 that in one of the Caſes of this Nature col- 
Schenkius *, there is a rare Account of a

was dead, he took the ſame upon his Stick, and af- 
ter ſometime caſt it from him: When after betaking 
himſelf to the looking after ſome Sheep committed

(faith he) I order'd the Parts to be ſcarify'd, and 
Cupping- Glaſſes put _ them, to draw forth the 
Venom: I gave her Theriaca, and anointed the Re- 
gion of. the Heart with the Ol. Scorp. Matth. She 
took alſo the Succus Allii cum Vino; the Parts were 
dreſt with the Stercus caprin. Theriaca, and Suc. Ce- 
parum apply*d plaiſterwiſe. She had alſo preſcrib'd 
her, the Succus Fraxini, fo much celebrated by 
Paulus and Ruellius for this Purpoſe : Theſe Re- 
medies having been try'd for 15 Days, the Ichor 
ſtill flowing from the ſcarify'd Parts, the Symp- 
toms no whit abated : I betook my ſelf to the The- 
riaca both inwardly and outwardly, being the on- 
ly Alexirharmacon capable of encountering the vi- 
perine Poiſon, as Galen experimenting in himſelf, 
F as well as in many others, doth teſtify. But find- 
ing yet no Advantage, I had Recourſe to Urine z 
giving Zij. hot, of that freſh made by a Youth, 
mixt with a little Sugar, which ſhe took faſting, 
for eight Days together: And after, by this ſimple 
Remedy, was made whole. Let it not therefore 
(fays the Author) be held contemptible, which al- 
tho* Galen, in one Place, calls Auxilium abomina- 
bile & execrandum, yet on urgent Occaſions, him- 
ſelf, as well as other great Phyſicians, have not 
diſdained to recommend it. | 6] 
If it were lawful for me to give my Sentiments 
on the foregoing Relation, I ſhould incline to be-.

Terra 
Szpil..cither ly taken or mixt together 3j. for 
a Dofe, in a Glaſs of good old Wine, or mixt 
with a little of the Succus Rutæ, which will do bet- 
ter. Fracaſt. T of one of theſe Simples, tho? out- 
wardly ufed, gives this Relation. 

Some Coratrymen in cutting up of Herbs chanced 
to be bitten by a Viper lying underneath, and were 
— {weld up, yet by the Application of the 

Tormentil immediately to the Places, they 
were {av'd from further Trouble or Danger. 

But beyond all theſe, or even the Snake-ftones 
themſelves (ſome of which were ſent over from Ja- 
va, by Sir Philiberto Vernatii, to the R. S.) which 
have derived the Name from their Power, as it is 

to imbibe the Poiſon, laid cloſe u 
the bitten Part : The viperine Preparations, fuch 
as the Fleſh eaten diverſe Ways prepar'd their De- 
coctions in Broths, Infuſions in Wine, their Pow- 
ders, Troches, Sc. but above all their volatile Salt 
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chymically extracted, are deemed the nobleſt mii 
phaymata, to be exhibited in time inwardly, whilſt 


the Oyl prepared according to Charas, or the Ae. 


ungia Viperina mentioned by Dr. Mead, may do 
more very probably, if as timely apply*d outward- 
ly, than other local Applications: And thus indeed 
it is found that moſt Kinds of poifonous Animals 
are themſelves their own Counter-Poifon, even ex- 
ternally laid to the hurt Place, drawing forth the 
Malignity by a Kind of Sympathy : As hath been 
uently feen in the Ol. Scorp. or the Scorpion it 

felf bruiſed and/apply*d to the ftung Place. | 
 Maithiolus boaſts much of a Water he had in- 
vented, which was found to be a real Antidote as 
well againſt the Bites of a Viper, as all manner of 
Poiſon ; The Truth of which was confirmed to 
him by thouſands of Experiments, more particu- 
hrly two bitten by the Viper, reduced to that 
deſperate Condition, that having agreed upon the 
Freight, they were juſt entering Charon's Boat, 
when by a Dram of his Bottle, the Voyage was 
put off, and they were called back again : But lea- 
ving this his ludicrous Way of talking upon ſeri- 
ous Matters, whoever is minded, may find his Be- 
zoardick in his Comment. ſuper Prefat. Lib. \ſexti 
Dioſcoridis. 1 
We ſhall conclude what we have to ſay upon 
the Bite of this Creature, with the Narration of 
a fad Accident, befalling one of our own Country- 
men then abroad“; Mr. Richard Bourdet, an Eng.

was bit by a Serpent on the leſt Wriſt, near the 
Pulſe towards his Hand: It ſeem'd at firſt like two 


Pricks of a Pin, he immediately vomited, and his 


Wriſt and Hand began to ſwell preſently. He had

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ſome few Days before a Looſeneſs, which perhaps 
this increaſed : He rode eaſily after he was bit about 
two Miles home: And as ſoon as he got to his 
Chamber he ſaid he was bit by a Rat (and would 
not own it was a Serpent) though a Turk acci- 
dentally paſſing by, ſaid he ſaw the Serpent hang 
at his Wriſt, as he pulled his Hand out of the Re- 
fuge, hoping to have taken a Hare that he had 
courſed in there. He ſaid he felt no Pain, but a 
great Deſire to ſleep: His Arm continued ſwel- 
ling upwards and grew black. Some little Re- 


medies were uſed till the reſt of the Factory re- 


turn'd, and then they begun to cup and ſcarify his 
Arm, he having ſtill no Pain but great Drowſi- 
neſs : But was kept waking, to uſe that little Time 
he had left to prepare himſelf for Death, which 
he performed exceedingly well. At laſt the Swel- 
ling came up to his Shoulder, and then he com- 
plained much, and: within a-Quarter of an Hour 
dyed. . He was bit about ten in the Forenoon, and 
dy'd about three in the Afternoon, His Body 
ſwelPd much after Death, and purged. The Snake 
was like a common Snake for Length, his Colour 
dark ſandy, with black Spots : His two Teeth or 
Fangs are like thoſe of the Rattle-Snake, on the 
upper Jaw, the Poiſon lies in the Gums : And where- 


| ever they fetch Blood of any Creature, they certain- 


ly kill, tho? in ſome Parts ſooner than others. The 
People of the Country ſay, that if as ſoon as one 
is bit by a Serpent, they ſhall ſuck immediately the 
Wound, they may be ſaved : But they muſt firſt 
rub their Gums and Teeth with Oil, that none of 
the Poiſon may touch any Place where the Skin is 
broken, and ſpit out immediately what they ſuck, 
every time waſhing the Mouth, and taking more 
Oil. This Serpent killed a Dog in about eight 
Minutes Time, biting him at the End of his Ear: 
And two young Turkies afterwards, in * or 

| our 
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jour Minutes each, biting them at the End of a 
Claw, and then we poiſoned him with the Oyl of 
Tobacco out of a Reed. Pipe (that had been much 
uſed and not cleanſed for a Week or two) and he 
dy'd in about two or three Minutes, trembling as 
ſoon as the Oyl was dropt into his-Mouth. _ 

The Ancients were under this Miſtake, that the 
Male-Viper made two Punctures, and the Female 
four, at the Time of their biting : Whereas Ana- 
tomy diſcovers the Number of their Teeth uncer- 
tain in either Sex: There being ſometimes ſix or 
ſeven in each Side of the Jaw, as Dr. Mead takes 
notice, and ſometimes fewer of a younger Growth 
and leſſer Size, beſides one, two or three on each 
Side (of the older and larger poiſonous Fangs) 
fixt perpendicularly to the firſt Bone of the upper 
Jaw, with which the youngeſt Vipers are provided, 
that ſo they may kill their Prey as ſoon as ay 
come into the World. 

To theſe we have already taken notice of, we 
ſhall add the Toad, reckon'd uſually by Writers 
among venomous Animals, tho? differing very pro- 
bably in the Rankneſs of their Poiſon, according 
to the differing Places and Heat of the ſame they 
are bred in. Among us, ſome believe we are more 
afraid of them than there is Occaſion for, and there 
have been found thoſe who have been very familiar 
with them, and that upon ſome Wager or Frolick 
have eat them, and commend them for as great 
Dainties as the Frog: But let not theſe Peoples 
fooliſh Preſumption, who have by ſome ſingular 
Accident, as a full Stomach beforehand, or ſome 
Idioſyncraſy, eſcaped ſcot-free (as we ay) induce 
others to take the like Freedom, leſt they pay 
dearly for their Folly, as did a Perſon I knew 
many Years ago, who putting the Head of one of 
them into his Mouth for ſome time, whether by 
_ Bite or Slaver only of the Creature, commu- 
| H h nicated 
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nicated to his Tongue and Lips, had, that Night 
and the next Day, both ſo ſwelled, that he could not 
| pronounce any Word plain for ſeveral Days after, 
and was in no ſmall Danger of being famiſhed, by 
"reaſon of the ſaid Tumour affecting the back Parts 
of his Throat, with the Muſcles inſervient to De- 
glutition. | 

Signior Red: inſtancing in ſome who eat theſe 
Creatures without Harm, ſubjoins, that altho” the 
Toad may happen to prove no Poiſon in the whole, 
gh = may it invenom outwardly, according to ſome 

Parts fo and fo ſtirred or put into Action; an Ex- 
ample wherein he gives in a Boy, who ſtumbling 
on a Toad, and after hurling Stones at it, ſome 
Juice from the bruiſed Toad chanced to light upon 
his Lips, whereupon they ſwelled each to about the 
.thickneſs of two Thumbs, and he neglecting to uſe 
hat might be proper to reſtore them, they have 
continued in that miſhapen Size ever ſince. Philof. 
Tranſ. Abr. Vol. 2. p. 797- 
Ardoynus obſerves, that as he came from the 
- Univerſity of Bologna in Italy, (where he had newly 
taken his Doctor's Degree) to Peſaro, he ſaw a young 
Man who having killed a large Toad with his Lance, 
(by what Way the Poiſon was communicated is un- 
certain, but) he fell into an abſolute Stupour of 
his whole Body, and lay _— for two Days 
together without Pulſe. Had I known (ſays our 
Phyſician) as much then as now, I make no Doubt 
I could have recovercd him ; from whence we may 
ſuppoſe the young Man dy'd. 

4 remarkable is that of Ferdinandus Ponzettus Þ, 
of a Perſon going over his Grounds with a Reed 
in his Hand, and therewith transfixing all the Toads 
he met with, throwing them out into the High- 
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way: When on his Return Home to Dinner, he 
threw up all he eat, nor did his Vomiting leave him 
till he fed himſelf with the other Hand, that had 
not held the ſaid Inftrument. But more tragical 
yet is the Story which Mizaldas, in his firſt Cent. 
of Remarkables recites (told alſo by Jo. Boccatius) 

of a Gentleman ſporting with his Sweetheart in the 
Garden near a large Bed of Sage, who inadver- 
tently- pulling off ſome Leaves, fell to rubbing 
of his Gums and Teeth, which ſo ſoon as he 
had done, he dropt down dead : The young 
Gentlewoman being carried before the Magi- 
ſtrate, upon Suſpicion of porſoning the Man, 
told the Judge he had only rub'd his Teeth with 
ſuch a Leaf ſhe had brought with her, and deſpe- 
rately in the Court began to uſe the fame, with 
the like Event; ſhe dying alfo thereupon, that 
ſhe might not be thought to have deprived him of 
Life without whom ſhe could not live her ſelf. 
Upon which, by Order of the Magiſtrate, the 
Sage was ordered to be dug up and burnt, when 
turning the Ground, behold a large and ghaſtly 
Toad appears, which Creature is faid to be much 
delighted with this Plant, and which he (fays our 
Author) ſhould have firſt conſidered: who compil'd

Tho? Toads want Teeth, faith Parey“, yet 
with their hard and rough Gums they fo ftraitly 
preſs the Part they take hold on, that they will 
force the Poiſon thereinto, and ſo over the whole 
Body'by the Pores of the preſſed Parr: Moreover 
they caſt forth their Venom by Urine, Spittle, 
Vomit or Slaver upon Herbs, but chiefly upon

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Strawberries which they are reported greatly to 
affect: Hence many have fuddenly and ignorantly 
catcht their Deaths : A fad Inſtance whereof he lays 


down, in the two Merchants near Thoulouſe, who 


whilſt the Dinner was getting ready, walking into 
the Garden belonging to their Inn, and gathering 
ſome Sage-leaves, put them unwaſht into their 
Wine: After which, before they had fully din'd, 
they were ſeized with a Vertigo and loſt their Sight, 
fainted and had Convulſions, they ſtammered with 
their Lips, and their Tongues appeared black, look- 
ing frightfully, continually vomiting with cold 
Sweats, the Forerunners of Death, which quickly 
enſued. Their Bodies becoming after exceedingly 
ſwell'd, by Reaſon whereof there was juſt Suſpicion 
that they had been poiſoned, and the Hoſt with all 
the Servants and Gueſts at that Time in the Houſe, 
were apprehended, and being examined, they all 
conſtantly and with one Voice aſſerted their Inno- 
cency, affirming that they had all the ſame Provi- 
ſion with the dead Parties, of which they had eat 


and drank, only the deceaſed had put Sage into 


their Wine. A Phyſician was aſked the Queſtion 
whether Sage might be poiſoned, he anſwered affir- 
matively ; but to come to the Purpoſe, it muſt ap- 
pear whether any venomous Creature hath poiſoned 


the Plant with her Spittle or Sanies : This which 


was lightly pronounced and only by Conjecture, 
was by the Eye found true, for at the Roots of this 
Bed of Sage was found a Hole in the Ground full of 
Toads, who coming out upon pouring in hot Wa- 
ter, made it credible that the Herb was poiſoned by 
their Slaver or venomous Urine, Whereby you 
are to underſtand how indiſcreetly they act who de- 
vour either Herbs or Fruits freſh gathered, without 
well waſhing or rinſing (at leaſt) of them. 


The 
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The ſame Author forbids the eating of Frogs in 
the Month of May, becauſe of the Report, that they 
then engender with Toads. 

Baccius * obſerves, that of a whole Family he 
knew, feeding upon Frogs, the Maſter only got 
his Death the ſame Day: He feeding eagerly as ve- 
ry hungry, upon an empty Stomach, by which 
the depraved Juices were ſtraight drawn into the 
Veſſels, whilſt they having had ſome other Repaſt 


before, the noxious Particles were longer before 


they could diffuſe and exert themſelves, being part- 
ly thrown off by Vomit, and partly by a plenti- 
ful Looſeneſs coming on, which were the Means 
of their Preſervation : And thus do our Mounte- 
banks, faith he, who frequent the Market-places, 
having before-hand lin'd their Stomachs with fat 
and unctuous Food, ſwallow down their Poiſon 
in the Sight of the People, to promote the Sale 
of their Trumpery and pretended Antidotes : 
Which keep floating in their Stomach 'till they 
have an Opportunity to retire and throw it up a- 
gain. And yet there are ſome Perſons, by a cer- 
tain Singularity of Temperament, or habitual Uſe 
of poiſonous Plants and Animals, are able without 
ſuch Defenſative, to digeſt and overcome them, 
even as Food or Nouriſhment that is wholeſome : 
Thus Theophraſtus notes of ſome People in Thrace, 
who eat whole Handfuls of white Hellebore. Mer- 
curialis tells of a Man that could take' Ziv. of Hem- 
lock at once without receiving any Detriment. 
Thus the Turks are very familiar as well with the 
Nux Vomica as Opium: Mr. Ramfye ſays, himſelf 
knew a Gentleman about the Court of King Charles 

the 1ſt, who would familiarly eat Toads raw as he 

found them, without the leaſt Inconveniency, be-

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ing rather Nutriment unto him, and admitting of 
perfect Concoction: Altho Parey reports thereof, 
that it is not only deadly when the Venom is ad- 
mitted inwardly, but even when ſprinkled on the 
Skin, unleſs they forthwith wipe the Place, and 
waſh it with Urine or Salt and Water, | 
Among the Diagnoſticks, he reckons the turning 
Yellow, Swelling, difficult Breathing, Vertigo, 
Conyulſions, cold Sweats, Syncope, &c. to which 
Sennertus joins a growing pale and wan, vomit- 
ing, Semis profluvium, falling of the Hair, and 
ſometimes dropping out of the Teeth, with great 
Stupor, faith Haffenreffer *, which ſhe communi- 
cates not only by her Urine, Spittle or Vomit, but 
her very Breath or Halitus emitted, will affect thoſe 
who ſtand too near her. | 
As to the Cure, if the Poiſon was received in- 
wardly, Vomiting is propoſed for the immediate 
Diſcharge of the ſame, together with, proper Cly- 
ſters, and afterwards the common Alexipharmicks, 
ſuch as the Theriaca or Confect. Damocratis diſ- 
ſolved in a Glaſs of good Wine; whereby the Pa- 
tient may be diſpoſed to Sweat, for which others 
propere ſome briſk Exerciſe, or the Uſe of warm 
aths. Sennertus treats the Hurt outwardly much 
the ſame Way with Parey, ordering the Part to 
be well waſhed with Man's Urine, Water and Salt, 
after anointing um Ol. ex Vitel. Ov. vel Roſac, 


The reputed Antidotes are Juice of Betony, Plan- 


tane, Mugwort, Sc. Pliny writeth that their Heat 
and Spleen reſiſt Poiſon, but the bruiſed Toad, or 
ſome. Preparation. thereof like thoſe of other veno- 
mous. Animals, rightly apply'd, will ſym 
cally: (as reported) extract their own Poiſon, - 
Rondeletius in his Traft, de Piſcibus affirms the

ture, with others; yet he ſays they ſeldom bite,

The vulgar Opinion, according to one of the 
laſt named Authors, is falſe, viz. that the Toad- 
ſtone, ſo called, is found in their Heads, which is 
eſteemed good againſt Poiſon: With which Dr. 
Brotnò ſeems to concur, not for the Impoſſibility 
of the Thing, which is ſo very common in the 


Heads of Cods, Carps, Perches, alſo Snails, but 


that for this other is conceived rather to be a mine- 
ral Concretion, of Kin to the Aſteria or Lapis Stel- 
larum.

That the Toad piſſeth, according to the Belief 
and uſual Accounts of Authors, is falſe, ſays the 


Doctor, (in the ſame Chapter ;) for to ſpeak pro- 


perly, ſhe doth not urine, nor contain thoſe uri- 
nary Parts which are found in other Animals to void 
that ſerous Excretion, as may appear unto any that 
exenterates or diſſects them: For therein will be 
found neither Bladder, Kidnies or Ureters any 
more than there are in Birds, which altho* they eat 
and drink, yet for the moiſt and dry Excretion have 
but one Vent and common Place of Excluſion, 
and with the ſame Propriety of Language, we may 
aſcribe that Action unto Crows and Kites, and this 
is verify*d not only in Frogs and Toads, but for 
ought I can diſcover, that may be true which Ari- 
ſtotle affirmeth, that no oviparous Animal, that is, 
which either ſpawn or lay Eggs, doth urine, ex- 
cept the Tortoiſe. The Ground or Occaſion of 
this Expreſſion. might hence ariſe, the Toads are 
ſometimes obſerved to exclude or ſpirt out a dark 
liquid Matter behind, which indeed we have ob- 
ſerved to be true, and a venomous Condition there 


may be perhaps therein but it cannot be called 
> ® YVulgar Errors, Book 3. Ch. 13. 
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their Urine, not only becauſe they want thoſe Parts 
of Secretion, but becauſe it is emitted averſely or 
backward by both Sexes. 5 

That this Creature dry*d, and laid behind upon 

the Neck, ſtops bleeding at Noſe, is an old Tra- 
dition; but whether it effects otherwiſe than by 
the Fear (which of any Kind, is known to mode- 
rate the Courſe of this Fluid) the Patient may la- 
bour under from the Knowledge of ſo horrid a. 
Creature's touching him, is by my ſelf truly held 
diſputable, who have never ſeen any great Feats it 
did, where this Fear was abſent, or the Subject of 
the Experiment incapable of it. But if this Way. 
it be uſeleſs, there are two other Preparations high- 
ly valuable in the Judgment of ſome able and learn- 
ed Phyſicians, to compenſate in ſome Meaſure its 
Malignity or Poiſon, the one is the Pulvis Athi- 
opicus mention*d by Dr. Bate, and to be found in 
the Pharmacop. thus directed, with the Vertues ſpe- 
cify'd.

Preſervative. Coſmus Slotanus, that famous Surgeon 
and my honoured Maſter, held in greateſt Eſteem 
with his Prince the Duke of Cleeve, had always the 
fame in great Repute, after long Experience there- 
of, as he often affirm'd to me, on Perſons of all A- 
ges; upon which I after ordered it my ſelf with 
great Advantage. 

And in his Letter to Aubertus he writes thus. 
This Amulet is worthy Recommendation

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Spider ſwallow'd and received into the Stomach, whe- 


ther of Man or other Animals, is not always alike 


hurtful, of which Moufett* gives a ſingular Example, 
and which may be infer'd from their being ſo much 
coveted by ſmall Birds, to whom they are the great- 
eſt Dainties, and which they pick up without Diſ- 
tinction. A farther Proof of their being ihoffen- 
ſive otherwiſe than by their Bites, we may take 
from their Webs, ſo much in requeſt among the 
Ancients, and at this Day by the common People, 
apply'd to recent Wounds, on Account of the Flux 
of Blood, which are, according to Celſus, a, noble 
Agglutinative for {mall Hurts: Nay, there are ſome 


who hold the Humour flowing out of their Bo- 


dies, as a great Secret for theſe Purpoſes, ſo far 


are they thought from being hurtful by ſuch. A 


yet farther Indication is ſet down by that learned 
Author, in that the Eggs of theſe Inſects being 
depoſited on ſome Fruits or Herbs, are frequently 
(as may be made apparent) taken in, tho' unob- 
ſerved, and well digeſted by the moſt tender Sto- 
Signior Redi, as in the Caſe of the Toad, takes 
Notice of this Creature, that altho* it prove poi- 
ſonous when inſtilling its Juice into the Wound, 
may it not ſo happen at all Times when taken 
into the Stomach; to confirm which, Dr. Fairfax 
alledges Examples of ſeveral Perſons well known 
to him, (himſelf having been an Eye-witneſs to 
ſeveral of the Experiments) who have commonly 


ſwallowed Spiders, even of the rankeſt Kind, with- 


out any more Harm than happens to Hens, Robin- 
red - breaſts and other Birds, making them their daily 
Commons 5.

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Swammerdam , in his Deſcription of this Crea- 
ture, ſays, that thoſe Parts which are called by 
ſome others. its Teeth, he. rather takes for two 
ſtrong and ſpiked little Claws, or the pointed Parts 
of two little and leſs conſpicuous Feet, rather than 
Teeth properly, not much differing in Structure 
from the Sting of the Scorpion, with which they 
prick the Parts in like Manner with him; and if 
ſo, ſaith he, there will be little other Difference 
than this, that the Spider carries its double Ungui- 
culi or Aculei in the forepart of the Breaſt, whilſt 
the Scorpion darts out his ſingle one from the hin- 
der Part of its Body. Theſe Unguiculi, according 


to our Author, are made up for two little Joints or 


Claws, with which they not only catch their Prey, 
but transfix and wound the fame, after ſucking. up 
the Juices of their Captives or Priſoners taken. 
Dr. Liſter takes Notice of thoſe forked Claws, but 
faith they proceed out of the Mouth it ſelf of the 
Creature: Goedart ſays nigh thereunto; whilſt Dr. 
Mead, (as curious an Obſerver as any, ) tells us 4, 
that the Spider which lives upon Flies, Waſps, 
and the like Inſects, is provided with a hooked For- 
ceps, placed juſt by the Mouth, very ſharp and 
fine, with which he pierceth the Fleſh of thoſe 
little Creatures caught in his Web; and at the ſame 
Time infuſeth a Juice into the Puncture, by which 
Means the Animal being killed, he ſucks out the 
Moiſture from the Body, and leaves it a dry huſky 
Carcaſs. | er Mi Vf 
Mr. Van Lewenhoeck would have the Poiſon diſ- 
charged from the Claw it ſelf, at the ſame Time the 
Wound is inflicted according to Mead; who upon 
ted Trials doth affirm, that having fixed its 
Claws upon the Prey, he obſerved a ſhort white

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Proboſeis thruſt out of the Mouth, which inſtilled a 


Liquor into the Wound. 
Jacobus Hoefnagel (taken Notice of, as I remem- 


bee, by Swammerdam) Painter in Chief to his Im- 


perial Majeſty Rodolph, hath exactly coloured to 
the Life, five and thirty ſeveral Species of this In- 
ſect, with three hundred other, which are ſince cut 

Copper, and printed with the ſaid Em $ 
— — Privilege, being not inferior * 
of Goedart. 

But if our Exgliſh Spider be not fo venomous, yet 
thoſe of ſome other Countries are reported to be fo 
in a very high Degree ; inſomuch that Scaliger takes 
Notice “ of a certain Species of them, (which he 
had forgotten) whoſe Poiſon was of ſo great Force 
as to affect one Vincentinus through the Soal _ 
Shoe by only treading on it. Even in Gaſcony, he 
obſerves, there is a very ſmall Spider which running 
over a Looking-Glaſs, will crack the ſame by the 
Force of her Poiſon. 

Remarkable is the Enmity recorded between this 
Creature and the Serpent, as alſo the Toad : Of 
the former, it is reported, that lying (as he thinks 
ſecurely) under the Shadow of ſome Tree, the Spi- 
der lets her ſelf down by her Thread, and ftriking 
her Proboſcis, or Sting into the Head, with that 
Force and Efficacy, injecting likewiſe her ve- 
nomons Juice, that wringing himſelf about, he 
ftreight grows giddy, and quickly after dies. 

When the Toad is bit or ſtung in Fight with 


this Creature, the Lizard, Adder, or other that is 


poiſonous 3 ſhe finds Relief from Plantane, as is faid, 
to which ſhe reſorts, and from whence that Plant's 18 


reekew'd one of the Specificks.

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In her Combate with the Toad, the Spider uſeth 


the ſame Stratagem as with the Serpent, hanging 
by her own Thread from the Bough of ſome Tree, 


and ſtriking her Sting into her Enemy's Head, 


upon which the other inraged, ſwells up and ſome- 
times burſts. To this Effect is the Relation of 
Eraſmus, which he faith he had from one of the 
Spectators, of a Perſon lying along upon the Floor 
of his Chamber in the Summer Time, to ſleep in a 
ſupine Poſture, when a Toad creeping out of ſome 
green Ruſhes, brought juſt before in, toadorn the 
Chimney, gets upon his Face, and with his Feet 
ſits a-croſs his Lips : To force off the Toad, ſays 
the Hiſtorian, would have been accounted ſudden 
Death to the Sleeper, and to leave her there v 
cruel and dangerous ; ſo that upon Conſultation 1t 
was concluded to find out a Spider, which together 
with her Web and the Window ſhe was faſtened 
to, was brought carefully, and ſo contrived as to 
be held perpendicularly to the Man's Face; which 
was no ſooner done, but the Spider diſcovering 
his Enemy, let himſelf down and ftruck in his 
Dart, after betaking himſelf up again to his Web; 
the Toad ſwelled, but as yet kept his Station; the 
ſecond Wound is given quickly after by the Spider, 
upon which he ſwells yet more, but remained alive 
ſtill: The Spider coming down again by his 
Thread gives the third Blow, and the Toad taking 
2 his Feet from over the Man's Mouth, fell off 
And ſo much for the hiſtorical Part; I ſhall ſay 
ſome what now with relation to the Effects and 
Cure of the Poiſon; an Inſtance of which I re- 
member when a very young Practitioner, being 


ſent for to a certain Woman, whoſe Cuſtom was 


uſually when ſhe went to the Vault by Candle- 
light, to go alſo a Spider-hunting, ſetting Fire to 
their Webs, and burning them with the Flame of

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the Candle ftill as ſhe purſued them. It happened 
at length, after this Whimſy had been followed a 
long Time, one of them ſold his Life much dearer 
than thoſe Hundreds ſhe had deſtroy'd, by way of 


Revenge upon her for ſo many Murders ſhe had 
committed; for lighting upon the melting Tallow 


of her Candle, near the Flame, and his Legs in- 
tangled therein, ſo that he could not extricate 
himſelf, the Flame or Heat coming on, he was 
made a Sacrifice to his cruel Perſecutor, who de- 
lighting her Eyes with the Spectacle, ſtill waiting 
for the Flame to take hold of him, he preſently 
burſt with a great Crack, and threw his Liquor, 
ſome into her Eyes, but moſtly upon her Lips; by 
means of which flinging away her Candle, ſhe 
cry'd out for Help, as fancying herſelf killed al- 


ready with the Poiſon: However, in the Night 


her Lips ſwell'd up, exceſſively, and one of her 
Eyes was much inflamed ; alſo her Tongue and 
Gums were ſomewhat affected ; and whether from 
the Nauſea excited by the Thoughts of the Li- 
quor getting into her Mouth, or from the venenate 
Impreſſion communicated by the nervous Fibrilla 
of thoſe Parts to thoſe of the Ventricle, a conti- 
nual Vomiting attended: To take off which, when 
J was called, I ordered a Glaſs of mulled Sack with 
Ji. of Sal. Abſynth. and ſome Hours after a Theria- 
cal Bole, which ſhe flung up again. I embrocated 
the Lips with the Ol. Scorp. mixt with Ol. Re). 
and in Conſideration of the Ophthalmy, tho? I was 
not certain but the Heat of the Liquor, rais'd by 
the Flame of the Candle before the Body of the 
Creature burſt,” might, as well as the Venom, ex- 
cite the Diſturbance; altho* Mr. Boyle's Caſe of a 
Perſon blinded by this Liquor dropping from the 
living Spider, makes the latter fuficient) yet ob- 


ſerving the great 'Tyymefaction of the Lips, toge- 
ther with the other Symptoms not likely to ab 
*: om 
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from ſimple Heat, I. was inclining to the Belief of 
a real Poiſon in the Caſe 3 and therefore not daring 
to let her Blood in the Arm, I did however, with 
good Succeſs, ſet Leeches to her Temples, which 
took. off much of the Inflammation, and her Pain 
was likewiſe abated, by ag a thin Mucilage 
of the Sem. Cydon. & Papav. Alb. in Ag. Roſ. extr. 
yet the Swelling on the Lips increaſed, upon which 
in the Night ſhe wore a Cataplaſm prepared with a 
Deco&. Scord. Rutæ, Hl. Samb. thicken'd with 
Farin. Orobi : In the mean time her Vomiting 
having left her, ſhe had given her between whiles 
a little. Draught of Ag. Card. b. Scord. C. with ſome. 
of the Theriaca diſſolved ; and upon going off of 
the Symptoms an old Woman came luckily in, 
who with Aſſurance ſuitable to thoſe People (whoſe 
Ignorance and Poverty is their Safeguard and Pro- 
tection) took off the Dreſſings, promiſing to cure 
her in two Days Time, altho ſhe made it as many 
Weeks, yet had the Reputation of the Cure; ap- 
plying only Plantane- Leaves bruiſed and mix'd with 
Cobwebs, dropping the Juice into her Eye, and 
giving ſome Spoonfuls of the ſame inwardly, two 
or three times a Day, : 

The ſame young Woman told me, before this 
Accident happen'd to her, the Smell of their Burn- 
ing oftentimes ſo affected her Head, as that the 
Objects about her ſeem'd often to turn round; ſhe 
grow faint alſo with cold Sweats, and ſometimes a 
light Vomiting z yet ſo great was her Delight in 
Torturing theſe Creatures, and Beating up their 
Quarters, that ſhe could not forbear till one of them 
thus alarmed hers. | 3 
Something a-kin to this was the Caſe related by 
Nic. Nicholaus *, of a Man he ſaw at his Inn in Ho-

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rence, burning a large black Spider in the Flame 
of a Candle, and ſtaying ſome Time in the Place, 
from the very Fume thence ariſing, grew feeble, 
and fell into a fainting Fit, ſuffering all Night 
great Palpitation at Heart, and after a Pulſe fo very 
low as was ſcarce to be felt. He was recoverd, 
ſays the Relator, by giving him Theriaca mixt with 
the Species Diamoſchu and Pulv. Zedoar. In the 
fame City Nic. Florent. relates there happen'd a fad 
Misfortune in a certain Monaſtery, by which many 
of the Monks received their Death, by drinking 
Wine incautiouſly out of a Veſſel, in which a cer- 
tain venomous Spider was found drowned ; not- 
' withſtanding what hath been before related of 
their being inoffenſively taken into the Stomach z 
. but theſe latter very likely might be widely differ- 
ing, if not in their outward Form, yet in their in- 
ward compounding Particles, or their malign Na- 
ture and Properties. | | 

| Galen taking Notice of this Inſect, — * this 
Interrogation; Who would think ſo ſmall a Crea- 
ture ſnould work ſo mighty an Alteration upon the 
| Whole Body of Man, as we find ſhe does, only by 
a little Dart or Sting juſt entring the outward Skin, 
by which certainly ſhe conveys a poiſonous Moi- 
ſture, or ſomething however more ſpirituous, yet 
ſtill venomous to the Blood? But if we conſider 
that this Skin being nervous, has Communication 
with other Parts, it will be eaſily refolved, that 
a ſmall Drop of Poiſon let into this outward Mem- 
brane, may impart its Force after the manner of a 
Vapour, or Aura Spiritalis, to far diſtant Places of 
the Body; by which we ſee, that in thoſe darker 
Ages, as to anatomical Diſcoveries, it was then be- 
lieved the fame was perſpirable, and permeable 
from the Circumference to the Center, & vice 
verſa.

their impriſoned active Subſtance, which expanding 
itſelf every way, muſt neceſſarily be the Inſtrument 
of this ſpeedy Change and Alteration z and from 
ſuch an Hypal heſis as this, faith he, (it may be not 
very eaſily from any other) we may account for 
many of the ſurprizing Phenomena in the Fermen- 
tation of other Liquors. | 
Bees, Waſps, and Hornets, faith Parey +, cauſe 
great Pain in the Skin wounded by their Stings, 
on account of the Venom they dart into the 
Wound at the ſame time, yet are they ſeldom 
deadly, unleſs ſetting on People in Swarms; and 
thus according to Sennertus, as well as our Author, 
they have been the Death of Horſes. Their Sting- 
ing is found likewiſe to be more or leſs trouble-

It is reported of this Inſect, (whether fabulous 
or not, I ſhall not think myſelf anfwtrable,) that

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ther's Poiſon, and thence the firſt Invention of 
poiſoning the Heads of Arrows, | 

Sennertus orders a Cataplaſm to the Place ſtung 
ex Turin. Hord. Malv. Plant. cum Aceto prep. and 
for the internal Adminiſtration (citing Ardoynus) 
the Suc. Coriandri cum Saccharo, which is moreover 
recommended by another of the Ancients, as the 
only Bezoar for the Sting of the Bee or Waſp. But 
if after all, great Fervour or Heat ariſe herefrom, 
by Means of the Venom, you are to treat the Pa- 
tient as if Jabouring, of a malignant Fever. 
Some of our Country People apply hot Cow- 
dung upon the Part, others anoint only with Ho- 
ney, or lay on ſome bruiſed Mallows, with which 
they — to remove all Hurts of this Nature, 
tho* I have known them foiPd, and ſometimes dif- 
Sppointed; 1 ies bn!

Z. Lufitanus* gives this following Account of 
a Boy, who playing /ignorantly near the Bee-hive, 
one of them ſtung him moſt ſeverely over his Eye- 
brow, on which immediately enſued great Pain, 
Tumour and Inflammation; I being called in for 
my Aſſiſtance, from the Authority of ſome of the 
Ancients, preſcribed the Cataplaſm of boiYd Mal- 
lows, mix'd with Woman's Milk : For this is not 
only a good lenient Medicine, but is ſuppoſed to 
have a ſingular Property againſt this Venom; but 
finding great Heat and Redneſs ſtill increaſing, I 
laid on ſome green Bay-leaves, another of the Spe- 
gificks; Returning home from Dreſſing him, I 
conſulted my Authors, and the next Day ſcarify'd 
and dilated the Parts, for the eaſier Diſcharge of 
the Venom, as Halyabbas direfts: Dreſſing him up 
cum Cer. calid. according to Alzaravias, adding 
thereto, by the Direction of Ponzettus, Fermenti 
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aliquod; and in the Interim cum Chriſtophoro de Ho- 
neſtis, he took inwardly the Suc. Coriand. cum Sacc. 
approved highly in theſe Caſes by Avicen. Finally 
leaving no Stone unturned (tho? if he had turned 
over the Indications, and fewer of his Authors, 
-very likely the Child had fared better) the Boy grew 
ſtill worſe; for being plethorick, and of a groſs 
Habit of Body, the Fever and other Symptoms got 
ground, in ſpite of all Endeavours from Alexiphar- 


micks and Topicks ; the Diſeaſe ſpreading towards 


the Temple, and affecting the Parts around about 
with Gangrene; upon which, ſcarify ing the ſame 
deeply, the Venom was diſcharged, and the Diſtem- 
per giving way, after much Labour and Difficul- 
ty the Youth eſcaped. 

A Noble Woman, faith Fab. Hild.“ ſitting at her 
Dinner, in the Dog-Days, was ſtung by a Waſ 
upon her left Wriſt ; after which immediately aro 
ſo intenſe and ſeverea Pain, that ſhe fell into a faint- 
ing Fit, and was carry'd from her Table to her 
Bed ; where recovering her Senſes, ſhe perceiyed 
the Pain ſtill increaſing, and ſtretching it ſelf up 
the Arm all over the Body; upon which there aro 
{mall Bliſters full of clear Water, as is uſual upon 
Burns. In the Evening, as alſo the next Morning, 
her Huſband ordered her to be anointed all oyer 
with ſome excellent Oil of Scorpions he had by him, 
and a plentiful Sweat being promoted with a good 
Doſe of the Lapis Bezoar, ſhe was ſhortly reſtored, 


not without the Loſs of the outer Skin peeling all 


over her Body. $f: | 

Thus, continues he, (in his Letter ad Dom. Georg. 
Fabrum) we ſee how ſmall an Infect may carry a 
Poiſon ſtrong enough, being convey?d to the noble 
Parts, to create much Miſchief ; a plain Admoni- 
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tion to us, that we negle& not the Sting of a 
Waſp, one of which I have known degenerate in- 
to an incurable Ulcer, oppoſing the Endeavours of 
ſome of the greateſt and beſt Artiſts, which Caſe 
may be found at large in Obſerv. 78. following. 

In anſwer to this Epiſtle, Faber returns a like 
Hiſtory of a Caſe happening at Patavium (a City 
of the Venetian, where he liv'd with his Maſter Jul. 
Caſſer. Placentinus) to a Gentlewoman, ſtung on 
the Metacarpium; after which enſued great Pain, 
Inflammation, Fever, Delirium, bilious Vomiting : 
This Accident he obſerves to have been increaſed 
by the great Heat of the Weather, and befalling 
none of the beſt Habits of Body : However, to 
remedy the Symptoms, and remove the Diſeaſe, 
Placentinus both ſcarify'd and cauteris'd the Part, 
directing HBezoardicks, and whatever elſe was 
thought requiſite ; and by theſe Means, with 
great Difficulty, freed her from the moſt imminent 
Danger. In his following Obſerv. 80. the ſame 
Hildanus tells us, that being ſent for to a ſtout 
young Country Fellow, on the ſixth Day after he 
had been ſtung on the Cheek, near the leſſer Can- 
thus of the Eye; he found the ſame, from the ex- 
ceeding Venom of the Sting, over- run upon that 
whole Side of the Face, with a livid or black Co- 
lour, and perfectly gangren'd. Having ordered a 
Clyſter to be ready, he ſcarify'd all the gangren'd 
Parts, and dreſs'd them with Ægyptiacum, and other 
Medicaments proper in that Caſe: At the ſame 


Time he bled him, and ordered a . + jr the 


aext Morning, ex Infuſ. Rbabarb. Syr. Ro. ſal. & 
Elect. e Succ. Roſ. on which the Symptoms remit- 
ted, and continuing all neceſſary Applications to 
the Face, ſtill purging betwixt whiles with the 
ſame Infuſion, he recovered him; whilſt at the 
ſame time another, with whoſe Name he acquaints 
us, upon ſuch an Accident, talling into ill Hands, 


and 
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and ſuffering great Pains, came off at laſt with one 
of his Eye-lids inverted, and a total Loſs of Sight 
ſome time after. l Fo 7 

The Leech, by the Latins named Hirudo, is well 
known among us, being uſed very commonly to 
ſupply the Place of a Lancet, in thoſe who from 
Fear will not, or in ſuch whoſe Veins being incon- 
2 and imperceptible, cannot be let Blood o- 

erways. 

They are likewiſe of good Service after the 
other general Evacuation, to derive the Blood from 
ſome particular Part, or empty it from others where 
it lies ready for a Diſcharge, if ſuch Diſcharge be 
found neceſſary that Way to be made. Thus in 
ſevere Head-achs, or Defluxion from the Eye, as 
Ophthalmies, they do good Service, apply'd to the 
Forchead, Temples, or behind the Ears: And 
thus alſo in a Suppreſſion of a wonted hzmorrhqj- 
dal Flux, where the Veſſels are turgid, or full and 
painful for want of their cuſtomary Diſcharge, they 
are uſed to give Vent and promote the Evacuation, 
by applying them to thoſe Parts : Byt yet not 
without Caution and Deliberation firſt had, as has 
been taken Notice of in our Chapter of the Piles, 
But the Uſe of theſe, however ſeemingly innocent, 
has not been free from Dangers, and many great 
Inconveniencies, as we find in ſundry Writers : 
They are faid to be at ſome Times, or rather 
in ſome Places, truly venomous : Of which Kind 
I reckon are meant thoſe taken out of ſtanding or 
putrid Waters, ſtinking Pools and Ditches : On 
the contrary, thoſe from pure and clear Waters, 
with their Backs greeniſh, and their Bellies reddiſh, 
as Charrier obſerves, are of themſelves inoffenſive, 
the Black and Hairy being rejected as venomous, 
If any Accident attend the other and harmleſs Kind, 
it is likely more imputable to Miſmanagement, ei- 
ther forcing them off violently, by which = 
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Feeth are left behind, raiſing after fome untoward 
Accident, as Inflammation, Abſceſs, or the like: 
Or ſetting them upon Parts ſubject to Influx, or 
on which much Humour is already fallen, when 
no wonder there ſhould be more ſtil] this Way in- 
vited, to the Hazard of Apoſtemation, Gangrene 
or Mortification, the Cafe probably of Meffalinus 
the Roman Conſul, who Pliny “ faith loſt his Life 
by fixing Leeches to his Knees, but tells not upon 
what Occaſion they were there fixed, only that 
their Heads were left behind in the Place: Which 
might be the Fault of the Attendant, as well as of 
the Leech. For ?*tis not the Nature of this Crea- 
ture, ſo far as I have obſerved, to leave either 
Head or Teeth behind them, if they are let alone 
to fall off themfelves, when fully fatiated with 
their Repaſt, the Blood they ſuck ; nor will they 
do it, I believe, if 8 their Work on- 
ly'by the common Salts or Bitters laid about their 
Snouts, the Particles of which, ſo ſoon as ever they 
perceive, they eaſily let go their Hold, without 
need of any Force to occaſion their Separation, 
which by no means is to be promoted by pulling 
them, or handling them with Violence: There 
have been indeed fatal Conſequences attending their 
Application, as we have obſerved before in the 
latter End of the fourth Chapter of the ſecond 
Part of this Treatiſe : But theſe were purely ow- 
ing to their ineautelous, not to ſay ignorant Ap- 
ee as appears manifeſt. So that when du- 
y circumſtantiated, one of the greateſt Troubles I 
have had with them, has been to reſtrain their 
bleeding after they come off, which ſometimes 
creates a little Trouble, eſpecially when ſet to ſome 
froward Children, about the Neck or other Parts

it : And when the Flux ſeems to be reſtrained, i 
the Blood be hot and, thin with a quick and hi h 
Pulſe, as in Fevers, a Fit of Crying ſhall undo A 
Work and break through all afreſh. Thus | re: 
member when I firſt began to practiſe, being vie 
for five Miles out of Town to attend a Gentleman's 
Child in the Summer- time, I got there by four 
o Clock, and Jet on a Couple of Leech, WAR 
after they had done their Byſinefs fell, and th 
Places were ſuffered to bleed ſome little while af+ 
ter ; the Blood running down apace by Oh 1 
apply'd ſome Farin. Tit. with a Compreſs dipt in 
Oxycrate, and gave the Nurfe a Charge to keep 
her Fingers cloſe upon the Parts, as they grew 
warm ftill dipping them in cold Water. It wag 
low under the Ear they happened to fix, and the 
more difficult to bind any thing on: Leaving this 
Charge, I took my Horſe and rid two Miles far- 
ther, when returning to the Houſe in about an 
Hour, I found the Nurſe taking on that the 
Child would bleed to Death, and ſurely the Leeches 
either were not good, or they were not fet right. 
The Infant ſeemed truly by the Cloaths to have 
loſt a pretty deal of Blood, and was turning pale: 
Which made me hope I ſhould have leſs Trouble 
to repreſs the Flux: The fame uſually ceaſing up- 
on any Syncope. I perceived the good Woman. 
had been at Work with Cobwebs, Bole Armony, 
Tinder, and ſuch like. I ſent ſtraight to the Apo- 
thecary for a Bit of crude Vitriol or Alum 
and diſſolving ſome of the ſame in a Spoonful of 
Water, dipt a Compreſs of Lint therein, and 
ſtrewed over it ſome fine Powder of the ſame Vi- 
trio}, which I Kept cloſe with my Finger for a 
ve . Quarter 
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Quarter of an Hour: When during this Compreſ- 
fion the Child bled not a Drop, but recovering its 
Fainting, and growing reſtleſs, as being held in 
the ſame Poſture, it fel] into a Fit of crying and 
holding the Breath, ſtraining the Muſcles of the 
Neck, by which, altho' I kept my Finger cloſe, it 
ran down again as at firſt: I then made up a freſh 
Compreſs, and ſtopt it again, ſhifting my Fingers 
by Turns to eaſe my ſelf, and thus I continued for 
near an Hour : Hoping by thistime we had made a 
little Eſchar or Slough made by the Vitriol. Upon ta- 
king off my Finger it ſeem'd to ſtop to my great Sa- 
tisfaction. I then left more Pledgets for the Nurſe, 
and ſent to the Apothecary in the Town, to give 
him Inſtruction if any freſh Eruption ſhould happen: 
When going to take Horſe at the Door, the Nurſe 
looking towards the Place, found all in freſh Blood, 
having made its Way thro' the Dreſſings. I then 
gave my Horſe to the Servant to put again intothe 
Stable, and returned into the Houſe ; taking off 
the bloody Cloths, I clapt cloſe down another 
Compreſs to ſecure it, whilſt I ordered the Apo- 
thecary to bring me a little Vial of Ol. Vitrioli: 
Which being come, I ſhook it up againſt the 
Cork, and clapt the Bottom of the ſaid Cork up- 
on one Orifice, which it was only big enough to 
cover, then upon the other, which ſeem'd in a 
manner ſecure, Upon the Touch with the Cork, 
the Child, through the Smart, cry'd much: How- 
ever, the Orifice ſeemed thereby ſhrivel'd up, and 
the Bleeding next to nothing. I then apply'd a freſh 
Pledget upon the Orifice which had bled laſt, the 
other being perfectly ſtopt: And ſaw the Child's 
Head bound up again, yet notwithſtanding, before 
the Nurſe had made an End, altho* there was a 
Linen-bolfter made of ſeveral Folds of Cloth, the 
innermoſt ſprinkled over with Farina, . the Blood 
was got through: It being now. late, and time

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for me to think of going Home; whilſt I was 
muſing what I had beſt to do, — py'd a Tobacco- 
Pipe in the Chimney-Corner, and ang the ſame 
into the Fire, not 1 the Ni e know my In- 
tention, I order*'d her to ike all off in: The 
poor Woman, affrighted, took no Notice, but 
when the Dreſſings were off, and the Pipe, as I 
thought, hot, 1 I chd i it from the Fire, maki 
them believe I would let the Blood drop upon it, 
and that way ſtop the Bleeding : W. en taking 
my Opportunity whilſt her Head was turned an- 
other Way, and the Pipe heated a ſecond time, 
being brought me, I ſuddenly clap'd the End of it, 
red hot as it was, upon the bleeding Hole, which I 
juſt touch d, and threw away the Pipe, the Child 
not crying "ſo much as at the Virrio). ' After this 
finding all ſecure, I apply'd nothing but a little 
dry Lint, and a Bit of defenſative . 4 5 
leaving behind me ſome of my Cerat 
Calam. to cure it as a Burn, ordering her only to 
take Care ſhe forced not off the Dreſſing, till it 
grew looſe of it ſelf: Getting then on Horſeback, 
I made the beſt of my Way Home ; and in few 
Days after, heard my little Patient had bled no 
more, the Cruſt caſting off, and healing with two 
or three Dreſſings. And this indeed was the only 
Caſe I ever met with, ſo troubleſome and perplex- 
ing after ſetting on of Leeches, and which ſhall 
ſuffice me to have ſpoken of them. 

There are ſeveral other little Inſects, whoſe Bites 
or Stings upon the outward Parts are very trouble- 
ſome to us for a ſhort Time, fuch as thoſe of the 
Gnat, and Piſmire or Ant, with ſome others : 
But the Diſturbance from theſe lighter Hurts go-. 
ing off generally of themſelves, like thoſe from 
the Nettle and Cow-age : Or if (which is very 
rare) any unuſual Symptom lech requiring ſome-

Ins like manner, the Indians at this Day, as Dr.

Concerning the Efficacy of 


Local Remedies. 


AVING finiſhed what I had to ſay 
upon certain Diſtempers, wherein the 
Skin is either primarily or ſeconda- 
e rily ſome Ways affected: I hope the 
==) Reader will not be diſpleaſed, if I 
add a few Words concerning the 
Force of ſome outward Remedies, if not wholly 
ſubduing by themſelves, at leaſt aſſiſting towards 
the Removal of certain internal Maladies. By 
which 1 would not be underſtood, as if a Paiſter, 
Pultis, or Liniment laid upon the Outſide of the 
Skin, and extending its Virtue no farther, could 
roduce any great Matters: But that ſome ſubtil 

Particles from the ſame, inſinuating themſelves by 
the Pores, may get into the Blood and nervous 
Juice; by altering whoſe Texture, one way or 
other, ſome very conſiderable Change may be in- 
„3 duced, 
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duced, as certainly as from the Medicine taken in 
by the more obvious Paſſages. But ſuch is the 
Misfortune, that as on the one Side through Bi- 
gotry, Superſtition, and Over- credulity, we want 
not thoſe who are apt to impute too much, as in 
the Torquis Infantum, and the ſeveral other ridicu- 
Tous Periapta, Characters, Ic. worn as Charms for 
Agues, Epilepſies, and the like: So on the other, 
ſome Gentlemen have been ſo very ſhy, not to ſay 
incredulous, as to flight and diſregard all other 
external Application, how ſerviceable ſoever and 
expedient they have been found; and *tis common 
for them to overlook the Pericarpia, Supplanialia, 
or any of thoſe we call the Epithemata in their 
Practice. . 

Indeed, as I never could lay much Streſs on the 
former, ſo having ſeen at ſome times very remark- 
ably good Effects from the latter, I think they ought 
not to be caſhier'd, but rather recommended. Nor 
do I think I need much Labour to convince thoſe 
who by their Skill and Knowledge in the animal 
Structure, are already fatisfy'd that its Mechaniſm 
is ſuch, as will afford an Entrance very eaſy to the 
finer Parts of the outward Medicine, into its inmoſt 
Receſſes: Being much further'd by ,the Warmth 
of thoſe they lie upon, and entring the Pares in 
the Form, at leaſt, of an Halitus, if not more ſub- 
ſtantially. | 
It may be difficult, I know, to explicate the 
Mogus, or Way of, their Operation upon the ſan- 
| pry or nervous Fluids, after they have enter'd : 
But *tis eaſy to prove they do both enter and operate, 
by their conſequent Effects. | 

Thus, beſides the many Inſtances might be 
produced from Authors of undoubred Credit, I my 
ſelf have known two Children killed, by an Over- 
purgation from barely rubbing in a little Ointment 
eb that de Aribanita) upon their Navels, re- 

| ES: 7.» qe 
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commended by a wiſe Woman to kill Worms: 
The Particles of which getting into the Pores and 
intangling themſelves among the nervous Hbrilla of 
the ſubjacent Viſcera, lay conſtantly and inceſſantly, 
like ſo many Stimuli, provoking the Bowels to ſhake 
them off, which not able to effect, and their Forces 
ſpent, notwithſtanding all Aſſiſtance called in from 
lenient and anodyne Clyſters, Reſtringents, and 
Opiates, to get a Truce with the Enemy, an uni- 
verſal Convulſion, as the laſt Effort, came on, 
and Death quickly enſued after, 3 
Fernelius makes mention of ſuch an Ointment, 
that being daubed on the Belly, purges violently: 
But you cannot (as Bonet wiſely obſerves) — 
Trial of it, or the like, without Cenſure or Loſs 
of Reputation. Of this and its Conſequence, read 
Fab. Hild. his Diſcourſe De Dyſenteria, Cap. 8. 
The Effects of Quickſilver rubbed on the outward 
Skin, are too well known to want any Recital: I 
have hinted at ſome of them in the foregoing Trea- 
tiſe, when worn only in a Girdle: and the ſame will 
alſo furniſh very ſurpriſing Effects, if not of that, 
yet of other Poiſons, apply*d outwardly. 
Now if, as appears plain, the Particles of one 
Sort of Medicine, entring our Bodies, by means 
of the cutaneous Pores, are able to excite ſuch in- 
teſtine Feuds as are very difficult, if at all, to be 
appeaſed without the Deſtruction of the whole ani- 
mal Fabrick : It will ſurely be allowed, that thoſe 
of another Kind, may both enter the ſame Way, 
and by their friendly or agreeable Natures, compoſe 
the jarring Principles, and amicably allay the Storm 
or Hurrican raiſed from within. . 
From theſe Words a certain Tay- Medicine Mon- 
Fer, or a Dealer in Phyſical Baubles has taken the

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Liberty to amuſe his Reader with a Perſuaſion that 
Tam a Friend to Amulets, and other his ridiculous 
Appenſa, for the Cure of Diſeaſes, as I am told he 
hath publiſhed in one of his ſmall Pamphlets, diſtri- 
buted gratis, but with a View of bringing great 
Gain to himſelf. Tis true he has Modeſty enough 
to tell the World, that I am a Friend where Evidence 
forceth me. 5 2-66 
In anſwer to which, I think my ſelf concerned fo 
far as to reply, that I never met with ſuch Evidence 
in any of his ludicrous Argumentation : nor will 
there be found any Parallel between the Effects of 
Remedies I am now treating of, apply'd imme- 
diately to the Skin of any Part of our Bodies, either 
in Form of Fomentation, Ointment, or Emplaſter, 
or any other of the Epithems, ſo named by Phy- 
ſicians, and his apiſh Fopperies of Beads or Gout- 
Stones, the former to be hung about Childrens 
Necks, the latter worn in the Garments of as child- 
iſn People: For altho' it may be very poſſible that 
an Ointment rub'd upon the Skin, ſhould purge, 
caufe Reſt, raiſe a Salivation, or the like; yet will 
none of them have any ſuch Effect when carry'd 
about us. 

It muſt be own'd, that ſome have been ſo ſimple 
to forbid Cantharides being worn in the Pocket, 
becauſe the ſame in Plaiſters have ſometimes occa- 
fion'd the making of a bloody Water: (But theſe, 
as our learned Dr. Freind * — <« are rather the 
«« Figments of dreaming Perſons, than Diſputes 
« of Phyſicians.” 

The great Principle of Altraction, by which our 
new Philoſophy ſolves all the Phænomena of natural 
Bodies, was by its Author + never intended to 
be thus abuſed, who how ſtrenuous an Advocate 


De Febribus, p. 138. f Sir Iſaac Newton, 
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ſoever for the ſame, yet always allows, that as there 
muſt be a definite Make, and Peculiarity of Tex- 
ture in Bodies, thus acting upon one another; ſo 
alſo a determinate Space between, or Proximity of 
each to other before they operate or aſſociate: none 
of them being capable of exerting themſelves extra 
Spheram Activitatis. | 

But indeed I think it is paying too great a Re- 
gard to Trifles, to dwell longer upon a Subject cal- 
culated merely to delude the Ignorant, and to pick 
their Pockets; or in other Words, by putting a 
Child's Play-thing into, attracting their Money out 
of them. | 

To reſume now the Thread of our Diſcourſe, 
and confirm our former Poſition, I well remember 
(for 'tis not long time ſince) when ſundry cordial 
and ſtomachick Remedies had been given (altho? 
the beſt of our commonly ſuppoſed Anti-emeticks) 
without taking Effect, upon a perpetual Viſus of 
the Ventricle to throw up its Contents ; a Flannel 
wrung hot out of a Decoction of Mint and Worm- 
wood, with ſome of the Aromaticks, preſently al- 
lay'd the Hurry, and quieted the Orgaſmus of the 
enraged Spirits which had occaſioned this Inverſion 
of the periſtaltic Motion. | 
Greg. Horſt. * tho? he owns it above his Compre- 
henſion, acknowledgeth the ſame good Effect en- 
ſuing the wearing Wormwood only in the Socks, 
which both corrected the Weakneſs of Stomach in 
a certain Nobleman, and took off his Nauſea or 
Loathing. 

The like good Effects are common from the 
warn or hot Epithems laid upon the Region of 
the Abdomen, in the Cholick and Iliac Paſſion, as 
alſo in Dyſenteries and other Fluxes, taking Riſe 
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ſtirred up either by Fatus or ſome ſtimulating Hu- 
mours this Way. derived, when the Medicaments 
taken inwardly have not ſucceeded. | 
Nor is it any thing ſtrange, that the Euvia 
from an outward Medicine entering our Bodies, 
ſhould work ſuch conſiderable Alterations, if we 


conſider that the efficient Cauſe of the moſt ſur- 


prizing and aſtoniſhing Diſtempers within, ſuch 
as the Apoplexy, Epilepſy, and ſundry others of 
the convulſive and byſterte Kind, conſiſts as it 


were in Vapour, and borders ſo nearly upon im- 
material Beings (if 1 may be allowed the Word) 


whilſt the moſt deſtruftive ones alſo from without, 
as in the Plague and other Peſtilential Diſeaſes, 
have thoſe which are as imperceptible to our 
Senſes for their Parent. If it be objected, that 
thoſe latter are let in by the more large and open 
Paſſages of the Mouth and Noſtrils, we anſwer, 
Each Pore of the Skin is a ſufficient Paſſage, 
which if letting in the mercurial Globules before 
obſerved, will ſcarce deny Admittance, or prove 
impermeable to much finer Corpuſcles, both ſaluta- 

ry and deſtructive. | 

It is our Buſineſs at preſent to evince that they 
may, and do get in, even by thoſe cutaneous Pores; 
and being enter'd, do alſo produce very conſiderable 
Changes and Alterations. Thus in the Caſe of 
Agues, whoſe Fits are often ſtopt by the only Ap- 

lication of certain Medicines to the Wriſt 3 . 
Lanes Willis thus diſcourſeth. 

* Thoſe Empirical Remedies, which are ſaid to 
cure intermitting Fevers, are of that Sort, which 
drive away the approaching Fit without any Eva- 
cuation, ſuch as ſome of the Epicarpia, or Medi- 
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cines apply d to the Pulſe in the Wriſts; Supplan- 
talia, to the Feet; Epithems and Amulets to the 
Region of the Heart. Some of theſe are ſo common- 
ly known to help, that their Effects are ſometimes 
warranted under ſome Forfeiture conſiderable. 
Now as to the Mode of Operation, faith he, it is 
clear that thoſe external Applications do impart 
ſome Force and Action to the Blood and Spirits, 
by which the Turgeſcency, or Swelling up of the 
Blood with the Feveriſh Matter and Fermentation, 
are ſtopt, (viz.) from the Medicine ty*d about the 

y. certain little Bodies or Euvia are com- 
municated to the Blood, which do very much fix 
and bind together the Particles thereof, or elſe as 
it were precipitate them, by fuſing and ſhaking 
them: And by either Way the ſpontaneous 
growing hot of the Blood is prevented, as when 
cold Water is put into a boiling Pot, or as when 
Vinegar or Alum is flung into new or working 
Beer, preſently Fermentation ceaſes, and the Li- 
quor acquires a new Taſte and Conſiſtency, where- 
by it becomes fit to be drunk, as if it had been 

kept to ripen a long time. That theſe Ague- 

ſtoppers in particular do work after ſome ſuch 

Way, is plamly ſeen, for that many of them of 
. Note do excel in a ſtyptic or binding 
orce, or elſe with a precipitating Virtue. But 
be this as it will, it is certain and indubitable, that 
the febrile Paroxyſm is often ſtop'd by outward 
Application, even where ſtrong Faith or Imagina- 
tion have had no Share, A remarkable Inſtance 
of which we have (taken Notice of ſome Years 

paſt) in the famous cinnabarine Plaiſter, laid (tho? 
not to the Wriſts) upon the Stomach : I mean 
that of Dr. Bates, which he intitles the Emplaſtrum 
Febrifugum Magnum, of which his Tranſlator (ſel- 
dom ſhort in thoſe areas wan 7 tells us, that in a 

hundred Examples together, it hath not failed once. 
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It is ſufficient to my Purpoſe,: that it cureth four in 
ſix, and that I have known it do, in all Ages, Sexes 
and Conſtitutions, as well Quotidian, as Tertian 
and Quartan. So that from the Premiſſes we think 
it rea ſonable to infer, that many of our Epithems, 
whether in the Form of Plaiſter, Fotus, Liniment, 
or otherwiſe; and apply'd either to the Forehead, 
Temples, Heart, Stomach, Belly, Wriſts, Feet, or 
other Parts of the Body, are neither to be laid aſide, 
nor thought by any Means uſeleſs. 

We ſaid ſomething before of the antipeſtilen- 
tial Amulet; but that, with the Manner of its Ope- 
ration referr'd to, being a little remote from our Pur- 
poſe, however well-affirmed in its good Effects, 
as not acting upon the Skin itſelf, but only by a 


kind of Sympathy, concentering, as ſome imagine, 


the peſtilent Efiuvia to itſelf, that they may not 
enter thereinto; we leave every one to think as 
they pleaſe : Whilſt among the external or local 
Remedies, we reckon the Stillicidia, often practiſed 
by the. Ancients, and highly approved by Galen. 
Somewhat of kin to this is our Sack Dama. found 
to be exceeding ſerviceable not only for ſome Diſ- 
tempers of the Head, but in many obſtinate and 
fixed Pains the Joints: But theſe are ſo well 
known, that I need ſay no more of them, nor of 
the Baths themſelves, whether cold or hot, which 
I call alſo local, and of which many, I believe, may 
be ſaid to act by infinuating their Particles into the 
Blood, as well as by their Specifick Gravity, or 


their manifeſt: Qualities of Heat and Cold, either 


relaxing the Fibres, or giving them a greater Ten- 

ſion and Elaſticity. e ui (te 
Of Unguents outwardly apply'd, we have given 

a Hint before which was brought only to demon- 
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ſtrate, that by the Pores of the outward Skin there 
was ſufficient Paſſage for ſome Parts of the ſame 
(however clog d or inviſcated with others in the 
Compoſition) to inſinuate themſelves into the Body, 
there exciting their Force, which however deadly 
by the Raſhneſs and Ignorance: gf the Director, is 
no Bar againſt the ſalubrious Advantage to be ob- 
tained, from another Medicine of the ſame Form, 
tho* of a different Quality, apply*'d by Order of the 
ſkilful Phyſician, r 
If Ointments find Admittance, we have no Rea- 
ſon to doubt but Oils will, which are leſs viſcous, 
and more diffuſive, and if they enter not ſubſtan- 
tially, yet by their Minima Medica, or the ſubtil 
Particles with which they are ſaturate, we find they 
gain an Entrance, and work conſiderable Altera- 
tions. | fs: *

Veins comes all to this, 
that what Blood: remains over and above the Nutri- 
tion of the Skin, may be-carried back by them to 
the larger Branches, and Trunk of the Cava. 
Hereby the Virtue of Topicks apply'd to the 
Wriſts, tranſmitting their Particles and Atoms 
through the Pores of the Skin, may be communi- 
cated to the Blood, yea to the Heart itſelf, Thus 
alſo the deadly Poiſon of Things laid to the Skin 
by Stealth, tho* never ſo ſlightly, come quickly 
to affect the vital Parts, being carried with the 
Blood by thoſe Veins which convey that Liquor 
back unto the Heart, Again, . 
Thoſe Phyſicians, faith Sylvius , are not to be 
heeded, as being more ſubtil than ſkilful, who re- 
ject the Uſe of all Ointments, Plaiſters and Lini- 
ments, becauſe it does not ſeem probable to them, 
that fat and oily things can penetrate through the 
Skin, Membranes and Muſcles of the Abdomen, 
that encompaſs the Contents. But though this 
ſeems improbable, at leaſt difficult, yet daily Ex- 
perience witneſſeth, that internal Diſeaſes of the 
Abdomen or Belly, are daily cured only by the 
Uſe of Ointments and Liniments. Now tho the 
laudable Effects of Oils and oleous Things may 
ſuffice to prove their Penetration through the Skin 
and other Parts, yet the Ways alſo may be deter- 
mined, by which oily things may penetrate, even 
to the inner Parts, namely the Pores of the Skin: 
From which there is a Paſſage to the Veſſels, and 
conſequently to the Heart. For ſeeing all the Parts 
of the Body are made up of various Particles, like 
natural Minima, and therefore of Atoms join'd or 
wrought together; it is not probable, ſeeing they 
are diverſely ſhaped, that they are fo exactly fitted 
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to one another, but that there is every where a 
Paſſage through them, for fluid Bodies, and eſpe- 
cially for ſuch as are volatile : Which Hippocrates 
alſo obſerv'd, when he pronounc'd the whole Bo- 
dy to be pervious; and any one may obſerve 
that views either the Bones, Griſtles, or other 
Parts, and notes them to be porous, eſpecially 
when obſerving the ſame with Glaſſes, and com- 
pares them with things made by Art, linen or 
woollen Cloths : Which tho? never ſo cloſe, yet are 
pervious withal ; for he will then acknowledge and 
conclude; that there are every where Pores, ſome- 
times larger, ſometimes ſtraiter, even in all natural 
things. 

Farther yet, to manifeſt the Effect of an external 
Application upon the Blood, Phil. Salmuth. * takes 
Notice of a Perſon falling out of his Chariot, who 
was bruiſed, more eſpecially in his Arm: By which 
there ſeemed Danger of a Paraly/is ; for Preven- 
tion whereof his Spine was anointed with hot Oils, 
and warm Plaiſters were after apply*d : Whence he 
was immediately ſciz*d with a Fever, which left him 
as ſoon as the Applications were removed. When 
they were firſt apply'd, he ſaid he felt ſenſibly the 
Heat proceeding from the Application (getting in- 
to the large Veſicls, faith the Author, which run 
that Way, and fo ſtraight to the Heart.) After 
ſome Weeks, that he might not loſe the Uſe of 
his Arm, he conſenting, they apply'd again ſuch 
like Topicks, and the Fever again returns : Upon 
which, laying them aſide, they endeavoured by 
o:hers Means to help him. 

That Plaiſters laid on ſeveral Parts of the Body, 
'are not only uſeful to cure the Hurts of the Skin, 
but to quiet and allay the inordinate Motions of 
the Blood and Spirits, and to open the Paſſages of 
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| ſome dbſtructed Viſceru, is manifeſt not only from 


the febrifuge Plaiſter before-mentioned, but alſo 
in thoſe de Cymino, Meliloto, de Baccis Lauri, in 
the Pleuritis notba: Alſo in that de Galbano for the 
Hyſterick Diſorder, and in the Ammoniac. either 
fine, vel cum Cicuta, by which alone, in Time, 
very conſiderable ſchirrous Tumours in the Liver 
and Spleen are inſenſibly waſted. We have known 
that Plaiſters to the Wriſts have ſtopped the Fits 
of Agues; and we have Reaſon to believe that 
others to the Feet, upon othet Accounts befides 
Fevers, are not without their Advantage; and that 
ſome Diſorders of the Head, how remote ſoever 
therefrom, are hereby (together with other Re- 
medies) excellently well provided for, on that of 
the Community there is between theſe Parts, as 
well as others, by Means not only of the Blood- 
veſſels, but the nervous Fibrille alſo ; fo that ſome 
have apply'd Plaiſters to the Soles of the Feet to 
cauſe Reſt, inſtead of taking an hypnotic Draught; 
and I have known others by the Uſe of a Pe- 
dilavium, who have more certainly and pleaſantly 
procured to themſelves the ſame, when the com- 
mon Doſe of Laudanum would do nothing to that 
Purpoſe ; and whether this ariſe from the bare Hu- 
midity or relaxing Property of the Bath or Waſh, 
taking off the Criſpature or over Tenſion of the 
Fibres (on which Watching depends ;) or from 
ſome narcotick Particles in the Compoſition, where- 
with it is ſtock'd, getting into the Blood and 
thence to the Brain, ſubjugating and fettering the 
Animal Spirits, and preventing their -wonted Ex- 
curſions for ſome time, (on which Sleep) it mat- 
ters not to our preſent Purpoſe, ſince the Effect 
— Way is produced by the topical Admini- 
ration. 


But if the more groſs and emplaſtic Medicaments 


thus apply'd, can make their Way, at leaſt ſome 
| L123 - Parts 
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Parts of them into the Blood and nervous Fluid 
what may we not expect from the liquid Epithems, 
whaſe Parts may be rendered yet more rare and te- 
nuious by the Admixtion of fome ſpirituous In- 
gredients, by which they become ſo diffuſive as 
inftantly to penetrate the whole Animal Compages, 
and diverſely (according to the Intent of the Phy- 
ſician) to alter and rectify ſome Diſorders of the 
lame. n 

The Benefit of Friction, which conſiſts of Mo- 
tion and Heat, whether or no the ſame be raiſed 
by rubbing the Body with a coarſe Cloth, or the 
Fleſh-bruſh, has Advantages inconceivable and 
farce credible, by which the Obſtructions of the 
Pores and cutaneous Glandules are opened, their 
ſtagnating Juices broke into ſmall Particles, diſ- 
ſolv'd and rerder'd fit to be carry*d off in Perſpira- 
tion, in the Room of which, as my Lord Verulam 
well obſerves, new Juice will ſucceed with new 
Vigour to the Body: And Longevity, faith that 
great Naturaliſt, is this Way moſt certainly. pro- 
moted. But of obſtructed Perſpiration, the Pa- 
rent of much the greater Number of our Diſtem- 
pers (and by thoſe Means excellently removed) ſee 
more in our Chapter aforegoing of the twofold 
Perſpiration. | 

To this belong the Sinapiſmi, Phanigmi, or Ru- 
bificantia, apply'd unto wither'd, cold and para- 
lytick Members, with an Intent of rouſing up the 
native Heat, and to bring Nouriſhment to the Parts 
emaciated. | | | 

The Application of young Pigeons, or other 
Creatures ſplit in two alive, and immediately ap- 
ply'd to the Soles of the Feet, ſometimes to the

none of the leaſt ſerviceable, in malignant Fevers, 
Convulſions, c. The Vent of a Pigeon apply'd 
cloſe to the Fundament of young — in

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ſome of the like Cafes, has a ſtrange Force of At- 
traction (if the Expreſſion be allowable) in which 
the Suction ſeems as ſtrong as in the Cupping-glaſs, 


and whether from the malign Efuvia drawn out 


of the Body of the diſeaſed into its own, or from 
the ' Creatures Reſpiration, during the Interval, 
fome how impeded” and intercepted, ſo it happens 
frequently, that it lays down its own Life to pre- 
ſerve another's. Nor will any of theſe Remedies 
appear ridiculous to him who conſiders that the 
greateſt and moſt learned Phyſicians, as well amorg 
the Ancients as Moderns, have countenanced their 
Uſe in their own Practice : An Inſtance among 
the latter, and ſeemingly more unlikely than ſome 
others, we may obſerve in the thinking Sydenham, 
who in the moſt acute and torturing Diſeaſe af- 
fecting poor Mortals, I mean the Iliack Paſſion, 
thence called the Miſerere, doth, among other 
Remedies, adviſe a young Kittling to be laid alive 
- ny the naked Belly, and there continued for ſome 

ime. 1 | 

It hath already been made to appear, as well 
from ſome of the Ancients, as from a learned and 
worthy Phyſician among us *, that many conſider- 
able Cures have been wrought without either ex- 
ternal or internal Medicine, only by a due Uſe of 
one of the Non-naturals, I mean that of Exerciſe 
or Motion ; and from theſe Hints it will appear, 
that great Aſſiſtance may be had (I do not ſay the 
whole Benefit or Advantage) in many Caſes from 
local Medicine. Even at this time a-day a great 
Part of the World, viz. China and Fapan, give 
very few, and thoſe very ſimple ones, las ing 
their chief $treſs, and undertaking to cure al- 
moſt all Diſtempers, by Acupuncture and Inuſtion, 


Dr. Fuller in his Med. Gymnaſt, 
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as appears from the printed Account of HF/ilbelmus 
ten Rhyne*, a Phyſician of good Note, who had 
travel'd thoſe Parts, and has cauſed accurately to 
be delineated (in his Mantiſſa Schimatica) the Front 
Side, and poſterior Views of the Outſide of a hu- 
man Body, with the Places on which they burn 
their Moxa, and perforate with the Needle, ex- 
preſs'd in Lines and Points rather mathematical, 
or as ſame would incline to think magical, than 
anatomical, echt 
The Date of this Acupuncture I find not; nor 
whether it be an Operation peculiar to the Chineſe 


and Japonois; but the Practice of Inuſtion is as 


ancient as Hippocrates, being uſed by himſelf, as 
alſo by Galen, Celſus, Paulus, '&c. yet for many 
Ages much diſuſed, till again reviv'd by Severinus, 
and Epiphanius Ferdinandus, who tells us, that he 
always had recourſe thereto in deſperate Caſes, and 
recovered thoſe hereby, that by all other Remedies 
were juſtly deemed incurable. The Method of 
practiſing this Way is deliver'd at large by the fore- 
ſaid Authors, being alſo deſcribed by J. U. Horn, 
P. Martian. Salius, and divers others,

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T H AT our Treatiſe may be render'd yet 
ſomewhat more uſeful, to the Practitioners 
more eſpecially ' of Surgery, by inſtructing them 
to account for the Way or Means by which their 
outward Medicines take Place, or obtain their 
Ends; we have here at the Cloſe of all, ſubjoin'd 
the following r Explication from Zy- 
pus thus. 

Medicines emollient or ſoftening, produce their 
Effects by relaxing the Parts which ſtick together, 
and looſening them by their gentle Heat and agree- 
able Humidity, 

Medicines indurating or hardening, have this dou- 
ble Manner of Operation, (viz.) either diſperſing 
the more tenuious and diſſipable, as in the Schirrus, 
by their too great Heat; or by retaining or coagu- 


lating, and 'as it were congealing the fame, by 
their over-cold Particles, as in the QZdema, they 


firmly unite and join the Parts together. 

N 28 are ſaid to operate, for that 
by their kind ly Warmth they enlarge the Pores of 
the Skin, and ſend forth the Humours at the ſame 
Time, which by the ſaid Heat they have raiſed into 
a Sort of Steam or Vapour. 

Condenſing Medicines on the contrary, by their 
as, reſtrain their Motion, ſo that falling as

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it were together, they are more cloſely joined and 


connected to each other. 

Adſtringents have ſuch a particular Conformation 
of their Particles, that they are able to draw and 
bind thoſe about them to themſelves, faſtening 
them as if with little Wedges, or tying them cloſe 
with Cords, upon which Account they are moſt 
commonly of a cold Nature. 

Aperients, by their ſlender and ſharp- pointed 
Particles, are able to inſinuate themſelves deeply 
into the Body, where breaking in ſunder the more 
craſs and terrene, they enter their Pores, and © 
the obſtructed Paſſages ; and of ſuch here are both 
hot and cold. | 

On the other Side, ſuch as thicken and incraſ- 

ſate, work their Eftect by their more groſs and ra- 
mous Parts, mixing with and entangling others 
that are moſt moiſt and liquid, and uniting or 
joining themſelves therewith, encreaſe the Con- 
ſiſtence of the ſame; theſe are generally cold in 
Quality. 
The attenuating or inciding Medicines (ſomewhat 
of Kin to the aperient) are ſuch as, by their acute 
Parts, divide and cut in ſunder the viſcid or tough 
Humours, breaking them into Particles ſmaller and 
more fine. | | 

Emplaſticks are ſuch as by their ſoft but hooked 
Corpulcles adhere eaſily to the Parts of the Body, 
and cementing them together, they ſhut up the 
Pores, and ſo conſcquently inhibiting the Efiluvia 

from breaking forth, they haſten Suppuration. 
Aiemperaments, called of the Greets Exrizega5ma, 
are ſomething like the former, being ſo conſtitu- 
ted, that by their ſoft and ſmooth Particles they 
inwrap the acid or ſharp Humours they meet with 
in their own Lentor, blunting therewith their 
Edges, and ſheathing as it were their Points ; or 
elſe are ſo formed as to admit their pointed Parts 
N into 
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into their own Pores, and convey them together 
with themſelves out of Doors: Or, laſtly, to blunt 
or break off the Points and Edges of the fame, and 
thereby render them incapable” of giving farther 
Diſturbance : And after this Manner our Author 
will have it, that Crabs Eyes, teſtaceous Powders, 
and other harder Bodies, attemperate Acidities, 

Detergents may be ſaid to operate by their hard, 
rough, and pointed Particles, ſcouring and eleanſ- 
ing away the Filth ſticking in the Paſſages, againſt 
which they happen to be impelled, or upon which 
they faſten. noe lr 125 

Repellents, by their cold and binding 1 
extinguiſh both the Heat, and impede the Flux of 
Humour to the Parts, ſhutting up the Ways, and 
driving back the Humour, by which means the 
Tumour or Swelling is often leſſen'd. WEED 
 Alttrabents, or ſuch as draw forth the Humours, 
(to which belong Pyroticks, burning and-bliſter- 

ing Medicines) exert their Force, and bring about 
their Effects by their great Heat and Subtilty 
of Parts, opening the Pores, attenuating the Hu- 
mours, and forcing them from their Receptacles 2 
Some of them only ſwell and inflame the Part, 
whilſt others exciting great Quantity of the ſerous 
Latex to ouze forth from the Glandules, and impel- 
ling the ſame againſt the Cuticle, whoſe Denſity 
confining them, and Reeping them in, they raiſe 
the ſame into a Bladder ; or elſe when of a more 

Intenſe Degree of Heat, like that of Fire, they 
burn the part into a Cruft of Eſchar. 

Maturatives are thoſe, which by their moderate 
and agreeable Heat and Mojifture are fitted to 
choak up the Pores; and by adhering cloſely, and 
at the fame Time ſhutting in the Native Heat, 
which is thereby encreaſed, they convert the extra- 
vaſate Humours into Pus or Matter, 


Stypticks, 
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Stypticks, or Medicines to ſtay Bleeding, work 
their Effects by their binding, cooling, and drying 


Properties, being likewiſe ſo framed as to adhere 


and ſtop the Mouths of the Veſſels opened, and to 
diminiſh the Motion of the Blood and Spirits, being 
related to the Reſtringents and Refrigerants. After 
this manner act alſo ſuch as incraflate or thicken the 
Blood, Opiates and cold Water apply'd to the Teſtes 
or other Parts. | 

Sarcoticks, Inearnatives, or ſuch as engender Fleſh 
by their mild Heat, and gentle Deterſion, conſerv- 
ing the natural Warmth of the Part, and removing 
the Filth from the Wound or Ulcer, make Way 
for a more commodious Influx of nutritious Humour, 
and convert the ſame into good Fleſh. 

Cementing, Agglutinating, or Conſolidating, dry 
more powerfully than the former, and are leſs de- 
terſive, by their adſtrictive Force as it were glew- 
ing together the Lips of the recent Wound, 
The proper Medicines under each general Deno- 
mination, being eaſily met with (it not already 
known among Authors) handling the Materia Me- 
dica, we have here thought fit to ſet the Bounds of
